THE   WORK   OF   THE  SOCIETY 


Relief  Work. 


In  the  year,  October  1,  1905,  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1906,  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in- 
Hospital,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service, 
treated  6,265  cases.  The  number  of  births  was  5,178.  The 
number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to 
the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  61,615,  of 
which  34,609  were  reported  by  physicians  and  27,006  by  mid- 
wives.  The  Society  cared  for  over  8  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
number  of  confinements  and  nearly  15  per  cent,  of  those  treated 
by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,302.  In  the 
Out-door  Department,  which  cares  for  women  in  confinement  in 
their  own  homes,  the  number  of  applications  was  3,931,  the 
number  treated  3,321,  the  number  of  confinements  3,116.  The 
number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was  3,371, 
the  number  received  2,841,  and  the  number  of  births  2,062. 
The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital  640  cases.  In  all 
its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the  full  limit  of  its 
resources.  The  increasing  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the 
following  table :

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Of  6,344  applicants  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable, 5,814  lived  in  front,  and  530  in  rear  tenements;  267 
patients  resided  in  basements,  546  on  stoop  floors,  1,425  on  first 
floors,  1,272  on  second  floors,  1,063  on  third  floors,  701  on  fourth 
floors  and  972  on  fifth  floors,  and  19  were  not  noted.  Husbands 
were  unemployed  in  1,381  instances,  a  decrease  of  102.  As  in- 
dicating the  needy  character  of,  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society, 
tabulated  statement  of  the  rents,  earnings  and  occupations 
may  be  found  on  pages  35  to  41.  In  some  emergency  cases, 
and  frequently  in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking  applicants, 
precise  information  is  not  obtainable.  A  statement  of  the  most 
noteworthy  cases  of  hardship  and  destitution,  compiled  by  the 
helpful  visitor  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  is  printed  at  pages  42 
to  64. 

At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  No.  314  Broome 


Diet  Kitchen.  street,  tickets  distributed  by  the  Medical  Staff 
to  needy  patients  are  exchanged  for  food  sup- 
plies. Assistance  has  been  given  to  468  families  and  1,494 
pounds  of  oatmeal,  186%  pounds  of  tea,  401%  of  coffee  and 
1,494  of  sugar,  4,196  loaves  of  bread  and  4,206  quarts  of  milk 
have  been  given  out  at  a  cost  of  $669.98,  an  average  of  $1.43 
per  family.  Food  and  other  necessaries  are  provided  for  two 
weeks  or  longer,  according  to  the  disability  of  the  mother.

dents  (see  pages  20-27).     A  three  months' 
course  has  been  given  to  171  nurses  (see  pages  28-30). 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  under 
the  editorship  of  Dr.  George  W.  Kosmak.

bers,  has  been  of  great  practical  value.  The 
Auxiliary  has  four  committees,  viz ;  for  Be- 
lief of  In-door  Patients ;  for  the  Belief  and  Care  of  Out-door 
Patients ;  on  Clothing;  on  Ways  and  Means. 

The  agent  of  the  In-door  Committee  obtains  situations  and 
decent  lodgings  for  women  discharged  from  the  hospital,  who

have  no  one  else  to  provide  for  them,  so  that  no  patient  leaves 
without  attention  to  her  needs.  The  care  of  the  mother  and 
child  under  such  conditions  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  Out-door  Committee  employs  a  visiting  agent  and 
several  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made,  garments  provided, 
milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when  needed,  and  the  rooms  of 
the  patient  systematically  cleaned  and  kept  in  order. 

The  Clothing  Committee,  in  providing  garments,  co-operates 
with  various  organized  employment  societies,  and  attends  to 
the  suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  hospital. 

The  agents  of  the  Auxiliary  made  18,216  visits,  distributed 
12,112  garments,  and  aided  3,077  families  with  food  or  assist- 
ance in  household  duties. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the 


Finances.  Out-door  Department  and  the  Diet  Kitchen, 
has  been  $129,580.61,  as  stated  in  the  Treas- 
urer's report,  an  increase  of  $7,421.66,  while  the  number  of 
cases  treated  has  increased  from  5,585  to  6,265,  the  cost  per 
patient  treated  being  diminished  by  $1.19.  The  average  stay  of 
a  patient  in  the  hospital  is  fourteen  days.  Since  the  opening  of 
the  present  hospital  building  there  has  been  a  steady  gain  in 
the  working  capacity  of  the  Society,  without  a  proportionate 
gain  in  expenses. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  unimpaired  only 
through  the  continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.

No.  203  East  Twenty-ninth  Street — Family  living  in  one 
furnished  room.  Man  a  truckman,  very  intemperate,  at  present 
serving  a  six  months'  sentence.  Two  other  members  of  the 
family  in  an  institution,  being  cared  for  by  the  City.  Woman 
visited  daily  by  cleaner;  rooms  and  clothing  kept  in  order, 
and  necessary  garments  provided  for  bed,  mother  and  patient. 
Diet  kitchen  relief  and  sterilized  milk  furnished.  Very  grate- 
ful for  attention. 

No.  254  Henry  street — Ten  living  children.  Infant  dead. 
Family  one  week  in  America.  Claims  to  have  had  narrow 
escape  from  massacre  in  Russia.  Tells  harrowing  story  of  hard- 
ship and  loss  of  property.  Brought  with  them  only  sufficient 
money  to  start  small  basement  store  with  which  they  hope  to 
make  a  living.  Two  children  of  wage-earning  age  expect  soon 
to  secure  work,  and  family  cheerful  and  sanguine  as  to  future. 
Very  appreciative  of  attention  to  patient. 

No.  137  Orchard  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  in  America 
but  four  months.  Man  earning  poor  living  while  learning  trade. 
Keep  two  lodgers  to  help  with  rent.  Gave  woman  clothing 
and  helped  with  food  and  milk  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly. 
Man  advised  to  apply  for  temporary  relief,  but  he  refused,  say- 
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ing  he  expected  some  day  to  be  well  off,  and  did  not  wish  to 
have  his  children  remember  that  they  had  been  objects  of 
charity. 

tfo.  51  Orchard  Street — Seventh  child,  all  under  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Place  in  frightful  condition,  owing  to  change 
being  made  in  plumbing  in  house.  Patient's,  only  family  in 
house,  and  her  furniture  all  packed  ready  for  moving.  Scrub- 
woman and  neighbor  set  up  bedstead  and  removed  woman  from 
old  couch  to  it,  making  her  very  comfortable,  despite  rubbish 
and  debris  covering  floors  and  stairs.  Gave  her  clothing  and 
milk.     Very  grateful. 

ffo.  1§0  Norfolk  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  cobbler, 
seventy  years  of  age  and  nearly  blind  and  woman  only  twenty- 
eight.  Says  she  is  obliged  to  keep  boarders  to  earn  a  living 
for  family,  and  that  he  is  then  so  jealous  of  her  that  she  has 
nothing  but  trouble.  Bears  all  this  patiently  that  she  may  get 
five  hundred  dollars  to  which  she  is  entitled  at  his  death. 
Helped  her  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  kept  place 
clean  for  a  few  days. 

No.  60  Hester  Street — Third  child.  Man  insane  and 
made  several  attempts  to  kill  family  and  still  threatening  to  do 
so.  Woman  says  she  has  twice  had  him  committed  to  Island, 
and  that  as  soon  as  he  gets  there  he  recovers  and  is  sent  home, 
only  to  become  violent  again.  Advised,  as  she  has  relatives  in 
Russia,  to  ask  assistance  of  United  Hebrew  Charities,  to  send 
her  with  family  to  them,  as  it  is  unsafe  for  them  to  be  here. 
Promised  to  do  so.  Gave  her  all  necessary  clothing  and  care, 
for  which  she  was  truly  grateful. 

No.  164  West  Broadway — Fourth  child.  Man  a  baker, 
in  poor  health  and  out  of  work.  Children  appeared  to  be  starv- 
ing. Visitor  bought  bread  for  children,  which  they  ate  raven- 
ously. Sent  cleaner  to  Broome  Street  for  diet  kitchen  relief, 
which  supplied  sufficient  food  for  pressing  need,  and  later  re- 
ferred case  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
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Poor,  which  provided  continuous  aid.  Twenty  garments  were 
furnished  for  woman,  bed  and  infant,  and  cleaner  was  sent  in 
daily  during  woman's  incapacity. 

No.  641  East  Thirteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  out  of  work  and  family  miserably  poor.  Given  clothing, 
milk  and  diet  kitchen  relief,  "and  cleaner  sent  in  daily  to  make 
patient  and  infant  comfortable.  Case  reported  to  Association 
for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  sent  woman 
and  children  to  Sea  Breeze  for  two  weeks.  Greatly  benefitted 
and  very  thankful.  Man  also  secured  work  through  above 
Society,  and  family  encouraged  and  hopeful. 

No.  56  Stanton  Street — Seventh  child.  Oldest  a  girl  of 
fifteen  years,  who  really  makes  a  living  for  the  family  by  attend- 
ing to  a  small  candy  store  in  cellar.  Man  an  invalid,  unable 
for  past  two  years  to  support  large  family.  Girl  attending  eve- 
ning school  when  mother  is  well,  as  she  is  very  anxious  for  an 
education.  Helped  them  with  supply  of  clothing  and  sent 
in  scrubwoman  daily  to  assist  girl. 

No.  103  Broome  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  tailor; 
earning  small  wages,  scarcely  sufficient  to  support  family. 
Found  woman  on  fourth  day  on  sidewalk  in  Hester  Street, 
peddling.  Claimed  to  be  well  and  strong,  and  could  not  waste 
time  in  bed  as  Americans  do.  Planned  to  be  at  home  when 
doctor  called,  as  otherwise  he  would  drop  her  case.  Gave  good 
advice  as  to  care  of  health,  which  she  received  with  a  smile. 

No.  92  Willett  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  tailor ;  doing 
his  best  to  make  a  living  for  family,  but  having  been  only  three 
months  in  America,  has  not  become  sufficiently  expert  at  trade 
to  succeed.  All  living  in  one  small  room,  bare  of  every  comfort 
for  patient.  Gave  her  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  kept 
place  clean  and  comfortable  during  her  illness. 

No.  330  We§t  Fortieth  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  har- 
ness maker,  but  owing  to  intemperance,  is  always  looking  for 
work.     Woman  worked  at  day's  work  until  two  months  ago, 
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when  she  became  ill,  and  has  since  been  confined  to  bed.  Since 
that  time  family  has  been  dependent  on  Church  and  Charity 
Organization  Society,  which  have  aided  in  various  wrays.  Helped 
her  with  baby  clothes,  and  sent  much  needed  cleaner. 

No.  142  Monroe  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor,  con- 
sumptive. Unable  to  work  during  past  seven  months.  Family 
of  nine,  with  three  boarders  living  in  three  small  rooms,  for 
which  they  pay  twelve  dollars  monthly.  Aggregate  income  from 
lodgers  six  dollars  per  month.  Oldest  child  a  girl  of  fifteen 
years,  a  hunchback,  unable  to  work.  Mother  emaciated,  as 
though  suffering  from  consumption  also.  Claims  to  have  over- 
worked in  effort  to  support  large  family.  Gave  her  all  neces- 
sary clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  kept  place  clean  while 
necessary.  Eeported  case  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  which 
promised  to  investigate  and  assist  in  wisest  manner. 

No.  210  East  Twenty-ninth  Street — Twins;  in  all  nine 
children.  Man  a  waiter ;  earning  very  little.  Family  evidently 
miserably  poor.  Were  obliged,  on  account  of  poverty,  to  have 
two  of  the  children  committed  to  an  institution.  Hope  to  bring 
them  home  again  as  soon  as  older  children,  nowT  thirteen  and 
fourteen  years,  become  wage-earners.  Very  grateful  for  assist- 
ance in  clothing  and  nourishment. 

No.  316  Delancey  Street — Fourth  child,  two  of  whom  are 
in  an  institution.  Family  very  poor.  Man  a  clothing  presser, 
who  has  just  resumed  work,  having  been  idle  for  some  time  on 
account  of  ill  health.  Hopes  soon  to  have  his  family  together 
again.  Gave  them  clothing  and  milk,  also  cared  for  woman 
during  illness. 

No.  66  Rutgers  Street — Twins.  Woman  very  sick ;  in  fur- 
nished room.  Man  a  tailor,  at  home  during  illness  of  wife,  as 
there  are  two  other  small  children  requiring  attention.  Gave 
woman  necessary  clothing  and  care,  making  her  as  comfortable 
as  possible,  with  whole  family  crowded  in  one  dark  middle 
bedroom.    Very  thankful  for  help  and  encouragement. 
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No.  230  Ea§t  Second  Street — Third  child.  Man  disap- 
peared two  months  ago,  since  which  time  woman  has  managed 
to  keep  family  together  by  day's  work.  Fears  she  will  not  be 
able  to  continue  to  do  so  with  additional  responsibility.  Ad- 
vised to  apply  to  Court  for  warrant  for  man,  as  she  has  reason 
to  believe  that  he  is  still  in  city,  living  with  another  woman. 
Very  grateful  for  care  and  advice. 

No.  122  Broome  Street — Third  child.  Family  living  in 
back  basement  with  totally  dark  entrance  through  cellar.  Man 
kept  small  cellar  fish  store  in  front,  earning  a  miserable  living 
for  family.  Every  evidence  of  poverty,  yet  apparently  con- 
tended and  happy  in  squalid  quarters.  Gave  woman  clothing 
for  herself  and  baby,  and  sent  cleaner  to  care  for  rooms  daily. 

No.  325  East  Thirty-ninth  Street — Eighth  child.  Oldest  a 
girl  thirteen  years  of  age.  Man  a  tailor,  earning  bare  living 
for  large  family,  and  woman  destitute  of  everything  to  make 
her  comfortable  during  illness.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly  to  care  for  her. 

No.  110  East  Seventh  Street — Second  child.  Man  in  last 
stage  of  consumption.  Ill  for  two  years,  and  for  last  year  has 
been  unable  to  work.  Family  very  poor,  only  income  that  of 
woman,  who  has  been  working  at  day's  work  and  washing. 
Helped  her  with  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  caretaker 
to  make  her  comfortable. 

No.  80H  Attorney  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  in  consump- 
tion. Sent  by  United  Hebrew  Charities  to  Denver.  Family 
miserably  poor,  dependent  on  relief  given  by  above  Society. 
Very  thankful  for  same,  and  for  assistance  given  by  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  during  confinement.  Needed  clothing  for  herself, 
bed  and  infant,  which  was  provided,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily. 

No.  602  Grand  Street — Twins.  Making  eight  living  chil- 
dren, four  of  whom  are  in  an  institution,  placed  there  on  ac- 
count of  intemperance  and  desertion  of  man.  Woman  respec- 
table and  industrious,  having  worked  at  office-cleaning  at  $20 
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per  month,  until  week  before  confinement.  Living  in  one  fur- 
nished room ;  very  poor  but  clean.  Case  reported  by  physician 
in  attendance  as  one  of  desperate  need.  Large  bundle  of  cloth- 
ing for  bed,  woman  and  babies  made  up  and  sent  down  at  once 
with  pupil  nurse,  with  instructions  to  make  patient  comfortable. 
Next  morning,  scrubwoman  sent  to  wash  and  clean,  and  case 
reported  by  agent  to  Charity  Organization  Society  for  con- 
tinuous oversight  until  woman  is  able  to  work.  Learned  on 
second  visit  that  patient  has  been  aided  liberally  in  fuel  and 
groceries  by  Charity  Organization  Society,  and  that  man  has 
been  located  and  compelled  to  assume  responsibility  of  family. 
Woman  very  thankful  for  care. 

No.  6  Bleecker  Street — Twins  ;  making  in  all  three  chil- 
dren. Man  a  peddler,  and  family  only  seven  months  in  America. 
Earn  a  precarious  living,  and  occupy  two  miserable  rooms  in 
cellar,  almost  bare  of  furniture.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  her- 
self and  bed,  also  for  infant,  and  furnished  food  and  milk  until 
patient's  recovery.  Caretaker  sent  in  daily ;  kept  place  as  clean 
as  possible. 

No.  635  Ea§t  Ninth  Street — Sixth  child,  HYe  of  whom  are 
in  Russia;  left  there  by  parents  three  months  ago.  Expect  to 
send  for  them  all  in  about  one  year.  Man  learning  the  tailoring 
trade  and  earning  only  small  wages.  Couple  very  sanguine  as 
to  future,  and  thankful  to  be  in  free  country,  where  a  man's 
success  depends  only  on  his  own  efforts.  Very  self-respecting 
people,  and  grateful  for  assistance  and  care  given. 

No.  144  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  works  in  fac- 
tory in  neighborhood,  earning  eight  dollars  weekly,  and  family 
get  along  very  comfortably  on  that  amount,  as  woman  is  jani  tress 
of  house,  she  and  her  mother  having  held  that  position  in  same 
house  for  twenty-two  years,  always  earning  rent  in  that  way. 
Very  grateful  for  care  for  a  few  days. 

No.  367  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  precarious  living.     Woman  very  sick,  and  man  dis- 
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tracted  and  helpless  with  grief  because  unable  to  pay  for  nurse. 
On  second  day  baby  died,  and  woman  was  removed  to  hospital, 
where  she  died  a  few  days  later.  Sent  in  cleaner  to  straighten 
up  rooms,  and  sent  man  with  note  to  United  Hebrew  Charities 
to  ask  for  help  in  caring  for  children. 

tfo.  641  East  Thirteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  working  irregularly.  Family  very  poor  and  threatened 
with  eviction.  Gave  woman  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  kept 
rooms  clean,  and  reported  case  to  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  aided  generously,  also  sending 
woman  and  children  to  the  seashore  for  two  weeks,  and  provid- 
ing temporary  work  for  man.    Couple  very  appreciative. 

No.  16  JBatavia  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  seven 
months  ago,  leaving  woman  destitute.  Since  that  time  she  has 
rented  one  room  of  a  friend,  she  having  been  evicted,  and  has 
gone  out  to  day's  work,  earning  in  that  way  sufficient  to  sup- 
port family.  Gave  her  clothing  and  care,  and  advised  her  rela- 
tive to  placing  of  infant  in  day  nursery,  and  returning  to  work 
when  strong  enough.  Also  referred  case  to  Association  for 
Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  for  continuous  oversight. 

No.  35  jtlaiigin  Street — Thirteenth  living  child.  Man  a 
shoemaker,  occupying  front  basement  room  as  shop;  two  other 
dark  rooms  used  by  large  family.  Three  children  working; 
aggregate  earnings  of  same,  seven  dollars  per  week.  Man  claims 
to  earn  from  three  to  four  dollars  weekly.  Out  of  this  small 
income  they  pay  fourteen  dollars  monthly,  and  consider  them- 
selves very  comfortable.  Asked  only  for  care  of  doctors  and 
nurses. 

No.  25  Pitt  Street — Eighth  living  child.  Claims  to  have 
had  the  "  Broome  Street  doctors  "  nine  times.  Has  absolute 
faith  in  them.  Great  improvement  in  home  since  confinement 
two  years  ago.  Man  a  tailor;  has  had  better  work  and  has 
done  as  then  advised,  rented  a  third  room,  and  woman  has  made 
some  preparation  for  approaching  illness.     Showed  visitor  with 
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pride  two  sheets  which  she  had  made  from  remnants  bought 
from  pushcart  peddlers.  This  was  encouraging,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  she  had  none  two  years  ago.  As  oldest  child  is  but 
twelve  years,  cleaner  was  sent  in  daily. 

No.  436  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  consump- 
tion, sent  to  Colorado.  Only  income  of  family  earnings  of  two 
small  boys,  one  earning  three  dollars  weekly  in  a  shop,  and  the 
other  about  one  dollar  outside  school  hours  selling  newspapers. 
Woman  peddles  when  well,  and  in  these  various  ways  make  a 
living.  Have  received  a  little  assistance  in  rent  from  United 
Hebrew  Charities.  Very  grateful  for  baby  clothes  given  and 
for  work  of  cleaner. 

No.  26  St.  IHarks  Place — Twins,  making  in  all  five  chil- 
dren. Man  working  at  home  as  custom  tailor,  earning  fair  liv- 
ing for  family.  Asked  only  for  baby  clothes  for  one  infant, 
woman  having  prepared  for  one,  and  for  care  of  cleaner  for  a 
few  days,  as  he  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  nurse.  Very  grate- 
ful. 

No.  62  Gouverneur  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  cap- 
maker, working  very  irregularly  and  family  very  poor.  Second 
child  only  one  year  old,  and  unable  to  walk.  Woman  distressed 
at  thought  of  care  of  two  babies.  Says  she  has  been  able  to 
help  out  by  peddling,  but  will  be  unable  now  to  do  so.  Advised 
her  to  place  one  baby  in  day  nursery  in  neighborhood,  and  to 
continue  work  as  usual  when  strong;  promised  to  consider  sug- 
gestion. Gave  clothing  for  herself  and  babies,  and  kept  place 
clean  while  she  was  helpless.    Very  thankful. 

No.  220  West  Fourteenth  Street — First  child.  Woman 
only  eighteen  years  of  age.  Says  man  deserted  her  because  he 
could  not  secure  work,  leaving  her  penniless  in  dark  middle 
bedroom,  for  which  she  is  expected  to  pay  three  dollars  weekly. 
Says  her  mother,  a  widow,  earning  a  living  by  day's  work, 
brings  her  sufficient  food,  but  cannot  pay  her  room  rent.  Ad- 
vised to  give  up  housekeeping  when  well  and  secure  place  at 
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service  in  the  country,  where  she  can  keep  infant  with  her. 
Gave  her  necessary  clothing  and  milk  supply. 

No.  243  Stanton  Street — Twins,  in  all  four  children. 
Family  living  in  two  miserable  rooms  in  basement,  and  man 
occupying  only  light  window  as  shoe  mending  shop.  Made  no 
complaint  of  poverty;  claimed  to  be  satisfied  with  sufficient 
food  and  poor  home,  unmolested.  Helped  them  out  with  cloth- 
ing for  patients,  and  milk  supply  for  woman.  Very  apprecia- 
tive. 

No.  112  Cnrystie  Street — Second  child.  Miserably  poor 
place  in  rear  house.  Scrubwoman  obliged  to  go  down  two  flights 
of  stairs  to  yard,  and  pump  all  water  required  for  cleaning  and 
washing.  Man  a  tailor,  earning  small  wages,  and  unable  to  pay 
for  better  rooms.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and 
made  patient  comfortable. 

No.  125  Henry  Street — Second  child.  '  Man  evidently  in 
last  stage  of  consumption,  and  woman  working  to  support  family 
when  well.  Helped  her  with  much  needed  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  kept  place  clean  until  she  recovered.  Learned 
case  has  been  under  supervision  of  United  Hebrew  Charities 
for  some  time. 

No.  137  Goerek  Street — Eighth  child.  Man  a  presser 
earning  fair  wTages,  but  family  poor  on  account  of  large  number 
of  small  children.  Girl  of  sixteen  years  preparing  cheap,  simple 
dress  for  herself,  as  she  expects  to  be  graduated  from  public 
school  very  shortly,  and  will  then  become  a  saleslady,  and  be 
able  to  help  support  family.  Eefused  absolutely  to  help  care 
for  mother.  Woman  was  given  small  amount  of  baby  clothes, 
and  cared  for  while  necessary. 

No.  5  Morton  Street — Second  child.  Man  died  three  weeks 
ago,  having  been  ill  for  two  years  with  consumption.  Woman 
has  earned  a  living  for  family  by  office-cleaning.  Says  she  earns 
$20  monthly  working  at  night,  and  ekes  out  income  by  washing 
during  the  day,  when  she  should  sleep.     Expects  to  return  to 
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work  after  six  days.  Helped  her  with  clothing  for  herself, 
bed  and  baby,  and  kept  room  clean  and  comfortable  during 
illness. 

No.  151  Ludlow  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  presser 
earning  small  wages.  To  reduce  expenses,  two  families,  in  all 
nine  persons,  are  living  in  one  room.  Only  one  bed  in  evidence, 
and  pile  of  bedding  in  corner ;  second  family  only  in  America 
three  weeks,  having  had  narrow  escape  from  death  in  massacre 
at  Odessa.  Happy  in  their  poverty,  and  enthusiastic  in  praise 
of  "  grand  free  country."  Advised  relative  to  obtaining  start 
in  business  through  United  Hebrew  Charities.  Patient  needing 
clothing  and  special  nourishment,  greenhorn  friend  caring  for 
bed  and  room. 

Wo.  101  Maugm  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  presser  suf- 
fering from  consumption,  to  which  men  of  that  trade  are  sub- 
ject, on  account  of  extreme  heat  in  which  they  work.  Family 
only  ten  months  in  America.  Woman  aided  with  clothing  and 
nourishment,  and  man  directed  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  which  would  probably  send  him  to  sanitarium,  and 
care  for  family  during  his  absence.  Very  thankful  for  interest 
taken. 

No.  58  Orchard  Street — Second  child.  Woman  seventeen 
years  of  age,  and  man  twenty-four,  and  hopelessly  insane,  hav- 
ing been  for  past  seven  months  in  asylum  on  Randall's  Island. 
Woman  states  man  has  been  insane  for  years,  and  that  she  was 
deceived  by  his  parents,  who  were  very  anxious  to  have  her 
marry  him,  as  she  could  earn  sufficient  in  shop  to  support  him. 
Advised  to  leave  him  in  confinement,  and  work  for  herself  and 
children.  Promised  to  do  so.  Helped  her  with  clothing  and 
food,  and  referred  her  to  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  409  Ea§t  Eighteenth  Street — Third  child.  Man  died 
four  months  ago,  leaving  wife  penniless.  She  placed  children 
daily  in  day  nursery  and  went  to  work  in  a  restaurant,  earning 
a  living  for  family  until  one  week  ago.    Expects  to  resume  work 
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in  six  days.     Xeeding  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  also  care 
while  incapacitated. 

No.  294  Henry  Street — Third  child.  Man  nineteen  years 
of  age  and  patient  thirty-five.  Married  one  year  ago,  she  at 
the  time  being  a  widow  with  two  children  and  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  first  husband's  life  insurance.  Wife  complained  of  his 
neglect  and  abuse  after  he  had  spent  her  money.  Says  when 
she  recovers  she  will  leave  him  and  go  to  work  in  tailor  shop. 
Helped  her  out  with  clothing,  food  and  care,  for  which  she  was 
very  thankful. 

No.  154  Ridge  Street — Third  child.  Woman  in  America 
but  three  weeks,  having  come  here  full  of  hope  to  make  a  living 
for  her  family.  Man  is  a  soldier  in  the  Austrian  Army,  and 
is  unable  to  support  growing  family.  He  expects  to  come  here 
in  two  years,  when  his  term  expires,  provided  woman  has  a 
home  ready  for  him,  and  sends  sufficient  money  to  pay  his 
passage.  Patient  absolutely  destitute  of  everything  to  make  her 
comfortable.  Clothing  provided,  and  all  necessary  care  taken 
until  woman  recovered.  Case  referred  to  Department  of  Im- 
migration as  one  probably  subject  to  deportation. 

Ko.  324  East  Thirty-fourth  Street — Third  child.  Man  de- 
serted four  months  ago,  leaving  wife  destitute.  Says  she  has 
since  earned  a  living  for  family  by  day's  work.  Fears  she  will 
be  unable  to  continue  same  with  additional  responsibility.  Ad- 
vised to  apply  for  commitment  of  one  or  more  of  children, 
thus  calling  attention  to  man's  delinquency,  in  order  that  he 
may  be  located  and  punished  for  non-support.  Helped  her  with 
food,  clothing  and  care,  and  referred  her  to  Department  cJ 
Charities. 

No.  156  Broome  Street — Ninth  living  child.  All  living 
in  three  small  rooms.  Great  heap  of  bedding  in  corner  of  room, 
which  at  night  is  arranged  on  floor  for  sleeping  accommoda- 
tions for  family.  Only  one  bedstead  in  rooms.  Man  and  two 
boys  work  in  shop,  earning  jointly  nine  dollars  weekly.     Con- 
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sider  themselves  very  comfortable,  requiring  only  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days. 

No.  42  Downing  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man, working  irregularly  and  apparently  spending  in  dissipa- 
tion his  small  income.  Family  of  six  living  in  one  attic  room, 
ceiling  so  low  that  it  is  only  possible  to  stand  upright  in  centre 
of  it.  Only  light  and  ventilation  from  a  small  window  in  roof. 
Woman  evidently  respectable  and  industrious.  Works  at  office- 
cleaning  when  well.  Speaks  of  miserable  conditions  as  her 
"  bad  luck,"  but  as  something  absolutely  beyond  improvement 
by  any  effort  on  her  part.  Expects  to  have  nine  children,  as 
her  mother  did,  and  to  live  always  in  same  poverty.  Impossible 
for  agent  to  make  any  impression  by  good  advice.  Aided  her 
with  clothing,  and  kept  room  clean  during  illness.  Patient  ex- 
pects to  resume  work  on  sixth  day. 

No.  §1  Norfolk  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  tailor, 
working  irregularly  and  earning  meagre  support  for  family. 
Had  just  removed  to  new  rooms.  Belongings  still  packed  up. 
Two  cleaners  sent  to  the  place  to  get  rooms  in  order,  and  in- 
cidentally to  learn  of  supply  of  clothing  on  hand.  Found  suffi- 
cient bedding,  but  was  obliged  to  provide  baby  clothes  and 
some  garments  for  woman.     Very  grateful. 

No.  12§  Broome  Street — Eighth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  earn- 
ing fair  living  for  family  and  making  every  effort  to  educate 
children.  One  boy  in  high-school  and  oldest  girl  in  college. 
All  living  in  three  rooms,  barely  furnished,  and  younger  chil- 
dren poorly  clothed.  Sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  which  was 
all  they  asked  for.    Woman  very  thankful. 

No.  41  Jackson  Street — Eighth  child,  all  boys.  Man  a 
peddler,  earning  precarious  living  for  family  eked  out  by  the 
earnings  of  three  boys  selling  newspapers.  Man  claims  their 
joint  income  is  five  dollars  weekly,  and  that  family  live  on  food 
which  he  fails  to  sell.  Aided  patient  with  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily. 
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No.  624  East  Eleventh  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  died 
■five  months  ago  in  Russia,  and  two  months  later  family  came  to 
America  hoping  to  do  better  and  live  in  peace.  Two  boys  are 
learning  the  tailor's  trade,  and  other  children  attending  school 
regularly.  All  very  hopeful  for  prosperous  future.  Helped 
woman  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  cleaner 
to  help  and  instruct  girl  of  fifteen  to  care  for  mother  and  chil- 
dren.    Very  grateful  for  kind  attention. 

No.  38  Clinton  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  earn- 
ing meagre  living  for  family,  which  lives  in  miserable  house 
with  no  janitor ;  halls  and  stairs  covered  with  garbage  and  debris 
of  all  kinds.  Very  unsanitary  conditions.  Hunted  up  agent, 
who  excused  conditions  by  stating  that  buildings  were  soon  to 
be  torn  down  and  replaced  by  modern  tenements,  and  that 
tenants  were  paying  no  rent.  Gave  necessary  clothing  to  make 
woman  and  baby  comfortable,  and  kept  rooms  as  clean  as  pos- 
sible. 

No.  199  Forsyth  Street — Fifth  living  child.  Has  given 
birth  to  sixteen,  and  is  now  only  thirty-seven  years  of  age. 
Man's  earnings  very  small,  and  family  very  poor.  Gave  cloth- 
ing for  woman  and  infant,  and  sent  in  caretaker  regularly. 
Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  §5  East  Broadway — Third  child.  Man  sick  and  al- 
most blind.  Has  been  unable,  on  account  of  poor  sight,  to  work 
for  past  two  years.  Family  miserably  poor  and  needing  every- 
thing to  make  patients  comfortable.  Necessary  clothing  was 
provided,  also  food  and  milk,  and  caretaker  sent  in  daily,  until 
woman  could  resume  care  of  house.  Case  known  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities,  which  has  aided  generously  in  the  past. 

No.  647  Greenwich  Street— First  child.  Mother  fifteen  years 
of  age,  man  eighteen.  Patient's  mother,  with  whom  she  lives, 
has  seven  children  younger,  and  claims  she  was  obliged  to  take 
daughter  home,  as  her  husband  would  not  support  her.  Will 
take  care  of  infant,  and  girl  will  go  to  work  as  soon  as  strength 
returns.    Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  baby  clothes. 
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No.  106  Suffolk  Street — Twelfth  living  child.  Man  a  cap- 
maker, earning  small  wages.  Income  eked  out  by  assistance  of 
two  children  who  claim  to  bring  in,  jointly,  $3.50  per  week. 
Family,  with  married  daughter  and  husband,  making  a  total 
of  sixteen  persons  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Girl  agreed  to 
care  for  mother,  if  assisted  with  clothing  for  patient  and  infant, 
as  woman  had  given  away  old  baby  clothes,  which  foolish  act, 
the  girl  claimed,  was  responsible  for  present  unwelcome  addi- 
tion to  large  family. 

No.  33  Forsyth  Street— Third  child.  Man  formerly  sew- 
ing machine  operator,  earning  comfortable  living  for  family, 
now  suffering  from  consumption.  Has  recently  been  sent  by 
United  Hebrew  Charities  to  Catskill  Mountains  in  effort  to 
regain  health.  Patient  despondent,  cannot  make  a  living  for 
young  children.  Gave  her  necessary  emergent  relief  in  cloth- 
ing, milk  and  care  of  cleaner,  then  left  case  for  continuous  over- 
sight in  charge  of  United  Hebrew  Charities.  Woman  very  ap- 
preciative of  attention. 

No.  120  E§sex  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  a  girl  of  four- 
teen years.  Man  a  tailor;  found  it  very  difficult  to  support 
such  a  large  family  of  helpless  ones,  so  woman  decided  to  aid 
by  keeping  boarders.  She  now  has  four  which,  with  family  of 
nine,  makes  a  total  of  thirteen  persons  living  in  three  small 
rooms.  Two  of  the  boarders  own  their  own  sewing  machines 
which,  with  one  belonging  to  family,  helps  to  make  rooms  more 
crowded.  Very  contented,  and  according  to  their  standard, 
prosperous,  and  asked  only  for  care  of  cleaner  during  incapacity. 

No.  CO  He§ter  Street — Third  child.  Man  and  woman  both 
vegetable  peddlers,  and  rent  furnished  room  of  woman  who  is 
also  a  peddler.  Rooms  filthy,  filled  with  heaps  of  vegetables  in 
all  stages  of  decomposition  and  odors  unbearable.  Household 
evidently  not  affected  by  conditions,  as  its  members  were  all 
apparently  robust,  and  patient  expects  to  resume  work  in  one 
week. 
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No.  ?  Fir§t  Avenue — Twins,  making  four  children;  a  very 
poor  family,  man  earning  very  little,  and  overwhelmed  by  heavy 
responsibility  of  caring  for  two  infants.  Found  it  necessary  to 
give  twenty-nine  garments  to  make  patient  and  babies  comfort- 
able, and  to  send  in  cleaner  for  ten  days.  Family  very  ap- 
preciative. 

No.  63  Ea§t  Seventh  Street — Fourth  baby.  Found  woman 
quite  ill,  much  distressed  over  dispossess  notice  which  had  been 
served  on  her  while  lying  in  bed.  Family  very  poor,  man 
having  just  resumed  work  after  long  spell  of  idleness.  Advised 
patient  to  ask  doctors  for  note  which  would  forbid  eviction  until 
woman's  recovery,  by  which  time  man  wTould  have  earned  suffi- 
cient to  pay  up  rent.  Very  thankful  for  consolation,  and  for 
clothing  and  care  given. 

No.  141  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child,  oldest  six  years, 
third  one  fourteen  months,  and  unable  to  walk.  Man  has  but 
one  leg,  and  earns  a  meagre  living  by  peddling  fruit.  Gave 
patient  full  supply  of  clothing  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily. 
Also  furnished  milk  and  small  quantity  of  food.  Man  objected 
to  having  his  case  reported  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  fearing 
that  Society  might  take  away  some  of  his  children,  wdiom  he 
feels  competent  to  support. 

No.  32  Monroe  Street — First  child.  Family  in  America 
but  three  weeks.  Man  a  peddler,  earning  very  little.  Occupy- 
ing two  small  rooms  in  cellar  lighted  only  by  a  candle.  Visitor 
stumbled  over  pushcarts,  barrels  and  debris  of  all  kinds  in  dark 
place  before  reaching  living  rooms  of  family.  Woman,  very 
nervous  and  timid,  claimed  to  have  had  narrow  escape  from 
massacre,  and  to  be  still  afraid  that  harm  would  reach  them. 
Promised  to  send  Jewish  visitor  as  friend  of  family,  and  gave 
them  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  cleaner  daily.  Very 
grateful  for  kindness. 

^io.  1§0  Eldridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor 
and    untidy.     Keep    four    girl-boarders    which,    with    family, 
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makes  a  total  of  eleven  people  in  two  rooms.  Only  one  bed- 
stead in  rooms,  and  bedding  for  boarders  piled  in  corner  of 
dark  bedroom.  For  this  accommodation  they  pay  $1  monthly, 
and  find  own  food.  Helped  woman  with  clothing  for  infant, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make  her  as  comfortable  as  possible  under 
crowded  conditions. 

No.  513  We§t  Nineteenth  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  died 
five  months  ago,  leaving  woman  destitute.  Since  that  time  she 
has  earned  a  living  by  day's  work,  even  being  engaged  on  day 
of  confinement.  Very  poor,  her  most  earnest  effort  providing 
nothing  more  than  food  and  rent.  Says  she  has  often  been 
obliged  to  go  out  in  the  evening  to  beg  for  food.  Gave  her 
clothing,  food  and  milk,  also  cared  for  her  and  referred  case 
to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor.  Very 
thankful. 

No.  44  E§sex  Street — Third  child.  Man  deserted  three 
months  previously.  After  searching  for  him  for  some  time, 
woman  located  him  and  found  he  was  living  with  first  wife  and 
seven  children.  Before  she  could  take  steps  to  have  him  ar- 
rested, he  had  disappeared.  Gave  woman  and  infant  necessary 
clothing  and  milk  supply,  and  sent  cleaner  daily  to  make  her 
comfortable.  Eeferred  her  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  to  ask 
their  assistance  in  finding,  and  punishing  man.  Very  thankful 
for  attention. 

No.  57  Eldridge  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  of  whom  is 
ten  years  of  age.  Man  a  tailor,  earning  small  wages,  and  family 
of  nine  living  in  two  small  back  rooms.  Destitute  of  clothing 
of  any  kind  and  unable  to  pay  for  caretaker:  Sent  in  cleaner 
daily  to  make  rooms  and  bed  comfortable,  and  gave  all  neces- 
sary garments  and  milk.  Eeferred  case  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities  as  one  needing,  for  a  few7  years,  intermittent  relief. 

No.  447  We§t  Thirty-fifth  Slreel  — Fourth  child.  Man  a 
driver;  seldom  working  on  account  of  intemperance.  Family 
very  poor,  woman  managing  when  well  to  keep  children  together 
by  day's  work.     Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and 
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sent  in  caretaker  to  make  her  comfortable.    Also  advised  her  to 
take  steps  to  compel  man  to  support  family. 

No.  439  East  Nineteenth  Street — Second  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  earning  small  wages,  and  family  living  in  two  small 
rooms.  Woman  up  on  seconcl  day  working  at  finishing  of  cloth- 
ing. Claimed  to  be  obliged  to  do  it  or  lose  the  work,  without 
which  they  could  not  live.  Gave  her  needed  garments  for  baby, 
as  she  had  been  unable  to  make  any  preparation  owing  to  lack 
of  time.    Very  grateful. 

No.  280  Monroe  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
man  having  been  on  a  strike  for  ten  weeks.  Is  a  tin-roofer  and 
earns  good  living  when  working.  Expects  to  resume  work 
shortly,  as  they  have  received  dispossess  notice  and  will  be 
evicted  if  rent  is  not  paid.  Gave  woman  clothing,  food  and 
milk. 

No.  402  Hudson  Street  — Third  child.  Man  a  laborer,  out 
of  health,  unable  to  work  steadily  and  family  very  poor,  living 
in  one  room  in  a  garret,  for  which  they  pay  $2  weekly.  Re- 
ceived dispossess  notice,  and  would  have  been  obliged  to  move 
but  for  serious  illness  of  woman.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing 
and  milk  supply,  and  furnished  food  until  case  was  reached  by 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which 
Society  is  now  aiding  liberally  in  food  and  coal,  and  has  prom- 
ised to  attend  to  rent.  Work  of  cleaner  still  necessary  on 
fourteenth  day.    Patient  extremely  grateful. 

No.  402  East  Twenty-fourth  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  very .  intemperate  and  family  destitute.  Woman  very 
ill,  infant  dead.  Gave  her  necessary  bed  clothing  and  sent  in 
caretaker  regularly,  also  provided  milk  and  food  until  case 
could  be  reported  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition 
of  the  Poor,  which  Society  took  up  case  at  once,  giving  all  needed 
relief  in  food  and  coal.  Cleaner  still  caring  for  bed  and  rooms 
on  thirteenth  day.     Woman  very  appreciative  of  hospital  care. 
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No.  264  West  Houston  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  an  in- 
temperate laborer,  taking  very  little  interest  in  family.  Woman 
works  at  office-cleaning  when  well,  but  owing  to  serious  illness 
of  child  of  four  years,  has  been  obliged  to  stay  at  home,  and 
has  lost  position.  Eeferred  case  to  Association  for  Improving 
the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  to  aid  if  necessary,  and  to  help  woman 
to  secure  work,  and  if  possible  to  induce  man  to  carry  responsi- 
bility of  family.  Woman  very  thankful  for  clothing,  food,  milk 
and  care. 

No.  265  Hudson  Street — Third  child.  A  very  self-re- 
specting colored  family.  Man  a  porter,  earning  nine  dollars  per 
week  and  woman  evidently  a  good  manager;  had  sufficient 
clothing  of  all  kinds  prepared.  Asked  only  for  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days,  as  she  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  a  nurse. 
Very  thankful  for  every  attention. 

Bfo.  339  East  Twenty-third  Street — Third  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  earning  a  poor  living,  and  family  apparently  miserably 
poor.  No  one  to  look  after  patient  and  children  but  the  old 
grandmother,  almost  helpless  from  paralysis.  Patient  thankful 
when  told  a  cleaner  would  be  sent  in  daily,  and  that  she  would 
also  be  assisted  with  clothing  and  food  as  necessary. 

Mo.  126  Delancey  Street — Twins,  making  in  all  four  chil- 
dren. Man  deserted  four  months  ago,  leaving  wife  penniless. 
Says  she  tried  to  work,  but  was  unable,  so  was  forced  to  apply 
to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance,  which  was  given, 
enabling  woman  to  keep  family  together.  Claims  to  have  no 
idea  of  man's  whereabouts,  but  will  endeavor  as  soon  as  well  to 
locate  him  and  have  him  arrested  and  punished.  Helped  her 
out  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant. 

No.  57  Eldridge  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor, 
earning  meagre  living  for  family  and  children,  all  small,  and 
unable  to  assist.  Nine  people  living  in  two  small  back  rooms, 
destitute  of  every  comfort.  Were  given  all  necessary  clothing, 
and  supplied  with  food  and  milk,  and  caretaker  sent  in  daily  to 
clean  place.    Very  grateful  for  care. 
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No.  298  Monroe  Street — Xinth  child,  oldest  fifteen  years. 
Man  sick  and  unable  to  work.  United  Hebrew  Charities  aiding 
by  starting  small  shop  for  family.  Making  meagre  living  by 
same  and  hopeful  of  better  conditions  when  children  become 
wage-earners.  Gave  clothing  for  bed,  woman  and  babies ;  in  all 
twenty-four  garments,  and  sent  cleaner  daily  to  make  patient 
comfortable. 

No.  156  Rivington  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  seven 
months  ago,  leaving  family  penniless.  Woman  kept  lodgers, 
and  did  day's  work  until  confinement  and  expects  soon  to  re- 
sume. Gave  her  clothing  of  all  kinds  and  sent  caretaker  regu- 
larly. Also  aided  with  food  and  milk,  and  case  referred  to 
United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  24  Allen  Street — Second  child,  one  of  whom  was  left 
in  Russia  with  grandparents  when  it  became  necessary  for  man 
to  flee  at  time  of  massacre.  Says  they  are  living  poorly  in  order 
to  save  sufficient  money  to  bring  boy  to  America.  Hopes  soon  to 
be  in  better  circumstances.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  kept  her  comfortable  until  well.  Surprised 
and  much  pleased  at  kindness  and  consideration  shown. 

No.  254  Avenne  A — Tenth  child,  only  three  of  whom  are 
living.  Man  a  driver,  working  irregularly  on  account  of  in- 
temperance. Family  poor  and  needing  all  kinds  of  clothing  to 
make  patient  clean  and  comfortable.  Same  was  provided,  and 
cleaners  sent  in  daily  to  care  for  her  during  her  illness.  Very 
grateful  for  much  needed  assistance. 

No.  98  Allen  Street — Twins,  making  in  all  five  children. 
Family  only  two  weeks  in  America.  Man  learning  the  tailoring 
trade  and  earning  very  little,  but  very  happy  at  thought  of  being 
in  free  country,  with  opportunity  to  give  children  a  good  edu- 
cation, and  to  own  business  when  able,  without  hindrance. 
Very  destitute  of  clothing,  which  was  furnished,  as  well  as  food, 
milk  and  care  of  cleaner.    Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  332  Ea§t  Twenty-fourth  Street — Second  child.  Man 
a  laborer,  working  irregularly  and  family  apparently  very  poor. 
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Only  tenants  in  house,  which  is  being  torn  down.  Impossible 
to  keep  patients  and  rooms  clean,  as  place  is  filled  with  old 
plaster  and  debris  of  all  kinds.  Gave  clothing  and  tried  in 
every  way  to  make  woman  comfortable  for  a  few  days,  when 
she  will  be  removed  to  other  rooms  by  visitor  from  church  to 
which  she  belongs.    Patient  very  appreciative. 

No.  268  Monroe  Street — Tenth  child,  all  living.  Oldest  a 
girl  of  eighteen  trying  to  care  for  mother.  Asked  only  to  have 
first  cleaning  done.  Man  a  tailor,  earning,  with  daughter's 
assistance,  a  fair  living.  Family  of  twelve  and  two  boarders 
living  in  three  rooms.  Assisted  girl  for  a  few  days  to  care  for 
woman  and  large  family,  for  Avhich  she  was  very  grateful. 

No.  13  For§ytn  Street — Five  children.  Man  sick,  unable 
to  work  regularly  and  family  miserably  poor.  Gave  them  neces- 
sary clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily.  Also 
referred  case  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  temporary  help. 

No.  247  Monroe  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  peddler,  earn- 
ing very  little.  Family  living  in  two  small  rooms,  poorly  fur- 
nished, and  only  patient's  mother,  a  helpless  cripple,  to  care  for 
her.  Sent  in  cleaner  daily  to  wash  and  care  for  rooms,  and 
gave  much  needed  supply  of  garments  for  woman,  infant  and 
bed.    Very  appreciative. 

No.  16  Suffolk  Street — First  child.  Family  but  two  weeks 
in  America.  Man  earning  very  little,  as  he  was  learning  the 
tailoring  trade.  Living  in  one  room  and  no  preparation  made 
for  confinement,  except  making  up  supply  of  sheets  from  feed- 
bags  covered  with  red  letters.  Claimed  they  cost  but  ten  cents 
each.  Gave  supply  of  baby  clothes,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
until  woman  recovered. 

No.  65  Cannon  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  living  in 
two  rooms  and  very  poor.  Man  sickly,  unable  to  work,  and  old- 
est child,  a  girl  of  fourteen  years,  and  mother,  support  family 
by  peddling.  Woman  in  need  of  everything  to  make  her  com- 
fortable. Gave  her  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  kept  place 
clean  until  she  recovered.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 
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No.  456  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  Colorado 
suffering  from  consumption,  sent  there  by  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  which  society  aids  family  with  rent.  Woman  works 
when  well,  but  only  income  at  present  is  the  earnings  of  girl  of 
sixteen  years,  $4  weekly.  Woman  uncomplaining  and  hopeful. 
Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  "and  infant,  and  helped  girl  to  care 
for  rooms. 

No.  714  Ea§t  Twelfth  Street — Eighth  child.  Oldest,  thir- 
teen years  of  age.  Family  poor ;  man's  wages  insufficient  to  sup- 
port such  a  large  family;  keep  a  few  lodgers  when  woman  is 
well,  and  expect  to  suffer  deprivation  until  two  older  children 
become  wage-earners.  Helped  patient  with  clothing,  food,  milk 
and  care,  for  which  she  was  very  grateful. 

Mo.  33  Norfolk  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  deserted,  five 
months  ago,  leaving  woman  destitute.  Had  made  threats  to 
leave  if  family  grew  larger.  Woman  will  try  to  make  a  living 
by  keeping  boarders,  and  as  case  is  known  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  she  will  probably  be  assisted  in  her  efforts.  Gave 
her  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No,  39  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Came  from  England 
one  month  ago.  Made  supreme  effort  to  reach  here  before  con- 
finement, as  she  had  heard  of  kind  care  given  to  women  at  such 
times,  in  America.  Man  will  follow  in  two  months,  when  they 
will  take  rooms  of  their  own.  ISTow  living  in  one  furnished"  room 
and  dependent  on  a  sister  with  large  family,  who  is  very  poor. 
Gave  her  clothing,  food  and  milk  and  good  care  until  well.  Very 
appreciative. 

No.  192  Menry  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
meagre  living,  supplemented  by  earnings  of  a  boy  of  fifteen 
years.  Girl  of  nine  years  violently  insane.  Mother  given  advice 
relative  to  having  child  treated  at  hospital  or  committed  to  asy- 
lum where  she  would  be  taught,  or  at  least  cared  for.  Promised 
to  consider  suggestion,  but  fears  child  might  be  maltreated  in 
institution.  Gave  patient  necessary  clothing  and  sent  in  care- 
taker daily. 
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No.  321  Madison  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  sick  and 
family  very  poor.  Living  in  dark  back  basement,  entrance 
through  cellar  filled  with  junk  of  all  kinds,  and  pushcarts. 
Patient  asked  only  for  attention  during  incapacity;  says  she 
earns  good  living  for  family  as  restaurant  cook  when  well.  Gave 
her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and  cared  for  her  until  recov- 
ered.    Very  thankful. 

Mo.  53  Orchard  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  tailor,  earn- 
ing fair  living  for  family,  but  insufficient  to  pay  for  doctor  and 
nurse.  Helped  woman  with  clothing  for  baby  and  care  of 
cleaner.  Baby  died  on  third  day,  from  effect  of  extreme  heat 
while  lying  in  bed  in  dark  middle  bedroom.  Mother  much  ex- 
cited and  grieved  by  loss,  but  was  up  and  attending  to  every- 
thing herself  on  fourth  day. 

No,  56  Vestry  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
owing  to  man's  crippled  condition,  he  having  received  serious 
injury  to  both  hands  in  an  explosion,  while  working  for  the 
National  Biscuit  Company  eighteen  months  ago.  Woman 
worked  when  able,  but  four  months  ago  was  obliged  to  commit 
four  children  to  the  home  at  College  Point,  as  she  was  unable 
to  support  them.  Made  woman  and  infant  comfortable  in  every 
possible  way,  and  advised  man  relative  to  placing  his  case  in  the 
hands  of  the  Legal  Aid  Society.  Learned  family  was  under 
the  supervision  of  Charity  Organization  Society,  so  discontinued 
attention  on  recovery  of  woman. 

No.  311  Ea§t  Thirty-second  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a 
laborer,  and  family  poor,  owing  to  his  intemperance.  On  first 
visit  found  him  in  helpless  state  of  intoxication,  very  offensive. 
Woman,  evidently  very  respectable  and  industrious,  stated  man 
had  done  no  work  and  had  not  been  sober  since  death  of  two- 
year-old  child  three  weeks  previous.  Made  patient  as  comforta- 
ble as  possible  under  such  conditions.     She  was  very  grateful. 

No.  344  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  two  months 
in  America,  very  poor,  living  in  one  room.    Man  learning  trade 
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and  customs  of  country  and  unable  to  earn  much.  No  prepara- 
tion made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman  and  infant  clothing 
and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Patient  also  received  food  and  milk 
supply,  and  was  referred  to  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

So,  640  Water  §treet — Second  child.  Man  eighteen  years 
of  age  and  woman  sixteen.  Both  very  childish  and  evidently 
unable  to  care  for  themselves.  Living  with  mother  of  patient, 
who  goes  out  to  day's  work  and  keeps  house.  Gave  girl  necessary 
clothing  and  kept  her  clean  and  comfortable,  and  advised  young 
man  in  reference  to  securing  work  and  carrying  responsibility 
of  own  family.     Promised  to  make  an  attempt.

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Charter  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxxiii.,  Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Peabsall,  John  Cheistophes  Kunze,  Robebt 
Lenox,  Coenelius  Ray,  Aechieald  Gracie,  John  Staek  Robeetson, 
Heney  Remsen,  William  IIoustoun,  Andbew  Hameesley,  John  Chael- 
ton,  David  M.  Claekson,  Wtilliam  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Hetjvel 
and  others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associ- 
ated as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establish- 
ing an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who 
are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing 
during  the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better 
to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institu- 
tion ;  therefore 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are 
ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
in  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  com- 
plaints, matters  and  cases  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same 
at  their  pleasure ;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  corporations  to  hold  shall  be  only  such  as  shall 
be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building,  and  such 
houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  oona  fide 
mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of 
debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased 
at  sales  on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts; 
and  with  regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to 
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be  held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold 
by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and 
remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation 
shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respectively  within  five 
years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are  members 
of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the 
saine,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and 
that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  man- 
aged and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by 
and  from  the  said  subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to 
say),  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cor- 
nelius Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clark- 
son,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  gov- 
ernors of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred, 
when  a  new  election  shall  be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed 
by  the  said  governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors 
for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  governors  for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall 
happen  among  the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the 
purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are 
made,,  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that  an  election 
of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act 
it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  deemed  to  be  dissolved ;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other 
day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take  or 
receive  any  compensation  for  their  services ;  and  for  the  time  being 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  man- 
agement and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the 
business,  ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this 
act  instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  said  institution. 
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Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of 
which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the 
board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  state. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual 
election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot  from 
their  number  a  president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary, 
and  that  the  officers  thus  elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their 
respective  offices,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not 
exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  that  the  said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  elec- 
tion for  governors,  after  which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is 
declared  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places 
benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  cftapler  twenty-three  of  the  Laics  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine t  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Society 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  YorJc,"  relative  to  sub- 
scriptions, the  election  of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  election 
of  physicians  and  surgeons,  chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the   Governor;  passed  three-fifths 

being   present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  sub- 
scribe to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  cor- 
poration, provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such 
subscribers  are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of 
governors  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  society ;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers. 
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Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many 
physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the 
said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  to  elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY=LAWS 

OF   THE 

SOCIETY   OF    THE   LYING-IN    HOSPITAL   OF  THE  CITY 
OF   NEW   YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  The  time  for  electing  Governors  on  the  day  prescribed 
by  the  Charter  or  for  filling  a  vacancy  among  the  Governors, 
shall  be  from  four  to  Hve  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  and  the  place 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Inspectors  of  Election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board, 
and  they  shall  attend  the  election  and  certify  the  result  in 
writing,  which  certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  and 
recorded  in  its  minutes. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  live  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  JSTo  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  at 
least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
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meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his 
place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 

CHAPTEE  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when 
the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time 
appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of 
two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  Hve  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  not  less  than 
seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which  num- 
ber the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall 
be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Gov- 
ernors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Gov- 
ernors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the  office 
of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever 
they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 


5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

1.  Eeading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Eeading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Sec- 
retary, may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the 
Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assign- 
ment of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records ;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meetings. 
He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Society. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  invest- 
ment without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They  shall, 
as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  finances 
of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and 
as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

'2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They 
shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the  total 
amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running  ex- 
penses during  the  following  month. 
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3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid 
before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that  pur- 
pose to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President. 
In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTEK  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  surgeons  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution,  to  supervise  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  to  elect  other 
surgeons  in  their  places. 

2.  These  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the  Medical  Directors 
of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  and  shall  organize  as  such  by  the  appointments  of  such 
officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapacitated 
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to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the  Hospital; 
or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish  to  relin- 
quish active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active  duty.  Such 
retired  Medical  Director  shall  constitute  an  advisory  board  to 
the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital.  They 
shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous  by- 
laws shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board.  Upon 
the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician,  his  office 
shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors  they 
shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that  may 
be  necessary,  to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of  the 
hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  the 
admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the  educa- 
tion and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regulation  of 
the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to  serve 
on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their  duties. 
They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks,  servants, 
nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  each, 
and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superintend  the  making  of 
all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when  approved,  be  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 
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9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors  in 
any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified  to  by 
the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that  month,  and 
no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred  without  confer- 
ence with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board  of  Governors, 
as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant 
of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  fol- 
lows: By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  per- 
petuity ;  by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one 
life;  by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Governors 
shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws  affecting 
the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical  or  Educa- 
tional work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except  after  consult  a- 
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tion  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other 
by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed.

THE  SOCIETY  AND  ITS  GENERAL  WORK 


The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  was 
organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on  December  6,  1798,  a 
small  fund  being  provided  by  ^general  subscription.  A  charter  was 
granted  by  the  Legislature  on  March  1,  1799.  In  July  of  that  year  the 
first  hospital  was  opened  at  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801, 
gave  place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital,  main- 
tained by  the  Society  until  1827.  Prolonged  efforts  to  provide  a  sepa- 
rate hospital  having  then  failed,  systematic  work  was  practically  sus- 
pended for  several  years.  In  1855  the  plan  of  aiding  women  in  confine- 
ment in  their  own  homes  was  adopted,  and,  as  now  developed  in  the 
Out-Door  Department,  has  become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the 
Society's  functions  of  great  magnitude  and  usefulness.  At  first,  twenty- 
five  dollars,  disbursed  by  a  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the  limit 
of  expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's  funds  bein^ 
accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891.  This  fund  was  drawn 
upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the  present  hospital  and  again 
to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  expenses  of  the  first  year  in  the  new  build- 
ing. What  remains  constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of 
the  Society. 

In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized  in  the 
previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects  similar  to  those 
of  the  Society,  and  had  opened  quarters  at  No.  312  Broome  Street, 
applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of  funds.  The  Society  and  the  Dis- 
pensary were  merged  in  August,  1892,  and  established  a  station  at  No. 
314  Broome  Street,  which  has  been  continued  ever  since  and  is  now 
used  as  a  diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out 
Door  Department.  The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy  the  Hamilton 
Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second  Avenue  and  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of  $200,000,  and  to  alter  and 
equip  the  building  then  on  the  property  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The 
accommodations  soon  proving  to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899 
entered  upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which  was  opened 
on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories  in  height,  occupies 
the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof  throughout,  and  has  a  capacity  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  beds. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational.  Through  the 
Out  Door  Department  the  Society  provides  careful  medical  attendance 
before,  during  and  after  confinement  to  a  large  number  of  destitute 
women  in  their  tenement  homes,  frequently  under  the  most  pitiable  cir- 


cunistances,  as  shown  in  the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor 
printed  later  in  this  report  (pp.  38-54).  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the 
Broome  Street  sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy 
patients  are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are  pro- 
vided for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of  the  patients, 
and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families.  Both  the  Out-Door 
Department  and  the  In-Door  Department  at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual 
opportunities  to  medical  men,  students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and 
training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical  and  valua- 
ble aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's  Committee  for  the 
Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situations  and  decent  lodgings  for 
women  discharged  from  the  hospital,  who  have  no  one  else  to  provide 
for  them,  so  that  no  patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs. 
The  Ccmmittee  for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made,  clothing 
provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when  needed,  and  the  rooms 
of  patients  systematically  cleaned  and  kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on 
Clothing  attends  to  the  suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care 
of  the  Society. 
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THE  WORK  OF   THE  SOCIETY 
IN    1906-1907. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1906,  to  September  30,  1907,  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  6,978  cases.  The  number  of 
births  was  5,809.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  65,565,  of 
which  36,114  were  reported  by  physicians  and  29,451  by  midwives.  The 
Society  cared  for  nearly  9  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number  of  confine- 
ments and  over  16  per  cent,  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,036.  In  the  Out-door 
Department  the  number  of  applications  was  4,169,  the  number  treated 
3,654,  the  number  of  confinements  3,293.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was  3,867,  the  number  received  3,221,  and 
the  number  of  births  2,516.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hos- 
pital 666  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the 
full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  increasing  demands  upon  it  are  shown 
by  the  following  table :

Of  7,190  applicants  concerning  whom  information  was  obtainable. 
6,682  lived  in  front,  and  508  in  rear  tenements;  255  patients  resided  in 
basements,  723  on  stoop  floors,  1,554  on  first  floors,  1,460  on  second 
floors,  1,312  on  third  floors,  890  on  fourth  floors  and  875  on  fifth  floors, 
and  121  were  not  noted.  Husbands  were  unemployed  in  1.314  instances, 
a  decrease  of  67.    As  indicating  the  needy  character  of  the  beneficiaries 
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of  the  Society,  tabulated  statement  of  rents,  earnings  and  occupations 
may  be  found  on  pages  32  to  37.  In  some  emergency  cases,  and  fre- 
quently in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking  applicants,  precise  informa- 
tion is  not  obtainable. 

Diet  Kitchen. 
At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  364  families,  and 
5,325  loaves  of  bread  and  5,445  quarts  of  milk  have  been  given  out  at  a 
cost  of  $556.34,  an  average  of  $1.52  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 

The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to  208  undergraduate  and 
81  graduate  students  (see  page  16).  A  three  months'  course  has  been 
given  to  180  nurses  (see  page  26). 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  under  the  editor- 
ship of  Dr.  George  W.  Kosmak. 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports  261  members.  Its  agents  made  19,202 
visits,  distributed  12,474  garments,  and  aided  3,283  families  with  food  or 
assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Department  and 
the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $139,895.30,  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port, an  increase  of  $10,314.71,  while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has 
increased  from  6,265  to  6,978,  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  dimin- 
ished by  63  cents,  notwithstanding  the  increased  cost  of  all  supplies. 
The  average  stay  of  a  patient  in  the  hospital  is  15  days.  Since  the 
opening  of  the  present  Hospital  building  there  has  been  a  steady  gain 
in  the  working  capacity  of  the  Society  and  a  reduction  in  the  pro- 
portionate expenses. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  unimpaired  only  through 
the  continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

Extract  From  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  255  East  Third  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  died  six  months  ago, 
leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  while  able  and  managed  to  keep 
family  together.  When  visited,  found  without  food  or  fuel  and  no  prep- 
aration made  for  infant.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  also  nourishment 
and  coal.  Sent  in  scrub-woman  daily.  Reported  case  to  the  Association 
for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  investigated  and  aided 
promptly.     Woman  very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  98  Roosevelt  Street — Third  child.  Baby  dead.  Man  a  driver,  out 
of  work  through  intemperance.  Family  living  in  one  attic  small  room, 
only  light  from  skylight  in  roof.  Place  miserably  furnished  and  without 
water.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  woman, 
and  advised  man  relative  to  making  application  at  hospital  for  death 
certificate  for  infant.  Furnished  food  and  milk  for  patient  and  gave 
man  slip  referring  him  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor  for  work  in  wood  yard.  Promised  to  do  as  advised.  Woman  grateful 
for  help  and  care  of  much  needed  cleaner. 

No.  130  Monroe  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  in  last  stage  of  consump- 
tion. Boy  of  fifteen  years  only  wage  earner.  When  able,  woman  keeps 
boarders,  which  with  three  dollars  weekly  from  boy  provides  a  meagre 
living  for  family.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  sent 
in  caretaker  daily  to  make  crowded  rooms  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
Family  objected  to  having  attention  of  United  Hebrew  Charities  called  to 
destitute  conditions. 

No.  185  Lewis  Street — Second  child.  Boy  of  twelve,  imbecile.  Family 
living  in  one  of  three  old  rear  tenements  about  to  be  torn  down,  all  other 
tenants  having  been  evicted.  Man  just  resumed  work,  after  long  idle 
period,  and  family  destitute.  Patient  begged  assistance  to  remove  when 
well  to  better  quarters.     Case  referred  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  which 
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promised  to  investigate  and  do  all  necessary.     Gave  woman  much  needed 
supply   of   clothing  and   care.     Very   thankful. 

No.  427  West  Thirtieth  Street— Sixth  child.  Triplets  all  living,  thirteen 
years  of  age,  and  twins,  both  living,  eleven  years,  and  young  infant.  Man 
a  laborer  earns  irregular  wages,  but  appears  to  be  sober  and  self  respecting. 
Very  proud  of  family,  and  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  for  patient 
and  infant  and  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  595  Greenwich  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  in 
last  stage  of  consumption.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant; 
also  milk  and  food  and  reported  case  to  the  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  aided  generously  until  man's  death,  which 
occurred  when  infant  was  six  days  old.  Woman  very  brave,  expected  to  be 
able  to  support  family  by  day's  work.  Advised  to  apply  to  church  and 
if  necessary  to  commit  the  two  elder  children  temporarily.  Very  apprecia- 
tive of  all  kindness. 

No.  400  Madison  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  deserted  two  months  ago, 
leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  earned  a  living  by  keeping  boarders, 
but  fears  she  cannot  continue  such  work  with  young  baby.  Gave  her  all 
necessary  relief  and  advised  her  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for 
assistance  in  locating  and  punishing  man  and  securing  suitable  work  for 
herself.    Learned  later  Society  was  aiding  and  would  keep  oversight. 

No.  181  Clinton  Street — Third  chid.  Family  poor,  and  patient  very 
despondent,  man  having  deserted  three  weeks  prior  to  confinement,  taking 
with  him  another  woman,  a  friend  of  the  family.  Told  his  wife  before 
leaving  that  he  could  not  support  such  a  large  family  and  that  he  would 
return  when  she  had  placed  two  of  the  children  in  an  institution.  Woman 
advised  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Giarities  for  assistance  in  locating 
and  punishing  man  for  non-support.  Gave  her  all  necessary  clothing  and 
care  during  illness,  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  143  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Family  in  one  furnished  room  in 
garret.  Apparently  very  poor,  needing  everything  for  comfort  of  patient 
and  infant.  Man  a  longshoreman,  working  irregularly  and  spending  earn- 
ings in  dissipation.  Woman  evidently  respectable,  working  very  hard  at 
office  cleaning  when  well,  practically  supporting  family.  Advised  to  take 
measures  to  compel  man  to  assume  responsibility.  Very  grateful  for 
clothing   and   food   and   care   of   cleaner. 

No.  524  East  Sixth  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  of  ten  persons 
living  in  twTo  small  rooms.  Man  an  Italian  barber,  with  very  small  shop 
in  front  room.  Says  he  is  obliged  to  wTork  early  and  late  to  earn  sufficient 
to  support  large  family  and  pay  rental  of  $20  monthly.  Self  respecting 
and  contented.  Does  not  expect  to  do  better  until  older  children  become 
wage  earners.  Begged  for  continuous  care  of  cleaner,  as  he  could  not 
afford  to  pay  woman  to  care  for  wife.    Very  thankful  for  attention. 
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No.  66  Canal  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  living  in  three  small  dirty- 
rooms.  Man  unemployed  for  some  months,  is  raising  pigeons  in  the 
kitchen  by  the  sale  of  which  he  manages  to  support  large  family.  Hopes 
soon  to  resume  work  as  a  tailor  and  to  abolish  unsanitary  conditions  in 
living  rooms.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food  and  for 
care  of  cleaner  daily. 

No.  659  First  Avenue — Third-child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  out  of  em- 
ployment for  several  months.  Found  church  had  been  aiding  but  had 
refused  to  help  further  on  account  of  intemperance  of  family.  Gave 
woman  necessary  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  scrub  woman  daily  to 
make  patient  and  infant  comfortable.  Visited  again  on  fourteenth  day 
and  learned  that  during  a  debauch,  woman  had  accidentally  or  otherwise 
suffocated  baby,  had  been  arrested  and  sent  to  the  Island  and  that  other 
children  had  been  sent  to  an  institution,  and  man  placed  under  bonds  to 
pay  their  board  under  penalty  of  workhouse. 

No.  153  Attorney  Street — One  living  child.  Infant  dead.  Man  died  eight 
months  ago.  Boy  of  fourteen  years  earns  four  dollars  weekly  and  woman 
when  well  does  day's  work,  managing  to  live  quite  decently.  Aided  during 
incapacity  by  Association  for  Improvement  of  the  Conditions  of  the  Poor 
which  provided  food  and  coal.  Very  grateful  for  same,  and  for  care  of 
scrubwoman,  which  was  all  she  required. 

No.  634  Greenwich  Street. — Eleventh  child — only  two  living.  Family 
very  poor.  Man  a  longshoreman  with  very  little  work,  and  all  living  in 
one  furnished  room.  Woman  works  when  well  at  office  cleaning,  and 
claims  neglect  of  children  caused  their  death.  Gave  her  all  necessary 
clothing,  as  owing  to  arrears  of  room  rent,  housekeeper  refused  to  pro- 
vide bed  clothing,  etc.  Also  sent  cleaner  to  make  room  as  comfortable  as 
possible  and  furnished  milk  and  food. 

No.  45  Essex  Street — Second  child.  Patient  deaf  and  dumb  and  oldest 
child  suffering  from  same  affliction.  Man  a  tailor  earning  meagre  living 
and  family  of  four  living  in  one  room.  Needed  everything  for  comfort, 
place  miserably  bare.  Gave  clothing  for  woman  and  baby,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  regularly  until  patient  was  able  to  work.  Very  grateful  for 
attention. 

No.  624  East  Seventeenth  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor,  living 
in  two  rooms.  Man  usually  out  of  a  position.  Spends  his  time  looking 
for  easy  work.  Claims  to  have  found  out  that  people  who  work  at  rough 
work  never  succeed.  So  his  wife  supports  family  when  well,  by  day's 
work,  supplemented  by  charity,  while  the  children  are  clothed  and  partly 
fed  by  the  neighboring  Industrial  School. 

No.  10  Jackson  Street— Second  child.  Two  families  each  having  two 
children,  also  two  girl  boarders,  all  living  in  two  small  rooms,  place 
comparatively  clean,  but  awfully  crowded  with  bedding.     No  preparation 
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made  for  illness,  woman  destitute  of  everything  to  make  her  comfortable. 
Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant;  also  sheets  for  bed,  and  milk 
supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.    Very  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  24  Rose  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  laborer  earning  small  wages, 
and  spending  greater  part  of  same  for  drink.  Patient  works  at  cleaning  in 
office  building  when  well,  earning  $20  per  month.  Supports  her  old  mother, 
who  lives  with  her  and  has  been  confined  to  bed  for  four  years  with  a 
broken  hip.  Gave  the  young  woman  all  necessary  clothing  and  food  and 
care.  Referred  case  of  her  mother  to  Association  for  Improvement  of  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor  asking  that  nurse  be  sent  daily  to  her  or  that  she 
be  removed  to  hospital,  as  she  is  shamefully  neglected  and  conditions  most 
unsanitary.  The  Association  responded  promptly  and  has  since  cared 
for  invalid.    Both  patients  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  134  Allen  Street — Sixth  child — oldest  twelve  years  of  age.  All 
living  in  two  rooms  and  place  in  filthy  condition.  Man  a  peddler  of  ban- 
anas. Heaps  of  decaying  fruits  in  corners.  No  preparation  made  for 
confinement,  needing  everything.  Gave  patient  clothing,  food  and  milk  and 
cared  for  her  during  illness. 

No.  58  Gouverneur  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  longshoreman,  drowned 
three  months  ago.  The  woman  received  sixty-six  dollars  life  insurance 
and  the  men  with  whom  he  had  worked  subscribed  twenty-five  dollars. 
Hopes  to  live  on  this  money  until  able  to  work  again.  Refused  offer  to 
refer  case  to  relief  society;  also  suggestion  to  place  temporarily  in  In- 
stitution some  of  the  children,  who  are  all  young  and  helpless.  Left 
address  of  Department  of  Dependent  Children  and  gave  assistance  in 
clothing  for  patients  and  sent  caretaker  daily.  Woman  very  thankful  for 
attention. 

No.  93  Suffolk  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  and  woman  both  consump- 
tives, and  child  of  five  years  blind.  United  Hebrew  Charities  aid  with  rent, 
food  and  fuel,  and  Board  of  Health  furnishes  daily  for  man,  two  quarts  of 
milk  and  four  fresh  eggs.  Children  all  helpless,  oldest  being  twelve  years 
of  age.  Gave  clothing  for  patients  and  bed,  and  kept  two  rooms  as 
clean  as  possible  under  such  circumstances. 

No.  258  Monroe  Street — Fifth  living  child;  also  five  step-children  and 
grandmother,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  people  living  in  three  small  dark 
basement  rooms.  Asked  why  they  rented  cellar,  woman  stated  they  would 
not  be  allowed  to  live  upstairs  with  large  noisy  family.  Man  earns  a 
meagre  living  peddling  whips.  Says  his  business  is  poor  on  account  of 
automobiles.  Patient  needing  everything  to  make  her  comfortable.  Gave 
her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and   kept  place  clean  during  illness. 

No.  364  East  Tenth  Street— Third  child;  all  "Broome  Street  babies." 
Oldest  two  years  of  age,  second  one  eleven  months  and  third  a  few  days. 
Man  a  tailor  earning  a  bare   living  and  managing  to  pay   rent   of   two 
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small  rooms.    Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed;  also  gave 
milk  supply  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.    Very  grateful  for  care. 

No.  433  West  Thirty-fifth  Street— Second  child.  Man  nineteen  years  of 
age  and  woman  eighteen.  Claim  to  have  been  married  four  years.  Have 
always  lived  with  mother  of  patient,  who  works  at  office  cleaning  to 
support  herself  and  young  couple.  Man  seldom  works,  says  he  is  not 
strong  and  cannot  secure  easy  work.  Advised  older  woman  relative  to 
compelling  young  couple  to  carry  their  own  responsibilities.  Gave  all 
necessary  assistance  in  clothing,  and  kept  bed  and  room  clean  until  patient 
recovered.  . 

No.  313  Madison  Street — Ninth  living  child.  Man  very  old  and  woman 
young.  Says  she  married  him  to  take  care  of  his  ten  children  by  first 
wife,  all  of  whom  are  now  married.  All  are  poor  and  unable  to  help  her. 
Man  a  teacher  of  Hebrew,  earning  very  little.  One  boy  earns  $2  weekly, 
and  mother  does  shop  work  when  well,  thus  making  a  living  for  large 
family.  Very  grateful  for  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and  attention  of 
scrubwoman. 

No.  229  Cherry  Street— Third  child,  oldest  four  and  one -half  years.  Man 
works  in  coal  yard  earning  one  dollar  per  day.  Family  living  in  two  back 
basement  rooms,  for  which  they  pay  nine  dollars  monthly.  Oil  lamp 
burning  all  day  makes  air  stifling.  Gave  them  assistance  in  food  and 
clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Referred  them  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  with  request  that  family  might  be  removed  to  more  sanitary 
rooms  on  account  of  babies. 

No.  15  Sheriff  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  cripple,  earns  a  meagre 
living  and  pays  rent  of  two  rooms  by  peddling  pretzels.  Mother  sitting 
up  in  bed  preparing  baskets  of  merchandise,  such  as  salt,  pins,  green  apples 
and  candies,  for  four  older  children,  who  also  help  to  support  large  family 
by  peddling  on  Hester  Street.  Patient  stated  with  pride  that  their  joint 
earnings  frequently  amounted  to  one  dollar  per  day.  Very  thankful  for 
assistance  in  clothing,  of  which  they  were  greatly  in  need. 

No.  712  East  Twelfth  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  out  of 
employment  for  several  weeks,  evidently  intemperate.  Woman  worked 
at  office  cleaning  as  long  as  able  and  now  destitute.  Children  miserably 
clothed  and  hungry  looking.  Gave  family  immediate  relief  in  food  and 
milk;  also  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily. 
Referred  case  to  Association  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Conditions  of  the 
Poor  which  continued  relief  until  woman  grew  strong  again. 

No.  186  Norfolk  Street — Third  child.  Woman  a  hunchback.  Very 
small,  and  man  about  seventy  years  of  age.  Patient  stated  man  married 
her  for  small  fortune  left  by  her  father,  and  that  he  had  done  no  work 
since  their  marriage  six  years  ago,  and  that  now  he  is  nearly  blind  and 
money  exhausted,  and  they  are  suffering  abject  poverty.     Gave  all  neces- 
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sary   assistance    during   woman's    illness,   and   referred    family    to    Tinted 
Hebrew  Charities   for  aid  and  advice. 

No.  254  Delancey  Street— Ninth  child.  Woman's  third  husband,  and 
third  family  of  children.  Couple  peddlers,  man  of  old  clothing  and  woman 
of  vegetables.  Three  rooms  in  which  they  all  live,  crowded  with  merchan- 
dise of  all  kinds,  and  decaying-  vegetables.  Advised  concerning  unsanitary 
condition  of  rooms  and  probability  of  visit  from  Board  of  Health  official. 
Promised  to  improve  conditions,  and  expressed  gratitude  for  attention  of 
doctors  and  nurses  which  was  all  they  required. 

No.  435  East  Ninth  Street — Third  child.  Family  Polish,  eight  months 
in  America.  Man  eleven  weeks  in  hospital,  suffering  from  injury  to  foot, 
received  by  fall  from  truck  which  he  was  driving.  Questioned  closely  as  to 
liability  of  firm  for  which  he  worked.  Woman  admitted  man  was  in- 
toxicated at  time  of  accident.  Gave  her  relief  in  food  and  clothing,  and 
sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Referred  family  to  Association  for  Improving  Con- 
dition of  Poor,  for  assistance  until  woman  is  strong  enough  to  resume  office 
cleaning  by  which  she  supports  family. 

No.  24  Pitt  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  living  in  two  small  dark  rooms, 
back  of  basement  butcher  shop.  Woman's  bed  against  back  wall  of  ice 
house.  Rooms  cold  and  damp.  Man  deserted  five  months  ago  leaving 
family  destitute.  Patient  managed  to  support  family  by  peddling  and 
keeping  lodgers,  until  confinement.  Hopes  to  be  able  to  resume  work  in 
a  few  days.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  care  during 
illness.  Advised  to  make  effort  to  locate  man  and  have  him  arrested  and 
punished  for  non-support. 

No.  85  Market  Street — Ninth  living  child,  oldest  thirteen  years  of  age 
Family  poor,  man's  earnings  as  tailor  insufficient  for  support  of  large 
family.  Living  in  miserable  basement  on  account  of  refusal  of  landlords 
to  allow  so  many  people  to  live  in  three  rooms  on  upper  floors.  Very 
grateful  for  relief  much  needed  in  food,  clothing  and  care.  Oldest  child 
a  girl  kept  from  school  to  care  for  home.  Advised  relative  to  making- 
application  for  admission  to  evening  school. 

No.  1  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  a  painter,  long 
unemployed  on  account  of  inability  to  belong  to  trades  union.  All  living 
in  one  small  dark  room,  for  which  he  pays  six  dollars  monthly.  Says  he 
has  tried  to  make  living  by  street  peddling  but  has  been  unsuccessful. 
Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant  and  made  them  as  comfortable  as 
possible  under  circumstances.  Also  advised  man  to  apply  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  in  securing  work  to  support  family. 
Very  grateful. 

No.  83  Henry  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  three  weeks  in  America. 
Man  related  harrowing  tale  of  narrow  escape  from  death  by  massacre. 
Friends  were  killed,  and  he   was  obliged  to  sacrifice  prosperous   business

for  barely  sufficient  to  bring  them  here.  Very  grateful  for  kind  attention 
and  asking  only  for  a  little  assistance  during  incapacity  of  wife.  Gave 
him  clothing  for  patient  and  baby  and  address  of  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
which  society  will  help  him  to  secure  work  to  support  large  family. 

No.  43  Orchard  Street— Eighth  child,  oldest  twelve  years  of  age.  Man 
a  peddler  of  vegetables,  finding  it  almost  impossible  to  support  large  family 
and  pay  rental  of  fourteen  dollars  monthly.  Says  he  ekes  out  by  taking 
other  peddlers  to  lodge,  allowing  them  to  store  their  stock  over  night  in 
sleeping  rooms.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing,  and  sent  cleaner  daily  to 
make  woman  and  infant  comfortable. 

No.  1 02  Allen  Street — Fourth  child,  family  very  poor.  Man  a  tailor, 
earning  fair  wages  but  obliged  to  lose  a  great  deal  of  time  on  account  of 
illness  of  girl  of  thirteen  years,  who  has  been  confined  to  the  house  for 
past  seven  months  suffering  from  Bright's  disease.  Claims  to  have  ex- 
hausted savings  of  lifetime  in  effort  to  save  child.  Aided  patient  with 
some  necessary  clothing  and  referred  man  to  United  Hebrew  Charities 
to  ask  aid  in  caring  for  girl,  and  help  to  remove  from  two  miserably 
small  rooms.     Very  grateful  for  assistance  and  advice. 

No.  133  Goerck  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning  small 
wages,  and  family  impoverished  through  effort  to  educate  children.  Girl 
of  sixteen  years  and  boy  of  fifteen  in  high  schools.  Smaller  ones  ragged 
and  poorly  nourished,  rooms  miserably  furnished  and  untidy,  parents  con- 
tented and  happy,  looking  forward  to  comfort  and  plenty  for  later  years. 
Requiring  clothing  of  all  kinds  or  woman  and  baby,  which  was  provided, 
and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 

No.  421  West  Seventeenth  Street — Third  child.  Woman  Irish,  and  man 
a  negro.  Patient  claims  he  deserted  her  three  months  ago,  going  to  Cuba 
with  a  colored  woman.  Family  living  in  one  furnished  room,  and  destitute 
of  everything.  Children  crying  for  food.  Gave  all  necessary  relief,  and 
sent  caretaker  daily.  Woman  advised  to  apply  to  Department  of  Depen- 
dent Children  for  commitment  of  same  (all  colored)  and  then  to  resume 
work  as  cook,  and  pay  for  their  support  as  far  as  possible,  if  unable  to 
compel  man  to  do  so. 

No.  136  Essex  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  miserably  poor.  Man 
having  been  for  months  in  Metropolitan  Hospital,  suffering  from  consump- 
tion. Children  too  young  to  work.  Woman  has  peddled  and  kept  lodgers, 
making  a  scanty  living.  Gave  her  assistance  in  food,  and  clothing  and 
sent  in  scrubwoman  regularly  until  she  recovered.  Learned  later  case  is 
known  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  which  will  keep  necessary  oversight. 

No.  104  Essex  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  died  of  consumption  four 
weeks  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Gave  necessary  aid  in  food  and  cloth- 
ing and  referred  case  to  United  Hebrew  Charities.  Learned  they  had  aided 
with  cash  and  rent,  and  would  keep  charge  of  family  until  children  became 
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wage  earners  or  other  change  occurred.    Woman  very  grateful  for  kindness 
of  all. 

No.  816  East  Ninth  Street— Third  child.  Twins  eleven  months  old 
and  infant.  Man  sick,  unable  to  work  and  family  very  poor.  Xo  prepara- 
tion made  for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  woman  and  baby;  also 
special  nourishment,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  United  Hebrew  Charities 
pays  rent  and  gives  other  aid. 

No.  129  Suffolk  Street — Eighth  child.  Woman  and  married  daughter 
occupy  one  apartment  of  four  rooms.  Both  confined  in  one  room  at  same 
time,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  people  in  small  tenement.  Older  family 
quite  comfortable,  having  three  children  working  and  requiring  only  first 
cleaning  and  care  of  doctors. 

No.  13 1  ^Washington  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  serving  a  term  in 
prison.  Family  destitute,  absolutely  dependent  on  charity.  Prison  As- 
sociation pays  rent  and  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor  has  been  aiding  with  food.  Gave  clothing  for  mother  and  infant,  and 
kept  rooms  clean  during  illness  of  woman.  Very  appreciative  of  all  as- 
sistance. 

No.  185  East  Seventh  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  poor,  man  having 
just  resumed  work  after  long  period  of  idleness.  Pathetic  effort  made  to 
prepare  clothing  for  infant  and  bed.  Woman  very  proud  of  sheet  made 
from  six  old  window  shades,  and  clothing  for  baby  made  from  flour  bags 
and  old  undergarments.  Commended  her  self  respecting  attempt  and  sup- 
plemented her  small  supply  with  more  comfortable  pieces.  Very  thankful 
for  same,  and  for  special  nourishment  and  caretaker. 

No.  415  West  Thirty-first  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  died  four  months 
ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  did  day's  work  while  able,  and  poor 
relatives  and  friends  have  aided  lately.  Feel  they  cannot  help  further,  and 
patient  advised  to  commit,  temporarily,  three  or  more  children  to  institu- 
tion, and  make  effort  to  support  balance;  promised  to  consider  suggestion. 
Gave  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Also  re- 
ferred case  to  Association  for  Improvement  of  the  Condition  of  the  Poor 
for  help  in   placing  children. 

No.  in  Hester  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor,  only  one  month 
in  America,  and  living  in  one  dark  room,  back  of  basement  store.  Man 
learning  tailor  trade  and  earning  very  little.  Refused  charity,  said  he 
required  only  care  of  doctor  and  nurse.  Claimed  to  have  suffered  loss  of 
everything  during  massacre  in  Russia.  Appreciative  of  opportunity  to 
make  a  living  here,  and  very  thankful  for  kindness  shown.  Infant  without 
clothing,  man  shown  garments,  which  he  copied  and  made  outfit  for  baby. 

No.  7  Ludlow  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  poor,  children  all  small  and 
man  finding:  it  difficult  to  secure  work  on  account  of  loss  of  one  eve  and 
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failing  sight  of  other  one.  Woman  ekes  out  a  living,  when  well  by  keeping 
boarders.  Says  she  usually  keeps  six,  althought  all  live  in  four  small 
rooms.  Man  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  to  help  out  until  oldest  child  can 
become  a  wage  earner.  Vrery  grateful  for  assistance  in  food,  clothing  and 
care  of  scrubwoman. 

No.  255  East  Third  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  died  six  months  previous 
of  consumption.  Woman  worked ~at  office  cleaning  and  day's  work  as  long 
as  able  and  managed  to  support  family  and  save  sufficient  to  pay  last 
months  rent.  When  visited  family  destitute  of  everything.  Gave  clothing 
for  woman  and  bed,  and  for  infant  and  child  of  two  years,  sent  in  supply 
of  food  and  referred  case  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the 
Poor,  which  continued  relief  until  woman  could  resume  work.  Very  thank- 
ful for  attention. 

No.  195  East  Houston  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  desperately  poor, 
all  living  in  one  furnished  room.  Man  intoxicated  and  lying  on  bed  with 
dead  baby,  efforts  to  arouse  him  unavailing.  Sent  scrubwoman  to  hospital 
for  death  certificate,  and  later  with  neighbor  to  carry  child  to  morgue. 
Woman  apparently  respectable  and  very  grateful  for  assistance.  Aided  her 
also  with  food  and  clothing  and  sent  cleaner  daily. 

No.  128  Hester  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor,  dependent  on 
charity.  Man  very  old,  with  long  white  beard  and  nearly  blind  from 
cataract  of  both  eyes.  Woman  states  she  was  nineteen  when  married, 
six  years  ago,  and  man  was  sixty-four  years  of  age.  Says  at  first  he 
made  her  a  good  living  by  peddling  and  teaching  Hebrew,  but  that 
since  his  sight  failed  they  have  suffered  abject  poverty.  Gave  them  all 
necessary  clothing  and  emergent  relief  in  food;  also  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
to  make  patients  comfortable  and  referred  family  to  United  Hebrew 
Cliarities  for  continuous  relief.     Very  thankful  for  help. 

No.  18  Clinton  Street — Third  child.  Man  deserted  five  months  ago 
leaving  family  destitute.  Claimed  to  be  unable  to  support  such  a  large 
family.  Woman  managed  to  keep  home  together  by  taking  boarders,  of 
which  she  had  four,  making  a  total  of  eight  people  living  in  two  small 
rooms.  Every  corner  had  its  pile  of  soiled  bedding,  which  at  night  was 
thrown  on  floor  for  boarders.  Gave  necessary  clothing  and  food  and  milk; 
also  care  of  cleaner.    Learned  family  is  known  to  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  654  East  Sixth  Street — Eighth  child,  oldest  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Man  a  laborer,  earning  small  wages  but  family  very  self-respecting. 
Patient  showed  with  pride  outfit  for  infant  which  she  had  made,  material 
for  which  she  had  purchased  for  one  dollar.  Accepted  gratefully  relief  in 
food  and  milk,  but  refused  care  of  cleaner,  saying  her  mother,  who  is 
quite  feeble,  will  with  aid  of  small  girl  be  able  to  keep  place  clean  and 
attend  to  children.    Required  only  care  of  doctor  and  nurse. 
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No.  279  Madison  Street — Third  child.  Man  sick  with  consumption,  at 
present  in  country  trying  to  regain  health.  Family  only  nine  months  in 
America  and  miserably  poor.  Woman  and  her  mother,  who  is  a  peddler,  and 
three  children  all  living  in  one  small  furnished  room.  Gave  clothing  for 
woman,  bed  and  infant,  sent  in  food  and  milk  and  cleaner  to  keep  things 
comfortable  until  woman  recovered.  Also  referred  her  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities  for  further  assistance.     Very  thankful  for  kindness. 

No.  198  Eldridge  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  in  poor  health,  trying 
hard  to  make  a  living  as  a  cobbler.  Oldest  child  only  ten  years  of  age. 
Family  live  in  three  basement  rooms,  only  window  of  which  is  used  by 
man  as  workshop.  For  this  miserable  accomodation  they  are  obliged  to 
pay  $25  monthly  rental.  Woman  helps  to  eke  out  rent  by  keeping  lodgers. 
Gave  her  clothing  and  special  nourishment  for  which  she  was  very  grate- 
ful.    Sent  cleaner  daily  until  woman  could  resume  work. 

No.  127  Columbia  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  spends 
a  part  of  each  day  peddling  on  Hester  Street  and  the  balance  studying 
dentistry.  Living  in  two  dark,  back  basement  rooms,  destitute  of  every- 
thing which  would  make  patient  comfortable.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing, 
nourishing  food  and  milk  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.  Man  hopes  some 
day  to  be  able  to  pay  for  all  kindness  received  now. 

No.  94  Allen  Street — Three  living  children.  Last  confinement,  twin 
babies,  dead.  Patient  questioned  as  to  what  disposition  had  been  made  of 
them,  directed  visitor  to  refrigerator  in  kitchen,  where  they  were  found 
on  ice.  All  food  owned  by  family  kept  in  same  receptacle.  Gave  clothing 
to  make  woman  comfortable  and  advised  man  relative  to  obtaining  from 
doctor  death  certificate,  and  sent  in  scrubwoman  to  dress  and  prepare 
bodies  decently  in  pasteboard  box  to  be  carried  to  City  morgue  for  burial. 

No.  262  East  Houston  Street — Third  child.  Family  not  destitute,  but 
living  in  awfully  crowded  condition  to  reduce  expenses.  Woman  and  two 
married  daughters  and  families  living  in  four  small  rooms.  Large  sized 
bed  in  each  room.  Men  all  laborers  and  earning  sufficient  to  support 
families  in  what  they  consider  comfort.  Required  only  doctor  and  nurse 
and  first  cleaning  by  scrubwoman.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  162  Allen  Street — Ninth  child;  oldest  fourteen  years  of  age. 
Family  very  poor,  man's  earnings  as  tailor  being  insufficient  to  support 
twelve  people.  All  living  in  three  rooms.  Gave  clothing  for  woman,  bed 
and  infant:  also  special  nourishment  in  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily  while  necessary.  Making  great  sacrifices  to  educate  children  in  order 
that  they  may  become  successful  wage  earners. 

No.  345  East  Twenty-fourth  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
man  earning  but  one  dollar  per  day  in  stable.  Woman  has  consumption, 
and  two  children  sick,  unable  to  attend  school.  Al!  living  in  two  small 
rooms,  of  which  woman  earns  rent  when  well,  by  caring  for  whole  house.

Gave  patient  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Case 
referred  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which 
society  aided  with  cash  and  will  keep  oversight  until  woman  is  better; 
will  also  see  that  invalids  receive  proper  medical  treatment. 

No.  24  Allen  Street — Eighth  child;  oldest  fourteen  years,  kept  home 
from  school  to  care  for  younger  children,  girl  evidently  anxious  for  an 
education,  given  address  of  office  where  she  could  make  application  for 
admission  to  evening  school.  Family  crowded  in  three  small  rooms,  poorly 
furnished  and  needing  clothing  and  special  nourishment  which  were  given, 
and  cleaner  sent  in  to  help  girl  in  caring  for  patient.  Very  respectable 
poor  people,  grateful  for  every  kindness. 

No.  132  Allen  Street — Sixth  child;  girl  of  thirteen  trying  to  do  family 
wash.  Rooms  crowded  with  bedding,  etc.  Very  difficult  to  clean.  Gave 
necessary  clothing  and  food,  also  supply  of  milk,  and  sent  in  scrubwoman 
to  keep  patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Referred  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities  for  assistance  in  removing  to  more  decent  rooms.  Very  thankful 
for  care  and  advice. 

No.  729  Greenwich  Street — Sixth  child;  oldest  ten  years  of  ago.  Man 
sick  with  rheumatism,  contracted  while  working  as  longshoreman.  Woman 
has  worked  during  past  year  as  office  cleaner,  earning  twenty  dollars  per 
month.  Out  of  this  amount  she  has  paid  nine  dollars  rent  for  two 
miserable,  dark  basement  rooms.  Questioned  closely  as  to  other  resources 
admitted  sending  two  older  children  up  town  to  beg  from  door  to  door. 
Woman  warned  that  unless  such  practice  was  at  once  stopped,  case  would 
be  reported  to  S.  P.  C.  C.  and  children  removed  from  such  bad  influence. 
Family  referred  to  Charity  Organization  Society  for  much  needed  friendly 
advice  and  relief.     Very  grateful. 

No.  244  Cherry  Street — First  child.  Woman  died  on  third  day.  Man 
claimed  to  have  been  unsuccessful  in  securing  work,  and  to  be  without 
means.  Showed  visitor  gold  crowns  and  fillings  he  had  just  taken  from 
wife's  teeth,  with  the  remark  that  he  would  sell  them,  and  money  would 
help  to  bury  her.  Advised  him  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for 
needed  aid,  and  assistance  in  securing  place  to  board  infant. 

No.  44  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Man  deserted  family  seven  months 
ago.  Said  he  could  not  secure  work,  and  could  not  see  children  hungry. 
Woman  worked  for  family  while  able,  peddling,  keeping  lodgers,  etc.,  and 
later  applied  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  which  society  aided  until  her  con- 
finement. Gave  her  necessary  garments  for  herself  and  infant,  and  advised 
her  to  locate  man  and  prosecute  him  for  non-support.  Very  grateful  for 
care  of  cleaner  and  relief  given. 

No.  90  Willett  Street — Second  child.  Family  miserably  poor,  man  has 
been  unable  to  work  during  past  year,  and  for  past  six  months  has  been 
in  a  home  for  consumptives,  where  he  was  sent  through  kindness  of  friends. 
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United  Hebrew  Charities  is  aiding  with  rent  and  when  woman  is  well  she 
earns  sufficient  to  provide  food.  Xo  preparation  made  for  confinement. 
Gave  patient  clothing  required,  and  special  nourishment  and  sent  in  care- 
taker for  five  days.    She  then  resumed  usual  work. 

No.  51  Jackson  Street— Seventh  child.  Family  very  poor,  only  income 
that  of  girl  of  fourteen  years,  who  earns  two  and  a  half  dollars  weekly. 
Man  had  not  worked  in  over  a  year,  when  woman  had  him  arrested  for 
non-support  and  sent  to  BlackwelPs  Island  to  serve  a  sentence  of  six 
months.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself,  bed  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily.  Woman  works  at  office  cleaning  when  well.  Learned  case  has  been, 
aided  intermittently  for  several  years,  man  being  intemperate  and  worth- 
less.   Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  168  Orchard  Street — Eighth  child;  oldest  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Family  of  ten  people  living  in  two  rooms.  Xeeding  every  thing  to  make 
her  comfortable.  Same  provided  and  scrubwoman  sent  in  until  fourth  day, 
when  patient  was  found  up,  and  attending  to  household.  Said  she  never 
wa-ted  more  than  four  days  in  bed.  Could  not  afford  to.  Man  earns  a 
meagre  living  for  family  by  peddling  vegetables.  Says  he  expects  to  live 
always  in  same  crowded  condition  until  children  become  Mage  earners. 
Then  he  will  rent  a  flat. 

No.  252  Monroe  Street — Third  child.  Family  poor,  all  living  in  one  room. 
Man  learning  the  tailor's  trade  and  earning  very  little.  Quite  happy  in 
their  poverty,  thankful  to  have  escaped  massacre  in  Russia.  Claim  a 
number  of  their  friends  and  relatives  were  killed.  Had  a  good  business 
which  they  were  obliged  to  sacrifice  for  barely  enough  money  to  bring  them 
to  America.  Anxious  to  have  boy  of  nine  years  admitted  to  public  school. 
Advised  relative  to  making  application  for  admission  to  Educational 
Alliance,  for  course  in  English  of  which  he  is  totally  ignorant.  Patient 
surprised  and  thankful  for  gift  of  clothing  for  infant  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  94  Ludlow  Street — Seventh  child.  Very  poor  family.  Man  finding 
it  difficult  to  secure  work  on  account  of  loss  of  one  leg.  Says  he  was 
formerly  a  truck  driver  earning  fifteen  dollars  per  week,  but  that  while 
under  the  influence  of  drink  he  fell  from  the  wagon  and  was  run  over 
crashing  limb.  Gave  much  needed  in  clothing  and  food,  -and  referred  case 
to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor. 

No.  250  West  Seventeenth  Street — Ninth  child,  colored  people,  living 
very  comfortably  in  three  rooms.  Man  works  at  race  tracks  and  does  very 
little  for  family,  but  as  there  are  four  children  working  and  woman  does 
laundry  work  when  well,  they  consider  themselves  more  than  comfortable. 
Very  grateful  for  attention,  but  needed  only  care  of  doctor  and  nurse, 
and  first  thorough  cleaning,  which  was  given.  Girl  of  twenty  years  promis- 
ing to  take  £Ood  care  of  mother.

No.  587  Grand  Street— Fourth  confinement;  baby  dead.  Woman  in 
last  stage  of  consumption.  Man  excited  and  helpless,  not  knowing  what  to 
do  with  dead  child,  and  mother  too  ill  to  care.  Directed  him  to  hospital 
for  death  certificate  and  sent  scrubwoman  with  him  to  City  morgue  to 
surrender  body.  Also  referred  him  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assist- 
ance in  caring  for  three  children  while  mother  is  incapacitated.  Very 
appreciative  of  attention  and  assistance. 

No.  619  East  Ninth  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  three  months 
ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Said  he  could  not  earn  money  enough  to 
support  such  a  large  family,  and  that  wife  must  place  the  children  in  an 
institution  when  he  will  return  and  support  her.  Woman  refuses  to  part 
with  children,  and  consequently  is  dependent  on  charity,  and  her  own 
efforts  when  well.  United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent  and  aids  in  other 
ways.     Gave  her  clothing  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  98  East  Eighth  Street— Twins,  making  four  children  in  all.  Family 
poor  living  in  tAvo  small  rooms.  Man  a  tailor  in  poor  health,  not  able  to 
work  steadily  and  woman  unable  to  assist  as  oldest  child  is  but  three  and 
one-half  years  of  age.  Gave  patient  clothing  for  herself  and  infant;  also 
provided  special  nourishment  and  milk  supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner.  Very 
thankful  for  care. 

Nos.  138  Essex  Street— Second  child.  Family  in  America  but  three 
weeks.  Living  in  miserable  dark  room,  indescribably  filthy.  Window 
closed,  and  oil  lamp  burning  all  day  made  air  stifling.  Woman  on  soiled 
mattress,  refused  to  have  it  covered  with  sheet,  as  the  latter  would  only 
get  dirty  too.  Scrubwoman  insisted  and  covered  bed,  only  to  find  on  re- 
turning one  hour  later,  that  sheet  was  rolled  up  and  placed  under  pillow  to 
keep  it  clean.  Only  threat  of  taking  it  away  compelled  her  to  use  it.  Also 
gave  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  of  which  she  was  destitute.  Kept  room 
as  clean  as  possible. 

No.  84  Charlton  Street — Third  child.  Man  an  intemperate  longshoreman, 
and  family  miserably  poor.  Children  barefoot  and  almost  without  clothing. 
Gave  necessary  supplies  for  patient  and  infant  and  several  garments  for 
older  children.  Sent  in  scrubwoman,  and  referred  case  to  Charity  Or- 
ganization Society  for  continuous  oversight  of  children. 

No.  437  East  10th  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor,  man  having 
been  unable  to  work  for  past  ten  months,  having  received  an  injury 
while  working  on  the  dock  as  longshoreman.  Fears  he  will  never  again 
be  able  to  support  family.  Living  in  dark  back  basement  room,  and  unable 
to  pay  rental.  Woman  works  when  well  at  office  cleaning,  for  which  she 
received  twenty  dollars  monthly.  Case  referred  to  Association  for  Improv- 
ing the  Condition  of  the  Poor  for  assistance,  and  man  advised  to  apply  to 
parish  priest  for  aid  and  advice.  Gave  woman  necessary  clothing  and 
special  nourishment,  and  kept  place  clean.  Patient  resumed  work  on 
sixth  day,  as  office  cleaner. 
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Ko.  319  Broome  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  ten  years  of  age.  Family 
very  poor.  Man  is  janitor  of  tenement,  earning  only  five  dollars  monthly, 
and  three  rooms  rent  free.  Woman  ekes  out  meagre  income  when  well  by 
laundry  work,  which  she  does  at  home.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  in 
food  and  clothing;   also  care  of  cleaner  while  incapacitated. 

No.  242  Monroe  Street — Second  child.  Older  child  in  bed  with  mother 
and  infant,,  very  ill,  patient  stated  there  were  eight  cases  of  diphtheria  in 
tenement,  some  of  whom  had  been  removed  to  contagion  hospital,  while 
others  still  remained  in  their  homes.  Learned  on  second  day  that  sick 
child  mentioned  above  had  been  removed  to  hospital  suffering  from  the 
disease  and  that  house  was  quarantined.  Xo  one  being  allowed  to  enter, 
excepting  doctor  in  attendance  on  confinement  case  and  Board  of  Health 
physician.    Man  obliged  to  remain  at  home.    Would  care  for  wife. 

No.  128  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Family  only  eleven  weeks  in 
America.  Man  unable  to  secure  sufficient  work  to  support  family,  left  them 
and  went  away,  saying  that  charity  would  do  more  for  them  than  he  could. 
All  crowded  in  one  small  middle  room,  for  which  they  owe  four  weeks 
rental.  Case  aided  in  every  possible  way  and  referred  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities   for  assistance   and   advice. 

No.  533  East  Thirteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  make  a  living 
by  keeping  boarders.  Occupy  three  rooms,  in  which  are  nine  bedsteads 
and  couches  and  a  cradle.  Place  crowded  and  filthy  and  alive  with  vermin 
of  all  kinds.  Man  warned  that  such  overcrowding  being  contrary  to  law, 
he  must  change  manner  of  living  or  Board  of  Health  would  be  notified; 
promised  to  consider  advice,  patient  provided  with  clothing  and  care,  for 
which  she  was  very  thankful.  Inquiry  made  one  month  later,  revealed 
fact  that  man  had  removed  to  another  district,  renting  basement  of  five 
rooms. 

No.  105  Goerck  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  family  three  months 
ago  leaving  it  destitute.  Claimed  to  be  overwhelmed  with  growing  re- 
sponsibilities, and  left  saying  he  would  return  to  Russia  and  remain  there 
until  older  children  could  become  wage  earners.  Woman  aided  in  every 
possible  way,  and  advised  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assist- 
ance in  locating  and  prosecuting  man. 

No.  112  Chrystie  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  poor,  and  very  untidy, 
no  mattress  on  bedstead,  only  filthy  old  comfortable.  Man  and  woman  both 
peddlers,  and  rooms  filled  with  old  rubbish  which  they  are  supposed  to  sell. 
Xo  water  in  house,  excepting  on  first  floor,  which  made  work  of  cleaner  very 
difficult,  as  patient  lives  on  fourth  floor.  Xeeding  all  kinds  of  clothing; 
also  relief  in  food,  all  of  which  were  provided  and  patient  kept  comfortable. 

No.  259  Monroe  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor  makes  a  fairly  com- 
fortable living  for  family,  which  occupies  three  rooms.  Woman's  mother 
arrived  on  previous  day  from  London,  England,  bringing  with  her  outfit  of 
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clothing  for.  infant.     Patient  stated  she  needed  only  care  of  doctor  and 
nurse,  also  cleaner,  as  mother  absolutely  refused  to  care  for  daughter. 

No.  24  Rutgers  Street — First  baby.  Couple  very  destitute,  living  in  one 
small  room.  Man  suffering  from  consumption,  unable  to  work  for  past  six 
months.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  woman 
and  infant;  also  special  nourishment  and  supply  of  milk  for  two  weeks; 
also  sent  in  scrubwoman  regularly  until  patient  recovered.  Case  referred 
to  United  Hebrew  Charities  which  society  is  still  interested. 

No.  543  East  Sixteenth  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  thirteen  years  of 
age,  patient  is  paralyzed,  and  dependent  for  care  of  home  on  work  of 
young  children.  Man  a  laborer  earns  small  wages  and  does  not  have  steady 
work.  Home  consequently  miserably  poor  and  untidy.  Aided  woman  with 
clothing,  food  and  care  while  necessary.  Objected  to  having  case  referred  to 
Charity  Organization  Society.  Said  they  required  attention  only  during 
illness. 

No.  197  Forsyth  Street — Third  child.  Man  died  five  months  ago. 
leaving  family  destitute  and  woman  unable  to  work.  Says  she  managed  to 
earn  food  by  peddling  and  United  Hebrew  Charities  has  paid  rent.  Neigh- 
bors have  been  kind,  aiding  a  little  with  clothing  for  children  and  in  this 
way  she  has  managed  to  keep  home  together.  Feels  that  she  is  now 
more  helpless  than  ever  with  young  infant.  Gave  clothing  for  herself  and 
infant;  also  sent  in  cleaner  daily  until  patient  recovered.    Very  appreciative. 

No.  20  Suffolk  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  eloped  six  weeks  ago  with 
woman's  sister,  leaving  family  destitute,  patient  worked  at  day's  work  as 
long  as  able,  since  which  time  she  had  been  dependent  on  kindness  of 
friends,  and  small  amount  of  aid  received  from  Polish  Catholic  Church. 
Gave  her  all  necessary  garments,  and  emergent  relief  in  food  and  milk, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Case  referred  to  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor  which  society  is  still  aiding. 

No.  148  Tenth  Avenue— First  child.  Couple  miserably  poor,  living  in 
one  small  room.  Man  eighteen  years  of  age  and  woman  seventeen. 
Husband  only  has  an  occasional  day's  work  as  laborer.  Woman  worked 
in  cigar  factory  as  long  as  able,  and  will  return  to  same  position  as  soon 
as  infant  can  be  placed  in  day-nursery.  Gave  her  clothing  and  special 
nourishment,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  and  advised  her  to  break  up  such  a 
home,  and  take  a  situation  with  baby,  in  this  way  obliging  man  to  earn 
his  own  living.     Grateful  for  attention,  but  not  inclined  to  take  advice. 

No.  645  East  Thirteenth  Street— Twins,  making  in  all  seven  children, 
oldest  ten  years  of  age.  Man  a  tailor,  earns  a  fair  living  for  family  and 
pays  rental  of  three  rooms.  Woman  said  she  had  "Broome  Street  doctors" 
four  times,  but  this  was  the  first  time  she  had  prepared  outfit  for  infant. 
Very  proud  of  effort.  Required  only  doctor  and  nurse,  and  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days.    Very  grateful  for  same. 
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No.  322  Henry  Street — Fifth  child.  Rooms  in  great  confusion,  family 
having  taken  possession  only  a  few  hours  before  woman's  confinement. 
Patient  very  uncomfortable  on  old  couch.  Scrubwoman  with  help  of  neigh- 
bor set  up  bedstead  and  removed  woman  carefully  to  same,  leaving  her 
very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and  help  in  unpacking  and 
placing  household  goods. 

No.  441  West  Sixteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Colored  family,  very 
poor.  Man  unable  to  work  on  account  of  illness  and  loss  of  eyesight. 
Woman  earns  a  living  for  family  by  doing  day's  work.  Xo  preparation 
made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant;  also 
relief  in  food  and  milk  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily.  Man  advised  to  make 
application  for  pension  of  fifty  dollars  yearly  which  City  allows  to  desti- 
tute blind. 

No.  215  East  Twenty-fifth  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  poor  health. 
Has  been  unable  to  work  for  past  eight  months.  United  Hebrew  Charities 
pays  rental  of  twelve  dollars  monthly  for  family,  and  neighbors  and  friends 
aid  in  other  ways.  Woman  in  need  of  clothing  for  herself  and  infant; 
also  bed  clothing,  which  was  provided,  cleaner  also  called  daily  to  make 
patient  comfortable.  Man  very  disagreeable,  and  ungrateful  for  all  assist- 
ance. Compelled  woman  to  get  up  on  fifth  day  to  cook  for  him.  Told  her 
she  was  more  able  to  work  than  he. 

No.  197  Forsyth  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  very  old,  trying  to  make  a 
living  as  traveling  clock  mender.  Woman  young,  but  on  account  of  large 
family  of  young  children  is  unable  to  earn  anything;  consequently  very  poor. 
Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing  and  food  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 
Also  sent  in  cleaner  regularly  to  make  her  comfortable. 

No.  653  East  Fifth  Street — Tenth  living  child.  Family  consider  them- 
selves quite  comfortable,  although  all  are  living  in  three  rooms,  and  beds 
and  bedding  are  everywhere.  Two  children  are  old  enough  to  work,  thus 
eking  out  the  man's  earnings  as  tailor.  Woman  tells  of  desperate  poverty 
they  suffered  when  children  were  all  small.  Says  her  only  sorrow  now  is 
for  boy  of  seven  years,  who  is  deaf,  dumb  and  blind.  Very  grateful  for 
care  of  doctor  and  nurse,  which  was  all  she  required. 

No.  47  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  tailor,  working  irregularly,  and 
finding  it  difficult  to  pay  high  rent  for  two  small  rooms  and  support 
family.  Xo  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  who  found  difficulty  in  doing  work, 
as  water  must  be  carried  from  first  to  third  floor  and  laundry  carried  to 
roof  to  dry.    Patient  appreciative. 

No.  810  East  Sixth  Street — Xinth  child.  Man  a  tailor  who  formerly 
worked  at  home,  but  claims  to  be  crowded  out  of  three  small  rooms,  and 
to  have  no  place  to  work.  Woman  wept  bitterly  because  she  had  so  many 
children.     Said  man  could  not  earn  sufficient  and  she  had  no  time  to  help 
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to  support  them.     Gave  her  clothing  for  infant  and  kept  place  clean  and 
comfortable  until  she  recovered. 

No.  290  Cherry  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  poor,  man  only  earning 
six  dollars  weekly.  Living  in  three  miserable  dark  back  rooms,  for  which 
they  pay  eleven  dollars  rent.  Obliged  to  burn  a  lamp  all  day  which  makes 
air.  stifling.  Woman  ekes  out  family  income  by  keeping  a  lodger  who 
pays  three  dollars  per  month  for  one  of  the  rooms.  Found  patient  in  need 
of  everything  required  for  comfort.  Gave  her  clothing,  food  and  milk 
supply,  and  sent  in  scrubwoman  daily. 

No.  65  Ludlow  Street — Third  child;  oldest  two  and  one-half  years,  and 
second  one  year  old.  Man  a  tailor  earning  small  income,  and  family  oc- 
cupying two  small  rooms.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant; 
also  helped  out  with  sheets  for  bed,  and  sent  in  scrubwoman  daily.  Very 
grateful  for  kind  attention. 

No.  816  East  Ninth  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning  small 
income,  totally  inadequate  to  support  of  large  helpless  family.  Resigned 
to  poverty.  Says  he  knows  conditions  cannot  improve  until  one  or  more 
of  the  children  become  wage  earners.  Provided  woman  with  much  needed 
supply  of  clothing;  also  gave  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make 
her  comfortable.

Charter  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  passed  March.  1,  1799,  chapter  xxxiii.,  Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel 
and  others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associ- 
ated as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establish- 
ing an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who 
are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing 
during  the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better 
to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institu- 
tion; therefore 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are 
ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
ill  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  com- 
plaints, matters  and  cases  whatsoever ;  and  that  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same 
at  their  pleasure ;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only  such  as  shall 
be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building,  and  such 
houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the 
nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  oona  fide 
mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of 
debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased 
at  sales  on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts ; 
and  with  regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to 
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be  held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold 
by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and 
remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation 
shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respectively  within  five 
years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are  members 
of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the 
sarne,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and 
that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  man- 
aged and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by 
and  from  the  said  subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to 
say),  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cor- 
nelius Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clark- 
son,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  gov- 
ernors of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
second  Wednesday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred, 
when  a  new  election  shall  be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed 
by  the  said  governors ;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors 
for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  governors  for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall 
happen  among  the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the 
purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are 
made,  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that  an  election 
of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act 
it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other 
day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take  or 
receive  any  compensation  for  their  services ;  and  for  the  time  being 
shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  man- 
agement and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the 
business,  ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this 
act  instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  said  institution. 
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Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of 
which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the 
board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  Statesr  or  of 
this  state. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual 
election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot  from 
their  number  a  president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary, 
and  that  the  officers  thus  elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their 
respective  offices,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not 
exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  that  the  said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  elec- 
tion for  governors,  after  which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is 
declared  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places 
benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred,  and  ninety-nine,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Society 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  relative  to  sub- 
scriptions, the  election  of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  election 
of  physicians  and  surgeons,  chapter  468,  Laivs  of  1897. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  passed  three-fifths 

being   present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  sub- 
scribe to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  cor- 
poration, provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the-  society,  and  such 
subscribers  are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of 
governors  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  society ;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors  to  be 
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chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many 
physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the 
said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  to  elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF   THE 

SOCIETY    OF    THE   LYING-IN    HOSPITAL   OF  THE  CITY 
OF    NEW    YORK. 


CHAPTER    I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  The  time  for  electing  Governors  on  the  day  prescribed  by  the 
Charter  or  for  filling  a  vacancy  among  the  Governors,  shall  be  from 
four  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  and  the  place  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Inspectors  of  Election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  and 
they  shall  attend  the  election  and  certify  the  result  in  writing,  which 
certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  and  recorded  in  its  minutes. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less 
than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board, 
upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become 
a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any 
person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a 
Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he 
shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  at  least  three 
months  previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER    II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any 
committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER    III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  meeting 
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shall  be  held  on  the  saine  day  as  the  Annual  Meeting.    The  hour  and 
place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two 
Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  ordinary  business ;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any 
of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Vice-President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall 
elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
namely : 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be 
proposed  for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nomina- 
tions for  vacancies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the 
Society,  whenever  they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board : 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER    IV. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a 
certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without 
recourse. 
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2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be 
designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or 
dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his 
absence  or  disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to 
receive  such  interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated 
meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and 
expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers 
of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records ;  he  shall 
keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and 
notify  the  Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER   V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions 
to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority 
of  the  said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months, 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER    VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be 
selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer 
when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe 
deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the 
visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and, the  Record  Book 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER    VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  build- 
ings and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold 
stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the 
exigencies  of  business  may  require. 
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2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Medical 
Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the 
same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills 
to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Medical 
Directors  each  month  of  the  total  amount  of  money  which  may  be 
expended  for  all  running  expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  busi- 
ness as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes 
for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or 
inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER    VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  imme- 
diately after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  elect  by 
ballot  such  and  so  many  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to 
attend  the  said  hospital,  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the 
persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  to  supervise  the 
educational  and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies  to  elect  other  surgeons  in  their  places. 

2.  These  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the  Medical  Directors  of  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  shall 
organize  as  such  by  the  appointments  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical  Director 
nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or  any 
Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapacitated  to  perform 
his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the  Hospital ;  or  any  Medical 
Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish  to  relinquish  active  medical 
work,  may  upon  approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and 
upon  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from 
further  active  duty.     Such  retired  Medical  Director  shall  constitute  an 
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advisory  board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 
They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous  by-laws 
shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board.  Upon  the  death 
or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician,  his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

G.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors  they  shall 
nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that  may  be  neces- 
sary to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional  work  of  the 
institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  the  admission,  treat- 
ment and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the  education  and  government  of 
the  students,  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them 
best,  but  such  rules  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going 
into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to  serve  on 
the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their  duties.  They 
shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks,  servants,  nurses  and  all 
other  persons  needful  and  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the 
hospital,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies 
and  superintend  the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall, 
when  approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors  in  any 
month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified  to  by  the 
Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that  month,  and  no  extra- 
ordinary expenditures  shall  be  incurred  without  conference  with  the 
Executive  Committee  or  the  Board  of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to 
provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the  Attending 
Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as  Deputy  Medical  Direc- 
tors. They  shall  assist  the  Medical  Directors  in  the  management  of 
the  hospital  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall 
be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this 
institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any 
patient. 
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CHAPTER    IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows :  By 
a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  pay- 
ment of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of 
$250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds 
shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for 
treatment,  as  the  Governors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER    X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed 
in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted 
upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting ;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted 
provided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof,  but  no 
change  in  any  By-Laws  affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors 
to  the  Medical  or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted 
except  after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by- 
laws of  the  Society  are  repealed.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 


In  presenting  the  report  for  the  one  hundred  and  tenth  year 
of  the  work  of  this  Society,  we  wish  to  thank  those,  who  by  their 
contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  have  aided  in  carry- 
ing on  its  work  and  increasing  its  usefulness,  and  also  those  who 
have  added  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  by 
donations  of  clothes,  fruit,  flowers,  etc.  We  desire  especially 
to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  of  those  engaged  in  the  active  work  of 
the  Hospital,  who  have  given  their  time  and  constant  attention 
without  stint  or  remuneration. 

We  trust  that  an  examination  of  this  report  will  give  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  charitable  work  we  are  doing,  and  bring  to  us 
new  friends,  who  will  aid  us  in  the  many  channels  which  are 
open  for  their  assistance. 

The  care  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  Building  itself  is  but 
a  small  part  of  the  work  done.  A  reference  to  the  brief  summary 
of  cases  visited  and  relieved  in  the  Outdoor  Department  will 
clearly  show  the  great  assistance  this  Society  is  rendering  in 
countless  homes  throughout  our  great  City.  To  care  for  the 
mother  and  new  born  child  is  but  a  part  of  the  work,  when  one 
stops  to  realize  that  in  so  many  cases  the  mother  is  the  main- 
stay of  the  family,  and  that  the  home  is  temporarily,  not  only 
deprived  of  her  services,  but  the  housework  and  care  of  herself 
and  family  must  be  undertaken  by  small  children. 

The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses  under  such  conditions 
not  only  materially  aid  the  patients,  but  their  suggestions  and 
help  tend  to  make  the  burden  lighter  for  the  "  Little  Mothers." 

As  the  figures  show,  the  work  of  the  Society  is  ever  increasing, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  number  of  those  who  may  be- 
come interested  will  increase  proportionately. 

A  study  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this  and 
other  countries  shows  clearly  that  this  Hospital  cares  for  more 
cases  than  any  other  similar  institution  in  America,  and  if  the 


confinements  treated  by  the  Outdoor  Department  are  added  to 
those  treated  in  the  Hospital  Building,  it  will  probably  be  found 
that  in  the  actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  the  first 
place  among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

To  those  who  may  become  interested  in  this  charity  we  would 
point  out  that  should  they  care  to  visit  the  Hospital  Building, 
or  to  learn  further  of  the  work,  an  opportunity  to  do  so  will 
cheerfully  be  granted  to  them  upon  making  application  to  the 
Superintendent  at  the  Hospital  Building.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


The  Medical  Board  reports  that  the  work  in  general  of  the  Hospital 
has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years. 

The  first  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Directors  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  medical  public  to  the  work  which  was  being  done  by  the  Society, 
was  by  the  publication  of  medical  reports,  the  first  of  which  was  issued 
in  1893  and  the  last  in  1897.  No  further  attempt  at  medical  publication 
of  the  work  here  was  made  during  the  construction  of  the  present  building 
and  the  organizing  of  the  work  therein,  until  May  1904,  when  the  first 
Hospital  "  Bulletin  "  was  published  as  a  regular  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Hospital.  This  appears  quarterly,  and  contains  records  of  the  in- 
teresting cases  and  new  ideas  occurring  from  time  to  time,  as  well  as 
articles  on  the  various  obstetrical  subjects  of  interest  to  the  profession. 

In  the  month  of  April  1906,  a  paper  entitled  "  A  Report  of  Forty-one 
Cases  of  Caesarean  Section  with  Certain  Modifications  of  the  Technique 
of  the  Operation,"  by  Doctors  J.  W.  Markoe  and  Asa  B.  Davis,  was  read 
by  title  at  the  XVth  International  Medical  Congress  held  in  Lisbon, 
and  later  published  in  the  "  Bulletin." 

This  was  followed  in  June  1908,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Medical  Association  in  Chicago,  with  a  paper  entitled  "Caesarean 
Section  as  Performed  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital  with  Report  of  186  Cases," 
by  Dr.  Ross  McPherson  of  the  attending  staff.  In  conjunction  with  this 
paper,  the  Directors  sent  to  the  same  Meeting,  under  the  charge  of  Dr. 
J.  E.  Welch,  an  exhibit  consisting  of  pathological  material,  photographs 
of  the  Hospital,  literature  explaining  the  courses  offered  for  educational 
work,  as  well  as  instruments,  bags,  case  records,  etc.,  illustrating  the 
methods  employed  in  caring  for  obstetrical  cases  both  in  the  Hospital 
and  in  the  patients'  own  homes. 

The  exhibit  demonstrated  the  exceptional  advantages  which  are  to 
be  obtained  at  this  institution,  for  securing  in  a  comparatively  short 
time  a  very  complete  course  in  the  specialty  of  obstetrics,  showing  an 
effort  to  especially  adapt  it  to  the  needs  of  the  post-graduate  student. 

How  successful  our  endeavors  were,  is  well  shown  by  the  fact  that 
numerous  post-graduate  students  have  come  to  take  a  course  since  seeing 
our  exhibit  in  Chicago,  directly  as  a  result  of  having  seen  it,  and  have 
expressed  themselves  much  gratified  with  their  visit. 

Several  thousand  physicians  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  as 
well  as  Canada  and  Mexico,  visited  the  exhibit,  and  were  much  interested 
in  the  work  we  are  doing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  exhibit,  which  was  our  first  effort, 
received  honorable  mention  from  the  Committee  on  Awards. 
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During  the  coming  year  arrangements  have  been  made  to  have  the 
Hospital  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  in  the  early  part  of  June,  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  both  by 
papers  and  by  an  exhibit;  also  negotiations  are  under  way  for  repre- 
sentation at  the  XVIth  International  Medical  Congress,  to  be  held  at 
Budapest  in  September,  where  it  is  hoped  that  we  may  present  a  paper 
of  considerable  importance  and  interest. 

Another  feature  of  the  philanthropic  work  done  by  this  Hospital, 
which  is  not  generally  understood,  is  the  after  care  of  both  mother  and 
child,  who  having  left  the  Hospital  return  for  treatment  until  such  time 
as  they  are  entirely  well.  There  were  2088  of  these  adult  return  visits 
and  2844  of  children  during  the  year. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  Emelyn  L.  Coolidge  and  her  Assistant,  Dr. 
Mary  H.  Brown,  for  their  management  of  the  children  so  brought  back 
for  treatment. 
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THE  SOCIETY  AND  ITS  GENERAL  WORK 


The  Society  of  the  Lying-in"  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  was 
organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on  December  6,  1798,  a 
small  fund  being  provided  by  general  subscription.  A  charter  was 
granted  by  the  Legislature  on  March  1,  1799.  In  July  of  that  year  the 
first  hospital  was  opened  at  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801, 
gave  place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital,  main- 
tained by  the  Society  until  1827.  Prolonged  efforts  to  provide  a  sepa- 
rate hospital  having  then  failed,  systematic  work  was  practically  sus- 
pended for  several  years.  In  1855  the  plan  of  aiding  women  in  confine- 
ment in  their  own  homes  was  adopted,  and,  as  now  developed  in  the 
Out-Door  Department,  has  become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  So- 
ciety's functions  of  great  magnitude  and  usefulness.  At  first,  twenty- 
five  dollars,  disbursed  by  a  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the  limit 
of  expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's  funds  being 
accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891.  This  fund  was  drawn 
upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the  present  hospital  and  again 
to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  expenses  of  the  first  year  in  the  new  build- 
ing. What  remains  constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of 
the  Society. 

In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized  in  the 
previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects  similar  to  those 
of  the  Society,  and  had  opened  quarters  at  No.  312  Broome  Street, 
applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of  funds.  The  Society  and  the  Dis- 
pensary were  merged  in  August  1892,  and  established  a  station  at  No. 
314  Broome  Street,  which  has  been  continued  ever  since  and  is  now 
used  as  a  diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out- 
Door  Department.  The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy  the  Hamilton 
Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second  Avenue  and  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of  $200,000  and  to  alter  and 
equip  the  building  then  on  the  property  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The 
accommodations  soon  proving  to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899 
entered  upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which  was  opened 
on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories  in  height,  occupies 
the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof  throughout,  and  has  a  capacity  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  beds. 
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The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational.  Through  the 
Out- Door  Department  the  Society  provides  careful  medical  attendance 
before,  during  and  after  confinement  to  a  large  number  of  destitute 
women  in  their  tenement  homes,  frequently  under  the  most  pitiable  cir- 
cumstances, as  shown  in  the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor 
printed  later  in  this  report  (pp.  41-57).  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the 
Broome  Street  sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy 
patients  are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are  pro- 
vided for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of  the  patients, 
and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families.  Both  the  Out-Door  De- 
partment and  the  In-Door  Department  at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual 
opportunities  to  medical  men,  students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and 
training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical  and  valuable 
aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's  Committee  for  the 
Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situations  and  decent  lodgings  for 
women  discharged  from  the  hospital,  who  have  no  one  else  to  provide 
for  them,  so  that  no  patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs.  The 
Committee  for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients,  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made,  clothing 
provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when  needed,  and  the  rooms 
of  patients  systematically  cleaned  and  kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on 
Clothing  attends  to  the  suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care 
of  the  Society. 
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THE   WORK   OF   THE   SOCIETY 
IN  1907=1908. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1907- to  September  30,  1908,  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  7,339  cases.  The  number  of 
births  was  6,274.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  67,050  of 
which  34,861  were  reported  by  physicians  and  32,189  by  midwives.  The 
Society  cared  for  over  9  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements 
and  nearly  18  per  cent,  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  8,744.  In  the  Outdoor 
Department  the  number  of  applications  was  4,480,  the  number  treated 
3,854,  the  number  of  confinements  3,503.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was  4,264,  the  number  received  3,317,  and 
the  number  of  births  2,771.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the 
hospital  754  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to 
the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  increasing  demands  upon  it  are 
shown  by  the  following  table:

Of  6,027  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  obtainable,  5,636 
lived  in  front,  and  391  in  rear  tenements;  187  patients  resided  in  base- 
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ments,  621  on  stoop  floors,  1,276  on  first  floors,  1,235  on  second  floors 
1,105  on  third  floors,  848  on  fourth  floors,  662  on  fifth  floors,  16  on  sixth 
floors  and  2  on  seventh  floors,  and  75  were  not  noted.  Husbands  were 
unemployed  in  1,894  instances,  an  increase  of  580.  As  indicating  the 
needy  character  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  tabulated  statement 
of  rents,  earnings  and  occupations  may  be  found  on  pages  36  to  40.  In 
some  emergency  cases,  and  frequently  in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking 
applicants,  precise  information  is  not  obtainable. 

Diet  Kitchen. 
At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  532  families,  and 
7,224  loaves  of  bread  and  7,662  quarts  of  milk  have  been  given  out  at  a 
cost  of  $813.29,  an  average  of  $1.53  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 

The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to  219  undergraduate  and 
60  graduate  students  (see  page  21).  A  three  months'  course  has  been 
given  to  213  nurses  (see  page  29). 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  under  the  editor- 
ship of  Dr.  George  W.  Kosmak. 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports  261  members.      Its  agents  made  13,181 
visits,  distributed  7,753  garments,  and  aided  2,308  families  with  food  or 
assistance  in  household  duties. 

The  New  York  Diet  Kitchen  Association. 
The  N.  Y.  Diet  Kitchen  Association,  at  its  several  branches,  has  also 
furnished  2027  quarts  of  milk  on  requisitions  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Society  for  distribution  to  mothers  and  children  returning  to  the 
Hospital  after  discharge  for  occasional  treatment  at  the  Babies'  Class. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Department  and 
the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $149,627.08,  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port, an  increase  of  $9,731.78,  while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has 
increased  from  6,978  to  7,339,  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  in- 
creased by  33  cents,  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The 
average  stay  of  a  patient  in  the  hospital  is  15  days.  Since  the 
opening  of  the  present  Hospital  building  there  has  been  a  steady  gain 
in  the  working  capacity  of  the  Society. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  unimpaired  only  through 
the  continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

Extract  From  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  37  Jackson  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor.  Woman, 
when  questioned  as  to  cause  of  extreme  poverty,  stated  man  had  de- 
serted her,  but  finally  admitted  he  was  in  prison  under  bail.  Said  she 
expected  to  work  and  support  family,  as  man  had  never  cared  properly 
for  it.  Was  known  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  which  she  felt  sure 
would  help  her  out  if  necessary.  Gave  her  clothing,  food,  and  milk 
tickets,  also  sent  neighbor  to  Hebrew  relief  society  which  aided  with 
five  dollars  cash.      Woman  up  and  at  work  on  fourth  day. 

No.  183  Allen  Street — Twins,  making  four  in  all.  Eldest  child  two 
and  a  half  years  of  age,  next  one,  one  and  a  half,  and  infants.  Man 
out  of  work  for  last  six  months,  woman  having  been  obliged  to  help  in 
every  way  to  make  a  living.  Disheartened  at  dark  outlook.  Helped 
her  with  clothing,  and  food,  and  care  of  scrub-woman,  and  referred  her 
to  United  Hebrew  Charities  and  to  Hebrew  relief  society,  which  latter 
gave  her  five  dollars  cash,  and  promised  to  help  further  if  advisable. 
Couple  very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  89  Christopher  Street — Third  child,  man  an  oyster  opener,  working 
only  two  days  per  week.  Family  very  poor,  living  in  two  barely  furnished 
rooms.  Xo  preparation  made  for  illness,  woman  needing  everything. 
Gave  her  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed,  and  kept  place  clean  while 
necessary.  Also  helped  a  little  with  special  nourishment  and  milk  supply, 
and  referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  for  further  oversight.  Couple  very 
appreciative  of  kindness. 

No.  549  East  Twelfth  Street— Seventh  child,  eldest  13  years.  Man  a 
jeweler,  always  made  a  good  living  for  his  family  until  dull  times  came, 
and  he  could  earn  nothing.  Grew  despondent  and  five  months  previous 
to  date  committed  suicide.  Woman  very  clean,  and  self-respecting. 
Feels  keenly  change  of  circumstances.  Says  she  is  known  to  A.  I.  C.  P. 
and  but  for  kindness  of  that  society,   she  and  her  family  would  have 
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starved.  Hopes  to  be  able  to  work  when  well,  and  to  keep  large  family- 
together.  Gave  her  all  necessary  assistance  for  which  she  was  verv  grate- 
ful. 

No.  163  Eldridge  Street — Twins,  making  in  all  seven  children,  the 
oldest  of  whom  is  ten  years  of  age.  The  man  keeps  a  small  basement 
butcher  shop,  and  ekes  out  a  living  for  family  by  accommodating  two 
lodgers,  all,  eleven  people,  living  in  two  small  dark  rooms  back  of  shop. 
No  preparation  made  for  illness.  Woman  in  need  of  everything.  Gave 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  until  sixth  day,  when 
patient  was  found  attending  store.      Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  411  East  Fifth  Street — Second  child.  Family  miserably  poor. 
Occupying  one  room,  unfurnished  with  exception  of  old  cot  bed.  Said 
everything  had  been  pawned  or  sold,  as  man  had  been  unable  to  secure 
work  on  account  of  intemperance  during  past  year.  Gave  necessary 
food,  milk  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make  her  comfortable 
during  illness,  and  advised  taking  situation  with  infant  when  well,  and 
placing  older  child  in  institution. 

No.  326  Stanton  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor,  and  rooms 
in  great  disorder,  they  having  moved  in  on  previous  day.  Man  a  painter, 
having  only  an  occasional  day's  work,  for  which  he  receives  one  dollar. 
Gave  woman  necessary  garments,  of  which  she  was  destitute,  also  emer- 
gent relief  in  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.  Advised  man  to  call 
on  district  agent  of  United  Hebrew  Charities,  to  ask  assistance  in  securing 
work  whereby  he  can  support  his  family. 

No.  366  Madison  Street — Fourth  child.  Couple  make  a  living  by 
peddling  with  baskets,  such  goods  as  matches,  pins,  shoestrings,  etc. 
Boy  of  eight  years,  has  helped  by  selling  during  woman's  illness.  Says 
she  expects  to  continue  to  work  when  well.  Will  take  infant  on  street 
with  her.  Gave  her  clothing  for  baby,  and  made  her  comfortable  during 
illness.     Very  appreciative. 

No.  6  Dover  Street — First  child.  Man  apparently  about  fifteen  years 
of  age.  Claims  to  be  eighteen,  patient  eighteen.  Man  has  been  idle 
for  months,  and  woman  has  spent  all  her  savings,  earned  as  domestic, 
and  has  pawned  everything  available.  Couple  desperately  poor,  but 
showing  no  evidence  of  intemperance,  although  obliged  to  live  in  cheap 
tenement,  occupied  by  dissipated  families.  Visitor  felt  that  they  needed 
a  friend  to  encourage  and  aid  with  advice,  on  account  of  youth  of  couple, 
and  referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  which  society  is  still  aiding  in  various 
ways.  We  gave  emergent  relief  in  coal  and  wood,  food,  milk,  clothing 
and  care. 

No.  619  East  Fifteenth  Street — Third  child.  A  very  poor  Italian  family. 
Man  claims  to  be  suffering  from  consumption,  and  unable  to  work. 
Children  badly  needing  clothes,  which  were  provided  by  the  A.  I.  C.  P., 
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to  which  case  was  referred.      Woman  very  thankful  for  food,   clothing 
and  care  which  was  furnished  by  Ladies  Auxiliary. 

No.  87  Sixth  Ave — Sixth  child,  one  of  whom  has  been  in  hospital  very 
ill,  for  past  eighteen  months.  Oldest  child  only  eleven  years  of  age, 
Man  a  longshoreman  working  irregularly,  and  spending  in  dissipation 
a  large  share  of  his  earnings.  Family  crowded  in  two  rooms,  and  threat- 
ened with  eviction.  Refused  to  have  conditions  reported  to  Charity 
Organization  Society,  as  they  would  advise  breaking  up  of  home,  and 
placing  children  in  an  institution.  Helped  woman  with  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant,  also  necessary  food,  and  sent  in  scrub -worn  an  regularly. 

No.  251  Monroe  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  apparently  destitute. 
Man  a  tailor,  suffering  from  rheumatism,  unable  to  work  for  past  three 
months.  Claimed  to  have  been  aided  with  rent  and  food  until  very  re- 
cently, when  same  was  discontinued.  Gave  emergent  relief  in  food 
and  fuel,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily,  and  advised  man  to  make  another 
application  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  in  payment  ot  rent 
until  able  to  resume  work. 

No.  362  Cherry  Street — Second  child.  Man,  a  longshoreman  de- 
serted woman  five  months  ago,  leaving  her  destitute.  Has  since  earned 
a  living  by  keeping  male  boarders,  of  which  she  has  eighteen  in  three 
rooms.  Says  they  pay  her  three  dollars  per  week,  and  the  profit  supports 
her  family.  All  sitting  in  kitchen  where  she  was  lying,  playing  cards, 
drinking  and  smoking.  Learned  later  that  patient  prepared  their 
coarse  meals  on  third  day. 

No.  122  Watts  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  a  boy  of  ten  years.  Family 
very  poor,  man  having  been  during  past  ten  weeks  unemployed.  Woman 
worked  as  office  cleaner  when  well,  earning  twenty  dollars  per  month. 
Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing,  food,  and  coal,  and  referred  man  to 
A.  I.  C.  P.,  for  possible  aid  in  securing  work.  Very  respectable  and 
grateful  for  assistance  and  advice. 

No.  182  Ludlow  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor,  living  in 
two  dark  rear  rooms.  Man  deserted  three  months  ago.  Said  as  he 
could  not  find  work  his  family  would  be  better  off  without  him.  Patient 
fears  he  may  have  committed  suicide,  as  he  was  always  a  good  man  to 
his  family.  Woman  trying  to  make  a  living  by  taking  lodgers,  who  pay 
one  dollar  per  month  for  sleeping  room  on  the  floor.  Gave  her  assistance 
in  food,  milk  and  clothing -and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.  Woman  out 
on  second  day,  and  later  quite  ill  for  ten  days,  very  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  132  Allen  Street — Third  child,  another  very  poor  family.  Living 
with  patient's  sister  and  thelatter's  husband  and  two  children,  making 
a  total  of  nine  people  in  two  small  rooms,  for  which  they  jointly  pay 
eleven  dollars  per  month.  Both  men  out  of  work,  only  income  for  two 
families,  that  of  one  woman  who  peddles.  Patient  very  grateful  for  aid 
in  food,  clothing  and  care. 
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No.  171  Attorney  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  tailor  out  of  work. 
Only  support  of  family  derived  from  five  boarders,  cared  for  by  feeble 
old  mother  of  patient.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave 
all  necessary  relief  in  food  and  clothing,  and  made  patient,  who  was  very 
ill,  as  comfortable  as  possible  in  crowded  rooms.  Very  thankful  for 
attention  given  during  twelve  days. 

No.  8  Ludlow  Street — Eighth  child,  all  boys  oldest  of  whom  is  twelve 
years  of  age.  Man  a  pedler,  earning  precarious  living,  and  family  of  ten 
crowded  in  two  dark  rear  rooms.  Assisted  woman  with  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant,  also  gave  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  while  woman  was 
incapacitated.     Very  appreciative  of  kindness  shown  her. 

No.  92  Willet  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  an 
epileptic,  unable  to  earn  a  living,  absolutely  dependent  on  charity  for 
support.  Claims  to  have  been  aided  in  rent  and  food  by  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  which  society  has  recently  cut  off  usual  relief.  Gave  necessary 
help  during  illness  of  woman,  and  advised  man  to  apply  for  admission 
to  Montefiore  Home,  or  home  for  epileptics. 

No.  608  East  Fourteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  last  stage  of 
consumption,  unable  to  work  and  consequently  very  poor.  Woman 
worked  at  day's  work  while  able,  but  is  now  suffering  extreme  poverty 
Gave  clothing  and  emergent  relief  in  food,  milk,  and  coal,  and  sent  in 
scrub  woman  daily.  Also  reported  case  to  Charity  Organization  Society. 
Aided  materially  and  with  advice. 

No.  259  Rivington  Street — Seventh  boy.  Family  very  poor  but  re- 
spectable. Man  a  tailor,  out  of  employment,  and  earning  only  a  trifle 
peddling  fruit.  Finds  it  very  hard  to  pay  rent  of  two  rooms,  but  hopes 
to  see  more  comfortable  days,  when  oldest  boy,  now  twelve  years  of 
age,  becomes  a  wage-earner.  Asked  only  for  one  thorough  cleaning, 
and  clothing  for  infant.  Old  mother  will  then  be  able  to  care  for  patient; 
very  grateful. 

No.  21  Forsythe  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  moved  here  from  Brook- 
lyn on  previous  day.  Rooms  in  great  confusion.  Sent  cleaner  to  help 
unpack  belongings,  and  make  patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Gave 
clothing  for  woman  and  infant,  also  supply  of  milk,  and  special  nourish- 
ment, as  family  had  expended  savings  in  removal  to  city.  Man  hopes 
to  make  a  living  for  family  by  collecting  and  selling  cast  off  clothing. 
Very  appreciative  of  care  given  during  woman's  incapacity. 

No.  30  Pitt  St. — Seventh  child.  Family,  with  mother  of  patient, 
living  in  one  furnished  room.  Man  had  been  unemployed  for  several 
months,  and  recently  went  to  another  city  to  look  for  work.  Family 
were  dispossessed,  and  obliged  to  move  into  one  room.  Patient  worked 
at  home  as  clothing  finisher  while  able,  but  is  now  dependent  on  her 
mother,  who  does  day's  work.     Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  food,  and 
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care  of  cleaner,  and  referred  case  to  Hebrew  Society,  which  aided  with 
five  dollars. 

No.  544  East  Fifteenth  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor. 
Man  paralyzed  and  unable  to  work.  Woman  supports  children  when 
well.  Gave  them  relief  in  clothing  and  necessary  food,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily.  Learned  case  known  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  which  was  also  assisting. 
Woman  very  thankful  for  attention  of  doctors,  nurse  and  auxiliary. 

No.  113  Eldridge  Street— Third  child.  Family  living  in  two  filthy 
rooms,  swarming  with  vermin.  Man  earns  very  little  peddling  coal. 
Keeps  his  supply,  about  one  half  ton,  under  patient's  bed.  Says  he 
formerly  paid  rent  for  cellar,  but  owing  to  dull  business,  and  poverty  of 
customers,  was  obliged  to  give  it  up.  Very  grateful  for  thorough  cleaning 
given  rooms,  as  well  as  supply  of  clothing  and  milk. 

No.  300  Cherry  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  three 
months  unemployed.  Woman  worked  as  long  as  able,  leaving  child 
with  mother,  who  is  partially  paralyzed.  Were  dispossessed  one  month 
ago,  since  which  time  family  has  lived  in  one  room.  Very  thankful  for 
assistance  given  in  food,  milk,  clothing,  and  care  of  cleaner.  Also  re- 
ferred to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  in  effort  to  secure  work. 

No.  298  First  Ave. — Third  child.  Family  in  two  miserable  back  rooms, 
no  mattress  or  sheets  on  patient's  bed,  only  an  old  coat  on  spring.  Old 
comforters  begged  from  neighbors  by  scrub-woman  were  used  to  make 
patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Agent  learned  on  visiting  that  cause 
of  extreme  poverty  was  intemperance  of  man,  who  had,  during  previous 
week,  fallen  from  roof  and  been  removed  to  Bellevue  hospital,  very  badly 
injured.  Woman  works  hard  to  support  family  when  well.  Very  thank- 
ful for  help. 

No.  303  East  Third  Street — Seventh  child:  oldest  ten  years  of  age. 
Man  suffering  from  consumption,  and  woman  obliged  to  work  to  support 
family.  United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent,  and  occasionally  gives 
assistance  in  food.  Family  was  aided,  with  clothing  for  patient  and 
infant,  also  received  food  and  milk,  and  care  of  cleaner.  Man  advised 
to  make  application  for  admittance  to  Montefiore  Home. 

No.  640  East  Sixth  Street — Fourth  child;  family  living  in  two  poorly 
furnished  rooms.  Man,  an  operator,  has  had  very  little  work  during 
past  year,  which  accounts  for  extreme  poverty.  Showed  visitor  dis- 
possess notice,  and  was  advised  to  go  with  same  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society, 
where  he  was  given  five  dollars  to  pay  on  account  of  rent.  Auxiliary 
relief  given  in  food,  milk,  clothing  and  care  of  patient  and  rooms.  Learned 
later,  that  on  the  third  day,  woman  had  run  down  three  flights  of  stairs 
to  street,  with  baby  in  arms,  on  account  of  fire  on  floor  below.  No  bad 
results  from  shock. 
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No.  87  Second  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  died  two  months  ago,  leaving 
family  destitute.  Patient  then  removed  to  this  city,  in  order  to  be  near 
friends  who  would  help  care  for  children  while  she  went  out  to  work. 
Expects  to  keep  lodgers,  and  work  in  tailor  shop.  Needing  clothing, 
and  care  of  cleaner,  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  3  Weehawken  Street — Eighth  living  child,  man  a  longshoreman 
working  irregularly  and  family  very  poor.  Boy  of  nine  years  suffering 
from  St.  Vitus'  dance.  Visitor  suggested  taking  boy  to  St.  Mary's  Hospital 
for  treatment  which  was  done,  and  child  admitted  as  indoor  patient. 
Woman  needing  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed.  Same  provided  as 
well  as  special  nourishment,  and  care  of  scrub-woman.  Patient  very 
grateful. 

No.  220  Madison  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  six  weeks  ago  leav- 
ing family  destitute.  Woman  worked  while  able,  and  later  claims  she 
would  have  starved  but  for  kindness  of  poor  neighbors.  Gave  her 
assistance  in  food,  milk,  clothing  and  daily  care  of  cleaner.  Also  directed 
her  to  day-nurseries,  which  will  care  for  children  when  she  is  able  to 
resume  work.      Refused  to  ask  aid  of  charitable  societies. 

No.  15  Eldridge  Street — First  child.  Family  living  in  two  basement 
rooms,  trying  hard  to  economize,  and  seeing  only  abject  poverty  before 
them.  Woman,  twenty  two  years  of  age,  claims  to  have  married  man 
of  forty-seven,  who  had  at  the  time  fifteen  hundred  dollars  which  he  had 
received  from  firm  for  which  he  had  worked,  on  account  of  loss  of  both 
legs  in  machinery.  Says  money  is  almost  exhausted  and  future  very 
dark.  Advised  to  return  with  infant  to  relatives,  who  live  in  Chicago, 
and  have  man  placed  in  Montefiore  or  other  Home,  while  able  to  do  so. 
Promised  to  act  on  advice  given. 

No.  52  Suffolk  Street — Third  child.  Man  idle  for  past  six  months. 
Family,  with  two  boarders,  living  in  two  rooms,  for  which  they  pay 
$11.00  monthly.  Very  poor,  needing  everything.  Gave  woman  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  also  food  and  milk,  and  care  of  cleaner,  while 
incapacitated.     Very  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  57  West  Eighth  Street — First  living  baby.  Woman  over  forty 
years  of  age,  having  had  eight  still-born  infants.  Patient,  an  Italian 
overjoyed,  asked  visitor  many  questions  relative  to  best  care  and  clothing 
for  child.  Man  a  laborer,  working  irregularly,  and  family  poor.  Gave 
woman  clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  instructed  her  as  to  use  of  same. 
Also  aided  with  milk,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  daily  while  necessary. 
Very  grateful. 

No.  22  Chrystie  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  poor,  living  in  three 
rooms,  with  seven  dogs  under  woman's  bed.  Needless  to  say,  place  was 
in  filthy  condition.  Man  remonstrated  with  by  agent,  claimed  to  have 
very  little  work,  and  said  the  sale  of  the  animals  helped  him  to  eke  out 
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a  living.  Warned  that  unless  conditions  were  quickly  improved,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  send  in  Board  of  Health  officer.  Promised  to  make 
change.  Learned  on  second  visit,  that  man  had  withdrawn  boy  of 
fifteen  years  from  school  and  sent  him  to  work,  and  had  disposed  of  dogs. 

No.  41  Forsythe  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  eleven  years  of  age. 
Man  deserted  eight  months  ago,  claiming  to  be  unable  to  support  such  a 
large  family  in  hard  times,  was  working  only  half  time.  Woman  worked 
as  long  as  able,  but  has  for  some  time  been  dependent  on  charity  of  neigh- 
bors almost  as  poor  as  herself.  Gave  her  relief  in  food,  clothing  and  care, 
and  advised  her  to  make  application  for  commitment  of  children  to  an 
institution,  and  incidentally  to  have  man  prosecuted  and  sentenced  for 
abandonment  of  family.  Promised  to  do  as  advised  as  soon  as  able. 
Very  grateful  for  all  kindness. 

No.  233  Monroe  Street — Fourth  child.  Two  families  aggregating 
eleven  persons,  living  in  two  small  rooms,  for  which  they  must  pay  a 
monthly  rental  of  $10.50.  Both  men,  tailors  by  trade,  idle  for  months, 
are  now  trying  to  eke  out  a  living  by  peddling.  Apparently  very  poor, 
but  self  respecting.  Gave  patient  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  and 
one  thorough  cleaning.     Friend  will  continue  care. 

No.  41  First  Street — Third  child.  Man  sick,  unable  to  work  during  past 
five  months.  Scarcely  any  furniture  in  two  miserable  rooms.  Man 
showed  agent  number  of  pawn  tickets.  Everything  available  having 
been  disposed  of  in  that  way.  Woman  worked  while  able,  but  recentlv 
family  has  been  dependent  on  an  aunt  who  went  out  to  day's  work. 
Man  has  made  application  for  admission  to  home  for  incurables,  and  as 
soon  as  admitted,  patient  will  break  up  home,  and  go  to  work  again. 
Gave  all  necessary  relief,  for  which  they  were  very  thankful. 

No.  352  West  Eleventh  Street — Second  child.  Man  idle  for  several 
months,  and  family  very  poor.  All  living  in  one  room  with  old  father 
and  mother.  Gave  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in 
scrub- woman  daily  while  necessary.  Referred  man  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  to  make 
application  for  work,  and  assistance  until  same  was  secured.  Verv 
appreciative  of  aid  and  advice. 

No.  266  Cherry  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor,  and  needing 
everything  to  make  patient  comfortable.  Furnished  clothing  for  woman, 
infant  and  bed,  also  food  and  milk,  leaving  same  with  neighbor  in  ad- 
joining room,  as  family  was  quarantined,  there  being  four  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria  in  rooms. 

No.  402  East  Fifteenth  Street— Third  child.  Woman  very  sick  from 
grieving  over  loss  of  boy  now  lying  dead  at  North  Brother  Island.  Sax- 
he  was  very  ill  with  diphtheria  when  removed.  Family  poor,  and  all 
crowded  in  one  furnished  room,  danger  of  contagion  very  great,  but  other 
children  escaped.  Gave  woman  necessary  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and 
sent  in  cleaner  regularly  to  make  her  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
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No.  745  East  Ninth  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor,  living  in 

two   filthy   rooms,    and  woman   very   sick.  Weather   cold,    and   patient 

lying  in  bed,  with  absolutely  no  covering.  Agent  returned  to  hospital, 
to  report  case,  and  was  provided  with  discarded  blankets  by  chief  nurse, 

sufficient  to  make  patient  very  comfortable.  Owing  to  serious  condition, 

cleaner  was  sent  in  for  twenty-four  days.  Woman  later  sent  letter  of 
thanks  to  hospital,  and  Ladies  Auxiliary. 

No.  242  Cherry  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  house  painter,  out  of  work, 
and  family  very  poor.  Managing  to  keep  a  roof  over  their  heads  by 
keeping  lodgers,  of  whom  they  have  seven,  sleeping,  beside  family  of  five, 
in  three  rooms.  Man  claims  to  have  kept  family  from  starving  by  pedd- 
ling. Gave  woman  clothing,  food,  milk  and  care  of  cleaner  for  fourteen 
days,  she  having  been  very  ill.      Very  thankful  for  care. 

No.  61  Cherry  Street — Third  child.  Family  miserably  poor,  living  in 
two  small  rooms.  Man  has  been  idle  for  several  months  and  has  just 
resumed  work.  No  preparation  made  for  approaching  confinement,  and 
woman  very  thankful  for  assistance  in  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  care  of  scrub-woman.  Also  gave  her  food  and  milk.  Showed  agent 
notice  of  dispossess,  and  was  advised  to  get  note  from  doctor  to  land- 
lord, to  prevent  immediate  eviction.  Case  referred  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  with 
appeal  for  temporary  relief. 

No.  263  Stanton  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  poor.  Man  a  shoemaker, 
too  old  to  earn  enough  to  support  young  family.  Rooms  very  untidy, 
with  work  bench,  and  five  cats.  Woman  quite  young,  advised  to  make 
change  in  manner  of  living.  Gave  clothing,  food  and  care,  and  learned 
United  Hebrew  Charities  pay  monthly  rental  of  ten  dollars  for  couple. 

No.  842  Greenwich  Street — Second  child,  oldest  only  eleven  months. 
Family  miserably  poor.  Man  a  longshoreman,  having  only  an  occa- 
sional day's  work,  and  spending  the  greater  part  of  earnings  in  dissipa- 
tion. No  preparation  made  for  illness.  Found  it  necessary  to  give 
clothing  for  woman  and  infant,  also  special  nourishment  and  care  of 
scrub-woman  for  ten  days.  Woman  did  not  approve  of  advice  given  to 
break  up  miserable  home,  take  a  place  with  infant  and  place  oldest  child 
in  home. 

No.  58  Rutgers  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  poor.  Sole  income 
that  of  two  oldest  children,  who  jointly  earn  $4.50  per  week.  Woman 
earns  a  little  when  well.  Man  met  with  an  accident  one  year  ago,  which 
resulted  in  the  amputation  of  his  leg.  He  has  not  been  well  enough  to 
work  since,  and  has  lately  been  obliged  to  return  to  hospital  for  treat- 
ment. Family  hopeful  of  better  times,  when  girls  get  raise  of  wages,  and 
third  child,  a  boy,  begins  work  next  year.  Aided  patient  in  every  way 
possible. 

No.  313  East  Twelfth  Street — First  child.  Woman  very  poor.  Man 
died  five  months  ago  leaving  her  helpless.     Says  she  was  dispossessed 
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shortly  after  his  death,  when  she  removed  to  one  dark  basement  room 
in  rear  house.  Advised,  when  recovered  to  take  situation  with  infant, 
but  claimed  to  know  nothing  of  domestic  work,  as  she  had  always  earned 
her  living  in  a  sweat-shop.  Said  she  would  place  infant  to  board,  and 
resume  same,  until  she  marries  again.  Gave  her  assistance  in  clothes, 
food  and  milk,  and  cared  for  her  while  ill. 

No.  535  East  Sixth  Street— Third  child.  Man  idle  during  last  rive 
months,  savings  exhausted,  and  threatened  with  eviction.  Woman 
went  out  to  day's  work  while  able,  and  man  cared  for  home  and  children, 
and  boarders,  thus  ekeing  out  a  bare  living,  until  one  month  ago,  patient 
expects  to  resume  work  in  about  one  week.  Given  all  necessary  aid  in 
clothing  and  food,  also  cared  for  daily,  and  man  referred  to  A.  I.  C.  P., 
in  effort  to  secure  work.  Self  respecting  couple,  not  wishing  to  accept 
charity. 

No.  194  Orchard  Street — First  baby.  Woman  up  on  third  day,  finishing 
laundry  work  to  send  home.  Man  a  laborer,  working  only  occasionally, 
and  evidently  depending  for  support  on  woman.  Advised  to  make  greater 
effort  to  secure  steady  work,  and  support  his  family  properly.  Woman 
persuaded  to  return  to  bed,  and  scrub-woman  sent  to  finish  work,  under 
patient's  direction.  Very  grateful  for  help,  and  also  for  clothing  and 
nourishment. 

No.  116  East  Fourth  Street — Sixth  child,  oldest  one  nine  years.  Very 
poor,  living  in  two  miserable  dark  rooms.  Man  working  irregularly,  and 
boy  of  nine  peddling  salt,  which  he  sells  in  one  penny  packages.  Woman 
also  peddles  potatoes  when  well,  buying  a  bag  to  sell  in  small  quantities. 
Child  of  three  years  has  rickets,  is  unable  to  walk,  trouble  evidently 
caused  by  neglect,  as  the  woman  states  he  would  be  contented  tied  in 
high  chair,  with  feet  hanging,  until  she  returned  home.  Advised  her  to 
send  child  to  cripple  hospital  for  treatment  at  once.  Very  thankful  for 
assistance  and  promised  to  follow  advice  given. 

No.  181  Orchard  Street — Fourth  child,  two  of  whom  are  in  an  institu- 
tion. Woman  insane,  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  baby.  Family  very 
poor,  man  having  been  unable  for  several  months  to  leave  woman  alone, 
while  he  would  attend  to  his  work.  Says  he  will,  as  soon  as  possible, 
place  the  other  two  children  in  an  institution,  and  his  wife  in  a  hospital, 
and  will  then  work  steadily,  and  pay  as  much  as  he  possibly  can,  for  the 
care  of  his  family.     Very  thankful  for  clothing  and  food  provided. 

No.  97  Cannon  Street — Second  child.  Oldest  one  in  bed  with  mother, 
suffering  from  diphtheria.  Neighbors  with  babies  visiting  in  rooms. 
Scrub-woman  left  clothing  and  milk  tickets  for  patient,  a  friend  promising 
to  care  for  woman.  Learned  later  that  child  of  patient  was  removed  to 
North  Brother  Island,  and  died,  and  that  four  other  families  became  in- 
fected with  the  disease. 
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No.  543  East  Fifteenth  Street — Ninth  child,  oldest  fourteen  years. 
Family  poor,  although  man  works  steadily  as  truck  driver.  Claims  his 
wages  of  $12.00  weekly  are  totally  inadequate  to  support  of  large  family. 
Couple  very  self-respecting;  have  never  asked  or  received  any  charity, 
but  care  of  woman  during  confinements  by  "  Broome  St.  doctors,"  Very 
grateful  for  same,  and  for  work  of  scrub-woman  during  incapacity.  Ex- 
pect boy  to  become  wage-earner  in  near  future. 

No.  635  East  Thirteenth  Street — Third  child,  miserably  poor.  Man 
suffering  from  consumption  for  past  two  years,  and  unable  to  work. 
Daughter  of  seventeen  years,  with  her  husband  and  baby,  with  patient 
and  family  of  five,  all  living  in  two  small  rooms.  Only  one  bedstead  in 
rooms,  and  old  bedding  piled  in  corners.  Visitors  furnished  relief  in 
clothing  and  nourishment,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  for  one  thorough 
cleaning. 

No.  39  Allen  Street — Seventh  child,  all  under  twelve  years.  Man  died 
three  months  ago  leaving  family  destitute,  and  absolutely  dependent  on 
old  mother  of  patient  who  goes  out  to  day's  work.  All  living  in  two  rooms, 
and  threatened  with  dispossess  on  account  of  crowding.  Gave  woman 
assistance  in  food,  milk  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly.  Also 
advised  patient  to  make  application  for  commitment  of  some  of  younger 
children  to  institution,  temporarily.  Says  she  will  try  keeping  boarders, 
and  if  she  fails,  will  act  on  advice  given. 

No.  228  West  Eighteenth  Street — First  baby.  Family  very  poor,  man 
having  been  unable  to  work  during  past  year,  on  account  of  illness. 
Evidently  in  last  stage  of  consumption.  Old  aunt  living  with  patient, 
goes  out  to  work,  and  aids  as  far  as  possible.  Gave  woman  clothing  for 
bed  and  infant  and  sent  in  cleaner.  Also  assisted  with  food  and  milk, 
and  reported  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P.,  with  request  that  something  be  done  for 
sick  man. 

No.  420  East  Sixth  Street — Second  child.  Family  moved  into  rooms 
on  previous  day,  and  place  in  great  confusion.  Scrub-woman  unable  to 
work  until  she  unpacked  necessary  utensils.  Woman  lying  on  mattress 
on  floor.  Cleaner  assisted  in  setting  up  bedstead,  and  with  help  of  man 
and  neighbor,  placed  patient  on  it,  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 
Helped  her  out  with  clothing  and  food,  man  being  out  of  work,  and 
without  means.      Had  been  dispossessed  for  non-payment  of  rent. 

No.  97  Chrystie  Street — Fourth  child.  Poor  Italian  family,  crowded  in 
two  rooms.  Several  live  chickens  in  patient's  room.  Man  said  they  had 
been  given  to  him  and  he  had  no  where  else  to  keep  them,  and  as  his 
family  were  hungry,  he  would  not  dispose  of  them.  Gave  woman  assist- 
ance in  food  and  clothing,  and  learned  that  A.  I.  C.  P.  had  provided  baby 
clothes.     Sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  199  Forsythe  Street — Twin  boys,  making  a  family  of  eight  children, 
seven  of  whom  are  boys.     Oldest  child  twelve  years,  all  living  in  three 
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small  rooms.  Couple  poor,  but  very  proud  of  fine  family,  and  looking 
forward  hopefully  to  better  times  when  older  children  become  wage- 
earners.  Asked  only  for  care  of  scrub-woman,  man  having  made  all 
necessary  clothing  for  woman  and  babies  from  cheap  remnants  which  he 
had  bought  in  Hester  St.     Very  grateful  for  assistance  given. 

No.  99  Broome  Street — First  child.  Couple  very  poor,  man  having 
been  idle  for  months.  Says  his  business,  bottling  seltzer,  has  been  very 
dull,  during  the  hard  times,  and  they  have  been  obliged  to  live  on  the 
trifle  he  could  make  peddling.  Says  he  and  his  wife  have  frequently 
lived  all  day  on  one  cent's  worth  of  oatmeal.  Gave  him  milk-tickets, 
and  money  to  pay  deposit,  also  sent  in  small  quantity  of  groceries,  and 
helped  out  with  clothing  and  cleaner,  and  referred  man  to  Hebrew  Relief 
Society.  Learned  later  that  he  was  given  $5.00  and  bed  clothing.  Very 
appreciative  of  all  kindness. 

No.  138  Orchard  Street — Second  child.  Man  working  about  half-time, 
and  family  quite  poor.  Woman  sitting  up  on  second  day,  eating  straw- 
berries and  cream,  which  a  neighbor  had  brought  in.  When  remon- 
strated with,  said  she  had  nothing  else  and  was  hungry.  Agent  sent 
in  at  once  small  amount  of  groceries  and  gave  milk  tickets,  paying  de- 
posit on  bottles.  Later  woman  was  given  diet  ticket  relief.  Helped 
her  also  with  clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  kept  rooms  clean  while 
necessary. 

No.  599  Washington  Street — Second  child.  Family  living  in  one 
wretched  room  over  a  stable.  Man  formerly  made  a  good  living  for  his 
family  by  running  an  elevator  in  a  large  warehouse,  but  on  account  of 
intemperate  habits,  met  with  an  accident,  and  lost  his  position.  Since 
that  time  he  has  picked  up  an  occasional  day's  work  along  the  water  front, 
barely  sufficient  to  keep  them  from  starving.  Woman  will  resume  office 
cleaning  when  well,  placing  babies  in  day  nursery.  Very  grateful  for 
clothing,  food  and  care. 

No.  198  Seventh  Ave. — Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  four  months  ago, 
leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  dispossessed  one  month  ago,  went  to 
live  with  her  mother,  who  occupied  one  furnished  room.  Place  crowded 
and  dirty.  Patient  alone  all  day,  as  her  mother  works  in  a  restaurant. 
Children  would  suffer  from  neglect,  but  for  kindness  of  poor  neighbors. 
Provided  clothing  and  food,  and  care  of  scrub- woman. 

No.  100  Pitt  Street — Third  child.  Family  miserably  poor,  man  out  of 
work,  hungry  and  dispossessed.  Threatened  to  commit  suicide.  Says 
that  during  this  past  year  he  has  spent  all  his  savings,  and  now  cannot 
care  for  sick  wife.  Helped  him  with  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent 
in  caretaker  daily.  Also  referred  him  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which 
gave  him  $5.00  and  bed-clothing.     Very  grateful. 
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No.  43  Avenue  B — Fourth  child.  Man  idle,  family  very  poor.  Woman 
has  supported  family  by  day's  work,  until  about  two  weeks  ago,  and 
expects  to  resume  in  about  five  days.  Advised  to  go  slowly,  and  allow 
man  to  do  a  little  hustling.  Gave  him  address  of  A.  I.  C.  P.,  and  sent 
him  to  apply  for  wood  yard  tickets.  Gave  patient  assistance  in  clothing 
and  food,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman. 

No.  40  East  Third  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  janitor  of  building,  living 
in  one  large  room,  in  very  deep  dark  basement.  Although  they  seem 
very  poor,  couple  are  quite  contented,  and  consider  themselves  very 
well  off,  in  having  rent  free,  and"  ten  dollars  monthly.  Helped  woman 
with  much  needed  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner. 
Refused  other  relief. 

No.  240  Delancey  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  rag-picker  earning  only 
a  trifle,  and  family  miserably  poor.  Were  dispossessed  one  month  ago 
and  have  since  been  living  with  a  family  of  five,  making  a  total  of  nine 
people  in  two  rooms.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  given  in  food  and 
clothing  and  care  of  cleaner.  Couple  hopeful  that  man  will  soon  secure 
work  at  his  trade  of  tailor.     Refused  to  apply  for  aid  during  emergency. 

No.  104  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Man  suffering  from  consumption. 
Has  done  no  work  in  two  years.  Went  six  weeks  ago  to  home  for  in- 
curables. Rooms  miserably  poor,  and  patient  needing  everything  to 
make  her  comfortable.  Very  grateful  for  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  for  help  of  cleaner.  Gave  neighbor  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society, 
and  learned  later  that  patient  was  given  five  dollars  and  assistance  in  bed 
clothing.  Woman  will  make  application  for  admission  of  two  children 
to  institution,  and  will  support  one. 

No.  656  Water  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  longshoreman  out  of 
work,  and  family  destitute,  and  threatened  with  eviction.  Gave  them 
all  possible  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  and  kept  place  clean  while 
necessary.  Also  referred  man  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  to  make  application  for 
work  of  some  kind,  whereby  he  might  support  family.  Woman  works 
at  office  cleaning  when  well,  and  children  appear  sickly  and  neglected. 

No.  71  Goerck  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  crowded  in  three  very 
small  dark  rooms.  Man  a  pedler,  and  two  boys,  aged  fourteen  and 
fifteen  years  working.  Joint  weekly  income  of  family  about  seven  dollars. 
Self-respecting  couple,  considering  themselves  quite  comfortable,  and 
speaking  with  deep  feeling  of  the  poverty  of  their  poor  neighbors.  Re- 
quired only  care  of  doctor  and  nurse,  and  help  of  scrub- woman  for  a 
few  days.     Very  appreciative  of  attention. 

No.  314  Delancey  Street — First  child.  Family  living  in  two  dark 
basement  rooms,  one  of  which  is  filled  with  rags  and  junk  collected  by 
man.  Rooms  infested  with  fleas.  Everyone  visiting  patient  becoming 
also  infected.     Man  remonstrated  with,     claimed  to  be  unable  to  find 
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place  himself.  Woman  very  grateful  for  thorough  cleaning,  and  for 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant. 

No.  298  Delancey  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  clothing  presser, 
working  irregularly,  and  earning  very  little.  One  boy  peddling,  earning 
one  dollar  per  week.  Family  very  poor.  Joint  income  insufficient  for 
large  family.  Crowded  in  three  rooms,  and  patiently  suffering  extreme 
poverty.  Man's  only  regret  seeming  to  be  his  inability  to  give  his  children 
the  higher  education.  Helped  the  patient  in  every  way  possible  for  which 
she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  386  Madison  Street — Ninth  child,  eight  of  whom  are  in  Europe 
with  relatives.  Couple  came  here  three  years  ago,  expecting  in  a  few 
months  to  send  for  the  eight  children.  Man  has  had  very  little  work  as 
laborer,  and  woman  has  found  it  at  times  difficult  to  support  herself 
and  husband.  Patient  quite  despondent.  Feels  that  now  with  infant 
to  care  for  there  will  be  little  chance  of  saving  money.  Advised  to  apply 
to  Hungarian  Society  for  possible  advice  and  assistance  in  bringing  family 
to  America  or  returning  to  children.  Promised  to  act  on  advice  given. 
Gave  patient  assistance  in  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  151  Attorney  Street — Second  child.  Two  families  and  boarders, 
aggregating  eight  persons  living  in  two  rooms.  Both  men  out  of  work, 
and  women  supporting  household  by  doing  laundry  work  at  home. 
Rooms  full  of  washed  and  unwashed  clothing,  and  old  dirty  bedding  used 
by  boarders  to  lay  on  floor  at  night.  Only  one  bedstead  in  rooms.  Pa- 
tient very  thankful  for  attention,  but  claimed  to  need  only  clothing  for 
infant,  and  care  of  doctors,  as  friend  would  attend  to  cleaning. 

No.  16  Jackson  Street — Third  child.  Older  one  in  bed  with  mother 
having  had  tube  inserted  in  throat,  in  treatment  for  bad  case  of  diphtheria. 
No  Board  of  Health  sign  on  door,  and  neighbors  visiting  patient  with 
babies  in  arms.  Asked  if  they  were  not  afraid  of  contagion,  replied  no; 
said  only  those  died  who  were  taken  to  hospital.  Gave  patient  clothing 
for  infant,  and  milk  ticket  supply  and  left  her  in  care  of  a  neighbor. 

No.  162  Lewis  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  idle  for  past  four  months, 
only  support  of  large  family  earnings  of  boy  of  sixteen  years,  who  claims 
to  make  four  dollars  weekly.  Man  claims  to  have  spent  the  last  of  his 
savings  to  pay  month's  rent.  Hopes  and  expects  his  business,  that  of 
cloak  maker,  to  be  very  brisk  during  coming  season.  Very  grateful  for 
assistance  in  food,  and  clothing  for  infant  and  much  ashamed  to  accept 
charity.  Says  he  has  always  before  been  able  to  pay  a  doctor,  and  to 
have  a  nurse  for  a  few  days.     Self  respecting  family. 

No.  110  West  Houston  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  twelve  years  of 
age.  Man  earns  a  meagre  living  for  family  by  making  salads  for  restaur- 
ants.    Says  where  he  formerly  made  about  fifteen  dollars  per  week,  he

now  earns  about  six.  Woman  when  well,  finishes  clothing  for  tailors, 
and  by  working  twelve  hours  per  day  can  earn  two  dollars  weekly.  Will 
resume  same  as  soon  as  able.  Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing  and  milk, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  15  Forsythe  Street — Fifth  child,  case  of  extreme  poverty.  Man 
sick,  has  been  unable  to  work  for  last  year.  Family  were  dispossessed, 
and  while  furniture  was  on  sidewalk,  sold  it  off  piece  by  piece  to  buy  some- 
thing to  eat.  Neighbors  wrote  to  the  "  World  "  newspaper,  and  a 
visitor  was  sent  to  investigate,  with  the  result  that  one  month's  rent 
was  paid,  and  they  were  placed  in  two  empty  rooms.  Some  one  sent 
an  old  bed  and  chair,  another  a  basket  of  groceries,  and  still  others,  through 
the  paper,  small  sums  of  money.  Woman  confined  on  third  day,  after 
moving  into  rooms.  Needed  only  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days.  Very 
grateful  and  happy  over  change  of  circumstances. 

No.  80  Eldridge  Street — Second  child.  Man  suffering  from  consumption 
unable  to  work,  was  sent  to  Europe  by  a  society  of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber. Woman  worked  at  day's  work  while  able,  and  expects  to  resume 
in  a  few  days.  Says  she  can  easily  make  a  living  for  herself  and  children, 
as  she  has  also  been  supporting  the  man  for  seven  months.  Very  thank- 
ful for  clothing  and  food  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  231  Broome  Street— Second  child,  eldest  fourteen  months  and 
unable  to  walk.  Man  a  tailor,  working  irregularly,  and  scarcely  able  to 
support  family.  Woman  unable  to  help  by  peddling  or  keeping  boarders, 
as  two  babies  will  keep  her  very  busy.  Given  advice  and  directions, 
relative  to  use  of  day  nurseries,  for  which  she  was  thankful,  as  she  is 
anxious  when  well  to  do  her  share  toward  tiding  over  dull  times.  Helped 
her  with  clothing  for  infant,  and  milk  supply. 

No.  13  Pitt  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor,  living  in  one 
miserable  back  basement  room,  where  lamp  is  kept  burning  all  day. 
Difficulty  in  finding  place,  as  it  is  entered  through  dark  alley.  Man  a 
vegetable  pedlar,  and  room  stored  with  decaying  fruit  and  potatoes. 
Man  told  that  same  must  be  removed  from  sick  room,  or  Board  of  Health 
would  be  notified  on  next  day.  Acted  on  advice  given  and  on  second 
day  room  was  thoroughly  cleaned  by  scrub-woman.  Also  aided  with 
clothing  and  milk. 

No.  423  East  Seventeenth  Street — Eleventh  child,  only  three  of  whom 
are  living.  Man  died  one  month  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Old 
rags  were  fastened  on  baby  with  hair  pins.  Gave  patient  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant,  and  sent  cleaner  daily  to  make  woman  as  comfortable 
as  possible.  Says  she  will  be  obliged  to  have  two  children  committed 
to  an  institution,  and  will  then  take  a  situation  with  infant.  Evidently 
inefficient  and  untidy. 


No.  152  Ridge  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  out  of  work,  and  family  in 
very  poor  circumstances.  Woman  very  ill  and  in  charge  of  auxiliary  for 
three  weeks.  Gave  her  clothing  and  milk  supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily.  Also  gave  neighbor  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which, 
when  visited  sent  patient  five  dollars,  and  further  supply  of  clothing. 
Very  thankful,  self-respecting  family. 

No.  142  Monroe  Street — Sixth  child,  all  boys.  Man  earning  a  fairly 
comfortable  living  for  family,  and  expects  the  eldest  boy  to  become  a 
wage-earner  very  soon.  Woman  a  very  clean  housekeeper.  Up  on 
third  day  and  washing  down  walls.  Remonstrated  with  by  visitor,  said 
she  was  too  poor  to  ever  waste  more  than  three  days  in  bed  for  a  con- 
finement. Must  also  cook  for  her  husband.  Asked  only  for  care  of 
scrub-woman  for  three  days. 

No.  220  Eldridge  Street — Eighth  living  child,  one  of  whom  is  working, 
earning  four  dollars  weekly.  Only  other  income  that  of  mother,  who 
works  when  able.  Man  suffering  from  consumption,  has  not  worked 
for  two  years.  Family  very  thankful  for  assistance  in  clothing,  milk, 
and  food,  and  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  when  second  daughter  could 
take  charge. 

No.  607  East  Thirteenth  Street— First  child  in  America.  Three  still 
in  Europe.  Man  working  as  laborer,  and  woman  keeping  six  boarders 
in  two  rooms,  trying  hard  to  save  sufficient  money  to  send  for  children 
and  old  grandmother.  Living  very  miserably,  no  preparation  made  for 
illness.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself,  infant  and  bed.  Also  sent  in 
scrub-woman  for  a  few  days.      Patient  cooked  for  boarders  on  fourth  day. 

No.  163  East  Thirty-second  Street — First  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  one  room.  Man  very  old  and  stupid.  Claims  to  be  sixty-five 
but  looks  to  be  over  seventy.  Has  grandchildren.  Patient,  second  wife, 
a  good  looking  woman  of  twenty-eight.  Says  he  had  money  and  a 
business  when  she  married  him,  but  now  all  is  exhausted.  Will  return 
to  her  parents  when  well,  and  work  for  herself  and  baby.  Very  thankful 
for  attention. 

No.  158  Ludlow  Street — Second  child.  Man  deserted  five  months  ago, 
leaving  family  penniless.  Told  wife  he  was  going  away  to  look  for  work 
and  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to  send  her  money.  Woman  learned  later  that 
he  had  left  with  a  girl  friend  of  the  family.  Thinks  she  has  paid  his  way, 
taking  him  back  to  Russia  with  her.  Patient  has  'earned  a  living  by 
keeping  girl  boarders  of  whom  she  has  six.  All  living  in  two  rooms. 
Three  small  beds  in  one  room,  and  piles  of  old  bedding  in  corners.  Helped 
her  with  clothing  and  nourishment.  Woman  up  and  at  work  on  fourth 
day. 

No.  26  Henry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  sick  unable  to  work,  and 
family  very  poor.     United   Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent  and  aids  with 
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food.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily.  Patient  also  received  diet  kitchen  relief,  and  was  very  grateful 
for  all  kindness  shown. 

No.  785  Washington  Street — Sixth  child,  eldest  a  boy  of  nine  years  in 
hospital  suffering  from  a  nervous  disease.  Man  a  truck  driver,  working 
half  time,  and  family  miserably  poor,  children  without  proper  clothing 
for  school,  and  no  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  woman 
necessary  garments  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly 
until  patient  recovered.  Also  suggested  sending  of  children  to  nearest 
industrial  school,  where  they  would  receive  mid-day  meal,  and  possible 
assistance  in  shoes  and  clothing.      Very  thankful  for  advice  and  care. 

No.  153  Ridge  Street — Five  children.  Man  a  laborer,  working  irregu- 
larly, and  family  very  poor.  Woman  keeps  boarders  to  help  pay  rent  of 
two  rooms.  As  there  was  only  one  bed  in  rooms,  visitor  inquired  where 
they  slept,  and  was  shown  mattress  on  fire  escape,  and  was  told  they 
occupied  same  in  clear  weather,  and  floor  of  kitchen  when  it  stormed. 
Helped  woman  out  with  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner,  until  fifth  day, 
when  she  was  found  up  and  cooking. 

No.  264  Cherry  Street — Twins,  making  seven  in  all.  Family  living  in 
three  small  dark  rooms.  Man  a  tailor  working  irregularly,  and  boy  of 
twelve  peddling  during  vacation.  Told  visitor  he  sometimes  earned 
thirty  cents  a  day,  and  when  his  father's  work  became  brisk,  he  was 
going  to  save  that  toward  getting  an  education.  Gave  woman  aid  in 
clothing,  milk,  and  special  nourishment,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  for  a 
few  days.     Self-respecting  people,  very  thankful  for  good  care. 

No.  89  Division  Street — Seventh  child,  eldest  a  girl  of  fourteen  years, 
who  earns  two  dollars  weekly.  Man  was  sent  to  Europe  seven  months 
ago,  suffering  from  consumption.  Woman  claims  he  was  always  good  to 
family,  and  that  his  illness  was  brought  on  by  overwork,  in  effort  to 
support  growing  family.  Patient  asked  only  for  assistance  in  clothing 
for  infant  and  milk  supply,  as  her  old  mother  would  care  for  her  after  first 
cleaning. 

No.  191  Allen  Street — First  child.  Couple  only  five  months  in  America, 
and  miserably  poor.  Man  trying  to  earn  a  living  by  peddling  eggs. 
Says  he  earns  very  little,  and  that  must  be  put  aside  to  pay  rental,  one 
dollar  and  a  half  weekly  for  one  miserable  room  in  which  they  live. 
Very  thankful  for  assistance  in  food,  clothing,  milk  tickets  and  care  of 
cleaner.  Objected  to  having  his  case  reported  to  United  Hebrew  Chari- 
ties, fearing  family  would  be  deported. 

No.  106  Goerck  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  very  poor  on  account  of 
illness  of  man.  States  he  has  not  worked  in  two  years.  Oldest  child 
nine  years,  unable  even  to  help  in  household.  Rooms  very  untidy,  and 
bare  of  every  comfort.     United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent,  and  man 
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and  children  earn  food  by  peddling.  Gave  patient  assistance  in  clothing, 
food,  milk  and  care  of  cleaner,  and  advised  man  to  make  application  for 
admission  to  Home  for  Incurables,  thus  relieving  woman  of  his  support. 
Promised  to  do  so. 

No.  19  Jones  Street — Sixth  child,  eldest  girl  of  ten  years.  Man  janitor 
of  house,  for  which  service  he  receives  free  rent  of  two  rooms  in  a  cellar. 
Woman  says  she  worked  as  long  as  able,  managing  to  earn  food  for 
family,  but  now  while  incapacitated,  children  are  often  hungry.  Very 
thankful  for  clothing,  food,  milk  and  care  of  cleaner,  which  was  provided 
Was  also  given  diet  kitchen  relief  by  doctor. 

No.  416  Cherry  Street — Seventh  child,  eldest  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Family  destitute.  Man  was  idle  for  five  months,  and  being  unable  to 
secure  work,  borrowed  money  to  go  to  Chicago,  where  he  was  told  he 
would  have  no  difficulty  in  earning  a  living.  Woman  says  he  has  failed, 
and  is  starving  there,  and  cannot  get  back  to  this  city.  Says  she  will 
take  lodgers  when  well,  and  will  make  cakes  for  children  to  peddle,  and 
in  these  ways  hopes  to  earn  a  living.  Advised  her  to  send  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  and  have  case  presented  to  members.  This  was  done, 
and  patient  received  $5.00  cash  and  supply  of  food.     Very  appreciative.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  New   York,  passed  March   1,    1799,  chapter  xxxiii.,  Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel 
and  others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associ- 
ated as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Xew  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establish- 
ing an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who 
are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing 
during  the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  bettei 
to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institu- 
tion; therefore 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  or- 
dained, constituted  and  declared  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
in  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  com- 
plaints, matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  their  succes- 
sors may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,-' 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only  such  as  shall 
be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building,  and  such  houses 
or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the  nature  of 
the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged 
to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  pre- 
viously contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by

the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  im- 
mediate accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of 
mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the 
mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall 
acquire  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that 
the  property  and  concerns  of-  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and 
from  the  said  subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say) 
Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius 
Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William 
Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thouand  eight  hundred,  when 
a  new  election  shall  be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by 
the  said  governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors 
for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  governors  for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall 
happen  among  the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the 
purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that  an  election  of 
governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act 
it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other 
day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  management 
and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  the  said 
corporation,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the 
business,  ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this 
act  instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  said  institution. 
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Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of 
which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the 
board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  state. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual 
election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot  from 
their  number  a  president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary, 
and  that  the  officers  thus  elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their 
respective  offices,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not 
exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  that  the  said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  elec- 
tion for  governors,  after  which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly  and 
favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  relative  to  subscriptions ,  the  elec- 
tion of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  election  of  physicians  and  surgeons, 
chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

Became  a  law   May    17,    I8?7,    with  the  approval   of    the    Governor;    passed  three-fifths 

being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  sub- 
scribe to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  cor- 
poration, provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such 
subscribers  are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of 
governors  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors  to  be 
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chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  rive  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  immediately  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many 
physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the 
said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  to  elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.   3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY    OF    THE     LYING=IN     HOSPITAL    OF    THE    CITY 
OF    NEW    YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Election  of  Governors. 

1.  The  time  for  electing  Governors  on  the  day  prescribed  by  the 
Charter  or  for  filling  a  vacancy  among  the  Governors,  shall  be  from 
four  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  and  the  place  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Inspectors  of  Election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  and 
they  shall  attend  the  election  and  certify  the  result  in  writing,  which 
certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  and  recorded  in  its  minutes. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less 
than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board, 
upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become 
a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any 
person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a 
Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he 
shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any 
committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may  be 
vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  meeting 
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shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  Annual  Meeting.     The  hour  and 
place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any 
of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Vice-President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be 
proposed  for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nomina- 
tions for  vacancies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society, 
whenever  they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board : 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certifi- 
cate of  satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  re- 
course. 
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2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends 
on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated  meet- 
ing shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and  ex- 
pended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers 
of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall 
keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and 
notify  the  Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions 
to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority 
of  the  said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months, 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  se- 
lected by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer 
when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  build- 
ings and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold 
stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies 
of  business  may  require. 
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2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Medical 
Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the 
same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills 
to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Medical 
Directors  each  month  of  the  total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  ex- 
pended for  all  running  expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes 
for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or 
inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the   medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  imme- 
diately after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  elect  by 
ballot  such  and  so  many  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend 
the  said  hospital,  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies 
to  elect  other  surgeons  in  their  places. 

2.  These  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the  Medical  Directors  of  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  shall 
organize  as  such  by  the  appointments  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their  services 
and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical  Director  nominate 
their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or  any 
Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapacitated  to  perform 
his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the  Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Di- 
rector who  may  for  any  reason  wish  to  relinquish  active  medical  work, 
may  upon  approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further 
active  duty.     Such  retired  Medical  Director  shall  constitute  an  advisory 
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board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital.  They 
shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Medical 
Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous  by-laws 
shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board.  Upon  the  death 
or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician,  his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

G.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors  they  shall 
nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that  may  be  neces- 
sary to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Directors  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional  work  of  the 
institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  the  admission,  treat- 
ment and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the  education  and  government  of 
the  students,  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them 
best,  but  such  rules  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going 
into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to  serve  on 
the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their  duties.  They 
shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks,  servants,  nurses  and  all 
other  persons  needful  and  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the 
hospital,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies 
and  superintend  the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall, 
when  approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors  in  any 
month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified  to  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  as  being  available  for  that  month,  and  no  extraordinary 
expenditures  shall  be  incurred  without  conference  with  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  Board  of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for 
the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the  Attending 
Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as  Deputy  Medical  Direc- 
tors. They  shall  assist  the  Medical  Directors  in  the  management  of 
the  hospital  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall 
be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this 
institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any 
patient. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows:  By 
a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  pay- 
ment of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of 
$250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds 
shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for 
treatment,  as  the  Governors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 


CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed 
in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted 
upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted 
provided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof,  but  no 
change  in  any  By-Laws  affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors 
to  the  Medical  or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted 
except  after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by- 
laws of  the  Society  are  repealed.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 


In  presenting  the  report  for  the  one  hundred  and  eleventh  year 
of  the  work  of  this  Society,  we  wish  to  thank  those,  who  by  their 
contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  have  aided  in  carry- 
ing on  its  work  and  increasing  its  usefulness,  and  also  those  who 
have  added  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  by 
donations  of  clothes,  fruit,  flowers,  etc.  We  desire  especially 
to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  of  those  engaged  in  the  active  work  of 
the  Hospital,  who  have  given  their  time  and  constant  attention 
without  stint  or  remuneration. 

We  trust  that  an  examination  of  this  report  will  give  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  charitable  work  we  are  doing,  and  bring  to  us 
new  friends,  who  will  aid  us  in  the  many  channels  which  are 
open  for  their  assistance. 

The  care  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  Building  itself  is  but 
a  small  part  of  the  work  done.  A  reference  to  the  brief  summary 
of  cases  visited  and  relieved  in  the  Outdoor  Department  will 
clearly  show  the  great  assistance  this  Society  is  rendering  in 
countless  homes  throughout  our  great  City.  To  care  for  the 
mother  and  new  born  child  is  but  a  part  of  the  work,  when  one 
stops  to  realize  that  in  so  many  cases  the  mother  is  the  main- 
stay of  the  family,  and  that  the  home  is  temporarily,  not  only 
deprived  of  her  services,  but  the  housework  and  care  of  herself 
and  family  must  be  undertaken  by  small  children. 

The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses  under  such  conditions 
not  only  materially  aid  the  patients,  but  their  suggestions  and 
help  tend  to  make  the  burden  lighter  for  the  "  Little  Mothers." 

As  the  figures  show,  the  work  of  the  Society  is  ever  increasing, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  number  of  those  who  may  be- 
come   interested   will   increase    proportionately. 

A  study  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this  and 
other  countries  shows  clearly  that  this  Hospital  cares  for  more 
cases  than  any  other  similar  institution  in  America,  and  if  the 
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confinements  treated  by  the  Outdoor  Department  are  added  to 
those  treated  in  the  Hospital  Building,  it  will  probably  be  found 
that  in  the  actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  the  first 
place  among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

To  those  who  may  become  interested  in  this  charity  we  would 
point  out  that  should  they  care  to  visit  the  Hospital  Building, 
or  to  learn  further  of  the  work,  an  opportunity  to  do  so  will 
cheerfully  be  granted  to  them  upon  making  application  to  the 
Superintendent    at    the    Hospital    Building.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  as 
heretofore,  but  with  an  ever  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Medical 
Board  to  improve  the  scientific  and  research  work.  The  great  need  of 
the  Hospital  at  present  is  for  better  facilities  along  these  lines.  The 
experience  of  having  on  the  resident  staff  a  Pathological  Interne  has  proved 
a  great  success,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  increased  in  number 
and  continued  in  the  future,  to  carry  on  the  battle  against  puerperal  in- 
fections which  in  the  past  have  been  so  fatal.  This  class  of  case  is  almost 
unknown  in  the  cases  cared  for  only  by  the  Hospital,  but  we  still  care 
for  many  that  come  from  outside  sources  and  they  are  invaluable  for  re- 
search work. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  with  more  subscri- 
bers, and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the  circulation  may 
be  greatly  increased.  Copies  of  the  Bulletin  are  exchanged  with  the  fol- 
lowing Medical  Journals  and  Libraries  throughout  the  world,  viz:

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Medical  Board  report  that  The 
American  Medical  Association,  at  their  Meeting  held  at  Atlantic  City, 
awarded  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Xew  York 
the  Gold  Medal  for  the  best  research  exhibit.  This  was  the  first  time 
this  Medal  has  been  awarded  in  three  years,  and  is  particularly  gratifying 
as  competition  in  this  respect  was  open  to  all  the  Hospitals  and  Colleges 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  was  not  limited  to  the  subject  of  ob- 
stetrics. Many  complimentary  articles  were  written  upon  the  exhibit 
in  different  Medical  Journals  throughout  the  land,  and  the  exhibit  was 
seen  by  thousand     of  physicians  who  gathered  at  the   Meeting. 

The  Hospital  was  represented  at  the  XVIth  International  Medical 
Congress  held  at  Budapest,  Hungary,  August  29th  to  September  4th, 
1909,  by  a  paper  entitled  "  Observations  and  statistics  on  sixty  thousand 
labors  occurring  in  the  service  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  Xew  York."  This  paper  will  be  published  first  in  Germany 
and  then  in  the  Bulletin  of  this  Hospital. 

It  is  the  intention  during  the  coming  year  to  curtail  the  number  of 
cases  treated  in  the  Hospital,  so  far  as  will  be  compatible  with  carrying 
on  the  scientific  work  to  its  highest  possible  perfection,  and  by  so  doing 
it  is  believed  that  the  ultimate  results  will  be  very  much  more  valuable 
to  those  who  are  earnestly  endeavoring  to  advance  the  science  of  medicine. 

A  feature  of  the  philanthropic  work  done  by  this  Hospital,  which  is  not 
generally  understood,  is  the  after  care  of  both  mother  and  child,  who 
having  left  the  Hospital  return  for  treatment  until  such  time  as  they  are 
entirely  well.  There  were  2172  of  these  adult  return  visits  and  2401 
of  children  during  the  year. 
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THE  SOCIETY  AND  ITS  GENERAL  WORK 


The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York  was 
organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on  December  6,  1798,  a 
small  fund  being  provided  by  general  subscription.  A  charter  was 
granted  by  the  Legislature  on  March  1,  1799.  In  July  of  that  year  the 
first  hospital  wras  opened  at  Xo.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801, 
gave  place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital,  main- 
tained by  the  Society  until  1827.  Prolonged  efforts  to  provide  a  sepa- 
rate hospital  having  then  failed,  systematic  work  wTas  practically  sus- 
pended for  several  years.  In  1855  the  plan  of  aiding  women  in  confine- 
ment in  their  own  homes  was  adopted,  and,  as  now  developed  in  the 
Out-Door  Department,  has  become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  So- 
ciety's functions  of  great  magnitude  and  usefulness.  At  first,  twenty- 
five  dollars,  disbursed  by  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the  limit 
of  expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's  funds  being 
accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891.  This  fund  was  drawn 
upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the  present  hospital  and  again 
to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  expenses  of  the  first  year  in  the  new  build- 
ing. What  remains  constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of 
the   Society. 

In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized  in  the 
previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects  similar  to  those 
of  the  Society,  and  had  opened  quarters  at  No.  312  Broome  Street, 
applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of  funds.  The  Society  and  the  Dis- 
pensary were  merged  in  August,  1892,  and  established  a  station  at  Xo. 
314  Broome  Street,  which  has  been  continued  ever  since  and  is  now 
used  as  a  diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out- 
Door  Department.  The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy  the  Hamilton 
Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second  Avenue  and  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of  $200,000  and  to  alter  and 
equip  the  building  then  on  the  property  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The 
accommodations  soon  proving  to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899 
entered  upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which  was  opened 
on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories  in  height,  occupies 
the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue  between  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof  throughout,  and  has  a  capacity  of  one 
hundred  and  ninety-six  beds. 
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The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational.  Through  the 
Out-Door  Department  the  Society  provides  careful  medical  attendance 
before,  during  and  after  confinement  to  a  large  number  of  destitute 
women  in  their  tenement  homes,  frequently  under  the  most  pitiable  cir- 
cumstances, as  shown  in  the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor 
printed  later  in  this  report  (pp.  42-59).  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the 
Broome  Street  sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy 
patients  are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are  pro- 
vided for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of  the  patients, 
and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families.  Both  the  Out-Door  De- 
partment and  the  In-Door  Department  at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual 
opportunities  to  medical  men,  students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and 
training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical  arid  valuable 
aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's  Committee  for  the 
Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situations  and  decent  lodgings  for 
women  discharged  from  the  hospital,  who  have  no  one  else  to  provide 
for  them,  so  that  no  patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs.  The 
Committee  for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients,  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made,  clothing 
provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when  needed,  and  the  rooms 
of  patients  systematically  cleaned  and  kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on 
Clothing  attends  to  the  suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care 
of  the   Society. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1908=1909, 


Relief  Work. 


In  the  year  October  1,  1908  to  September  30,  1909,  the  Society,  in 
the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  6,838  cases.  The  number  of 
births  was  5,633.  The  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
according  to  the  returns  from  the  Health  Department,  was  62,797  of 
which  36,844  were  reported  by  physicians  and  25,953  by  midwives.  The 
Society  cared  for  over  9  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements 
and  more  than  15  per  cent  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,779.  In  the  Out-door 
Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,657,  the  number  treated 
3,401,  the  number  of  confinements  3,081.  The  number  of  applications 
for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was  4,122,  the  number  received  3,310,  and 
the  number  of  births  2,602.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital 
706  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the  full 
limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the  following 
table:

Of  5,438  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  obtainable,  5,036 
lived  in  front,  and  402  in  rear  tenements;  161  patients  resided  in  base

Diet  Kitchen. 
At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  278  families,  and 
4,575  loaves  of  bread  and  4,699  quarts  of  milk  have  been  given  out  at  a 
cost  of  $487.07,  an  average  of  $1.75  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 
The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to    183  undergraduate  and 
43  graduate  students  (see  page  21).     A  three  months'  course  has  been 
given  to  217  nurses  (see  page  28). 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports  261  members.      Its  agents  made  9,836 
visits,   distributed   5,706  garments,   and   aided    1,684  families  with   food 
or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

New  York  Diet  Kitchen  Association. 
The  New  York  Diet  Kitchen  Association,  at  its  several  branches,  has  also 
furnished   1,218  quarts  of  milk  on  requisitions  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the   Society  for  distribution   to  mothers  and   children  returning  to   the 
Hospital  after  discharge  for  occasional  treatment  at  the  Babies'  Class. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out- Door  Department  and  the 
Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $159,872. 14,  as  stated  in  the  itemized  statement  of 
expenses  an  increase  of  $10,245.06,  while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has 
diminished  from  7,339  to  6,838,  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  in- 
creased by  $3.00,  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The  average 
stay  of  a  patient  in  the  Hospital  is  15  days.  Since  the  opening  of  the 
present  Hospital  building  there  has  been  a  steady  gain  in  the  working 
capacity  of  the  Society. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  unimpaired  only  through 
the  continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

Extracts  From  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  —  Moore  Street — Fifth  child.  Baby  dead.  Family  very  poor, 
man  out  of  work,  and  discouraged.  Advised  relative  to  removal  of  body 
of  infant,  also  to  ask  doctor  for  letter  to  Judge  stating  woman's  condition, 
in  order  to  get  extension  of  time  on  dispossess  proceedings,  for  which  he 
received  notice.  Also  referred  him  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  which  society  he  claims 
has  aided  in  the  past.  Woman  needed  assistance  in  clothing,  and  care  of 
scrub- woman  for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  lazy  and  intemperate  and 
family  very  poor.  Three  children  suffering  from  whooping-cough,  and 
quite  sick,  patient  almost  distracted  with  confusion  and  trouble.  Says 
when  recovered  she  will  be  obliged  to  leave  husband,  placing  some  of  the 
children  in  a  home,  and  working  for  others.  Very  appreciative  of  as- 
sistance in  clothing,  food  and  milk  supply,  also  extra  attention  from  scrub- 
woman. 

No.  —  West  39th  Street — Fourth  child.  Very  respectable  appearing 
colored  woman.  Man  worthless.  Had  just  returned  from  absence  of 
several  months  giving  no  account  of  himself.  Family  very  poor.  Woman 
worked  as  long  as  able  in  a  laundry  and  has  since  depended  on  poor 
neighbors.  Gave  her  clothing  and  also  helped  with  food,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily.     Very  grateful  to  doctors  and  auxiliary.

No.    —    Ridge    Street — Fifth    child.      Rooms    very    poorly    furnished. 

Children  ragged  and  hungry.  Man  a  pedler,  earning  from  forty  to  fifty 
cents  per  day.  Woman  not  inclined  to  beg,  but  much  distressed  concern- 
ing condition  of  children's  clothing  for  Fall  opening  of  school.  Given 
note  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  which  Society  would  without  doubt 
provide  necessary  garments.  Woman  very  thankful  for  suggestion,  as 
well  as  for  care  of  cleaner,  and  supply  of  baby  clothes. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Seventh  child.  None  old  enough  to  work,  and 
man's  income  insufficient  for  support  of  large  family.      Living  conditions 
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miserable.  Were  obliged  to  rent  basement,  as  landlords  objected  to 
noisy  family  in  small  upper  apartments  for  which  they  could  pay.  As- 
sisted woman  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  provided  milk,  and 
sent  in  cleaner  daily.     Very  grateful. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — Seventh  child,  two  of  whom  are  married. 
Mother  and  daughter  confined  about  same  time  and  lying  in  adjoining 
rooms,  while  second  daughter  cares  for  them.  Required  a  little  assistance 
in  baby  clothes,  and  milk  supply  for  older  woman  (our  patient).  Man 
not  working,  so  family  is  poor,  although  very  respectable. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  miserably  poor,  rooms 
bare  and  untidy.  Woman  lying  on  broken  spring  laid  on  boxes.  Says 
she  sold  her  bedstead  to  buy  food  while  man  was  out  of  work.  Has  now 
resumed.  Gave  woman  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  care-taker 
to  make  patient  clean  and  comfortable.  Case  known  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street — Eighth  child.  Man  a  butcher,  family  living  in 
wretched  back  basement,  suffering  every  privation  possible  in  order  to 
educate  the  children.  One  son  in  New  York  College,  another  boy,  and 
a  girl  in  High  School,  and  younger  children  bare  foot  and  ragged,  and 
home  filthy.  Gave  clothing  to  make  woman  and  infant  comfortable, 
and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  not  working,  and  home  very 
poor.  Woman  up  on  second  day  finishing  washing  for  a  customer. 
Assisted  with  clothing  and  food,  and  persuaded  by  scrub- woman  to  lie 
down  again,  on  her  promise  to  finish  the  work  for  her.  This  was  done, 
and  patient  unable  to  express  her  gratitude. 

No.  —  Willet  Street — Sixth  child — five  of  them  in  Russia.  Man  and 
woman  have  both  been  working  early  and  late  to  bring  children  to 
America.  Occupy  only  one  hall  room.  No  preparation  made  for  con- 
finement. Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  as  she  stated  she 
was  penniless,  as  every  dollar  was  sent  to  Europe  as  they  earned  it. 
Hoped  in  six  months  more  to  bring  family  here.  ■  Couple  in  America 
two  years.  Sent  man  to  Attorney  St.  where  he  was  given  $5.00  to  help 
over  confinement. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Third  child.  Man  sick,  sent  to  country  by 
lUnited  Hebrew  Charities,  which  pays  rent,  and  aids  family  in  other 
ways.  Woman  claimed  to  be  in  need  of  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
which  was  provided  and  scrub- woman  sent  in  daily.  Very  thankful  for 
care  of  doctors,  and  work  of  auxiliary. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street — Third  baby.  Man  deserted  five  months  ago, 
leaving  family  destitute.      Old  mother  caring  for  home,  but  unable  to  care 
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for  patient.  Care-taker  sent  in  daily  for  that  purpose,  and  woman  aided 
with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant.  Sent  neighbor  to  Hebrew  Relief 
Society,  which  aided  with  $5.00  cash  and  supply  of  bed-clothing. 

No.  —  Munroe  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  living  in  miserable  dark 
back  basement.  Man  a  shirt-maker  working  irregularly,  and  earning 
small  wages.  Couple  depressed  and  woman  very  ill,  having  buried  child 
of  two  years  just  a  few  days  prior  to  confinement.  Gave  all  necessary 
clothing  for  woman  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub  woman  daily  while 
necessary.      Very  thankful  for  care. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Man  in  poor  health,  unable  to  work 
steadily,  and  family  miserably  poor,  living  in  two  back  rooms,  with  window 
of  stable  about  one  foot  from  patient's  bedroom  window.  Odor  unbear- 
able, but  evidently  not  objectionable  to  family.  Man  referred  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  which  furnished  mattress,  stove  and  clothing,  also  gave 
$5.00  cash.      Very  thankful  for  care  of  cleaner  during  illness  of  woman. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street — Third  child.  Man  died  nine  weeks  ago,  after 
long  illness  leaving  family  penniless.  Woman  was  unable  to  work,  and 
says  she  would  have  starved  but  for  kindness  of  poor  neighbors.  Re- 
ferred next  door  friend  to  Relief  Society,  which  gave  $5.00  cash,  and 
promised  to  visit  patient  and  aid  as  necessary.  Also  advised  woman  to 
make  application  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  continuous  oversight, 
as  soon  as  recovered.      Very  grateful  for  care  and  advice. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  and  woman  push-cart  peddlers. 
Earn  a  living  but  home  is  neglected  and  filthy.  Infested  with  vermin  of 
all  kinds.  Gave  clothing  for  bed,  woman  and  baby,  and  sent  in  scrub- 
woman daily,  who  made  every  effort  to  improve  existing  conditions  and 
make  woman  comfortable. 

No.  —  West  16th  Street — Man  a  laborer.  Home  miserably  poor,  with 
very  little  old  broken  furniture,  and  children  bare-foot,  dirty  and  ne- 
glected. Gave  necessary  clothing  and  thorough  cleaning  daily,  also 
aided  with  food.      Eldest  of  four  children  seven  years  of  age. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  painter  out  of  work.  Place 
untidy,  almost  impossible  to  improve.  Children  all  in  bed  in  street 
clothing  and  shoes.  Gave  clothing  and  nourishing  food  for  patient 
and  baby,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  daily.  Also  advised  mother  regarding 
training  of  children  to  habits  of  decency. 

No.  —  Willet  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  of  whom  is  twelve  years  of 
age.  Family  miserably  poor,  living  in  two  dark  basement  rooms,  windows 
of  which  are  broken,  and  holes  filled  up  with  old  clothing.  Landlord  when 
seen  by  agent,  refused  to  make  repairs,  saying  that  building  was  soon 
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to  be  torn  down.  He,  however,  in  installments  collects  $8.00  per  month 
rental.  Man  a  peddler,  earning  small  wages.  Family  self-respecting, 
and  very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing,  and  care  of  patient.  Trying 
very  hard  to  educate  children,  and  hoping  for  better  times  when  they 
become  wage-earners. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street — First  child.  Man  deserted  six  months  prior  to 
confinement,  when  woman  accused  him  of  having  two  other  living  wives 
in  the  neighborhood.  Will  try  to  have  him  punished  for  bigamy  when  she 
recovers.  Patient  very  ill,  required  care  of  auxiliary  for  ten  days.  Also 
supply  of  clothing.  Parents  able  to  furnish  her  with  food.  Very  ap- 
preciative. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Third  living  child.  Woman  thirty-three  years 
old,  has  given  birth  to  ten  living  children.  Very  clean  respectable  family, 
living  in  two  rooms.  Man  was  formerly  an  operator  on  sewing  machines, 
but  his  limbs  became  partially  paralyzed  from  working  overtime  during 
busy  seasons.  Says  he  frequently  worked  sixteen  hours  continuously 
in  a  day  thus  earning  living  wages.  He  and  his  wife  now  work  together 
at  tearing  off  strips  of  goods  for  trimming  women's  wrappers,  and  fold- 
ing down  both  edges  of  strip,  and  making  it  up  into  rolls  for  which  they 
receive  ten  cents.  Couple  jointly  earn  about  five  dollars  weekly.  Were 
very  thankful  for  attention  received. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street — Ninth  child.  Miserable  place,  infested  with 
fleas,  and  in  all  ways  filthy.  Man  out  of  work,  and  family  dependent  on 
boy  and  girl  whose  earnings  aggregate  $4.50  weekly.  Gave  assistance  in 
clothing,  and  kept  patient  as  clean  as  possible.  Also  sent  man  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  at  15  Attorney  Street,  where  he  was  given  bed  clothing  and 
$5.00  cash,  which  was  much  needed  relief. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  presser  earning  small 
wages.  Boy  of  eleven  years  doing  the  washing,  and  trying  to  care  for 
his  mother.  His  good  intentions  directed  into  other  channels  such  as 
washing  dishes,  scrubbing  floors,  carrying  out  garbage,  etc.,  while  care- 
taker sent  in,  cared  for  patient,  baby  and  bed.  Gave  also  necessary 
clothing  and  milk  supply. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Twelfth  child,  only  five  living.  Girl  of  fifteen 
years,  the  housekeeper,  said  they  needed  only  baby  clothes  and  scrub- 
woman. Man  a  tailor  out  of  work  for  many  weeks.  Very  self-respecting 
Jews,  not  at  all  inclined  to  beg,  although  evidently  poor.  The  woman 
appearing  to  be  very  weak,  close  inquiry  was  made  regarding  her  nourish- 
ment, when  she  admitted  they  had  nothing  but  stale  bread  for  the  family 
which  she  could  not  eat.  Supply  of  milk  was  provided,  and  small  order 
of  groceries  sent  in.  Man  also  given  address  of  sick  relief  society,  which 
helped  with  $5.00  cash. 
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No.  —  East  16th  Street — First  baby.  Woman  only  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  living  with  a  widowed  cousin  who  goes  out  to  day's  work.  Ques- 
tioned about  husband's  circumstances,  patient  broke  down,  and  told 
truth  of  sad  story.  Says  she  worked  in  a  tobacco  factory  in  Jersey  Citv, 
earning  $4  weekly.  As  she  had  no  parents  she  was  obliged  to  pay  $3 
per  week  for  board.  Says  she  was  always  poor  and  never  had  any  clothes 
but  what  her  cousin  gave  her.  When  the  man,  a  truckman,  proposed 
marriage,  she  thought  as  he  was  much  older,  she  would  be  cared  for, 
so  married  him.  A  few  months  after  she  learned  he  had  a  wife  and  children 
in  New  York  City.  He  later  disappeared.  Advised  to  visit  priest  for 
baptism  of  infant,  and  to  state  her  case  to  him,  and  take  his  advice  in 
regard  to  keeping  or  surrender  of  baby.      Gave  her  clothing  for  infant. 

No.  —  Ave.  A. — Second  child,  oldest  eleven  months  and  unable 
to  walk.  Man  a  tailor  earning  small  wages,  and  patient  worrying  because 
she  will  now  be  unable  to  help  support  family.  Found  she  needed  every- 
thing. No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily  until  she  recovered. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  consumptive.  Family 
living  in  damp,  dark  rooms,  on  gro  nd  floor  o:  rear  house. 
Effort  made  to  induce  man  to  go  to  hospital  for  treatment, 
unsuccessful,  he  absolutely  refusing  to  consider  the  idea,  saying 
"He  would  rather  die  with  his  family  than  recover  separated  from  them." 
Gave  clothing  for  bed,  patient  and  baby,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  to  do 
all  necessary  cleaning  and  washing,  which  was  very  heavy,  woman  having 
been  absent  every  day  at  day's  work,  and  home  consequently  neglected. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  out  of  work  attending  to 
home.  Girl  of  fourteen  years,  earning  S3. 00  per  week,  sole  support  of 
large  family.  Basement  rooms,  dark  and  cheerless,  but  quite  clean. 
Couple  self-respecting,  and  very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and 
food,  and  woman  to  care  for  patient  and  baby. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street. — Five  children,  all  small  and  very  delicate.  Man 
serving  a  sentence  of  five  years  in  States  prison.  Woman  kept  boarders, 
or  did  laundry  work  while  able,  and  says  that  during  last  two  months  she 
would  have  starved  "but  for  the  kindness  of  her  sister,  who  is  almost 
as  poor  as  she.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily.  Advised  her  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  as- 
sistance during  man's  absence. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street — Twins,  three  other  children.  Old  mother  caring 
for  home,  but  needing  care-taker  for  patient  and  infants.  Had  sufficient 
clothing  for  babies,  of  which  they  were  very  proud.  As  man  seemed  weak 
and  inefficient,  and  family  poor,  advised  him  to  go  to  Sick  Relief  Society, 
which  would  give  him  aid  in  cash,  and  probably  bed  clothing. 
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No.  —  Allen  Street — Fifth  child.  Miserably  dirty  home.  Family 
nine  months  in  America.  Man  not  working.  Gave  clothing  for  woman, 
bed  and  infant,  and  aided  with  food  and  milk.  Also  sent  in  scrub-woman 
for  several  days.  Man  advised  to  make  application  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities'  employment  bureau. 

No.  —  W.  39th  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  window  cleaner,  earning 
very  little.  Gave  clothing  for  bed  and  baby,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman 
every  day  while  necessary.  Also  gave  milk  tickets,  and  small  supply  of 
food.  Man  strong  and  able,  advised  to  make  effort  to  rind  more  remunera- 
tive employment. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  sick  and  unable  to  work  for 
past  year.  Woman  has  supported  family  by  day's  work,  but  feels  now 
with  infant  she  is  helpless.  Advised  to  have  man  sent  to  Island,  to  con- 
sumptives hospital,  and  three  older  children  placed  in  a  home  tem- 
porarily. Gave  her  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  milk  and  care  of 
cleaner  until  she  was  well. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — First  child.  Man  out  of  work,  and  couple  desti- 
tute. Sent  man  to  15  Attorney  Street,  where  he  was  given  bed  clothing,  a 
supply  of  baby  clothes,  and  $5.00  in  cash.  Needing  only  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Seventh  child,  all  small  and  family  miserably 
poor.  Sent  in  scrub- woman  to  clean  dirty  rooms,  and  advised  man  to 
apply  to  No.  15  Attorney  Street,  where  he  also  was  given  $5.00  cash, 
supply  of  baby  clothes  also  bed-clothing.  Needed  then  only  daily  care 
of  cleaner. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Twins,  making  a  total  of  seven  small  children. 
Had  been  dispossessed,  and  had  just  moved  into  two  small  rooms.  Woman 
lying  on  boards,  no  mattress  or  spring  on  bedstead.  Man  says  he  sold 
them  to  pay  for  moving.  Family  apparently  very  poor,  man  blaming 
miserable  circumstances  to  woman  who  would  have  so  many  children. 
Gave  woman  clothing,  and  made  her  as  comfortable  as  possible,  with 
assistance  of  neighbors. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  poor,  man  a  peddler 
of  keys  earning  very  little;  wife  helps  by  keeping  lodgers  when  well. 
Girl  of  twelve  years  kept  home  from  school  to  care  'for  family.  G^lve 
baby  clothes,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  regularly. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street— First  child.  Woman  an  American,  living  in 
small  furnished  room,  man  having  just  resumed  work,  after  a  period  of 
idleness  lasting  for  months,  during  which  time  they  sold  or  pawned  every- 
thing available.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 
Couple  very  grateful. 
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No.  —  Hester  Street — Third  child.  A  very  untidy  place.  A  large 
dog  on  patient's  bed.  Man  earning  small  wages  as  a  tailor.  Gave  cloth- 
ing for  woman  and  baby;  also  sheets  for  bed,  and  sent  in  daily  much 
needed  cleaner. 

Man  suffering  from  tuberculosis, 
sent  to  Europe  for  his  health.  Wife  and  children  dependent  on  charity 
of  neighbors  almost  as  poor  as  themselves.  Sent  a  friend  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  cash,  and  clothing,  and  promised  to  call 
and  make  plans  for  woman's  future,  needed  only  care  of  scrub-womanfora 
few  days. 

No.  —  West  11th  Street — Triplets,  making  total  of  five  children.  Man 
a  driver,  earns  a  fairly  comfortable  living  for  family,  which  lives  in  three 
decent  rooms,  but  seemed  overwhelmed  at  enormous  increase.  Woman 
had  only  provided  clothing  for  one  baby,  so  she  was  given  supply  for 
two,  and  scrub-woman  was  sent  in  daily  until  patient  recovered.  Very 
appreciative. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Third  child,  all  of  whom  are  being  fed  by  bottle, 
eldest  barely  two  years  of  age.  Family  very  poor,  living  in  two  small 
rooms,  man  having  been  without  work  for  past  five  months.  Man 
questioned  in  regard  to  expensive  feeding  of  babies,  said  they  fed  the 
child  of  two  years  on  weak  tea.  Advised  him  against  such  treatment  and 
provided  him  with  milk  tickets  for  a  short  time,  and  advised  him  to  apply 
to  Hebrew  Relief  Society  at  15  Attorney  Street,  which  he  did,  and  was 
given  $5.00  cash,  and  some  clothing.  Also  aided  by  auxiliary  by  care 
of  cleaner  and  baby  clothes.     Very  grateful  for  everything. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  a  boy  of  13  years.  Family 
poor,  man  a  peddler  earning  very  little,  and  woman  suffering  from  con- 
sumption. Says  i  he  knows  she  is  ill,  but  is  sorry  on  but  one  account;  she 
fears  she  will  not  be  able  to  send  her  boy  to  college  to  become  a 
physician.  Gave  her  milk  tickets,  and  sent  man  to  15  Attorney  Street 
where  he  was  given  $5.00  cash  and  clothing  for  children.  Very  thankful 
for  attention. 

No.  —  Morton  Street — Eight  children,  oldest  fifteen  years  of  age,  and 
earning  $3.00  weekly.  Man  works  irregularly  as  market  man,  and  woman 
cares  for  tenement  house  in  which  they  live,  thus  earning  the  rent.  Family 
self-respecting,  although  evidently  making  a  great  effort  to  support  large 
family.  Woman  thankful  for  assistance  in  baby  clothes  and  care  of 
scrub- woman. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  cripple  who  stated  he 
earns  a  good  living  for  his  family  by  peddling.  Said  he  was  not  able  to 
pay  a  nurse,  and  would  be  very  thankful  for  help  of  scrub-woman  but 
could  manage  to  buy  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  was  proud  to  do  it. 
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No.  Sheriff  Street     Twins,  making  total    of  six  children.      Woman 

very  ill,  and  family  miserably  poor  and  dirty.  Man  a  tailor  in  poor 
health.  Xot  able  to  work  full  time.  Needing  everything  for  patients. 
Gave  clothing  and  milk  supply,  also  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Woman  very 
grateful. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Fifth  living  child,  oldest  of  whom  is  thirteen  years. 
Woman  boasted  of  being  well  known  to  hospital,  having  had  nine  "Broome 
St."  babies.  Man  a  peddler  earning  irregular  wages,  and  family  crowded 
in  two  small  rooms.  Couple  very  self  respecting,  refused  to  apply  for 
help,  said  they  wanted  only  kindness  of  doctors,  and  care  of  auxiliary 
during  woman's  illness.  Looking  forward  to  more  comfortable  condi- 
tions when  children  become  wage-earners.  Are  making  every  sacrifice 
to  educate  them.      Very  appreciative  of  attention. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor.  Man  in  poor 
health,  and  only  income  that  earned  as  janitor  of  tenement.  ($4.00 
per  month  and  two  small  rooms  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house).  Claim 
to  have  eked  out  a  living  by  taking  lodgers,  who  pay  $1.00  each  per  month 
to  sleep  on  floor.  Man  given  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which 
gave  $5.00  in  cash  and  bed  clothing.  This  assistance,  with  care  of 
scrub-woman  and  diet  kitchen  relief,  made  patient  comfortable  during 
illness. 

No.  —  Henry  Street. — Fourth  child.  Man  a  presser  having  very  little 
work,  and  family  poor.  Living  in  very  dark  basement.  Unable  to  see 
woman  in  bed  on  first  entering.  Children  all  have  sore  eyes,  probably 
the  result  of  living  in  the  dark.  Gave  woman  and  infant  clothing,  and 
sent  in  scrub- woman  daily,  also  helped  out  with  food  and  milk,  very 
grateful. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Xinth  living  child.  Man  and  one  girl  working. 
Xeeding  only  baby  clothes,  and  constant  care  of  cleaner.  Woman 
served  with  dispossess  notice  while  in  bed,  not  on  account  of  non-payment 
of  rent,  but  of  large  noisy  family  in  three  small  rooms.  Said  as  soon  as 
well  she  would  try  to  find  basement  rooms. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street — Third  child.  Man  not  working,  looking  very  poor. 
Woman's  mother  caring  for  house,  too  old  and  stupid  to  care  for  infant. 
Sent  in  cleaner  daily,  and  gave  necessary  clothing.  Sent  man  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  which  gave  $5.00  cash,  and  bed  clothing. 

No. —  Gansevoort  Street — Second  child.  Family  living  in  one  back 
room  in  rear  house.  Man  an  intemperate  longshoreman.  Only  an  old 
couch,  one  chair  and  a  broken  stove  in  room.  Xo  food  in  evidence. 
Same  provided  at  once,  also  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  and  both 
kept  as  clean  and  comfortable  as  possible  by  scrub-woman  who  visited 
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daily  during  woman's  incapacity. 9  Children  were  left  at  day-nursery, 
and  patient  resumed  work  as  office  cleaner  on  seventh  day.  Very  grateful 
for  care  during  illness. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  usually  employed  in  a  market, 
met  with  injury  to  hand  six  weeks  prior  to  illness  of  wife  and  consequently 
family  destitute.  Showed  agent  dispossess  notice,  and  was  advised  to 
go  to  No.  15  Attorney  Street,  to  the  Sick  Bed  Relief  Society,  and  state  his 
case.  Did  so  and  was  given  $5.00  in  cash,  also  relief  in  clothing  for  pa- 
tients and  bed,  and  promise  of  call  from  member,  and  further  assistance 
if  necessary.      Very  thankful  for~care  of  our  cleaner,  and  helpful  advice. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor,  man  having 
been  killed  five  months  ago  by  fall  from  building  on  which  he  was  em- 
ployed. Patient  worked  while  able  and  has  since  been  helped  along  by 
men  with  whom  husband  worked.  Asked  advice  relative  to  placing  two 
children  in  an  institution  temporarily.  Same  given  also  addresses  of 
day  nurseries  in  her  neighborhood.  Woman  very  thankful  for  attention, 
as  well  as  for  care  of  cleaner  and  garments  provided. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  baker,  and  on  account  of  a 
strike,  unemployed  for  past  three  months.  Family  miserably  poor, 
crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms  where  they  burn  an  oil  lamp  all 
day.  Man  claims  to  have  tried  to  peddle,  but  was  obliged  to  give  that  up 
as  he  could  not  pay  for  a  license.  Gave  clothing  for  patients  and  sent 
care-taker  daily,  also  gave  address  of  Hebrew  Relief  Society  and  sent 
man  to  make  application  for  assistance  during  wife's  illness. 

No.  —  Watts  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  a  longshoreman,  very 
intemperate  looking.  Family  in  miserable  basement,  damp  and  dark 
and  very  dirty.  Sent  in  a  cleaner,  and  helped  with  milk  supply,  and 
nourishing  food. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  six  months  ago. 
Home  wretchedly  poor,  and  very  untidy.  Gave  clothing  for  bed,  woman 
and  baby,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  to  care  for  patients,  and  clean  up 
thoroughly;  woman  grateful,  although  apparently  incapable  of  keeping  a 
decent  home  herself.  Said  she  was  glad  man  had  gone  away,  and  hoped 
he  would  not  return,  as  she  could  support  family  when  well,  as  she  was  a 
good  dressmaker. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Twins,  three  children  in  all.  Family  living  in  one 
furnished  room.  Man  a  laborer  out  of  work.  Gave  clothing  of  all  kinds, 
and  milk  supply,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make  patient  as  comfortable  as 
possible  under  such  circumstances. 

No.  —  Norfolk  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  of  whom  is  a  girl  of  fourteen 
years,  now  in  hospital  suffering  from  a  nervous  disorder  caused  by  over- 
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study.  Man  very  delicate,  just  recovering  from  long  illness.  Says  he 
earns  a  little  peddling,  and  boy  of  twelve  also  adds  his  mite  to  family 
income,  by  selling  papers  before  and  after  school.  Helped  family  with 
food  and  milk.  Also  gave  necessary  clothing  and  sent  in  scrub-woman 
daily.  Man  advised  to  apply  to  sick  relief  society,  which  he  did,  and  was 
given  $5.00  in  cash,  and  supply  of  bed-clothing.      Very  grateful. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Tenth  living  child.  Man  an  invalid,  suffering  from 
heart  disease,  and  large  family  dependent  on  boy  of  eighteen  years,  and 
girl  of  fourteen  years,  who  jointly  earn  $8.50  weekly.  Boy  of  sixteen 
years  a  paralytic  and  imbecile.  Man  given  advice  relative  to  placing  son 
in  an  institution,  where  he  may  be  taught  to  help  himself.  Gave  patient 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street — Fifth  child,  three  at  home  and  two  in  institu- 
tion, man  deserted  five  months  ago,  leaving  city  with  another  woman. 
Patient  has  since  earned  a  living  for  herself  and  family  by  peddling  with  a 
push-cart.  Says  she  managed  very  well  with  the  assistance  of  United 
Hebrew  Charities,  which  Society  paid  rent.  Woman  very  sick,  having 
peddled  until  late  hour  on  evening  prior  to  confinement.  Gave  her 
necessary  clothing,  and  care  of  scrub- woman,  and  sent  neighbor  to  Sick 
Relief  Society,  to  interest  members  in  her  case  if  possible. 

No.  —  Hester  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  died  three  months  ago  leav- 
ing family  destitute.  United  Hebrew  Charities  has  paid  rent,  and  aided 
in  other  ways.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent 
in  care-taker  daily.  Also  gave  milk  supply  during  illness  of  woman. 
Very  thankful  for  assistance. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  longshoreman,  has  been 
idle  all  winter,  and  has  just  resumed  work.  Family  look  very  poor,  as 
they  are  paying  up  five  months  arrears  of  rent.  Have  lived  in  same 
two  rooms  since  marriage.  Gave  patient  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  milk  tickets,  and  care  of  scrub-woman  during  illness. 

No.  —  East  9th  Street — Ninth  child,  oldest  a  boy  of  14  years,  who  proudly 
showed  his  certificate  from  Board  of  Health,  allowing  him  to  go  to  work. 
Says  they  will  soon  live  in  better  house,  and  have  more  clothes.  Man  a 
truckman  working  irregularly,  and  evidently  having  a  struggle  to  support 
such  a  large  family.  Gave  patient  necessary  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily  during  her  incapacity.      Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — -Third  child.  Woman  very  ill,  suffering  from 
consumption.  Says  she  went  away  to  a  special  hospital  to  be  cured,  but 
could  not  stay,  because  her  husband  wrote  her  that  if  she  did  not  return 
to  cook  for  him,  he  would  put  the  children  in  an  institution,  and  go  away 
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and  marry  another  woman.  Gave  her  clothing  and  nourishment  during 
confinement,  and  sent  neighbor  to  Sick  Relief  Society  which  also  aided 
generously. 

No.  —  East  4th  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor.  Two 
families  living  in  two  small  rooms,  a  total  of  eight  people  Both  men 
have  been  out  of  work  for  several  months,  and  the  women  have  supported 
the  household.  At  present  all  are  dependent  on  income  of  one  woman 
earned  at  day's  work.  Gave  patient  all  possible  assistance  in  clothing, 
and  food,  and  care  of  scrub-woman.  Self-respecting  people,  objected  to 
having  their  condition  reported  to  Charitable  Society.

No.  —  Essex  Street — Second  baby,  Man  a  blacksmith  out  of  work. 
Polish  Christians,  living  in  two  rooms  and  keeping  boarders.  Gave  all 
necessary  clothing,  and  tried  to  care  for  woman,  who  was  up  on  second 
day  cooking  for  men.  Called  on  fourth  day  to  learn  she  had  moved, 
leaving  no  address. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  in  America  seven  months. 
Man  not  working,  boy  of  fifteen  years  bringing  in  only  income  $2.50  per 
week.  Miserably  poor.  Gave  clothing  for  bed,  patient  and  baby,  and 
sent  in  scrub- worn  an  daily.      Very  thankful 

No.  —  East  3rd  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  street  musician,  very 
intemperate,  and  income  uncertain.  Woman  earning  a  living  for  family 
by  keeping  boarders.  Rooms  miserably  furnished,  children  ragged  and 
forlorn.  Gave  her  all  possible  help,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  daily  to  make 
her  clean  and  comfortable. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Twins,  making  a  total  of  six  children,  oldest  of 
whom  is  nine  years  of  age.  Family  poor,  man's  income  being  insufficient 
to  support  such  a  large  number.  Woman  helps  to  eke  out  rent  by  taking 
lodgers.  Couple  very  sanguine  as  to  prosperous  future,  as  twins  are  both 
boys,  other  children  all  being  girls.  Furnished  patient  with  much  needed 
clothing  for  infants  Also  supply  of  milk  and  sent  scrub- woman  for  several 
days. 

No.  —  Willet  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  very  ill  in  home  for  consump- 
tives. United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent,  and  has  furnished  coal,  and 
auxiliary  supplied  milk  and  food,  and  sent  care-taker  daily.  Also  ad- 
vised neighbor  to  apply  to  Attorney  Street  for  sick  relief  which  she  did, 
and  received  for  patient  $5.00  cash,  and  supply  of  bed  clothing,  and  gar- 
ments for  infant.      Very  thankful  for  all  attention. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Sixth  child,  all  very  small,  and  two  just  recovering 
from  scarlet-fever  Neighbors  visiting  with  babies  in  arms,  seemingly 
without  fear  of  contagion.      Board  of  Health  notice  still  on  door,  and  rooms

not  fumigated.  Man  a  vegetable  peddler,  and  family  very  poor.  As- 
sisted them  with  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  also  with  milk  tickets 
and  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  West  17th  Street — Third  child.  A  very  clean  Italian  family, 
although  apparently  very  poor.  Man  a  porter  out  of  work  all  winter. 
Refused  to  allow  scrub- woman  to  do  work,  promising  to  do  everything 
necessary  for  his  wife  during  her  illness.  Very  grateful  for  assistance 
in  food  and  supply  of  milk  tickets,  also  clothing  for  baby.  Man  given 
advice  relative  to  securing  position  in  department  stores,  as  he  lives  near 
to  them. 

No.  —  Corlears  Street — Eighth  living  child.  All  living  in  three  small 
rooms,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  patient's  mother,  who  is  paralyzed. 
Man  and  young  son  working  and  joint  earnings  about  eight  dollars 
weekly.  Rooms  very  dirty  and  sadly  in  need  of  scrub- woman.  Gave  all 
necessary  clothing,  and  milk  supply,  and  kept  patient  and  infant  as 
comfortable  as  possible  in  crowded  conditions. 

No.  —  Norfolk  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  sick  in  Montefiore  Home. 
United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent,  and  supplies  food.  Woman  needed 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  which  was  furnished  and  supply  of  milk 
tickets  was  given.  Patient  very  thankful  for  care  of  scrub- woman  during 
her  illness. 

No.  —  First  Avenue — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor,  as  man  a  clothing 
presser,  who  earns  fairly  good  wages,  only  gives  his  wife  $2.00  weekly. 
Patient  says  he  has  always  abused  and  neglected  his  family,  but  she  has 
only  recently  learned  that  he  has  another  wife  and  family.  Says  she  will 
take  steps  as  soon  as  she  recovers  to  have  him  arrested  and  punished 
for  bigamy.  Is  not  sure  that  she  is  first  wife.  Woman's  sister  promised 
to  help  as  much  as  possible  during  illness.  Very  grateful  for  assistance 
in  clothing  and  food  provided  by  Ladies'  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street — Three  living  children.  Infant  dead,  lying  on 
chair  by  kitchen  stove.  Woman  also  in  same  room,  in  stifling  heat  from 
cooking  and  washing.  Advised  man  to  go  to  hospital  for  death  certificate 
in  order  to  remove  body  to  morgue.  He  claimed  to  have  been  waiting 
for  doctor  to  carry  it  away.  Woman  very  grateful  for  arrangement 
made  with  neighbor  to  allow  scrub-woman  to  do  washing  of  clothes,  and 
cooking  in  her  rooms,  in  order  to  keep  kitchen  cool. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Man  a  tailor  earning  meagre  living  for  such  a  large  family.  Woman 
helps  to  eke  out  rent  by  taking  lodgers,  but  conditions  are  miserable. 
Only  one  bedstead  for  nine  in  family,  and  several  boarders  in  three  small 
dark  rooms.  Gave  patient  assistance  in  clothing  and  milk,  also  care  of 
cleaner. 
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No.  —  East  Tenth  Street — Twins,  making  four  in  all.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  two  rooms,  on  uncertain  earnings  of  man  who  is  a  stocking 
peddler.  Woman  needing  everything  to  make  her  comfortable.  Same 
furnished,  also  small  quantity  of  food,  and  milk  tickets.  Scrub-woman 
sent  in  daily.      Very  thankful  for  kindness. 

No.  —  West  19th  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  out  of  work,  and  extreme 
poverty  evident.  Woman  very  sick,  and  child  of  five  years,  totally 
paralyzed,  in  bed  with  mother.  _  Patient  needing  clothing,  and  nourish- 
ment, which  were  provided  and  scrub- woman  sent  in  daily  until  woman's 
recovery.      Attended  to  her  for  fourteen  days.      Truly  thankful. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street — Seven  children,  all  small.  Man  out  of  work,  and 
family  miserably  poor,  and  very  dirty.  All  crowded  in  two  small  rooms. 
Woman  stated  four  little  ones  slept  on  the  foot  of  her  bed  at  night  and 
balance  of  family  laid  on  the  floor.  Patient  in  need  of  everything  for 
comfort.  Gave  her  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily 
to  keep  them  as  clean  as  possible.  Then  sent  man  to  Attorney  Street  for 
sick  relief,  where  he  received  $5.00  and  promise  of  bed  clothing.  Man 
claimed  to  feel  encouraged  to  make  extra  effort  to  find  work. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  on  the  Island  serving  a  six 
months'  sentence.  Patient  says  family  would  have  starved  but  for  care 
of  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  Society 
has  aided  generously.  Woman  and  infant  needed  clothing,  which  was 
furnished,  as  well  as  care  of  scrub-woman  during  incapacity. 

No.  —  Jefferson  Street — Third  child,  second  one  not  walking,  and  still 
a  bottle  baby.  Family  very  poor.  Man  old  and  feeble,  and  for  this 
reason  cannot  secure  work.  Woman  says  she  earns  a  living  by  peddling 
with  push  cart,  while  man  cares  for  babies.  Says  when  she  married  him 
he  had  money,  but  as  he  was  too  old  to  work  it  was  soon  spent.  She  is 
twenty-seven,  and  frankly  wishes  he  would  die.  Gave  her  assistance 
in  clothing,  and  milk  supply  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street — Twins,  both  dead.  Two  living  children.  Woman 
very  sick.  Family  living  in  one  furnished  room  crowded  and  filthy, 
needing  scrub- woman  badly.  Sent  her  in,  with  clothing  to  make  patient 
comfortable,  and  also  furnished  milk  and  food  for  woman.  Very  grateful 
for  care.  Advised  man  to  go  to  Attorney  Street  to  apply  for  sick  relief 
which  he  did,  and  was  given  $5.00  in  cash,  which  he  gave  at  once  to  land- 
lord, as  they  were  in  danger  of  eviction. 

No.  —  East  28th  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  five  months  ago, 
leaving  woman  destitute.  She  worked  at  day's  work  as  long  as  able,  and 
has  since  depended  on  aid  received  from  her  church,  and  kindness  of 
poor  neighbors.     Advised  her  to  make  application  for  commitment  to 
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an  institution  of  two  older  children  temporarily,  as  it  will  be  impossible 
for  her  to  support  all.  Gave  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  care  of 
cleaner. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  only  twelve  years  of  age. 
Man  earning  very  small  wages,  and  living  conditions  miserable.  Gave 
clothing  for  woman  and  baby,  also  special  nourishment  and  care  of 
scrub- woman  daily.  Man  sent  to  apply  for  sick  relief  to  15  Attorney 
Street,  and  received  So. 00  in  cash  and  clothing  for  children. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Second  child.  Man  old  and  unable  to  support 
growing  family.  Woman  obliged  to  earn  living  when  well.  Gave  her 
help  in  clothing  and  food  and  care  of  cleaner.  Man  advised  to  secure 
license  if  possible,  and  earn  a  little  by  peddling.  He  feared  such  work 
would  not  agree  with  him. 

No.  —  Grand  Street — Seventh  child,  all  small.  Man  a  truckman  work- 
ing irregularly,  and  family  very  poor.  Boy  of  eleven  years  suffering  from 
St.  Vitus'  dance,  and  unable  to  attend  school.  Girl  of  twelve  kept  home 
from  school  to  cook  and  attend  to  younger  children.  No  preparation  for 
confinement,  woman  claiming  she  had  no  time  to  think  of  it,  nor  money 
with  which  to  buy.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and 
care  of  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Chrystie  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  of  Spanish  Jews,  very  poor, 
woman  had  on  man's  old  black  coat,  and  no  covering  on  bed.  Gave  her 
gowns,  and  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  milk  supply,  and  care  of 
cleaner.  Sent  man  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  gave  S5.00  cash,  and 
furnished  comfortable  bed  clothing.  Patient  stated  everything  had  been 
pawned  for  food,  as  man  was  unable  to  find  work. 

No — West  Houston  Street — Third  child,  man  deserted  three  months  ago 
leaving  woman  destitute  and  homeless,  but  for  kindness  of  a  poor  neighbor 
who  took  her  with  her  children  into  her  furnished  room.  Crowded  con- 
ditions are  d  eadful  and  air  stifling.  Arrangement  is  only  temporary, 
as  patient  intends  to  commit  two  children  to  an  institution,  and  take  a 
situation  with  infant  as  soon  as  recovered. 

No.  —  Broome  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  died  three  months  ago  after 
long  illness,  leaving  wife  penniless.  She  went  out  to  work  while  able, 
but  was  obliged  during  last  few  weeks  to  depend  on  charity.  Advised  to 
apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  continuous  oversight,  which  will 
be  necessary  for  a  few  years.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  infant,  and  aided 
with  milk  and  food  and  care  of  scrub- woman.      Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — First  child.  Man  sickly,  is  a  shirt-waist  maker, 
but  claims  to  be  unable  to  work.      Came  from  Russia  only  three  months 
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ago.  Living  in  furnished  room.  Man  discouraged,  hoped  change  of 
climate  would  cure  him,  but  sees  no  improvement.  Gave  clothing  tor 
bed,  mother  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Advised  man  to  make 
application  to  Relief  Society,  which  he  promised  to  do. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  woman  a  peddler. 
Apparently  very  poor,  crowded  in  two  rooms.  Only  one  bedstead  for 
family.  Gave  all  necessary  comforts  for  woman  and  baby,  and  sent  in 
scrub-woman  daily.      Very  appreciative  of  attention. 

No.  —  Broome  Street — Seventh  child.  One  boy  working,  earning 
$2.50  weekly,  and  man  earning  from  $5.00  to  $7.00.  Couple  perfectly 
satisfied  with  conditions,  in  fact  consider  themselves  quite  well  to  do. 
Occupy  three  rooms,  and  whole  family  sleep  on  bedsteads.  Preparations 
on  cheap  scale  made  for  new  baby,  and  nothing  required  of  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary but  care  of  scrub-woman  for  which  patient  was  sincerely  grateful. 

No.  —  Cornelia  Street — Fourth  child,  a  colored  family  in  one  furnished 
room.  Man  whose  business  is  to  run  an  elevator,  lost  his  position  through 
an  accident  caused  by  his  carelessness,  and  consequently  having  no  refer- 
ence cannot  secure  another  position.  Man  advised  to  look  for  work 
not  requiring  reference,  promised  to  consider  it.  Woman  needing  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant  which  was  provided,  as  well  as  milk  supply  and  care 
of  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street — First  baby.  Woman  three  weeks  in  America, 
having  come  here  from  Russia  in  search  of  man  who  deserted  her.  Living 
with  a  married  sister  who  grudgingly  gives  her  a  shelter,  but  refuses  to 
do  more.  Gave  her  special  nourishment  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to 
care  for  her.  Patient  hopes  to  secure  a  position  as  wet-nurse,  when  able 
to  go  out. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — Fourth  child.  Place  very  untidy.  A  cat  and 
kittens,  a  dog,  and  two  children  with  dirty  street  clothes  and  shoes  on, 
in  the  bed  with  patient  and  infant.  Gave  sheet  for  bed,  on  condition 
that  filthy  occupants  be  permanently  removed.  Also  baby  clothes,  and 
sent  in  scrub-woman  daily.  Man  earning  small  wages  as  a  peddler,  but 
quite  respectable,  and  not  inclined  to  beg.

Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Bensel,  Agent. 


Mrs.  H.  T.,  22  years  old,  born  in  Texas  of  Mexican  parentage  and 
married  when  she  was  thirteen.  Husband,  an  American  who  took  her  to 
Philadelphia  where  they  have  two  little  boys,  one  seven  and  the  other 
of  nine  years.  This  was  a  little  girl,  two  weeks  old  when  she  came  to  the 
hospital.  The  agent  obtained  permission  to  send  her  to  St.  Andrew's 
Convalescent  Hospital  on  East  Seventeenth  Street,  where  she  was  to 
remain  for  a  few  weeks.  The  patient  was  unfortunate  enough  to  have 
lost  everything  in  a  fire  before  coming  to  the  hospital  and  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  was  obliged  to  fit  her  out  with  everything,  both  her  and  the 
infant,  to  enable  her  to  take  a  situation  as  wet  nurse.  Her  husband 
deserted  her  last  May  and  his  brother  has  been  taking  care  of  the  boys  in 
Philadelphia  ever  since. 

Mrs.  A.  M.,  born  in  Germany,  married  and  has  two  children,  one  of 
14  years  and  a  baby  of  two  weeks.  Husband  a  baker,  has  not  had 
steady  work  for  some  time.  The  agent  visited  the  family  several  times 
giving  meat,  groceries  and  extra  milk  for  the  mother,  also  clothes  for 
the  baby. 

Mrs.  A.  L.,  born  in  Germany,  married  and  has  two  children.  Married 
to  second  husband  who  deserted  the  family.  Woman  was  refined.  Agent 
gave  meat  and  groceries  which  were  very  much  appreciated. 

M  s.  N.  B.,  born  in  Russia,  married  and  has  two  children.  Groceries 
given  and  family  reported  to  the  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

Mrs.  E.  G.,  born  in  New  York,  married  and  has  two  children.  Hus- 
band not  employed  steadily.  Patient  very  respectable.  Groceries  and 
extra  milk  given  patient. 

Mrs.  R.  H.,  born  in  Germany,  married  and  has  five  children.  Sep- 
arated from  husband  who  is  very  intemperate.  Patient  given  extra 
amount  of  clothes  for  the  baby. 
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Mrs.  S.,  age  30.  Married  three  years.  Came  to  America  from  Germany 
fourteen  years  ago.  Gave  birth  to  twins.  Owing  to  poverty  of  home, 
man  having  been  idle  for  several  months,  patient  and  infants  were  sent 
to  St.  Andrew's  Convalescent  Home.  Supply  of  clothing  was  provided 
for  infants,  and  later  work  was  secured  for  husband,  and  groceries  pro- 
vided in  home,  until  man  received  earnings.      Family  very  thankful. 

Mrs.  A.  B.,  age  30.  Polish  woman,  in  America  four  months.  Married 
ten  years.  Has  four  children,  two  in  Europe  and  two  here  Husband 
deserted  with  younger  woman,  leaving  patient  destitute.  Clothing  was 
provided  for  infant,  and  groceries  given  until  woman  was  able  to  resume 
work. 

M.  S.,  married,  age  24.  Hungarian.  In  America  two  years. 
Man  sick  and  unable  to  work  for  past  six  months.  Groceries  and  meat 
were  provided,  until  woman  was  able  to  work. 

Mrs.  N.  H.,  twins  born  April  7,  1908.  Man  in  Bellevue  Hospital, 
very  ill.  Groceries  furnished,  also  a  Thanksgiving  Dinner,  and  one  week's 
rent  paid.  Case  reported  to  Association  for  Improvement  of  the  Poor, 
for  further  care  and  attention. 

Committee  I,  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  also  furnished  all  stationery  required 
by  patients,  transportation  to  their  distant  homes,  and  whatever  ortho- 
pedic appliance  may  be  needed. 

A.  S.,  25  years  married,  has  two  children.  Man  died  in  June,  1909. 
while  family  lived  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Woman  being  a  first  class  dress- 
maker was  advised  to  come  to  New  York  where  she  would  earn  more 
money.  Friends  of  her  husband  raised  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  rail- 
road fare,  and  she  came  directly  from  train  to  this  hospital.  When  ready 
to  leave,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  allow  her  to  go  out  alone,  as  she 
was  unacquainted  with  this  city.  Telephoned  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
which  Society  sent  a  visitor  who  took  charge  of  her,  finding  a  boarding- 
house  for  her  with  baby,  also  a  position  as  dressmaker. 

F.  S.,  28  years,  married.  Second  child.  Came  to  America  two  years 
ago  with  husband,  a  peddler.  Man  failing  to  make  a  living,  deserted  his 
family  six  months  ago.  Woman  kept  herself  from  starving  by  finishing 
garments  for  a  sweatshop.  Very  weak  and  miserable  after  confinement. 
Unable  to  resume  work.  Telephoned  to  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
which  Society  sent  a  visitor  who  after  interviewing  patient  promised  to 
make  an  effort  to  get  her  into  a  Jewish  convalescent  home.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day,  agent  learned  that  patient  would  be  admitted  at  once  to 
Solomon  and  Betty  Loeb  Home  where  she  would  be  kept  until  thoroughly 
well.  Sent  with  letter  of  introduction  to  Committee  of  same  at  356  2nd 
Avenue. 
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S.  U.,  17  years,  unmarried.  Came  to  America  one  year  ago,  and  has 
since  worked  as  domestic.  Claimed  friends  would  not  take  her  with 
infant,  and  she  wished  to  care  for  it.  Place  was  secured  for  her  as  wet 
nurse,  through  Guild  of  Infant  Saviour,  also  boarding  place  for  baby. 
Very  grateful  for  interest  taken. 

F.  T.,  18  years  of  age.  Member  of  East  17th  Street  M.  E.  Church. 
Missionary  visited  her  while  here  and  asked  advice  of  agent  as  to  care  of 
girl  when  discharged.  Florence  Crittenton  Mission  was  recommended, 
and  girl  was  sent  there,  to  remain  at  least  six  months  with  baby.  Clothing 
was  provided  by  Auxiliary  for  patient  and  infant. 

J.  S.,  20  years  old.  Lives  with  parents,  and  works  in  rubber 
factory,  earning  four  dollars  weekly.  Unable  to  support  infant 
and  forbidden  by  friends  to  bring  it  home.  Obliged  to  surrender  baby  to 
New  York  Foundling  Asylum  which  she  did  with  regret. 

A.  A.,  22  years.  Came  to  America  with  husband  about  one  year  ago. 
Man  very  soon  became  ill  from  tuberculosis,  and  was  ordered  by  a  phy- 
sician to  return  at  once  to  Italy.  Friends  belonging  to  a  Benefit  Society 
subscribed  sufficient  money  to  pay  his  passage  home,  and  he  left  six 
months  ago.  Woman  has  been  staying  with  friends,  and  supporting 
herself  by  finishing  clothing,  prior  to  confinement.  These  people  refused 
to  take  her  back  when  discharged,  so  arrangements  were  made  by  agent 
to  send  her  to  New  York  Foundling  Asylum  to  remain,  with  baby,  until 
such  time  as  she  can  be  deported. 

M.  P.,  22  years.  Married.  Man  unable  to  secure  work,  deserted  her 
three  months  before  confinement,  leaving  her  penniless  in  furnished  room. 
Housekeeper  allowed  her  to  remain  for  a  time,  but  at  last  dispossessed  her, 
when  she  was  admitted  to  this  hospital.  When  about  to  be  discharged, 
fold  agent  her  pathetic  story  of  homelessness  and  poverty.  All  her 
furniture  and  clothing  had  been  pawned  or  sold,  until  all  she  owned'  in 
the  world  were  the  few  articles  in  an  old  valise.  Made  arrangements  by 
telephone,  and  took  her  to  New  York  Infant  Asylum  where  she  w  11 
remain  with  baby.      Very  grateful  for  assistance. 

M.  J.,  25  years.  Came  from  Denmark  one  year  ago,  and  took  a  situa- 
tion as  cook  and  laundress.  Claims  to  have  a  husband  in  Denmark, 
and  will  return  there  with  baby.  Went  with  infant  to  convalescent  home 
through  Guild  of  Infant  Saviour,  where  she  will  remain  for  a  few  weeks.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  passed  March   1,    1799,  chapter  xxxiii.    Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert 
Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson, 
Henry  Remsen.  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charl- 
ton, David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel 
and  others,  influenced  by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associ- 
ated as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of  establish- 
ing an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  who 
are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing 
during  the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  by  their  petition 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better 
to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institu- 
tion; therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  or- 
dained, constituted  and  declared  forever  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  New  York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons 
in  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  com- 
plaints, matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and  that  they  and  their  succes- 
sors may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
their  pleasure;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be,  only  such  as  shall 
be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  building,  and  such  houses 
or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable  and  necessary  to  the  nature  of 
the  said  institution,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged 
to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  pre- 
viously contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales, 
on  judgment  which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  held  by 
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the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be  for  its  im- 
mediate accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may  hold  by  way  of 
mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall  be  and  remain  in  the 
mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall 
acquire  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are  members  of 
the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members  of  this  corporation,  and  that 
the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and 
from  the  said  subscribers;  that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say) 
Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius 
Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William 
Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall  be  the  present  governors 
of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  when 
a  new  election  shall  be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by 
the  said  governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Wednes  - 
day  in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority  of  the  governors 
for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  governors  for  the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall 
happen  among  the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the 
purpose,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that  an  election  of 
governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when,  pursuant  to  this  act 
it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other 
day,  to  hold  an  election  of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take  or  re- 
ceive any  condensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper,  touching  the  management 
and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property,  estate  and  effects  of  the  said 
corporation,  and  touching  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the 
business,  ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this 
act  instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  said  institution. 
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Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  of 
which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  the 
board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  state. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first  meeting, 
and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after  the  said  annual 
election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  shall  elect  by  ballot  from 
their  number  a  president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary, 
and  that  the  officers  thus  elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their 
respective  offices,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose  at  one 
meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of  physicians,  not 
exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institu- 
tion, and  that  the  said  physicians  remain  in  office  until  the  next  elec- 
tion for  governors,  after  which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby  is  declared 
a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly  and 
favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  intended. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying- 
in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  relative  to  subscriptions,  the  elec- 
tion of  subscribers  as  members,  and  the  election  of  physicians  and  surgeons, 
chapter  468,  Laws  of  1897. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  passed  three-fifths 

being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  sub- 
scribe to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  members  of  this  cor- 
poration, provided  such  subscription  is  received  by  the  society,  and  such 
subscribers  are  elected  members  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of 
governors  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  said  society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors  to  be 
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chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the  said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of  the  said 
society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many 
physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the 
said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  to  elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  The  time  for  electing  Governors  on  the  day  prescribed  by  the 
Charter  or  for  filling  a  vacancy  among  the  Governors,  shall  be  from 
four  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  and  the  place  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Inspectors  of  Election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  and 
they  shall  attend  the  election  and  certify  the  result  in  writing,  which 
certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  and  recorded  in  its  minutes. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum  not  less 
than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted  by  the  Board, 
upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Governors,  may  become 
a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  any 
person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  become  a 
Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he 
shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  at  least  three  months 
previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated  meetings  of  any 
committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member,  his  place  as  Governor  may 
be  vacated. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  meeting 


shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  Annual  Meeting.     The  hour  and 
place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition  of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any 
of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except  for  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses,  a  number  of~not  less  than  seven  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which  number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Vice-President,  shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board  shall  elect 
from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
namely : 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Governors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three  Governors, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  candidates  who  may  be 
proposed  for  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nomina- 
tions for  vacancies  occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society, 
whenever  they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board: 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of   Standing  or   Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  Officers.' 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held  by  the  Society,  execute  a  certifi- 
cate of  satisfaction  thereof,  or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  re- 
course. g~^ 
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2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company  to  be  designated 
by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive  the  interest  or  dividends 
on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt  therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  President  or  Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such 
interest  and  dividends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each  stated  meet- 
ing shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him  received  and  ex- 
pended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers 
of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical  records;  he  shall 
keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and 
notify  the  Governors  of  the  meetings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  directions 
to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  investment  without  the  authority 
of  the  said  committee.  They  shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months, 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  se- 
lected by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Treasurer 
when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the  safe  deposit 
box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the  object  of  the  visit.  This 
entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors,  and  the  Record  Book  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committe  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  build- 
ings and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  hold 
stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  as  often  as  the  exigencies 
of  business  may  require. 
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2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the  Medical 
Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the 
same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to  examine  all  such  bills 
to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  notify  the  Medical 
Directors  each  month  of  the  total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  ex- 
pended for  all  running  expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  such  business 
as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Governors 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or  clothes 
for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or  circumstances  of 
peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President.  In  the  absence  or 
inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immedi- 
ately after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  elect  by 
ballot  such  and  so  many  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend 
the  said  hospital,  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons 
admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies 
to  elect  other  surgeons  in  their  places. 

2.  These  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the  Medical  Directors  of  the 
Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  shall 
organize  as  such  by  the  appointments  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their  services 
and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical  Director  nominate 
their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or  any 
Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapacitated  to  perform 
his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the  Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Di- 
rector who  may  for  any  reason  wish  to  relinquish  active  medical  work, 
may  upon  approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further 
active  duty.     Such  retired  Medical  Director  shall  constitute  an  advisory 
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board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital.  They 
shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Medical 
Directors,   but   shall   have   no   vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous  by-laws 
shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board.  Upon  the  death 
or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician,  his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors  they  shall 
nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that  may  be  necessary 
to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of  the  hospital,  and  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on  the  nomination  of  the  Medical 
Directors  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional  work  of  the 
institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  the  admission,  treat- 
ment and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the  education  and  government  of 
the  students,  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them 
best,  but  such  rules  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going 
into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to  serve  on 
the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their  duties.  They 
shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks,  servants,  nurses  and  all 
other  persons  needful  and  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the 
hospital,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies 
and  superintend  the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall, 
when  approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No.  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors  in  any 
month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified  to  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  as  being  available  for  that  month,  and  no  extraordinary 
expenditures  shall  be  incurred  without  conference  with  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  Board  of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for 
the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the  Attending 
Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as  Deputy  Medical  Direc- 
tors. They  shall  assist  the  Medical  Directors  in  the  management  of 
the  hospital  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall 
be  present  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

• 

11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant  of  this 
institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on  behalf  of  any 
patient. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows :  By 
a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity;  by  a  pay- 
ment of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life;  by  a  payment  of 
$250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year.  Persons  so  endowing  beds 
shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to  naming  patients  to  the  Society  for 
treatment,  as  the  Governors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Amendments  to   By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be  proposed 
in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but  cannot  be  acted 
upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when  the  same  may  be  adopted 
provided  a  majority  of  the  Governors  shall  approve  thereof,  but  no 
change  in  any  By-Laws  affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors 
to  the  Medical  or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted 
except  after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds   of   the   Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all  other  by- 
laws of  the  Society  are  repealed. 
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The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one  life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during 
one  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  presents  the  accompanying  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Society  for  its  one  hundred  and  twelfth  year.  We  wish  to 
thank  those  who  by  their  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  have  aided  in  carrying  on  its  work  and  increasing  its 
usefulness,  and  those  also  who  have  added  to  the  comfort  and 
happiness  of  the  patients  by  donations  of  clothes,  fruit,  flowers, 
etc.  We  desire  especially  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of.  the  members  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  of  those 
engaged  in  the  active  work  of  the  Hospital,  who  have  given 
their  time  and  constant  attention  without  stint  or  remunera- 
tion. 

We  hope  that  an  examination  of  this  report  will  give  a  better 
understanding  of  the  charitable  work  we  are  doing,  and  bring 
to  us  new  friends  who  will  aid  us  in  the  many  channels  which 
are  open  for  their  assistance. 

The  care  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  Building  itself 
is  but  a  small  part  of  the  work  done.  A  reference  to  the  brief 
summary  of  cases  visited  and  relieved  in  the  Outdoor  Depart- 
ment will  clearly  show  the  great  assistance  this  Society  is 
rendering  in  countless  homes  throughout  our  great  City. 
To  care  for  the  mother  and  new  born  child  is  but  a  part  of 
the  work,  when  one  stops  to  realize  that  in  so  many  cases  the 
mother  is  the  mainstay  of  the  family,  and  that  the  home  is 
temporarily,  not  only  deprived  of  her  services,  but  the  house- 
work and  care  of  herself  and  family  must  be  undertaken  by 
small  children. 

The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses  under  such  conditions 
not  only  materially  aid  the  patients,  but  their  suggestions  and 
help  tend  to  make  the  burden  lighter  for  the  mothers. 

A  study  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this  and 
other  countries  shows  that  this  hospital  occupies  a  leading 
position  among  similar  institutions  in  America,   and   if  the 
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confinements  treated  by  the  Outdoor  Department  are  added 
to  those  treated  in  the  Hospital  Building,  it  will  doubtless  be 
found  that  in  actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  the 
first  place  among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

To  all  who  may  become  interested  in  the  work  of  this  Society, 
we  wish  to  point  out  that  should  they  care  to  visit  the  Hospital 
Building  or  to  have  further  information  about  the  details  of 
our  work,  an  opportunity  to  do  so  will  gladly  be  given  upon 
application  being  made  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Hospital 
Building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
carried  on  as  heretofore,  except  that  a  decrease  in  the  appropria- 
tion from  the  City  has  rendered  it  necessary  to  limit  the  number 
of  patients  admitted.  This  curtailment  in  the  number  of 
cases  treated,  has  been  as  slight  as  was  compatible  with  the 
carrying  on  of  the  scientific  and  research  work  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

The  wish  of  the  Medical  Board  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
research  work  done  by  the  Hospital,  has  in  part  been  realized 
through  the  generous  donations  of  friends,  which  have  made 
it  possible  to  open  a  new  and  thoroughly  equipped  Laboratory, 
for  the  study  of  pathological  conditions  pertaining  to  preg- 
nancy, parturition  and  the  puerperal  state.  The  Laboratory 
force  has  been  increased,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  Chemist,  specially  trained  in  methods 
applicable  to  this  class  of  work. 

The  new  Laboratory  has  been  able  through  its  research  work, 
to  solve  to  some  extent  the  problem  of  the  treatment  of  puer- 
peral infection,  which  in  the  past  has  been  an  extremely  serious 
disease.  Few  cases  of  this  infection  are  developed  in  the  pa- 
tients cared  for  by  this  Hospital,  but  many  cases  of  this  nature 
are  referred  from  outside  sources  and  treated  here,  and  they 
are  valuable  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Pathologist,  and  are 
cases  whose  treatment  in  the  Hospital  renders  it  possible  to 
save  many  who  would  die  if  permitted  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes. 

Through  the  research  work  of  the  Laboratory,  the  human 
serum  treatment  of  hemorrhagic  disease  of  the  new-born,  a 
malady  heretofore  almost  invariably  fatal  as  shown  by  the 
experience  of  this  and  other  institutions,  has  been  evolved. 
By  means  of  this  treatment,  it  has  been  demonstrated  during 
the  past  year  that,  a  large  percentage  of  these  cases  are  saved 
from  death. 
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The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  been  continued  with 
an  increasing  number  of  subscribers,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
during  the  coming  year  the  circulation  may  be  still  further 
augmented.  Copies  of  the  Bulletin  are  exchanged  with  Medi- 
cal Journals  and  Libraries  throughout  the  world  as  follows:

Another  feature  of  the  philanthropic  work  of  this  Society, 
which  is  not  generally  understood,  is  the  after  care  of  both 
mother  and  child,  who  after  leaving  the  Hospital  return 
daily  if  necessary  for  treatment,  until  such  time  as  they  are 
entirely  recovered.  There  were  2617  mothers  and  3157  babies 
who  made  these  return  visits  during  the  year  just  ended. 
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THE  SOCIETY  AND   ITS  GENERAL  WORK. 


The  Society  of  the  Lying- In  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  was  organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on 
December  6,   1798,  a  small  fund  being  provided  by  general 
subscription.     A  charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  on 
March  1,  1799.     In  July  of  that  year  the  first  hospital  was 
opened  at  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801,  gave 
place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital, 
maintained  by  the  Society  until  1827.     Prolonged  efforts  to 
provide  a  separate  hospital  having  been  failed,   systematic 
work  was  practically  suspended  for  several  years.     In  1855 
the  plan  of  aiding  women  in  confinement  in  their  own  homes 
was  adopted,  and,  as  now  developed  in  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment, has  become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  Society's 
functions  of  great  magnitude  and  usefulness.     At  first,  twenty- 
five  dollars,  disbursed  by  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the 
limit  of  expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's 
funds  being  accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891. 
This  fund  was  drawn  upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the 
present  hospital  and  again  to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  first  year  in  the  new  building.     What  remains 
constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of  the  Society. 
In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized 
in  the  previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects 
similar  to  those  of  the  Society,  and  had  opened  quarters  at 
No.  312  Broome  Street,  applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of 
funds.     The   Society   and    the    Dispensary   were   merged    in 
August,  1892,  and  established  a  station  at  No.  314  Broome 
Street,  which  has  been  continued  ever  since  and  is  now  used  as 
a  diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out- 
Door  Department.     The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy 
the  Hamilton  Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second 
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Avenue  and  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000  and  to  alter  and  equip  the  building  then  on  the 
property  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The  accommodations  soon 
proving  to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899 
entered  upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which 
was  opened  on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories 
in  height,  occupies  the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue 
between  Seventeenth  and  _  Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof 
throughout,  and  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-six 
beds. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational. 
Through  the  Out-Door  Department  the  Society  provides  careful 
medical  attendance  before,  during  and  after  confinement  to  a 
large  number  of  destitute  women  in  their  tenement  homes,  fre- 
quently under  the  most  pitiable  circumstances,  as  shown  in  the 
extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor  printed  later  in  this 
report  (pp.  43-65).  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the  Broome 
Street  sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy 
patients  are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are 
provided  for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of 
the  patients,  and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families. 
Both  the  Out-Door  Department  and  the  In-Door  Department 
at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual  opportunities  to  medical  men, 
students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and  training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical 
and  valuable  aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's 
Committee  for  the  Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situa- 
tions and  decent  lodgings  for  women  discharged  from  the 
hospital,  who  have  no  one  else  to  provide  for  them,  so  that  no 
patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs.  The  Com- 
mittee for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients,  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made, 
clothing  provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when 
needed,  and  the  rooms  of  patients  systematically  cleaned 
and  kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to 
the  suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care  of  the 
Society. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1909=1910. 


Relief  Work. 
In  the  year  October  1,  1909  to  September  30,  1910,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  5,998  cases. 
The  number  of  births  was  5,073 .  The  number  of  births  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the 
Health  Department,  was  66,835  of  which  39,544  were  reported 
by  physicians  and  27,291  by  midwives.  The  Society  cared 
for  over  7  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  and 
more  than  12  per  cent  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The-number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,393 .  In  the 
Out-door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,771, 
the  number  treated  3,298,  the  number  of  confinements  3,032. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was; 
3,622,  the  number  received  2,569,  and  the  number  of  births 
2,041.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital  602 
cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the 
full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by

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Of  4,915  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable, 4,591  lived  in  front,  and  324  in  rear  tenements; 
124  patients  resided  in  basements,  501  in  stoop  floors,  1,030 
on  first  floors,  980  on  second  floors,  905  on  third  floors,  653 
on  fourth  floors,  676  on  fifth  floors,  5  on  sixth  floors,  1  on  seventh 
floor  and  40  were  not  noted.  Husbands  were  unemployed  in 
1,200  instances.  As  indicating  the  needy  character  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  tabulated  statements  of  rents, 
earnings  and  occupations  jnay  be  found  on  pages  36  to  42. 
In  some  emergency  cases,  and  frequently  in  the  case  of  non- 
English  speaking  applicants,  precise  information  is  not  ob- 
tainable. 

Diet  Kitchen. 

At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  239  families, 
and  3,165  loaves  of  bread  and  3,326  quarts  of  milk  have  been 
given  out  at  a  cost  of  $402.20,  an  average  of  $1 .68  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 
The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to  149  under- 
graduate and  27  graduate  students  (see  page  22).     A  three 
months'  course  has  been  given  to  215  nurses  (see  page  27). 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'   Auxiliary  reports  261    members.     Its  agents 
made    7,467   visits,    distributed   4,040  garments,  and  aided 
1,371  families  with  food  or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $148,954.28  as  stated 
in  the  itemized  statement  of  expenses,  a  decrease  of  $10,91 7.86, 
while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has  diminished  from  6,838 
to  5,998  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  increased  by  $1 .46, 
owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The  average  stay  of  a 
patient  in  the  Hospital  has  been  13  J  days.  For  the  year  end- 
ing September  30th,  1910,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
working  capacity  of  this  Society,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
appropriation  from  the  City  has  been  smaller  this  year  than  last. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  only  through  the 
continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

Extracts  From  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  -  -  Monroe  Street — Third  child.  Baby  dead,  woman 
very  ill;  consented  to  removal  to  hospital  (which  was  advised 
by  doctors)  only  on  condition  that  scrub-woman  would  visit 
home  daily  to  clean  rooms,  and  make  two  young  children  com- 
fortable. This  was  done,  and  feeble  old  grandmother  re- 
mained with  them,  while  man  went  to  work.  Patient  very 
thankful,  and  claimed  her  recovery  was  due  to  consideration 
and  care  given  by  Ladies'  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Seventh  child.  All  small.  Family 
miserably  poor,  and  living  in  two  small  basement  rooms. 
Man  a  vegetable  peddler,  keeping  surplus  stock  under  only 
bed,  occupied  by  woman.  Man  warned  by  visitor  that 
unsanitary  conditions,  caused  by  decaying  fruits  and  vegetables, 
must  be  remedied,  or  Board  of  Health  would  be  notified  to 
take  action.  Learned  later  that  he  had  rented  cellar  in  vicinity 
and  was  carrying  on  his  business  there.  Woman  helped  out 
with  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  -  -  Washington  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  and  unable  to  do  work  to  which  he  has  been 
accustomed,  that  of  longshoreman.  Family  dependent  on 
earnings  of  woman,  who  works  as  office  cleaner  when  able, 
earning  twenty  dollars  monthly.  Gave  woman  clothing  for 
herself  and  baby,  also  special  nourishment  and  care  of  cleaner, 
and  advice  relative  to  placing  young  children  in  day  nursery. 
Patient  very  thankful  and  said  she  expected  to  resume  work 
on  sixth  day. 
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No.  E.  9th  Street — Eighth  child.  Family  of  ten  people 
living  in  three  small  rooms.  Only  one  bedstead  in  place  and 
piles  of  bedding  in  every  corner.  Woman  complained  of  being 
obliged  to  keep  a  parlor,  as  girl  of  fifteen  years,  who  had  just 
commenced  to  work,  threatened  to  leave  home  otherwise. 
Patient  apologized  for  crowded  conditions,  saying  she  found  it 
almost  impossible  to  rent  any  rooms,  owing  to  size  of  family. 
Needing  only  care  of  doctors  and  nurses. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  peddler, 
miserably  poor.  Couple  have  had  thirteen  children.  Man 
threatened  to  leave  wife  because  she  had  too  large  a  family. 
Gave  clothing  for  bed,  woman  and  baby,  and  sent  in  food  and 
milk.  Patient  very  thankful  for  same,  and  for  daily  attendance 
of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  an  epileptic, 
unable  to  do  steady  work,  says  he  cannot  work  in  a  shop, 
because  his  attacks  cause  excitement,  and  proprietors  fear  a 
panic.  Oldest  child,  a  girl  of  thirteen  years,  brings  in  only 
regular  income,  $2.50  weekly.  Rooms  filthy,  needing  scrub- 
woman badly.  Same  sent  in,  also  food,  milk  and  clothing 
furnished.  Man  referred  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  aided 
with  cash  and  bed  clothing. 

No.  —  East  1 6th  Steeet— Third  child.  Man  a  barber, 
unable  to  make  a  living  for  family,  on  account  of  wearing  an 
artificial  eye.  Says  proprietors  of  shops  blame  him  for  loss 
of  customers  and  at  once  discharge  him.  To  add  to  his  trouble 
his  wife  has  periods  of  insanity,  at  which  times  he  is  obliged  to 
send  her  to  Randall's  Island,  to  the  asylum.  Man  advised  to 
give  up  his  trade,  and  take  up  some  other  line  of  work,  where 
loss  of  an  eye  would  not  be  a  handicap.  Referred  him  to 
Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  Poor,  which  Society 
carries  on  a  bureau  to  aid  just  such  men.  Very  grateful  for 
advice  and  for  care  of  wife  during  illness. 

No.  —  East  19th  Street— Second  child.  Two  very  poor 
families,  a  total  of  six  persons  living  in  one  room.     Men  both 
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idle  on  account  of  long  strike,  and  only  income  that  of  one 
woman,  who  peddles.  People  self-respecting,  asking  for  nothing 
but  care  of  patient.  Gave  her  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and 
sent  in  cleaner  daily  until  she  recovered.     Very  appreciative. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street— Ninth  child.  Oldest  a  girl  of 
fifteen  years,  very  anxious  to  go  to  work,  but  at  present 
obliged  to  stay  at  home  to  help  in  household.  Man  a  tailor, 
earning  very  little,  and  three  small  rooms  crowded  and  untidy: 
no  clothing  ready  for  infant,  which  was  rolled  up  in  an  old 
cloth.  Patient  questioned  as  to  disposal  of  clothing  belong- 
ing to  former  babies,  said  she  had  always  given  it  away,  as  it 
would  be  bad  luck  to  use  it  twice.  Given  necessary  supply  of 
garments  and  advised  to  keep  them  for  future  use. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Third  child.  Man  deserted  six 
months  ago,  going  away  with  patients'  sister  a  young  girl  of 
seventeen  years,  who  lived  with  them.  Gave  woman  all 
possible  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  care,  as  she  had  been 
left  destitute.  Advised  her  to  make  every  effort  to  locate  man, 
and  to  have  him  compelled  by  order  of  Court  to  suppor; 
family,  or  suffer  commitment  to  Blackwell's  Island.  Promised 
to  act  on  advice  as  soon  as  recovered. 

No.  —  East  32nd  Street— Third  child.  Man  a  laborer 
and  family  miserably  poor,  on  account  of  his  intemperance. 
All  living  in  one  attic  room,  containing  very  little  furniture, 
and  that  broken  and  useless.  Patient  needing  everything  for 
herself  and  infant.  Given  clothing  and  food,  and  cleaner  sent 
in  regularly  to  make  things  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Woman 
advised  in  regard  to  living  in  such  a  miserable  manner,  and 
bringing  up  children  to  depend  on  charity.  Promised  to  con- 
sider making  a  change  when  recovered. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street — Twins — making  family  of  ten  liv- 
ing children,  two  of  whom,  beside  father,  are  working.  Occupy- 
ing four  quite  comfortable  rooms,  fairly  well  furnished.  Thor- 
oughly contented  with  their  prosperous  condition,  and  hoping 
to  educate  some  of  the  younger  children  for  the  professions. 
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Asked  only  for  care  of  doctors  and  nurses,  as  patient  has  ab- 
solute confidence  in  "  Broome  Street  doctors,"  and  only  alterna- 
tive would  be  a  midwife. 

No.  —  Leroy  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  longshoreman. 
Working  irregularly,  claims  to  be  handicapped  on  account  of 
loss  of  an  eye,  in  an  accident  on  pier.  Rooms  untidy,  and  no 
preparation  made  for  confinement.  Woman  also  suffering 
from  defective  sight.  Assisted  her  with  clothing  for  herself 
and  infant,  and  gave  place  thorough  cleaning.  Also  furnished 
special  nourishment  and  milk,  and  referred  man  to  A.I.C.P.  to 
ask  help  in  securing  more  suitable  work.  Couple  grateful  for 
attention. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Seventh  child,  six  of  whom  are  in 
Europe.  Man  stated  he  came  here  with  his  wife  one  year  ago, 
hoping  that  change  of  climate  would  cure  him  of  threatened 
illness  and  that  he  would  be  able  shortly  to  send  for  six  children 
whom  he  had  been  obliged  to  leave  in  Russia.  Instead  of  this, 
he  had  become  too  ill  to  work,  and  was  only  anxious  to  return 
to  Europe  to  his  friends.  Gave  him  address  of  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  and  advised  him  to  make  application  for  financial 
aid  to  return  home.  Very  grateful  for  care  of  wife  and  advice 
given. 

No.  —  Allen  Street— Twins.  Seven  children  in  all.  Man 
a  peddler,  earning  small  wages.  Woman  stated  she  cooks  for 
parties,  weddings,  etc.,  and  earned  more  than  man.  Says  she 
has  an  engagement  for  sixth  day,  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  fill 
it.  Takes  young  children  with  her.  Had  prepared  small 
amount  of  garments  for  one  baby,  and  was  very  grateful  for 
outfit  provided  for  second  infant.  Appreciated  care  of  cleaner 
for  a  few  days. 

No.  -  -  Henry  Street — Third  child.  Man  sick  with  con- 
sumption. Woman  earns  living  for  family  by  working  as 
janitress  of  tenement,  for  which  service  she  receives  free  rent, 
gas,  wood  and  coal.  Man  works  occasionally  as  peddler, 
managing  to  earn  food  for  family.     Place  untidy  and  neglected, 
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with  necessary  clothing,  and  care  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  East  3rd  Street — First  baby.  Woman  up  on  second 
day,  finishing  laundry  work  which  had  been  interrupted  by 
confinement.  On  promise  of  scrub-woman  to  do  washing  for 
her,  she  was  persuaded  to  go  back  to  bed.  On  following  day 
work  was  carried  to  her  customer,  and  payment  received  which 
she  was  sadly  in  need  of,  man  having  deserted  her  several 
months  previously.  Patient  very  grateful  for  kindness  of 
cleaners,  and  for  clothing  provided  for  baby. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street— Third  child.  Family  very  miserable, 
owing  to  illness  of  couple.  Man  suffering  from  consumption, 
and  woman  partially  paralyzed.  Everything  neglected,  and  no 
preparation  made  for  confinement.  Nude  infant  wrapped  in 
man's  old  black  coat.  Patient  very  grateful  when  baby  was 
dressed  in  clean  warm  clothing,  and  bed  and  rooms  made  com- 
fortable. Case  referred  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  promised 
to  aid  and  if  possible  to  persuade  man  to  go  to  sanitarium. 

No.  —  East  33rd  Street— Third  child.  Man  a  laborer, 
working  irregularly.  Place  poor  and  untidy.  Family  of  five, 
and  five  boarders  in  three  small  rooms.  Girl  of  ten  years 
trying  to  clean  up,  with  but  doubtful  results.  No  preparation 
made  for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  bed,  woman,  and 
infant,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  for  several  days. 

No.  —  East  10th  Street— Sixth  "  Broome  Street  baby." 
Man  a  cap-maker,  working  short  seasons.  Looking  over- 
worked and  poorly  nourished  on  account  of  effort  to  support 
such  a  large  family.  Given  clothing  and  food  and  scrub-woman 
sent  in  daily.  Self-respecting  couple,  very  grateful  for  care 
and  attention  of  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  driver,  evidently 
making  supreme  effort  to  support  large  family,  although  em- 
ployment is  irregular.  Remains  of  old  baby  clothes  brought 
out  unfit  for  use.  Gave  outfit,  also  helped  with  sheets  and 
clothing  for  patient.     Needing  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  as  only 
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assistant  was  neighbors'  girl  of  fourteen  years.     Woman  found 
up  attending  to  cooking  on  third  day. 

No.  -  -  East  5th  Street — Twins,  making  total  of  four 
children.  Family  very  poor,  owing  to  man's  intemperance, 
woman  obliged  to  work  until  very  near  confinement,  conse- 
quently no  preparation  made  for  babies.  Found  it  necessary 
to  give  four  sets  of  baby  clothes,  and  garments  to  keep  patient 
clean,  also  help  in  bed  clothing.  Woman  very  thankful  for 
kindness  and  anxious  to  resume  work. 

No.  —  Washington  Street — Second  child.  Patient  a  Syrian 
lace  peddler,  living  in  two  rooms,  which  were  very  clean, 
and  very  much  decorated  with  tissue  paper  ornaments,  and 
lace  draperies.  Very  much  pleased  with  care  of  doctors  and 
nurses;  said  family  had  always  previously  engaged  mid  wives. 
Asked  only  for  instruction  in  caring  for  patient  and  bed, 
a  friend  would  then  take  charge.  Same  given  for  which  they 
were  very  grateful. 

No.  -  -  Division  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  insane,  and 
family  very  poor.  Woman  and  boy  of  ten  years  peddle,  and 
manage  to  eke  out  a  miserable  living.  Gave  patient  all  possible 
assistance,  and  kept  her  clean  and  comfortable  during  in- 
capacity. Found  her  on  sidewalk  on  fifth  day,  selling  in  small 
quantities  from  bag  of  potatoes.  Declined  to  have  her  case 
referred  to  Relief  Society,  as  she  feared  they  would  remove  her 
husband  to  an  institution,  if  family  became  dependent. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street — Third  child.  Two  older  ones  twins, 
eighteen  months  old,  and  unable  to  walk.  Man  a  tailor,  earn- 
ing very  small  wages,  and  family  crowded  in  one  small  room. 
Assisted  patient  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  gave 
her  nourishing  food  and  milk  for  a  few  days.  Very  grateful 
for  relief,  also  for  care  of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Second  child.  Two  families,  con- 
sisting of  seven  persons,  living  in  two  small  rooms.  Men 
of  both  families  intemperate  longshoremen.  Only  one  bed 
in  rooms,  and  pile  of  filthy  rags,  called  bedding,  in  corner. 
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Place  very  untidy,  furniture  broken,  and  useless.  Women 
apparently  sober  and  decent.  Patient  said  women  worked  and 
kept  home  together.  Supply  of  much  needed  clothing  pro- 
vided, and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street —Third  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man deserted  family  three  months  ago,  woman  worked  at 
days'  work  while  able,  and  spent  spare  time  gathering  coal  and 
wood  on  docks.  Rooms  in  filthy  condition  from  decayed  wet 
wood  with  which  they  were  filled.  Woman  needing  every- 
thing, which  as  far  as  possible  was  provided.'  Says  she  expects 
to  resume  work  on  fifth  day. 

No.  -  -  Willett  Street — Eighth  child.  Man  a  furrier  and  in 
poor  health  from  effects  of  his  trade,  unable  to  work  more  than 
half  time,  and  family  consequently  very  poor,  living  in  two 
small  rooms,  for  which  United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent. 
Children  all  young  and  very  delicate  looking  on  account  of  fur 
sewing  carried  on  in  rooms.  Gave  clothing  for  woman  and 
infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  to  make  patient  as  com- 
fortable as  possible  under  the  circumstances.  Also  reported 
case  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society  which  gave  $5.00  cash,  and 
help  in  food. 

No.  -  -  Clinton  Street — Fifth  child.  Very  poor  family, 
man  a  peddler,  and  evidently  simple  and  inefficient.  Woman 
almost  blind,  cannot  see  to  attend  to  home,  which  in  conse- 
quence is  filthy  beyond  description.  Gave  patient  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  and  kept  place  clean  and  comfortable 
while  woman  was  ill.  Referred  her  case  to  Hebrew  Relief 
Society  which  promised  aid. 

No.  —  Washington  Street — Third  child.  Family  of  Syrian 
silk  weavers,  in  America  but  a  few  months.  Unable  to  speak 
a  word  of  English.  Apparently  poor,  but  very  clean.  Great 
preparation  made  for  confinement.  Canopy  built  over  bed 
of  patient  and  walls  draped  with  bright  colored  tapestries. 
Gowns  of  all  colors,  trimmed  with  cheap  laces  and  ribbons, 
prepared  for  both  mother  and  baby.  Cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few 
days.  Gratitude  of  family  expressed  by  smiles,  and  kissing  of 
hands  of  doctors,  nurses,  and  visitor. 
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No.  —  Morton  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  barber,  keep- 
ing small  basement  shop,  and  family  living  in  one  room,  with 
stone  floor,  back  of  store.  Room  very  dark,  oil  lamp  burning 
all  day.  Woman  given  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and 
scrub-woman,  with  assistance  of  kind  neighbor  made  place  as 
comfortable  as  possible.     Very  grateful. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street— Tenth  child.  Girl  of  twelve  years 
oldest,  and  only  helper.  Man  a  cap-maker,  working  short 
seasons.  Family  of  twelve  persons  in  two  rooms.  Gave  baby 
clothes  and  sheets,  also  sent  in  food  and  milk,  and  scrub-woman 
to  make  place  comfortable.  Referred  man  to  U.  H.  C.  to 
ask  assistance  until  older  children  become  wage-earners. 

No.  —  Hudson  Street — Third  child.  Woman  obliged  to 
ask  shelter  of  her  mother  and  sister,  who  live  in  one  attic  room, 
her  husband  having  deserted  her  three  months  ago.  Women  all 
work  as  dish-washers  in  restaurants  earning  a  meagre  living. 
Self-respecting  but  miserably  poor.  Said  they  needed  only 
baby  clothes,  which  were  given. 

No.  —  West  1 7th  Street — Sixth  child — oldest  twelve  years. 
Man  a  laborer,  who  not  only  fails  to  support  his  family,  but 
also  beats  and  abuses  wife  and  children.  Woman  advised 
regarding  arrest  and  punishment  of  man,  and  given  relief  in 
food,  clothing,  and  care  of  cleaner  who  called  daily.  Very 
grateful  for  attention. 

No.  -  -  Eldridge  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor. 
In  America  but  three  months.  Man  learning  tailor's  trade 
and  earning  but  a  trifle.  Three  families  aggregating  ten 
people,  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Air  stifling  and  place 
filthy.  Woman  needing  everything,  which  as  far  as  possible 
was  provided,  and  caretaker  sent  in  daily.  Couple  still  in 
hope  of  making  a  fortune  in  new  country. 

No.  —  Scammel  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  keeps  small 
butcher  shop  in  deep  basement.  Family  occupy  two  dark,  damp 
rooms,  back  of  store.  Smoking  oil  lamps  burning  all  day. 
Children  pale  and  sickly  looking  from  effect  of  vitiated  air. 
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Man  complained  of  poor  paying  business,  and  inability  to  live 
better.  Everything  possible  done  to  make  patient  and  infant 
comfortable.     Woman  very  thankful  for  attention  of  Auxiliary. 

No.  -  -  Allen  Street — Fourth  child,  man  helpless  with 
rheumatism,  and  family  very  poor.  Woman  keeps  a  few 
lodgers,  and  boy  of  ten  years  peddles,  before  and  after  school. 
Gave  patient  clothing  for  infant,  also  food  and  milk,  and  re- 
ferred case  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  five 
dollars  in  cash,  also  clothing  and  blankets. 

No.  —  East  25th  Street-  -Fifth  child,  man  idle  on  account  of 
strike,  and  conditions  miserable.  Only  income  three  dollars 
per  week  earned  by  girl  of  sixteen  years.  Boy  of  fourteen 
years  a  helpless  cripple.  Man  advised  to  go  to  Jewish  Relief 
Society  which  he  did  reluctantly,  as  he  said  he  had  never 
before  received  charity.  Learned  later  that  he  had  received 
five  dollars  in  cash,  and  supply  of  food,  and  that  they  had 
promised  to  do  something  for  afflicted  son.  Man  expressed 
thanks  for  kindness  of  strangers. 

No.  -  -  Monroe  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  trunk  maker, 
suffering  from  consumption,  and  only  able  to  work  occasionally. 
Woman  janitress  of  house,  receiving  for  services  free  rent,  and 
five  dollars  monthly.  Found  small  girl  of  eleven  years  scrub- 
bing stairs  and  halls,  during  mother's  illness.  Woman  and  baby 
provided  with  necessary  clothing,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in 
daily  to  care  for  patient,  and  help  child  care  for  tenement. 
Very  thankful. 

No.  -  Pitt  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  barber,  who  came 
to  America  from  Italy  seven  months  ago.  As  soon  as  he  earned 
sufficient  money  he  sent  for  his  wife  and  children,  who  arrived 
just  one  month  prior  to  confinement;  no  preparation  made  for 
infant,  and  woman  delighted  with  soft  warm  clothing  furnished 
by  Auxiliary.     Caretaker  needed  for  a  few  days. 

Nq.  -  East  14th  Street— Fifth  child.  Miserably  poor 
family,  living  in  two  rooms  in  dark  back  basement.  Patient 
lying  on  piece  of  filthy  canvas  (used  by  man,  a  truck  driver,

in  his  work)  and  covered  by  an  old  black  coat.  Stated  cause  of 
extreme  poverty  was  man's  intemperance;  that  he  had  pawned 
everything  for  liquor,  and  would  do  the  same  again,  if  garments 
were  given  her.  Visitor  called  on  two  poor  neighbors  who 
agreed  to  loan  her  bed  covering  from  their  scanty  supply. 
Aided  by  Auxiliary  with  supply  of  food  and  milk  daily,  and 
cared  for  by  scrub- woman  until  well.  Advised  to  leave  man, 
as  she  appeared  to  be  respectable.  Claimed  to  be  afraid  of 
him. 

No.  -  -  East  6th  Street— Sixth  living  child.  Proudly 
boasted  of  having  nine  "  Broome  Street  babies."  Man  janitor 
of  large  tenement  house,  for  which  service  he  receives  two  base- 
ment rooms,  and  ten  dollars  monthly.  Woman,  a  thrifty, 
clean  German,  stated  that  this,  with  a  small  amount  she 
earned  by  laundry  work,  was  their  entire  income.  Yet  she 
had  made  very  comfortable  preparation  for  her  confinement, 
and  asked  only  for  care  of  doctors  and  nurses,  as  she  could 
not  afford  to  pay  for  same.     Very  appreciative  for  attention. 

No.  -  East  16th  Street-  Eleventh  living  child.  Man  a 
printer,  out  of  employment,  and  family  in  poor  circumstances 
at  present,  although  home  of  three  rooms  was  quite  com- 
fortable. Sole  income,  earnings  of  girl  of  seventeen  years, 
five  dollars  weekly.  Second  child,  a  boy  of  fifteen  years  de- 
formed and  unable  to  work.  Gave  woman  assistance  in 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  kept  her  clean  and  com- 
fortable for  a  few  days.     Couple  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  apparently 
very  poor.  Man  a  baker,  working  at  night  and  earning  small 
wages;  children  all  young,  and  unable  to  assist.  Woman  had 
made  pathetic  effort  to  prepare  for  confinement.  Baby 
clothes  made  of  soiled  scraps  bought  from  push  cart  peddlers, 
unfit  for  use,  so  one  outfit  was  furnished  by  Auxiliary,  while 
others  were  washed  by  scrub-woman.  Patient  very  appreciative. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Tenth  confinement.  Older  children 
died,  and  only  four  young  children  living.  Man  a  longshore- 
man, as  usual  working  ^irregularly,  and  spending  earnings  for 
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drink.  Home  miserably  poor  and  untidy.  Scrub-woman  gave 
rooms  thorough  cleaning  and  called  daily  to  keep  patient  and 
baby  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Found  it  necessary  to  provide 
clothing,  food  and  milk. 

No.  -  -  2nd  Street—  Eighth  child.  Couple  have  had  four- 
teen. Man  keeps  a  paper  stand.  Two  children  working, 
earning  small  wages.  Family  crowded  in  three  small  rooms. 
No  preparation  for  confinement.  Needing  clothing  for  bed, 
woman,  and  infant,  and  special  nourishment  for  patient.  Sent 
in  same,  and  cleaner  to  make  place  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

No.  -  -  2nd  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  suffering 
from  defective  eyesight,  and  consequently  has  very  little  work. 
Patient's  sister  lives  with  her,  but  on  account  of  ill  health  cannot 
help.  Gave  place  thorough  cleaning,  and  sent  in  clothing  of 
all  kinds,  also  food  and  milk  supply.  Family  very  thankful 
for  kindness. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  deserted  six 
months  ago,  leaving  woman  destitute.  Shortly  after,  she  was 
dispossessed  and  but  for  kindness  of  a  poor  sister  would  now  be 
homeless.  The  two  families,  a  total  of  nine  people,  living  in  two 
rooms.  Patient  furnished  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  place  given  one  thorough  cleaning. 

No.  —  Bayard  Street — Eighth  child.  Family  of  peddlers; 
oldest  girl,  fourteen  years,  travels  around  with  a  push  cart, 
selling  caps;  two  boys  peddle  with  baskets  of  notions,  and  girl 
of  seven  years  peddles  salt,  done  up  in  penny  packages.  Mother 
anxious  to  get  well  in  order  to  be  on  street  herself.  Says 
children  play  too  much  wThen  she  is  not  watching.  Woman 
had  made  pathetic  effort  to  prepare  baby  clothes.  Says  she 
sewed  while  selling  potatoes.  Garments  too  dirty  to  use. 
Gave  her  one  baby  outfit  and  had  scrub-woman  wash  others. 
Patient  very  grateful  for  kindness. 

No.  Delancey  Street — Twins,  eighth  confinement.  Man 
a  tailor  earning  small  wages,  and  family  evidently  very  poor. 
Ten  people  living  in  two  small  rooms,  miserably  crowded  and 
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untidy.     Gave  clothing  for  woman  and  babies,  also  food  and 
milk,  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  daily  until  patient  was  up. 

No.  —  East  10th  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor 
on  account  of  man's  illness  and  inability  to  work.  Says  he  has 
been  suffering  from  tuberculosis  for  past  two  years,  and  that 
United  Hebrew  Charities  has  refused  to  do  more  than  pay  rent, 
because  he  is  not  willing  to  leave  his  family,  to  go  to  hospital. 
He  and  his  wife  both  peddle  when  she  is  well,  and  in  that  way 
earn  food.  Gave  them  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  milk, 
and  referred  man  to  Jewish  Relief  Association,  which  gave 
$5.00  cash,  and  assistance  in  food.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Sixth  child,  oldest  twelve  years,  fourth 
child  two  years,  fifth  one  year  and  infant.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
irregular  wages,  and  couple  quite  discouraged  over  effort  to 
live.  Gave  them  all  possible  assistance  in  clothing  and  food 
and  care  of  cleaner,  for  which  they  were  very  thankful.  Re- 
ferred man  to  Jewish  Relief  Society  at  15  Attorney  Street, 
which  aided  liberally  with  cash,  and  clothing  for  older  children. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street— Third  "  Broome  Street  Baby."  Man 
a  tailor,  earning  meagre  living  for  family.  Woman  showed 
with  much  pride,  baby's  outfit  which  she  had  made  after  pat- 
tern of  those  given  her  by  Auxiliary  about  one  year  ago.  Helped 
her  with  food  and  milk,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 
Very  thankful  for  care. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Fourth  baby,  man  a  peddler  of  horse- 
radish, which  he  grates  in  filthy  surroundings.  Almost  blind 
from  fumes  of  vegetable.  Family  very  poor  as  he  earns  but 
little.  Income  eked  out  by  keeping  two  boarders,  making  total 
of  eight  living  in  two  rooms.  Assisted  with  necessary  clothing, 
food,  and  milk  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street— Seventh  child.  Family  poor,  living 
in  two  back  rooms.  Man  claimed  to  have  made  a  good  living 
for  family,  by  working  as  a  tailor  fourteen  hours  a  day,  but  on 
account  of  long  continued  strike,  savings  were  exhausted  and 
they  were  threatened   with   eviction.     Oldest  child  thirteen

years  and  man  hopeful  of  more  comfortable  days  when  some  of 
the  children  become  wage-earners.  Very  grateful  for  clothing 
provided,  and  care  of  scrub-woman  during  woman's  illness. 
Also  referred  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  cash 
for  rent,  and  clothing  for  older  children. 

No.  -  -  Henry  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  at  Bedford  Park 
Sanitorium,  suffering  from  consumption.  Woman  peddles 
when  well,  and  United  Hebrew  Charities  pays  rent.  Patient 
was  furnished  with  necessary  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  place  made  comfortable  by  scrub- woman.  Woman  on 
street  peddling  on  fifth  day  cakes  which  she  had  made  on 
fourth  day. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street-Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor  with  very 
little  work;  in  arrears  for  rent,  and  in  need  of  food.  Gave  all 
necessary  relief  in  clothing,  food,  milk  and  care  of  cleaner  to 
make  patient  and  home  comfortable.  Referred  case  to  Jewish 
Aid  Society,  which  gave  $5.00  in  cash,  and  clothing  and  food 
for  older  children.  Man  overwhelmed  with  so  much  kindness 
from  strangers. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  fruit  peddler. 
Stock  of  half-decayed  fruit  in  corner  of  kitchen,  and  half  ton 
of  coal  under  woman's  bed.  Patient  and  children  infected  with 
vermin.  Every  effort  possible  made  to  improve  sanitary  con- 
dition of  rooms.  Food  and  milk  provided  for  patient,  and 
clothing  for  infant.  Man  threatened  with  visit  from  Board  of 
Health  officer  unless  improvement  in  living  conditions  be  made 
at  once. 

No. —  Suffolk  Street — Ninth  child.  Man  died  seven  months 
previous  to  confinement  leaving  large  family  destitute.  Since 
that  time  two  young  boys,  said  to  be  fourteen  and  fifteen  years 
of  age  (although  appearing  to  be  twelve  and  thirteen  respec- 
tively) have  begun  to  work,  their  joint  wages  amounting  to  six 
and  a  half  weekly.  The  mother  keeps  lodgers,  and  in  this  way 
ekes  out  their  slender  income.  All  living  in  three  small  rooms, 
five  children  and  four  boarders  sleeping  on  floor.  Patient  very 
grateful  for  unusual  kindness  and  attention  of  doctors  and 
Auxiliary. 
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No.  —  Madison  Street — Fourth  child.  Rooms  in  awful 
disorder.  Furniture  packed  up  ready  for  removal.  Woman 
lying  on  mattress  on  floor.  Scrub-woman  sent  in  to  unpack 
sufficient  bed  clothing  to  make  her  comfortable.  Being- 
unable  to  find  anything  for  infant,  garments  were  provided, 
and  a  little  assistance  was  given  in  food  and  milk.  Patient 
very  thankful  for  timely  aid  in  emergency. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — Twins.  Seven  children  in  all. 
Man  a  shirt-maker,  working  short  seasons.  An  old  relative  of 
patient,  a  peddler,  living  with  her.  She  agreed  to  do  the 
housework,  but  could  not  care  for  woman  and  two  babies. 
Cleaner  sent  in  daily  for  same,  and  relief  given  in  clothing, 
food,  and  milk.     Family  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Henry  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  a  shoemaker,  using 
one  of  their  two  rooms  for  a  shop.  Place  dirty  and  miserable. 
No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Sent  in  cleaner,  who 
found  it  very  difficult  to  improve  conditions,  as  supply  of 
water  was  cut  off,  while  factories  in  vicinity  were  running. 
Obliged  to  carry  same  one  block.  Much  sickness  in  family. 
Furnished  milk  for  child  of  two  years,  recovering  from  pneu- 
monia. Gave  clothing  for  woman  and  baby,  and  aided  with 
food. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street — Third  child.  Man  dead  eight 
months.  Woman  has  earnefd  a  precarious  living  for  herself 
and  children  by  finishing  boy's  knickerbockers  at  two  cents 
apiece.  Says  by  working  about  fourteen  hours  daily,  she 
could  earn  thirty-five  cents.  She  also  earned  a  few  cents  by 
fattening  chickens  for  her  neighbors  feast  days.  As  she  oc- 
cupied but  one  room,  and  had  four  live  chickens  in  same  at 
time  of  confinement,  conditions  were  indescribable.  Woman 
assisted  with  clothing,  and  emergent  relief  in  food  and  milk, 
and  case  referred  to  A.I.C.P.  with  request  for  temporary  relief 
in  order  that  woman  might  discontinue  unsanitary  practice. 

No.  -  -  Ludlow  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  poor.  Man 
peddling  notions.  Wroman  paralyzed,  and  unable  even  to  do 
own  work.     Oldest  child,  twelve  years,  kept  from  school  to 
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care  for  home,  Gave  patient  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily,  until  she  was  well.  Also  re- 
ferred case  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  promptly  helped 
and  promised  to  keep  oversight  of  family. 

No.  East  10th  Street — First  baby.  Couple  married  five 
years.  Living  in  miserably  furnished  room  in  back  cellar. 
Destitute  and  filthy.  Smoking  oil  lamp  burning  all  day.  Air 
stifling.  Man  evidently  intemperate,  said  he  had  not  worked 
in  ten  months,  that  no  one  would  employ  him  since  he  came 
down  from  States  prison  one  year  ago.  Referred  him  to 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society.  Gave  patient  and  infant  badly  needed 
clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  advised  her  to  take  place  with 
infant,  and  break  up  such  a  home. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Second  baby.  Man  an  intemperate 
longshoreman.  Family  in  furnished  room  in  garret.  Only 
light  from  small  skylight  in  sloping  roof.  Destitute  of  every- 
thing and  infected  with  vermin.  Gave  clothing,  food  and 
milk,  also  sent  in  cleaner,  regularly.  Woman  resumed  work 
as  office  cleaner  on  sixth  day. 

No.  Forsythe  Street — First  child.     Woman,   a   cripple 

forty- three  years  of  age,  married  about  one  year  ago  a  man  of 
twenty  years.  At  that  time  she  had  $600  hard  earned  savings. 
Her  husband  has  not  earned  anything  since  marriage,  and 
money  is  all  spent  and  rent  due.  To  add  to  her  grief  he 
threatens  to  go  away  to  look  for  work,  and  she  feels  convinced 
that  he  intends  to  desert  her.  Helped  her  with  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily.  Also  ad- 
vised her  to  report  conditions  to  U.  H.  C.  which  Society  might 
take  steps  to  prevent  desertion  of  man. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — First  child.  Family  living  in  three 
nicely  furnished  rooms,  with  sufficient  clothing  for  woman  and 
baby,  and  also  bed-linen.  Patient  very  proud  of  her  com- 
fortable home;  stated  her  mother  had  always  had  the  "  Broome 
Street  doctors/'  and  she  had  learned  from  the  visitor  at  those 
times  what  preparation  should  be  made  for  confinement,  and 
so  was  happy  to  say  that  all  she  required  was  the  care  of  doctors 
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and  nurses  and  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days  as  her  mother  could 
then  take  charge. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street — Eighth  child,  all  girls,  oldest  thirteen 
years.  Man  a  tailor  working  early  and  late,  but  finding  it 
very  hard  to  provide  for  so  many.  Rooms  fairly  comfortable, 
but  food  and  clothing  needed,  and  care  of  scrub- woman  for  a 
few  days.  Very  grateful  for  attention.  Daughter  caring  for 
younger  sisters. 

No.  —  East  7th  Street — Third  child.  Family  living  in  two 
filthy  dark  rooms  back  of  basement  butcher  shop.  Patient's 
bed  against  ice  box.  Rooms  stifling  with  foul  odors,  decayed 
animal  matter,  etc.  Man  a  tailor,  earning  small  wages. 
Family  depressed  by  environment.  Gave  necessary  clothing 
and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make  patients  as  comfortable 
as  possible. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fifth  child.  Woman  a  cripple  and 
subject  to  epilepsy.  Complained  of  poverty  of  family,  al- 
though man  earned  regularly  fifteen  dollars  weekly.  Said 
she  had  recently  learned  that  he  had  another  family  in  this 
City.  Patient  advised  to  make  application  to  Department  of 
Public  Charities,  to  have  some  of  the  children  committed  to  a 
City  institution,  thus  calling  attention  to  man's  neglect.  Gave 
her  clothing  and  food  and  made  her  comfortable  while  ill. 
Also  referred  her  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with 
$5.00  in  cash,  and  warm  bed  covering. 

No.  —  Morton  Street — Second  child.  Very  poor  family, 
living  in  one  attic  room,  with  sloping  ceiling,  under  which  it 
is  impossible  to  stand  upright.  Only  window  a  small  one  in 
roof.  Man  works  occasionally  around  the  market,  earning  barely 
sufficient  to  pay  seven  dollars  a  month  rent,  and  keep  them  in 
food.  Apparently  satisfied  with  conditions,  although  unable 
to  make  any  preparation  for  confinement.  Gave  her  supply  of 
baby  clothes,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  painter  out  of 
employment.     Family  living  in  damp  back  basement,  very 
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dark,  two  smoking  oil  lamps  kept  burning  all  day.  Rooms  and 
people  filthy  and  infected  with  vermin.  Clothing,  food  and 
milk  provided  for  patient.  Much  needed  cleaner  sent  in  daily, 
but  unable  to  make  much  impression  on  conditions. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street — First  child.  Family  of  Russians, 
but  two  days  in  America.  Baggage  still  at  Ellis  Island.  Ab- 
solutely destitute  of  everything.  Mattress  on  floor  on  which 
woman  was  lying,  had  been  loaned  by  neighbor.  Rooms  in 
terrible  condition,  floors  covered  with  lime  and  refuse,  on  ac- 
count of  work  of  plumbers  and  masons,  who  were  engaged  in 
putting  in  plumbing  in  old  rear  house.  Gave  supplies  of 
clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Couple 
overwhelmed  by  kindness  of  Auxiliary.  Unaccustomed  to 
such  treatment  in  their  own  country. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fifth  child,  eldest  seven  years  of  age. 
Man  intemperate,  and  family  very  poor,  living  in  two  miserable 
rooms  in  rear  building.  No  water  in  house,  water  and  waste 
pipes  all  frozen,  and  scrub-woman  obliged  to  carry  supply  from 
adjoining  house.  Man  returned  home  on  second  day  so 
grossly  intoxicated,  that  he  put  his  feet  on  top  of  hot  stove, 
and  burned  them  so  severely  that  he  was  removed  to  hospital. 
Patient  was  aided  with  clothing  and  food,  and  made  as  com- 
fortable as  possible  under  such  conditions.  Case  referred  to 
A. I.C. P.  which  reported  family  known  to  them  and  promised 
to  aid  while  necessary.     Woman  very  thankful  for  attention. 

No.  —  East  7th  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  eleven  years. 
Man  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Earns  a  precarious  living 
by  peddling  coffee.  IT.  H.  C.  pays  rent.  Woman  also  peddles 
when  able.  Very  respectable  appearing  family,  but  evidently 
poor.  Looking]  forward  hopefully  to  the  time  when  children 
become  wage-earners.  Woman  was  given  necessary  clothing 
and  diet  kitchen  relief,  also  care  of  scrub-woman  while  in- 
capacitated.    Very  appreciative  of  all  kindness. 

No.  —  Morton  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  laborer  out 
of  work.  Family  living  in  miserable  dark  basement.  Man 
intemperate,  and  indifferent  regarding  miserable  surroundings. 
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Woman  advised  to  apply  C.O.S.  for  advice  and  help  in  re- 
moving from  present  locality.  Promised  to  do  so  as  soon  as 
able  to  resume  work  as  office  cleaner.  Furnished  her  with 
necessary  clothing  and  nourishment,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily 
to  make  patients  as  comfortable  as  possible  under  such  cir- 
cumstances.    Woman  very  thankful  for  care. 

No.  Allen  Street — Man  a  tailor  earning  small  wages. 

Family  in  America  but  two  months,  and  no  preparation  made 
for  arrival  of  fifth  child.  Furnished  woman  with  all  necessary 
clothing,  also  food  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Couple  very 
grateful  for  professional  care,  as  well  as  attention  of  Ladies' 
Auxiliary. 

No.  -  -  Allen  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor  idle  on 
account  of  strike.  Family  poor,  but  evidently  respectable. 
Said  they  had  been  obliged  to  move  to  miserable  basement 
rooms,  as  they  could  not  afford  former  rent.  Oldest  child, 
eleven  years,  willing  to  help,  but  very  incompetent.  Gave 
patient  clothing,  food,  and  care  of  scrub-woman  for  five  days, 
after  which  relatives  could  manage.  All  very  grateful  for 
attention.  Man  refused  to  apply  to  relief  Societies  as  sug- 
gested. Said  he  could  still  pay  one  month's  rent  (eight  dollars) 
and  hoped  strike  would  soon  terminate. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Third  child,  oldest  three  and  a  half 
years.  Infant  born  with  hare  lip,  and  mother  ill  from  grief 
because  of  it.  Man  working  for  small  wages,  and  family  very 
poor.  Children  all  suffering  for  want  of  clothing.  Same  fur- 
nished by  Auxiliary,  as  well  as  supply  for  patient  and  infant, 
and  place  kept  clean  and  comfortable  until  woman  recovered. 
Referred  case  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  cash, 
and  promised  supply  of  groceries. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street — First  baby.  Family  six  weeks  in 
America.  Man  a  painter  out  of  work,  living  in  two  rooms,  rent 
of  which  is  paid  by  lodgers.  Patient  on  old  cot  in  living  room, 
covered  only  with  a  skirt.  Place  in  filthy  condition,  and  so 
crowded  with  piles  of  old  bedding,  that  it  was  almost  impossible 
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for  scrub-woman  to  make  any  impression  on  rooms.  Woman 
however,  made  comfortable  by  supply  of  clothing  for  herself, 
infant  and  bed.     Very  thankful  for  same. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  -Third  child.  Man  a  laborer,  working 
irregularly.  Family  crowded  in  two  dark  rooms  in  basement 
of  rear  house.  Walls  dripping  with  dampness,  and  floor 
boards  decayed  in  places.  Woman  claimed  to  have  lost 
courage  in  unsanitary  environment.  Promised  to  make  a 
change  when  recovered.  Man  advised  where  to  apply  for 
work.  Given  aid  in  clothing  and  food,  and  cleaner  sent  in 
daily.     Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Scammel  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  dealer  in 
junk.  Basement  filled  with  refuse  and  rags  of  all  kinds. 
Woman  covered  with  filthy  pieces  of  old  horse  blankets. 
Rooms  infected  with  vermin.  Children  sleeping  on  old  clothing 
piled  in  show  window.  Learned  patient  was  suffering  from 
lack  of  nourishment.  Same  furnished,  as  was  also  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant  and  rooms  made  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
Case  reported  to  Jewish  Relief  Society,  which  promptly  aided 
with  cash,  bed-clothing  and  garments  for  older  children. 

No.  -  -  Norfolk  Street  Third  child.  Man  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  Stated  he  had  not  worked  in  two  years.  Woman 
works  when  able,  and  neighbors  have  been  kind.  Assisted 
woman  with  clothing,  food  and  care  of  cleaner,  and  advised 
man  to  make  application  to  U.  H.  C.  for  commitment  to 
sanitorium  at  Bedford,  N.  Y.  Very  thankful  for  suggestion, 
and  for  kindness  to  wife. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street — Third  child.  Miserably  poor  family 
of  Polish  Christians,  living  in  damp  dark  back  basement. 
Lamp  light  always.  Children  look  pale  and  sickly.  Man  earns 
a  precarious  living  by  painting.  Cannot  secure  steady  work, 
as  he  does  not  belong  to  painters'  union.  Woman  given  neces- 
sary clothing  and  food  and  cleaner  sent  in  regularly.  Advised 
to  make  effort  to  leave  unwholesome  rooms.  Very  grateful 
for  care  of  Auxiliary. 
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No.  —  East  3rd  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  of  nine 
living  in  one  room  in  deep  basement,  the  front  part  of  which, 
and  only  window,  is  used  as  a  cobbler  shop.  Almost  impossible 
to  keep  such  a  place  clean,  as  children  carried  litter  of  shoe 
mending  all  through  room.  However,  patient  was  kept  com- 
fortable by  care  of  scrub-woman.  Refused  all  other  assistance. 
Couple  looking  forward  hopefully  to  time  when  two  older 
children  will  become  wage-earners.     Woman  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Second  child.  Family  evidently  very 
poor,  living  in  one  room.  Man  earns  a  little  by  peddling  coal 
by  the  pail.  Keeps  stock  of  about  one  ton  under  only  bed. 
Place  filled  with  black  dust  each  time  he  shovels  out  a  portion. 
No  preparation  made  for  confinement,  and  garments  provided 
by  Auxiliary  black  with  dirt  on  second  day.  Patient  very 
grateful  for  care,  and  considering  herself  and  baby  unusually 
clean  and  comfortable. 

No.  —  Avenue  C — Twins,  making  family  of  nine  children. 
Only  one  child,  a  boy  of  sixteen  years,  old  enough  to  work.  He 
earns  four  dollars  weekly.  Man  earns  from  eight  to  nine 
dollars,  and  family  consider  themselves  quite  well  to  do. 
Occupy  four  small  rooms  in  model  tenement,  which  are  quite 
comfortably  furnished.  Requested  only  care  of  doctors  and 
nurses,  and  one  thorough  cleaning  by  scrub-woman.  Girl  of 
fourteen  years  would  then  care  for  mother. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street— Fourth  baby.  Man  a  tailor.  Family 
]  i ving  in  two  small  rooms.  Woman's  bed  between  kitchen  stove 
and  sink.  Apologized  for  lying  in  kitchen,  by  saying  that  she 
was  obliged  to  rent  the  other  room  to  four  men,  in  order  to 
pay  rent.  Friend  taking  care  of  rooms,  but  refusing  to  care 
for  patient  and  infant.  Cleaner  sent  in  daily  for  same  and 
clothing  for  infant  furnished. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street — First  child.  Man  working  in  a 
factory  at  small  regular  wages.  Family  of  twelve  people 
(nine  lodgers)  in  two  small  rooms.  Boarders  all  sleep  on 
floor,  only  one  bed  in  rooms,  and  that  in  kitchen.  Piles  of 
bedding  and  pillows  in  every  corner.     Gave  patient  assistance 
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in   clothing,   food,    and    care   of   cleaner.     Evident   cause   of 
crowded  conditions  insufficient  income. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  -  Fourth  child.  Woman  a  hunch- 
back, about  thirty-five  years  old,  and  man  about  seventy  years 
of  age.  Woman  stated  man  married  her  for  her  money,  she 
having  about  one  thousand  dollars  at  time  of  wedding.  Says 
he  has  not  earned  a  dollar  since  marriage,  and  her  money  is 
used  up.  Says  man  has  become  lazy,  and  will  not  even  peddle, 
so  she  does  not  know  what  will  become  of  them.  Gave  her 
aid  in  clothing  and  kept  her  clean  during  illness,  and  advised 
her  to  call  at  United  Hebrew  Charities  when  well,  to  ask  for 
advice  relative  to  adjustment  of  family  affairs. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  twelve  years. 
Conditions  miserable.  Man's  earning  insufficient  for  support 
of  such  a  large  helpless  family.  Looking  forward  patiently 
to  time  when  one  or  more  of  his  children  would  become  wage- 
earners.  Very  grateful  for  gift  of  clothing  for  patients,  and 
cleaning  and  care  given  by  Auxiliary  workers. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street—  Tenth  child.  Man  quite  old, 
a  teacher  of  Hebrew,  earning  very  little.  Income  eked  out 
by  keeping  four  lodgers,  making  a  total  of  sixteen  people 
sleeping  in  three  small  rooms.  Two  older  children  are  com- 
mencing to  work,  but  earning  only  small  wages.  No  prepara- 
tion made  for  confinement.  Woman  furnished  with  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days.  Oldest 
girl  at  home  caring  for  rooms. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — First  child.  Patient  came  from 
Chicago,  where  she  has  lived  since  her  marriage,  in  order  to  be 
cared  for  by  "  Broome  Street  doctors,"  who  had  always  at- 
tended to  her  mother.  Had  made  very  comfortable  prepara- 
tion for  confinement,  and  begged. only  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few 
days,  when  mother  would  take  charge. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street — Fourth  child  at  home,  and  four  in  an 
institution.  Woman  stated  she  had  broken  up  home  and 
committed  children,  at  three  different  times  in  effort  to  reform 
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husband,  who  is  now  a  confirmed  drunkard.  Says  when  she 
recovers  she  will  break  up  for  last  time  committing  three  older 
children  to  home,  and  taking  place  at  service  with  infant. 
Very  appreciative  of  care  and  kindness  of  Auxiliary. 

No.  — - ■  East  Houston  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  long- 
shoreman, working  irregularly,  and  spending  earnings  in 
dissipation.  Family  occupying  two  small  rooms,  containing 
only  as  furniture,  an  old"  stove,  two  broken  chairs,  and  a 
soap  box.  Woman  lying  on  a  filthy  comforter  on  floor. 
Learned  from  neighbor  that  woman  also  was  intemperate,  and 
that  she  had  pawned  every  available  article  for  liquor.  Under 
circumstances,  gave  only  clothing  to  make  infant  comfortable. 

No.  —  Hester  Street — Twins,  four  children  in  all.  Man  died 
four  months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Patient  then  went 
to  live  with  her  mother,  who  earns  her  living  by  peddling. 
Says  she  will  take  up  same  work  when  well,  and  continue  to 
live  with  her  mother.  Given  clothing  and  special  nourish- 
ment, and  advised  in  regard  to  placing  of  children  in  day  nur- 
sery.    Very  thankful. 

No.  —  Broome  Street — Sixth  "Broome  Street  baby," 
Man  paralyzed,  and  unable  to  work.  Woman  has  for  years 
earned  a  living  for  family  by  keeping  a  news-stand.  Place  in 
filthy  condition,  only  attempt  at  housekeeping  made  by  small 
girl  of  ten  years.  No  preparation  for  infant.  Gave  neces- 
sary clothing,  food,  and  milk  for  woman,  who  was  very  grate- 
ful.    Cleaner  sent  in  daily. 

No.  --  East  3rd  Street— Seventh  child,  oldest  eleven  years 
of  age.  Man  a  waiter,  very  rarely  at  home,  but  evidently 
doing  his  best  to  keep  family,  which  lives  in  three  nice  clean 
rooms,  and  seems  to  have  all  necessaries.  Patient  had  made 
meagre  preparation  for  one  infant,  but  as  there  were  twins  she 
was  very  grateful  for  outfit  for  one  baby.  Required  only  one 
thorough  cleaning,  and  care  of  doctors  and  nurses. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street— Second  child.  Very  poor  Italian 
family,  only  seven  months  in  America.     Patient  stated   man 
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had  made  every  effort  to  secure  work,  but  failing  and  seeing 
his  family  in  want,  had  become  discouraged,  and  she  feared  he 
had  committed  suicide,  as  he  disappeared  three  months  ago. 
Gave  her  relief  in  clothing  and  food,  and  referred  her  to  Settle- 
ment Day  Nursery  in  vicinity.

Mrs.  E.  B.,  married.  Woman  obliged  to  leave  home  when 
baby  was  two  weeks  old  on  account  of  husband's  brutal  treat- 
ment to  both.  Assistance  given,  also  clothing  for  infant  sent 
to  Emergency  Shelter  until  a  situation  was  found. 

Mrs.  A.  S.,  24  years,  married.  Husband  very  intemperate 
and  worthless.  Woman  decided  to  take  a  situation  as  wet 
nurse  to  support  her  child.  Was  sent  to  a  home  where  a  place 
was  found  for  her. 

Mrs.  M.  L.,  married,  born  in  Canada,  25  years  of  age,  second 
child,  husband  ill  in  hospital.  Patient  was  given  assistance,  also 
sent  to  a  convalescent  home.    Clothing  given  to  infant. 

L.  D.,  20  years  old,  unmarried.  Twins  (girls)  patient  was 
advised  to  go  to  a  home  at  Inwood  to  remain  until  her  babies 
were  old  enough  for  her  to  take  a  situation.  Babies  fitted 
out  with  everything  required. 

Mrs.  H.  D.,  married.  Patient  wanted  to  work  by  the  day 
to  help  her  husband  who  earned  small  wages.  A  Day  Nursery 
was  found  for  the  mother  to  take  her  baby  each  day.  Patient 
very  grateful. 

Mrs.  M.  G.,  26  years  old,  born  in  France,  married  six  years 
to  a  Turk,  deserted  five  months,  lost  first  child  of  three  years. 
Patient  was  on  her  way  to  work  from  Brooklyn,  was  taken  ill 
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at  the  Bridge  and  brought  to  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  It  was 
found  after  she  had  been  in  hospital  some  days  she  had  left 
suit  case  and  clothing.  Everything  was  attended  to  for  patient. 
Assistance  given  mother  and  infant.  Sent  to  Emergency 
Shelter.  When  strong  a  situation  was  found  in  New  Jersey  in 
a  small  family.  Patient  appreciated  all  that  had  been  done 
for  her. 

Committee  No.  I,  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  also  furnished  all  sta- 
tionery required  by  patients,  transportation  to  their  distant 
homes,  and  whatever  orthopedic  appliance  may  be  needed. 

Mrs.  F.  S.,  married,  has  a  sick  husband.  Worried  about 
her  children  at  home.  Family  visited  which  proved  a  great 
comfort  to  the  mother.  Clothing  given  for  infant.  Case 
reported  to  the  United  Hebrew  Charities,  who  took  charge. 

Mrs.  W.  M.,  born  in  Greece,  married.  Patient  had  twins. 
Mother  and  babies  sent  to  a  convalescent  home  to  remain 
until  strong  before  returning  home. 

Mrs.  I.  B.,  Hebrew,  25  years  old,  married.  Husband  out  of 
employment.  Assistance  given,  also  clothing  for  infant. 
Very  much  appreciated. 

M.  F.,  28  years  old,  unmarried,  born  in  Ireland.  Patient 
worried,  thinking  she  would  have  to  surrender  her  infant. 
When  informed  a  situation  could  be  obtained  for  her  as  wet 
nurse,  she  was  very  grateful. 

Mrs.  A.  M.,  born  in  Italy,  married,  has  four  children,  husband 
ill,  oldest  daughter  earning  a  small  amount.  Family  assisted 
while  mother  was  in  hospital,  case  also  reported  to  the  Society 
for  the  Improvement  of  the  Condition  of  the  Out-Door  Poor, 
who  also  gave  groceries. 

Mrs.  L.  S.,  24  years  old,  married  four  years,  deserted  three 
months.  A  situation  was  found  for  patient  through  the  Guild 
of  the  Infant  Saviour  to  enable  her  to  support  infant. 

E.  B.,  20  years,  born  in  New  Jersey,  unmarried.  Before 
sending  patient  to  St.  Andrews'  Convalescent  Hospital,  shoes 
and  underclothing  given  to  patient,  also  clothing  for  infant. 
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A.  G.,  22  years,  unmarried,  born  in  Brooklyn,  patient  wanted 
to  be  sent  to  a  home  to  remain  with  the  Sisters,  went  to  the 
Foundling  Asylum  for  six  months. 

Mrs.  L.  C,  24  years,  married.  Born  in  England,  patient 
obliged  to  come  to  hospital  for  treatment.  Husband  out  of 
employment,  one  child  three  years  sent  to  St.  Barnabas 
House  to  remain  until  his  mother  was  well.  Parents  very 
grateful. 

Mrs.  B.  B.,  age  23  years,  widow.  Husband  having  died  a 
few  months  before  the  birth  of  infant.  Situation  found  as 
wet  nurse.     Patient  most  grateful. 

Mrs.  T.  S.,  age  30  years,  married.  Has  two  children,  2  and 
5  years,  husband  deserted  family,  children  cared  for  at  St. 
Barnabas  House  and  sent  to  the  country  when  patient  left 
hospital.-    Groceries  given  also  assisted  with  rent. 

Mrs.  A.  P.,  married.  Husband  out  of  employment.  As- 
sistance given,  also  clothes  for  infant. 

Mrs.  M.  L.,  married,  deserted,  board  found  for  infant  to 
enable  the  mother  to  work.  Patient  has  been  most  grateful 
for  assistance  received.

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CHARTER    OF    THE    SOCIETY    OF    THE    LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxxiii. 
Lavs  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institution,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
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capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building,  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security, 
or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judg- 
ment which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may 
be  for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it 
may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  pos- 
session shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or 
assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire 
the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after 
the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers; that  the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas 
Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius 
Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Rem- 
sen,  William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton, 
David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel, 
shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority 
of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
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election  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when, 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying 
on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  state. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April, 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  president,  vice- 
president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
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elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices, 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,'  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled  "An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers, and  the  election  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  chapter 
U68,  Laws  of  1897. 

Became  a  law  May  17, 1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty- three  of  the  laws  of 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation,  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
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poration  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the 
said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY=LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NEW   YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  The  time  for  electing  Governors  on  the  day  prescribed 
by  the  Charter  or  for  filling  a  vacancy  among  the  Governors, 
shall  be  from  four  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  and  the  place 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  .the  Board. 

2.  Inspectors  of  Election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board, 
and  they  shall  attend  the  election  and  certify  the  result  in 
writing,  which  certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  and 
recorded  in  its  minutes. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 
1.     If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 
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CHAPTER  III. 
Meeting  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  appointed  by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the 
following  standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Gover- 
nors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the  office 
of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies  occurring 
in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  whenever  they 
may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board: 
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1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 
Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
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vestment  without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running- 
expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  surgeons  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution,  to  supervise  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  to  elect 
other  surgeons  in  their  places. 

2.  These  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the  Medical  Directors 
of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  and  shall  organize  as  such  by  the  appointments  of  such 
officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of 
their  services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
tated to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Director  shall  constitute  an 
advisory  board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 
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5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that 
may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks, 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each-  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 
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11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant 
of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting; 
when  the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the 
Governors  shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By- 
Laws  affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the 
Medical  or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted 
except  after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free, of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in   perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one 
life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed 
during  one  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital presents  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  the  Society 
for  its  One  hundred  and  thirteenth  year: 

We  wish  especially  to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  to  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  and  have  thus  aided 
in  carrying  on  its  work  and  extending  its  usefulness.  By  the 
will  of  Emily  H.  Moir  $10,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Society. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  those  who  by  their  donations  of 
clothes,  flowers,  fruits,  magazines,  etc.,  have  added  to  the  com- 
fort and  happiness  of  the  patients.  To  the  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  active 
work  of  the  Hospital  and  who  have  given  their  time  and  con- 
stant attention,  without  remuneration,  we  wish  to  express  our 
deep  appreciation  of  all  that  they  have  done.  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  has  been  especially  successful  in  raising  funds  for 
its  various  activities,  which  so  admirably  supplement  the  work 
in  which  the  Hospital  is  engaged. 

During  the  past  year  the  New  York  City  authorities  decided 
to  widen  the  roadway  of  Second  Avenue  in  front  of  the  Hospital 
Building,  in  order  to  better  traffic  conditions.  While  it  was 
felt  that  this  part  of  the  City  in  which  so  many  large  hospitals 
have  been  established  should,  if  possible,  preserve  the  quiet 
asp  set  which  has  hitherto  characterized  it,  we  realized  that 
the  plans  of  the  City  could  not  be  permanently  interfered  with. 
The  Hospital  accordingly  undertook  the  necessary  changes  in 
its  boilers,  which  occupied  a  considerable  space  under  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  its  building.  This  necessitated  a  certain  num- 
ber of  structural  changes.  These  proved  very  expensive  and 
the  cost  of  meeting  the  City's  requirements  was  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $14,400. 

So  much  demand  has  arisen  for  rooms  for  the  treatment  of 
private  patients  that  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  increase  the 
size  of  the  private  patients'  pavilion,  and  this  has  been  done, 
and  the  income  derived  from  this  source  will  be  available  for  the 
current  work  of  the  Hospital. 

As  the  Hospital  has  now  been  built  for  upwards  of  ten  years, 
the  Board  of  Governors  believed  that  the  time  had  come  for 
considerable  renovation  and  painting,  and  this  work  has  been 
ordered  and  will  be  carried  out  during  the  coming  year. 
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The  State  Board  of  Charities  has  made  its  annual  inspection 
of  our  hospital  plant,  and  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  its 
equipment  was  certified  as  being  A  1. 

We  are  most  anxious  to  make  new  friends,  and  we  hope  that 
an  examination  of  this  report  will  give  a  better  understanding 
of  the  charitable  work  we  are  doing  and  bring  us  some  measure 
of  the  new  support  which  we  so  greatly  need.  A  large  portion 
of  our  work  is  done  outside  of  the  Hospital  Building,  and  a  ref- 
erence to  the  brief  summary  of  cases  visited  and  relieved  in  the 
Out-door  Department  will  clearly  show  the  great  assistance 
that  this  Society  is  rendering  in  countless  homes  throughout 
our  city.  To  care  for  the  mother  and  new-born  child  is  but  a 
part  of  the  work  when  one  realizes  that  in  so  many  cases  the 
mother  is  the  mainstay  of  the  family,  and  that  the  home  is  not 
only  temporarily  deprived  of  her  services,  but  the  housework 
and  care  of  herself  and  family  must  be  undertaken  by  the  small 
children. 

The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses  under  such  conditions 
not  only  materially  aid  the  patients,  but  their  suggestions  and 
help  tend  to  make  the  burden  lighter  for  the  mothers. 

A  study  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this  and 
other  countries  shows  that  this  hospital  occupies  a  leading  posi- 
tion among  similar  institutions  in  America,  and  if  the  confine- 
ments treated  by  the  Out-door  Department  are  added  to  those 
treated  in  the  Hospital  Building  it  will  doubtless  be  found  that 
in  actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  one  of  the  first 
places  among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

We  wish  to  direct  especial  attention  to  the  endowment  of 
beds  in  perpetuity  in  the  general  wards  of  the  Hospital.  We 
hope  that  many  of  those  interested  in  our  work  may  decide  to 
adopt  this  form  of  increasing  our  permanent  funds.  We  believe 
that  if  this  subject  were  called  to  the  attention  of  many  of 
those  who  have  shown  an  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Hospital 
they  would  be  led  to  adopt  this  form  of  benefaction.  A  person 
endowing  a  bed  in  perpetuity  receives  from  the  Hospital  a  cer- 
tificate acknowledging  the  amount  of  the  donation  and  giving 
the  right  to  the  donor  to  name  patients  to  the  endowed  bed 
during  the  life  of  the  donor,  with  the  privilege  of  transferring 
this  right  either  by  deed  or  by  will.  A  form  of  this  certificate 
is  printed  in  this  year's  report.    • 

To  all  who  may  become  interested  in  the  wo^k  of  this  So- 
ciety we  desire  to  say  that  should  they  caie  to  visit  the  Hospital 
Building,  or  to  have  any  further  information  about  the  details 
of  our  work,  an  opportunity  to  do  so  will  gladly  be  given  upon 
application  being  made  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Hospital 
Building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


The  constantly  decreasing  amount  of  money  obtained  from 
the  City  Treasury  has  unfortunately  made  it  necessary  for  the 
Medical  Board  to  continue  the  same  policy  of  curtailment  as 
to  the  number  of  cases  treated  as  was  adopted  in  the  previous 
year.  This,  together  with  the  constant  effort  to  improve  the 
scientific  work  of  the  Institution,,  has  allowed  of  but  little  change 
in  the  number  of  cases  treated  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Laboratory  has  proved  a  great 
success  and  added  greatly  to  the  facilities  foi  treating  the  many 
serious  cases  which  come  to  this  Institution,  and  although  no 
final  results  have  been  obtained,  a  marked  improvement  has 
been  noted  in  the  general  welfare  of  the  patients  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  most  modern  methods  of  Laboratory  Research. 

Another  very  interesting  feature  which  has  gradually  come 
to  light  is  that  the  cases  sent  into  the  Hospital  for  treatment 
are  in  much  better  condition  than  in  years  before,  when  many 
of  them  came  in  beyond  hope  of  medical  and  surgical  aid. 
This,  we  believe,  is  largely  due  to  the  influence  of  the  Hospital 
for  so  many  of  the  physicians  of  the  City  have  been  resident 
physicians  or  have  taken  the  Course  provided  for  students  that 
they  now  realize  better  than  ever  before  the  necessity  for 
sending  patients  who  are  seriously  ill  into  the  Hospital  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Medical  Board  note  that 
nearly  double  the  number  of  Graduates  have  taken  the  Courses 
in  the  Hospital  as  compared  with  the  past  year.  It  is  this 
class  of  student  which  reflects  the  greatest  credit  to  the  Institu- 
tion, as  they  are  men  who  are  going  out  throughout  the  country 
—many  times  into  isolated  towns  where  skilled  assistance  in 
difficult  confinement  cases  cannot  be  obtained. 

The  publication  of  the  Bulletin  has  continued  to  spread  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  through  many  lands,  as  is  shown  by  the 
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number  of  Medical  Journals  and  Libraries  throughout  the  world 
with  which  copies  of  the  Bulletin  are  exchanged.

The  Hospital  was  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  at  Los  Angeles  by  creditable  exhibits, 
and  many  Bulletins  and  other  pamphlets  were  distributed  to 
men  in  the  far  West. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  for  the  assistance  rendered  by  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  their  able  assistants.  Many  poor  women 
undoubtedly  would  have  succumbed  were  it  not  for  the  timely 
aid  rendered  by  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  after  care  of  both  mother  and  child  who,  after  leaving 
the  Hospital  return  for  treatment,  has  greatly  increased,  the 
Babies'  Class  having  grown  so  large  that  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  curtail  the  number  of  applicants  by  limiting  treatment 
to  children  under  the  age  of  two  years. 
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THE    SOCIETY    AND    ITS    GENERAL    WORK. 


The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  was  organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on 
December  6,  1798,  a  small  fund  being  provided  by  general 
subscription.  A  charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  on 
March  1,  1799.  In  July  of  that  year  the  first  hospital  was 
opened  at  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801,  gave 
place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital, 
maintained  by  the  Society  until  1827.  Prolonged  efforts  to  pro- 
vide a  separate  hospital  having  been  failed,  systematic  work 
was  practically  suspended  for  several  years.  In  1855  the  plan 
of  aiding  women  in  confinement  in  their  own  homes  was  adop- 
ted, and,  as  now  developed  in  the  Out-Door  Department,  has 
become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  Society's  functions  of 
great  magnitude  and  usefulness.  At  first  twenty-five  dollars, 
disbursed  by  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the  limit  of 
expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's  funds 
being  accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891.  This 
fund  was  drawn  upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the 
present  hospital  and  again  to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  first  year  in  the  new  building.  What  remains 
constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of  the  Society. 

In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized 
in  the  previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects 
similar  to  those  of  the  Society,  and  has  opened  quarters  at 
No.  312  Broome  Street,  applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of 
funds.  The  Society  and  the  Dispensary  were  merged  in  Au- 
gust, 1892,  and  established  a  station  at  No.  314  Broome  Street 
which  has  been  continued  ev?r  since  and  is  now  used  as  a 
diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out- 
Door  Department.  The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy 
the  Hamilton  Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second 
Avenue  and  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000  and  to  alter  and  equip  the  building  then  on  the  prop- 
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erty  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The  accommodations  soon  proving 
to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899  entered 
upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which  was  opened 
on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories  in  height, 
occupies  the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue  between 
Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof  throughout 
and  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  beds. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational. 
Through  the  Out-Door  Department  the  Society  provides  care- 
ful medical  attendance  before,  during  and  after  confinement 
to  a  large  number  of  destitute  women  in  their  tenement  homes, 
frequently  under  the  most  pitiable  circumstances,  as  shown  in 
the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor  printed  later  in  this 
report  (pp.  40).  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the  Broome  Street 
sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy  pa- 
tients are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are 
provided  for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of 
the  patients,  and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families. 
Both  the  Out-Door  Department  and  the  In-Door  Department 
at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual  opportunities  to  medical  men, 
students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and  training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical 
and  valuable  aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's 
Committee  for  the  Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situa- 
tions and  decent  lodgings  for  women  discharged  from  the  hos- 
pital, who  have  no  one  else  to  provide  for  them,  so  that  no 
patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs.  The  Commit- 
tee for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients,  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made, 
clothing  provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when 
needed,  and  the  rooms  of  patients  systematically  cleaned  and 
kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the 
suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care  of  the  Society. 
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THE    WORK    OF   THE    SOCIETY 
IN   1910=1911. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1910  to  September  30,  1911,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  6,248  cases. 
The  number  of  births  was  5,228.  The  number  of  births  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns  from  the 
Health  Department,  was  66,388  of  which  40,708  were  reported 
by  physicians  and  25,680  by  midwives.  The  Society  cared 
for  over  7  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  confinements  and 
more  than  12  per  cent  of  those  treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  6,850.  In  the 
Out-door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,599, 
the  number  treated,  3,169,  the  number  of  births  2,929. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was 
3,350,  the  number  received  2,814,  and  the  number  of  births 
2,299.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital  586 
cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the 
full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by 
the  following  table:

Of  5,052  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable, 4,745  lived  in  front,  and  307  in  rear  tenements: 
165  patients  resided  in  basements,  435  in  stoop  floors,  1,017 
on  first  floors,  987  on  second  floors,  924  on  third  floors,  711 
on  fourth  floors,  666  on  fifth  floors,  7  on  sixth  floors,  1  on 
seventh  floor  and  139  were  not  noted.  Husbands  were  un- 
employed in  1,240  instances.  As  indicating  the  needy  char- 
acter of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  tabulated  statements  of 
rents,  earnings  and  occupations  may  be  found  on  pages  34  to 
39.  In  seme  emergency  cases,  and  frequently  in  the  case  of  non- 
English  speaking  applicants,  precise  information  is  not  ob- 
tainable. 

Diet  Kitchen. 

At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  256  families 
and  3,081  loaves  of  bread  and  3,453  quarts  of  milk  have  been 
given  out  at  a  cost  of  $376.64,  an  average  of  $1.50  per  family. 

Educational  Work. 
The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to    99    under- 
graduate and  42  graduate  students  (see  page  23.)     A  three 
months'  course  has  been  given  to  205  nurses  (see  page  25). 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'   Auxiliary  reports  261  members.     Its  agents 
made  15,916  visits,  distributed  7,775   garments,  and  aided 
2,926  families  with  food  or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $166,702.64  as  stated  in 
the  itemized  statement  of  expenses,  an  increase  of  $17,748.36, 
while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has  increased  from  5,998 
to  6,248  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  increased  by  $1.85, 
owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The  average  stay  of  a 
patient  in  the  Hospital  has  been  14  days.  For  the  year  end- 
ing September  30th,  1911,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
working  capacity  of  this  Society,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
appropriation  from  the  City  has  been  smaller  this  year  than  last. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  only  through  the 
continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

CASES  VISITED  AND  RELIEVED 

BY 

THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY. 
Extracts  From  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  —  Stanton  Street — Second  child.  Man  deserted  family 
five  months  ago,  leaving  woman,  who  has  but  one  hand, 
penniless.  Patient's  old  mother  who  is  a  peddler  lives 
with  her,  and  earns  enough  for  food,  while  United  Hebrew 
Charities  pays  rent.  Ladies'  Auxiliary  provided  clothing  for 
woman  and  infant,  also  sent  in  milk  for  one  week  and  scrub- 
woman until  patient  was  up.     Very  thankful  for  assistance. 

No.  —  Willet  Street — Third  child.  Very  poor  family,  man 
sick,  evidently  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  boy  of  four 
and  a  half  years  paralyzed.  Woman  supports  family  when 
well,  but  at  time  of  confinement  destitute.  Gave  her  all  cloth- 
ing needed  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  supply  of  groceries 
and  ordered  milk  for  one  week,  also  sent  woman  to  keep  rooms 
and  clothing  clean  until  patient  recovered,  and  referred  case 
to  Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  Poor  for  further  over- 
sight, and  if  possible,  care  of  invalids. 

No.  —  East  Broadway — Twins,  making  a  total  of  six 
children.  Man  a  tailor  earning  precarious  living  eked  out  by 
small  amount  earned  by  two  boys  who  peddle  with  baskets. 
Family  living  in  two  miserable  rooms.  Very  self-respecting, 
refusing  charity,  and  expecting  to  suffer  poverty  while  educa- 
ting children.  Gave  them  assistance  in  clothing  for  patient  and 
infant,  and  special  nourishment  for  woman.  Also  sent  cleaner 
daily. 
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No.  —  East  33rd  Street— Fifth  child,  oldest  a  boy  of  ten 
years.  Family  very  poor.  Man  having  been  out  of  work 
for  past  six  weeks,  his  business  as  a  driver  for  wholesale  houses 
being  at  present  very  dull  on  account  of  financial  stringency. 
Very  respectable  people,  claiming  to  be  unknown  to  any  char- 
itable organizations.  Helped  them  with  clothing  for  patient 
and  baby,  also  food  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  —  Madison  Street — Triplets,  one  baby  died,  leaving 
seven  children  in  all.  Woman  grieved  over  loss  of  one,  as 
she  expected  to  receive  large  sums  of  money  from  the  public, 
by  advertising  birth  of  triplets.  Man  earns  a  bare  living  by 
working  as  a  tailor,  and  all  are  living  in  three  small  rooms, 
poorly  furnished,  and  children  all  miserably  clothed.  Family 
refused  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  aid,  but  was 
very  grateful  for  care  of  doctors  and  auxiliary. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street — Third  child.  Man  deformed  and 
sick,  unable  to  earn  a  living  for  family.  United  Hebrew 
Charities  pay  rent  and  assist  with  food.  No  preparation  made 
for  confinement.  Gave  woman  clothing  and  special  nourish- 
ment, and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  while  necessary.  Couple  very 
thankful  for  attention. 

No.  —  1st  Street — Triplets,  making  a  total  of  seven  child- 
ren. Man  idle  and  family  very  poor.  Woman  quite  sick, 
unable  to  care  for  three  infants  which  after  a  few  days  struggle 
were  sent  to  the  incubators  at  Coney  Island.  Large  quantities 
of  clothing  were  furnished  by  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  Jewish 
Relief  Society  at  No.  15  Attorney  Street  gave  $8.00  in  cash 
and  clothing  for  woman.  Scrub- woman  sent  in  regularly  for 
fifteen  days.  Learned  recently  that  babies  improved  and  grew 
large  under  incubator  treatment,  but  only  lived  a  short  time 
after  transfer  to  New  York  Foundling  Hospital,  the  last  one 
dying  at  four  and  one  half  months  old. 

No.  —  West  3rd  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  of  many 
colors,  man  black  and  woman  white.  Couple  janitors  of  house 
in  which  they  live  earning  free  rent,  coal  and  gas.     One  child 
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working  earning  $4.00  weekly,  which  sum  with  a  little  laundry- 
work  done  by  woman  supports  large  family.  Gave  supply  of 
clothing  and  food  for  a  few  days  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily. 
Very  thankful  for  kindness  of  Auxiliary  as  woman  claims 
they  are  ostracised  by  neighbors. 

No.  —  Vandam  Street — Second  child.  Family  very  poor 
owing  to  man's  inability  to  work  for  past  five  years,  having 
lost  his  sight  at  that  time.  The  Association  for  Improving 
Condition  of  the  Poor  has  aided  during  these  years  which  com- 
bined with  kindness  of  neighbors  has  enabled  them  to  live. 
No  preparation  made  for  confinement  so  necessary  clothing  and 
nourishment  were  provided,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  barber  with  small 
basement  shop,  and  whole  family  living  in  one  dark  damp  room 
back  of  it.  Oil  lamp  burning  all  day  and  air  stifling.  As 
usual  with  Italians  no  preparation  had  been  made  for  confine- 
ment. Beds  are  usually  clean  and  comfortable  but  the  infant 
is  not  supposed  to  be  clothed  and  the  women  sleep  in  their 
day  clothes;  patient  much  pleased  with  and  very  grateful  for 
supply  of  night  clothes  for  herself  and  outfit  for  baby.  Cleaner 
sent  in  for  several  days. 

No.  —  Greenwich  Street — Second  child.  Family  living  in 
one  furnished  room.  Man  having  been  out  of  work  for 
several  months  on  account  of  injury  to  hand  received  while 
working.  Known  to  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition 
of  the  Poor,  which  society  has  been  aiding  continuously  in  food 
rent  and  clothing  needed  for  confinement.  Required  only 
care  of  scrub-woman  for  seven  days.  Woman  then  expected 
to  go  to  work  as  office  cleaner. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street — Second  child.  Man  deserted  five 
months  ago,  since  which  time  patient  has  been  living  in  a 
cousin's  family,  consisting  of  seven  persons,  making  a  total 
of  ten  people  in  two  small  rooms.  Only  one  bedstead  in  evi- 
dence, and  that  placed  almost  against  kitchen  stove,  and 
occupied  by  patient  and  infant.     Other  members  of  family 
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sleep  on  bed  on  wash  tubs  or  on  floor.  Earnings  of  one  man 
a  laborer  and  his  wife  a  laundress,  support  large  family.  Re- 
quired only  care  of  scrub-woman  for  a  few  days,  for  which 
patient  was  thankful. 

No.  —  Leroy  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  thirteen  years. 
Man  a  window  cleaner  earning  precarious  living  for  large 
family,  crowded  in  three  small  rooms,  in  the  rear,  ground  floor. 
Woman  claimed  she  was  obliged  to  work  and  neglect  her 
family,  in  order  to  keep  them  from  starving.  Much  depressed 
at  outlook  with  infant  to  care  for.  Advised  by  visitor  regard- 
ing industrial  schools  and  day-nurseries  in  neighborhood. 
Gave  her  clothing  to  supplement  meagre  outfit,  which  she  had 
prepared  for  herself  and  infant  and  ordered  a  week's  supply 
of  milk  for  her.  Also  sent  cleaner  daily  while  necessary. 
Very  appreciative  of  kindness. 

No.  —  Grand  Street — Sixth  child,  very  poor  Italian  family. 
Man  a  laborer,  working  irregularly  and  trying  hard  to  sup- 
port children  and  save  money  to  send  for  two  which  they 
were  obliged  to  leave  in  Italy  when  they  came  here  two  years 
ago.  No  clothing  prepared  for  infant  as  woman  intended  to 
roll  baby  up  in  long  band  as  she  had  formerly  done  in  Italy. 
Given  supply  of  our  baby  clothes  and  shown  how  to  use  them ; 
patient  delighted  at  transformation.  Very  grateful  also  for 
care  of  scrub -woman. 

No.  —  West  16th  Street — Sixth  baby,  oldest  eight  years, 
fourth  child  two  years  of  age,  fifth  one  fourteen  months,  when 
sixth  was  born.  Man  a  truck  driver  earning  fair  wages  when 
employed  but  often  out  of  work  for  weeks  at  a  time.  Home 
squalid  and  poorly  furnished,  children  ragged  and  neglected. 
Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant  also  garments  for  children 
of  fourteen  months  and  two  years  and  kept  woman  in  proper 
nourishment  until  recovery.  Also  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily 
and  referred  case  to  Charity  Organization  Society. 

No.  —  Avenue  B — Second  child,  patient,  and  sister  who 
cares  for  her  deaf  and  dumb.     Man  a  laborer  earning  small 
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wages  but  apparently  very  self-respecting  and  women  very 
clean  and  thrifty.  Showed  visitor  supply  of  baby  clothes 
made  of  scraps  and  pieces  of  different  materials  but  well  sewed 
and  very  comfortable.  Very  grateful  for  help  of  scrub-woman 
for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Hudson  Street — Seventh  child,  all  small.  Man  an 
intemperate  longshoreman.  Family  miserably  poor,  living 
in  garret  of  old  fashioned  house,  all  out  of  repair,  water  leaking 
through  roof  and  freezing  icicles  in  halls.  Only  light  in  room, 
window  in  roof.  Woman  works  at  office  cleaning  when  well 
and  children  pick  up  wood  and  coal,  or  go  out  with  baskets 
begging  food.  Learned  on  inquiry  that  they  had  been  aided 
by  various  Charity  societies,  but  as  all  had  recommended 
breaking  up  of  family  woman  did  not  wish  to  be  referred  to 
them.  Gave  her  much  needed  assistance  in  clothing  and  nour- 
ishment, and  sent  in  caretaker  until  sixth  day  when  she  resumed 
work. 

No.  —  West  36th  Street — Second  child,  couple  poor  and 
living  in  one  furnished  room.  Man  a  coachman  for  private 
family  was  injured  in  a  runaway  accident  some  time  ago,  and 
has  not  since  been  able  to  work.  Woman  alone  when  taken 
ill,  attempted  to  go  for  husband  but  was  unable  to  reach  him 
and  child  was  born  on  street.  She  was  carried  to  her  room  by 
strangers  and  telephone  message  brought  Hospital  doctor. 
Woman  very  grateful  for  all  our  attention. 

No.  —  Beach  Street — Third  child.  Man  died  of  tuber- 
culosis seven  months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Patient 
then  went  to  live  with  her  mother,  and  both  worked  at 
day's  work  earning  a  living  for  family.  Every  evidence  of 
extreme  poverty.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement. 
Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  baby  and  sent  in  supply  of  gro- 
ceries and  milk  for  one  week  also  sent  in  scrub- woman  daily, 
as  patient's  mother  was  obliged  to  go  regularly  to  day's  work. 
Very  thankful  for  all  assistance. 

No.  —  Chrystie  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  a  cripple  earning 
a  meagre  living  for  family    by    peddling    vegetables    which 
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when  not  working  he  stores  under  patient's  bed.  Family 
with  two  boarders  living  in  two  small  rooms.  Seemed  desperately 
poor  and  in  need  of  everything.  Provided  woman  with  cloth- 
ing, food  and  milk  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  to  make  patient 
comfortable  and  clean.  Learned  United  Hebrew  Charities  has 
aided   intermittently. 

No.  —  Avenue  A — Second  child.  Man  a  coal  driver  earn- 
ing one  dollar  per  day,  when  working  but  •  frequentty  idle. 
Family  miserably  poor,  living  with  friends,  a  total  of  eleven 
people  in  two  small  rooms.  Given  all  necessary  assistance  in 
clothing,  food  and  milk  and  one  thorough  cleaning  and  wash- 
ing done  by  scrub-woman.  Woman's  mother  will  give  con- 
tinuous care. 

No.  —  Willet  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  second  husband, 
deserted  six  months  ago,  after  having  defrauded  woman  of 
her  savings  of  a  lifetime.  From  the  time  she  married  him  he 
obliged  her  to  go  out  to  earn  their  living  while  he  remained  at 
home.  Woman  assisted  with  all  necessary  clothing  for  her- 
self and  twins,  one  of  whom  died  on  third  day.  Patient  very 
thankful  for  all  kindness,  and  not  inclined  to  beg.  Said  she 
was  only  anxious  to  recover  and  work  for  children.  Ad- 
vised to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  care  during 
convalescence. 

No.  —  Canal  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  miserably  poor, 
living  in  two  back  basement  rooms.  Man  a  peddler,  earn- 
ing very  little.  Children  all  too  young  to  assist.  Woman 
lying  on  bare  spring  of  bed.  Said  she  had  sold  mattress  to 
neighbor,  in  order  to  make  up  last  month's  rent.  Had  on  no 
undergarments  so  kept  on  dirty  black  waist  and  skirt.  Visitor 
prevailed  on  a  neighbor  to  loan  patient  an  old  blanket^ 
to  make  her  more  comfortable,  then  sent  man  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  at  15  Attorney  Street.  Learned  next  morning 
that  they  gave  all  necessary  bedding,  also  supply  of  groceries, 
and  $5.00  in  cash.  Promised  also  to  help  man  to  secure  more 
remunerative  employment.  Ladies'  Auxiliary  gave  necessary 
supply  of  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub- 
woman for  several  days.     Couple  very  grateful. 
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No.  —  Orchard  Street — First  child.  Family  of  Spanish 
Jews  apparently  very  respectable,  but  absolutely  ignorant  as 
to  care  of  infant.  Given  necessary  advice  by  visitor  and  thor- 
ough cleaning  by  scrub- woman.  Mother  and  infant  dressed  in 
colored  silk  gowns,  embroidered  in  gold,  with  peculiar  tinsel 
caps,  and  bed  covered  with  canopy  of  brilliant  colors  and  gilt. 
Most  picturesque  effect  in  two  tenement  rooms,  couple  smil- 
ingly thankful.     Sister  would  take  charge. 

No.  —  Hudson  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  stable-man, 
intemperate  and  abusive.  Woman's  face  and  eyes  discolored 
from  effect  of  beating  given  by  husband  on  day  prior  to  con- 
finement. Says  she  will  have  him  punished  when  she  recovers, 
if  able  to  locate  him,  he  having  disappeared  after  the  assault. 
Assisted  her  with  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and  advised  her  in 
regards  to  prosecution  of  man  for  non-support.  Also  referred 
her  to  Charity  Organization  Society. 

No.  —  East  7th  Street— Eighth  child.  Man  a  stocking 
peddler,  earning  very  little.  Family  very  poor  living  in  two 
dark  back  basement  rooms.  Two  oldest  children  working, 
one  as  a  peddler,  the  other  learning  tailor  trade,  earning  but 
two  dollars  weekly.  Parents  consider  themselves  very  pros- 
perous, having  been  in  America  but  six  months.  Patient  pro- 
vided with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  rooms  and  clothes 
kept  clean  during  woman's  incapacity.  Very  grateful  for  all 
help. 

No.  —  Catharine  Street — Twins,  making  family  of  four 
children,  the  oldest  two  and  one-half  years.  Man  a  tailor 
but  on  account  of  ill  health  working  irregularly.  Said  he 
would  be  tempted  to  commit  suicide  at  appalling  growth  of 
family  but  as  the  twins  are  boys,  he  feels  sure  they  will  bring 
him  good  luck  and  good  health.  As  woman  had  only  made 
meagre  provision  for  one  baby,  sufficient  clothing  was  given 
for  second  one,  and  a  little  to  make  change  for  the  mother. 
Very  self-respecting  people,  and  very  grateful  for  assistance 
and  care  of  cleaner. 
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No.  —  East  6th  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  deserted  about 
three  months  ago,  leaving  woman  penniless.  As  she  was 
strong  and  capable,  she  left  her  children  with  neighbors  and 
went  to  work  in  a  restaurant  kitchen.  This  she  continued  at, 
until  two  days  before  confinement.  Aided  her  with  baby 
clothes  and  sent  in  cleaner,  advising  patient  to  keep  quiet  for 
a  few  days.  When  scrub-woman  made  her  call  on  fourth  day, 
door  was  locked  and  it  was  learned  that  woman  had  resumed 
work. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Second  living  child.  Man  a  long- 
shoreman, working  irregularly,  and  of  intemperate  habits. 
Family  miserably  poor,  living  in  one  room  in  attic,  the  only 
light  in  which,  was  that  of  skylight  of  four  small  panes  in  roof. 
Visitor  unable  to  stand  erect  in  room.  Gave  woman  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily  while  necessary. 
Also  gave  food,  and  advised  woman  in  regard  to  placing  babies 
in  day-nursery  in  order  that  she  may  resume  work  as  office 
cleaner  on  sixth  day.     Very  grateful  for  all  attention. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Family  in  America 
but  four  months,  and  man  earning  very  little  as  peddler. 
Very  poor  and  very  untidy.  Only  covering  over  woman,  an 
old  window  shade,  and  only  garment  on  her,  a  man's  old 
black  coat,  filthy  and  infected.  No  preparation  made  for  in- 
fant. Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  baby  and  put 
clean  sheets  on  bed.  Left  patient  very  happy,  with  promise  to 
send  cleaner  every  day  to  make  her  comfortable. 

No.  —  East  21st  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  hod  car- 
rier out  of  employment  for  past  four  months.  Family  des- 
perately poor,  children  all  under  working  age.  Man  showed 
agent  dispossess  notice,  and  claimed  to  be  penniless.  Advised 
him  to  get  note  from  attending  physician  on  which  to  get  ex- 
tension of  time  from  Court,  and  gave  him  address  of  Charity 
Organization  Society  where  he  might  apply  for  work,  and  as- 
sistance in  month's  rent.  Provided  clothing  and  nourishment 
for  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  scrub-woman  daily.

No.  —  Norfolk  Street — Sixth  child.  Miserably  poor  family. 
Man  an  "  old  clothes  man."  Earns  from  40  to  60  cents 
daily.  Woman  when  well  earns  rent  by  taking  lodgers  who 
pay  her  one  dollar  monthly  for  floor  space.  Family  and 
boarders  occupy  three  small  filthy  rooms,  with  only  one  bed- 
stead. Clothing,  food  and  milk  provided,  and  much  needed 
scrub-woman  sent  in  daily. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street — Twins,  making  a  total  of  six 
children.  Large  family  dependent  on  man's  earnings  as  a 
peddler.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement.  Furnished 
clothing  for  bed,  woman,  and  babies  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
to  care  for  patients  and  untidy  rooms.  Man  evidently  weak- 
minded  and  thriftless.  Refused  to  go  to  Diet  Kitchen  for 
bread  and  milk,  unless  car  fare  was  paid  for  him,  for  distance  of 
only  a  few  blocks.  Scrub- woman  given  permission  to  call  for 
kitchen  relief  each  morning  to  carry  to  patient,  who  was  very 
grateful. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  deserted  four 
months  ago,  claiming  to  be  unable  to  support  such  a  crowd. 
Family  at  time  in  three  small  rooms,  of  which  patient  rented  two 
to  another  family,  which  paid  her  five  dollars,  leaving  her  only 
three  dollars  to  pay  monthly.  She  expects  to  earn  a  living  for 
children,  by  finishing  tailor  work.  Claims  to  be  able  by  work- 
ing early  and  late  to  earn  $3.  weekly.  Gave  her  all  necessary 
relief    and    care    until    recovery. 

No.  —  Canal  Street — Third  "  Broome  Street  baby,"  man 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  now  in  sanitarium,  where  he 
had  been  sent  by  United  Hebrew  Charities.  Woman  earn- 
ing a  living  by  peddling  potatoes,  which  she  buys  by  bag,  and 
sells  in  very  small  portions.  Stock  of  vegetables  under  patient's 
bed,  evidently  decayed,  judging  by  odor.  Rooms  filthy,  and 
work  of  scrub-woman  almost  unavailing.  Case  known  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities,  which  has  frequently  aided.  Provided  all 
necessary  clothing  for  woman  and  infant. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  tailor  deserted 
six  months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.     Patient    dispos- 
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sessed  went  to  live  with  a  sister,  who  with  husband  and  five 
children,  occupy  two  small  rooms,  thus  making  an  aggregate 
of  eleven  people  in  small  apartment.  Furnished  clothing, 
food  and  milk  for  woman,  and  sent  scrub- woman  for  two  days 
when  sister  would  take  charge.  Very  respectable,  grateful 
women. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street— Fifth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  very 
old  and  feeble,  and  nearly  blind.  Family  very  poor,  as  he  is 
unable  to  work.  Woman  keeps  boarders  when  well,  and  in 
that  way  ekes  out  a  living.  Man  given  address  and  advised 
to  call  at  office  of  United  Hebrew  Charities,  and  state  his  case 
as  that  society  would  in  all  probability  assist  his  young  wife 
in  bringing  up  her  growing  family.  Gave  patient  all  necessary 
clothing  and  care  for  which  she  was  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Montgomery  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  painter 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  has  been  unable  to  work  for  past 
year.  Family  now  obliged  to  live  in  one  filthy  room,  under  a 
skylight.  Place  thoroughly  cleaned  and  washing  done  by  scrub- 
woman, and  all  necessary  clothing,  food  and  milk  provided 
for  patient.  Man  also  advised  in  regard  to  treatment  for  his 
illness,  promised  to.  apply  as  directed  to  United  Hebrew  Char- 
ities for  possible  sanitarium  care. 

No.  —  Bayard  Street — Seventh  child.  Man,  woman  and 
four  children  peddlers.  Three  of  them  have  push  carts,  the 
others  only  baskets.  Seem  to  make  a  living,  but  home  and 
children  are  neglected,  and  all  live  in  a  filthy  manner  in  three 
dark  back  rooms  in  an  alley.  No  preparation  made  for  illness 
and  no  clothing  ready.  Gave  outfit  for  baby  and  had  clothing 
for  bed  and  patient  washed,  and  rooms  kept  as  clean  as  possible 
under  such  circumstances. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Twins,  making  a  total  of  six 
children.  Man  a  teacher  of  Hebrew,  earning  a  precarious 
living  by  a  class  of  boys,  which  pays  one  dollar  per  month  each. 
Woman  wTorks  at  day's  work  when  well,  also  keeps  two  board- 
ers. Rooms  poorly  furnished  but  very  clean.  Furnished  cloth- 
ing for  infants  and  sent  in  caretaker  for  several  days.  Couple 
very  thankful  for  attention. 
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No.  —  Cherry  Street — Sixth  child,  all  under  twelve  years. 
Man  struggling  to  make  a  living  by  keeping  coal  cellar,  and 
large  family  crowded  in  two  small  rooms  back  of  it.  Family 
in  America  but  a  few  months,  and  very  well  satisfied  with 
conditions.  Man  compared  treatment  received  by  his  sick 
wife  with  that  formerly  suffered  in  Russia.  Grew  enthusiastic 
over  the  opportunities  of  free  education  for  his  children,  etc. 
in  this  great  "  free  America."  Told  of  his  sufferings  in  his 
own  country  and  of  being  obliged  to  give  away  his  business, 
and  all  his  belongings,  for  barely  sufficient  to  pay  passage  of 
family  third  class  to  this  country.  Very  respectable  couple, 
extremely  thankful  for  clothing  and  food  supplied,  and  care 
of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street — Twins,  eight  children  in  all;  next 
child  to  infants  one  and  one-half  years  of  age,  and  unable 
to  walk.  Man  a  shoe  mender,  has  a  small  basement  shop, 
back  of  which  whole  family  lives  in  two  dark  rooms.  Children 
pale  and  delicate  looking.  Man's  excuse  for  living  in  such 
unsanitary  conditions,  was  that  no  landlord  would  allow 
such  a  large  family  in  two  rooms  on  upper  floors  and  he  could 
not  afford  more.     All  help  given. 

No.  —  Roosevelt  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  driver,  in- 
temperate and  out  of  employment.  Family  living  in  filthy 
furnished  room  in  garret,  with  no  windows  only  light  from  small 
skylight.  Destitute  of  everything.  No  sheets  on  bed.  Agent 
called  on  housekeeper  on  ground  floor  to  learn  reason,  and 
was  told  that  it  was  customary  in  furnished  rooms  to  take  off 
sheets  when  rent  was  not  paid.  Under  these  conditions, 
bedclothing  and  woman's  gowns  were  loaned  until  patient 
recovered,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  daily. 

No.  —  West  Houston  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  laborer, 
working  irregularly  and  earning  small  wages.  Children  all  too 
young  to  assist,  and  woman  unable  to  earn  anything  as  her 
household  duties  are  too  heavy,  she  having  twins  three  years 
of  age,  and  a  child  of  two  years,  besides  infant.  Couple  very 
grateful  for  hospital  care  and  assistance  given  by  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary. 
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No.  —  Ridge  Street — Fourth  child,  Man  and  woman  push 
cart  peddlers.  Family  miserably  poor,  and  rooms  bare  and 
filthy.  Place  and  occupants  infected  with  vermin.  Gave 
clothing  for  bed,  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
to  try  to  make  place  comfortable.  Woman  advised  to  have 
rooms  and  beds  thoroughly  cleaned,  when  recovered,  under 
penalty  of  visit  from  Board  of  Health  inspector.  Learned  on 
later  visit  that  advice  had  been  acted  upon  and  conditions 
much   inproved. 

No.  —  East  33rd  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  blacksmith, 
lately  resumed  work  after  months  of  idleness  during  which 
time  home  was  broken  up  and  four  children  placed  in 
House  of  Industry,  and  one  with  woman's  mother  in  order 
that  patient  might  go  to  work.  No  preparation  made  for  con- 
finement. Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and 
sent  in  cleaner  until  she  recovered.  Said  she  expected  to  re- 
sume work  at  office  cleaning  on  sixth  day. 

No.  —  West  26th  Street — Fourth  child,  colored  family. 
Man  deserted  six  months  ago  leaving  woman  penniless.  Claims 
she  has  paid  $3.00  per  week  to  friend  who  cared  for  children 
while  she  worked  in  laundry  earning  eight  dollars  weekly.  Has 
managed  to  pay  rental  of  ten  dollars  monthly  and  support 
children,  but  is  much  discouraged  at  prospect  of  earning  living 
and  caring  for  infant.  Advised  relative  to  day  nurseries  in 
vicinity  and  Industrial  schools  for  older  children.  Woman 
very  self-respecting,  asking  only  chance  to  work  for  family. 
Gave  her  some  assistance  in  clothing,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman 
for  one  week,  when  visitor  found  her  up,  finishing  family  wash 
which  she  had  taken  in  prior  to  confinement.  Cleaner  kept 
on  for  extra  half -day  to  help  her  and  carry  it  home  for  her, 
as  she  was  in  sore  distress  for  money  earned  in  order  to  pay 
rent. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
having  been  in  America  but  short  time,  and  earning  very  little 
while  learning  trade  of  shirt-maker.  No  preparation  made  for 
confinement.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
also  week's  supply  of  milk,  and  sent  in  caretaker  daily. 
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No.  —  Attorney  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  very  des- 
titute. Man  insane,  has  been  committed  to  asylum  several 
times,  and  under  treatment  partially  recovers  and  is  allowed 
to  return  home.  Woman  tries  to  make  a  living  by  peddling 
and  keeping  lodgers,  although  home  consists  of  but  two  rooms. 
Gave  patient  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  scrub- 
woman daily  to  make  them  comfortable ;  also  advised  neighbor 
to  appeal  for  woman  to  Jewish  Relief  Society  which  she  did  and 
a  member  called  and  gave  $5.00  cash  and  bedclothing.  Patient 
more  than  grateful  for  efforts  in  her  behalf. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street — Second  child,  man  in  sanitarium 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Family  consequently  poor,  and 
dependent  on  charity.  Learned  United  Hebrew  Charities  pays 
rent,  and  gives  food.  Patient  and  infant  needed  clothing, 
which  was  furnished  by  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  on  notification 
Jewish  Relief  Society  gave  $5.00  and  promised  to  aid  with  bed- 
clothing.     Woman  very  appreciative. 

No.  —  East  10th  Street — Fifth  child,  oldest  nine  years  of 
age.  Man  died  three  months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute. 
Woman  has  kept  lodgers,  and  peddled  in  order  to  earn  food, 
while  United  Hebrew  Charities  paid  rent.  Appeared  discour- 
aged at  outlook,  feared  she  would  not  be  able  to  earn  a  living, 
while  caring  for  infant.  Given  advice  relative  to  and  addresses 
of  day-nurseries;  also  provided  necessary  clothing  for  patient 
and  baby,  and  sent  in  cleaner  to  make  them  comfortable  while 
confined  to  bed.     Woman  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Seventh  child,  all  small,  couple 
kept  a  little  candy  store  in  basement,  and  lived  in  two  dark, 
damp  rooms  in  the  back.  Lamp  burns  all  day,  vitiating  the 
air,  and  children  look  pale  and  weak  from  unsanitary  conditions. 
Man  unable  to  work  at  trade  as  tailor,  on  account  of  failing 
sight.  Assisted  woman  with  clothing  and  care  for  a  few  days 
for  which  she  was  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Broome  Street — Two  children,  parents,  and  three 
boarders,  living  in  two  small  rooms.     Only  one  bedstead  in 
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apartment  and  bedclothing  and  mattresses  piled  up  in  every 
corner.  Man  works  at  paper  boxes,  earning  very  little.  Gave 
clothes  for  patient  and  infant,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  until 
fifth  day  when  woman  was  found  up,  walking  around  in  bare 
feet.  Weather  very  cold.  Claimed  she  could  not  afford  to 
waste  more  time  in  bed.  Advised  regarding  later  results  of 
such  action. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street — Seventh  child,  four  of  them  "Broome 
Street  babies."  Man  a  buttonhole  maker,  earning  very  small 
wages.  All  living  in  two  dirty  rooms.  Girl  of  fourteen 
years  at  home  to  help  mother  to  cook  for  six  men  boarders. 
Woman  claims  this  is  only  way  she  can  earn  sufficient  to  eke 
out  living  for  large  family.  Son  and  daughter  in  High  School, 
the  former  hoping  soon  to  enter  college  to  take  law  course. 
Very  thankful  for  care  of  Auxiliary  during  woman's  inca- 
pacity. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  a  junk  dealer. 
Rooms  dark  and  damp,  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house.  In  filthy 
condition,  man's  stock  in  trade  stored  everywhere,  even 
under  patient's  bed.  Almost  impossible  to  make  woman  and 
baby  comfortable  under  such  conditions.  Patient,  however, 
very  appreciative  of  effort,  and  thankful  for  clothing  and  nour- 
ishment provided. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  only  three 
months  in  America.  Man  peddles  horsewhips,  says  he  man- 
ages to  earn  food,  and  his  wife  when  well  earns  rent  as  janitress 
of  tenement.  Learned  from  girl  of  twelve  years,  that  during 
mother's  illness  she  was  obliged  to  care  for  tenement,  as  well 
as  own  rooms.  Sent  in  scrub-woman  daily  to  instruct  and  as- 
sist child  in  heavy  work,  and  also  provided  clothing  for  patient 
and  infant,  the  latter  of  which,  woman  considered  superfluous, 
although  much  pleased  when  baby  was  di'essed. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Second  child.  Man  a  painter,  work- 
ing irregularly  and  earnings  insufficient  for  care  of  young 
family  and  his  mother,  the  latter  caring  for  rooms  but  evi- 
dently unaccustomed  to  care  of  infant.     Cleaner  sent  in  to  care 
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for  patient  and  infant,  and  assistance  given  in  clothing. 
Learned  when  calling  at  house  on  third  day,  that  patient  had 
gone  with  infant  to  visit  sister  in  Brooklyn. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Sixth  baby.  Man  a  tailor  not 
working  on  account  of  a  strike.  Woman  boasts  of  having  had 
Broome  Street  doctors  for  all  her  children  during  past  ten  years, 
and  although  now  able  to  pay  a  woman  a  small  sum  to  care  for 
house,  still  depends  on  them  when  in  distress.  Require  only 
supplementary  relief  in  clothing,  and  caretaker  for  a  few  days. 
Thoroughly  appreciate  attentions  of   hospital   and  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  7th  Avenue — Sixth  child.  Man  died  six  months 
ago  leaving  woman  penniless.  Oldest  child  eleven  years  of 
age.  Shortly  after  his  death  when  threatened  with  eviction, 
patient  went  to  live  with  a  family  of  friends,  to  reduce  expenses. 
The  rent  of  four  small  rooms,  thirteen  dollars  monthly  thus 
shared  by  two  families,  aggregating  fourteen  people.  Woman 
claims  to  have  earned  food  for  children  by  finishing  tailor  work. 
Case  known  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  which  society  has  aided  since  death 
of  man.  Auxiliary  provided  necessary  clothing  for  patient  and 
infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  regularly,  as  the  other  woman  in 
household  went  out  to  day's  work. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street — Four  children.  Baby  dead.  Family 
miserably  poor,  having  been  burned  out  just  one  week 
prior  to  confinement,  losing  everything.  Kindness  of  poor 
neighbors  provided  an  old  bedstead  and  mattress,  and  comfor- 
ter. Auxiliary  furnished  sheets  and  clothing  for  patient.  Also 
sent  in  groceries  and  week's  milk  supply  ordered.  Man  out  of 
work,  sent  with  note  to  Charity  Organization  Society  asking 
assistance  in  securing  same.  Couple  very  thankful  for  timely 
assistance. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  dealer  in 
second  hand  clothing,  occupying  front  basement  with  busi- 
ness and  large  family  living  in  back  part,  screened  off  from  shop 
by  cotton  curtain,  to  form  one  large  room.  Place  filthy  and 
dark,  oil  lamp  burning  continuously.     No  preparation  made 
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for  confinement.  Gave  patient  garments  for  herself  and  infant 
and  sent  scrub-woman  daily  to  try  to  keep  bed  and  patients 
comfortable. 

No.  —  Roosevelt  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  truckman 
out  of  employment  on  account  of  intemperate  habits.  Family 
wretchedly  poor,  living  in  one  attic  room,  lighted  only  by  small 
skylight.  No  water  in  room,  same  to  be  carried  up  three 
flights  and  only  obtainable  by  housekeeper's  permission,  when 
rent  of  room  is  paid  promptly.  Failure  to  pay  cutting  off  water 
supply.  Very  difficult  for  scrub-woman  to  do  work,  as  neces- 
sary supply  must  be  carried  over  roof  from  next  house.  Wo- 
man and  baby  made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  with  relief 
in  clothing  and  food. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  woman 
four  months  ago,  leaving  city  with  a  girl  friend  of  the 
family.  Told  his  wife  before  leaving  that  he  could  not  stand 
any  addition  to  the  family  and  that  he  intended  to  return  to 
Europe  to  the  two  children  he  had  been  obliged  to  leave  there 
when  he  came  to  America.  Patient  aided  with  all  necessary 
clothing  and  milk  supply  and  other  special  nourishment.  Also 
advised  to  report  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  as  soon  as  re- 
covered and  to  ask  their  assistance  in  locating  and  punishing 
man  for  neglect  of  family. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  living  in  one 
furnished  room  in  garret.  Apparently  very  poor,  needing 
everything  for  comfort  of  patient  and  infant.  Man  a  long- 
shoreman working  irregularly  and  spending  earnings  in  dissipa- 
tion. Woman  evidently  respectable  working  very  hard  as  office 
cleaner  when  well,  practically  supporting  family.  Advised  by 
agent  to  take  measures  to  compel  man  to  assume  responsibility. 
Very  grateful  for  clothing  and  special  nourishment,  and  care 
of  cleaner. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  living  in 
stable  with  horses  in  stalls  at  one  end  and  hay  piled  up  in  all 
corners,  man  earning  very  little,  caring  for  horses,  was  evicted 
from  previous  home  for  non-payment  of  rent,  and  glad  of  op- 
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portunity  to  live  rent  free.  Children  all  small,  claiming 
mother's  undivided  attention.  No  preparation  made  for  ill- 
ness. Woman  very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing  and  food 
and  care  of  scrub- woman  while  incapacitated.  Advised  by 
agent  to  call  on  Charity  Organization  Society  to  state  circum- 
stances, and  ask  for  supplementary  relief  until  older  children 
become  of  working  age. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Fifth  living  child;  also  four  step- 
children, and  patient's  old  mother  and  father,  making  a  total  of 
thirteen  people  living  in  three  small  dark  basement  rooms. 
Asked  why  they  lived  in  cellar,  woman  stated  they  would  not 
be  allowed  to  live  upstairs  with  such  a  large  noisy  family. 
Man  complained  of  automobiles  having  ruined  his  business, 
peddling  horse  blankets.  Patient  needing  everything  to  make 
her  comfortable.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  kept  place  clean  during  illness. 

No.  —  East  7th  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  of  ten 
persons  living  in  two  small  back  rooms.  Man  an  Italian  barber 
with  very  small  shop  in  front  room.  Says  he  is  obliged  to  work 
early  and  late  in  order  to  earn  support  of  large  family,  and  pay 
rental  of  twenty  dollars  monthly.  Very  self-respecting  family 
and  contented  with  conditions.  Do  not  expect  to  live  differ- 
ently until  children  become  wage-earners.  Begged  only  for 
continuous  care  of  cleaner  as  man  could  not  afford  to  pay 
woman  to  care  for  wife.  Very  thankful  for  attentions  of 
hospital  and  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Hudson  Street — Tenth  child,  only  two  of  whom  are 
living.  Family  very  poor.  Man  a  longshoreman  working 
occasionally  and  all  living  in  one  furnished  room.  Woman 
works  at  office  cleaning  when  well  and  claims  neglect  of  child- 
ren caused  their  death.  Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant, 
also  sheets  for  bed,  as  owing  to  arrears  of  rent,  housekeeper 
would  not  furnish  bedclothing.  Also  provided  milk  and  care 
of  cleaner.     Very  thankful  for  assistance. 

No.  —  Market  Street — Ninth  living  child;  oldest  thirteen 
years  of  age.     Family  miserably  poor,  man's  earnings  as  tailor 
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being  insufficient  for  support  of  large  family,  living  in  a 
dark,  damp  basement,  owing  to  refusal  of  landlord  to  allow 
so  many  children  in  three  rooms,  on  upper  floors.  Very  grateful 
for  much  needed  assistance  in  clothing,  food  and  care  of  cleaner. 
Girl  of  thirteen  kept  home  from  school  to  assist  mother,  ad- 
vised in  regard  to  making  application  for  admission  to  evening 
school. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  painter  long 
unemployed,  because  of  inability  to  belong  to  trades-union. 
All  living  in  one  small  dark  room,  for  which  he  pays  six 
dollars  monthly.  Says  he  has  tried  to  make  a  living  by  street 
peddling,  but  has  been  unsuccessful.  Gave  clothing  for  patient 
and  infant,  and  made  them  as  comfortable  as  possible  under 
circumstances.  Also  advised  man  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities  for  assistance  in  securing  work  to  support  family. 
Very  thankful. 

No.  —  Chrystie  Street — Fifth  child,  two  of  whom  are  in 
an  institution,  man  having  deserted  his  family  seven  months 
ago.  United  Hebrew  Charities  Society  is  paying  rent  and  al- 
lowing two  dollars  per  week  for  food.  Patient  has  living  with 
her,  her  old  father  and  mother,  and  she  expects  to  leave  infant 
with  them,  and  go  out  to  work  in  a  few  days.  Found  her  in 
need  of  clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  same  was  provided. 
Also  gave  address  of  Jewish  Relief  Society  which  aided  with 
$5.00  in  cash.     Woman  very  appreciative. 

No.  —  Columbia  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor 
and  rooms  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house  cold  and  miserable. 
No  fire  in  stove,  and  only  covering  over  woman  and  baby  an 
old  black  coat  belonging  to  man.  Patient  a  young  woman, 
suffering  from  asthma,  and  man,  very  old,  and  a  hunchback, 
earning  a  few  cents  a  day  by  peddling  apples.  Gave  patient 
clothing  for  herself,  also  for  bed  and  baby  and  notified  Jewish 
Relief  Society  which  aided  with  $5.00  in  cash,  and  comforter 
for  bed.  Woman  unable  to  express  thanks  for  attention  of 
societies. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Ninth  living  child  of  second  mar- 
riage.    Man    very   old,    and    woman    quite    young.      Claims 
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she  married  him  to  take  care  of  his  ten  children  by  first  wife. 
They  are  all  married  now,  and  are  too  poor  to  help  her.  Man 
a  teacher  of  Hebrew  earning  very  little,  and  support  of  large 
family  is  eked  out  by  earnings  of  boy  of  fourteen  years  ($2.50 
weekly)  and  patient  who  finishes  shop  work  when  well.  Very 
grateful  for  supplementary  relief  in  clothing  for  infant,  and  care 
of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  Market  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  living  in  two 
small  rooms  back  of  butcher  shop.  Place  cold  and  damp  from 
effect  of  ice  house  which  is  one  wall  of  patient's  bedroom.  Man 
deserted  five  months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman 
claims  she  managed  to  support  family  by  peddling,  and  keep- 
ing lodgers  until  very  near  confinement.  Expects  to  resume 
work  in  a  few  days.  Very  grateful  for  all  assistance.  When 
recovered  will  endeavor  to  locate  man,  and  have  him  punished 
for   non-support. 

No.  —  East  12th  Street — Twins,  making  in  all  six  children. 
Man  a  bartender  doing  very  little  for  family  and  oldest 
child  earning  three  dollars  weekly.  Woman  apparently  re- 
spectable but  very  poor.  Rooms  clean  but  furniture  broken 
and  worthless.  Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  babies,  and  sent 
in  special  nourishment  and  milk  for  woman.  Scrub- woman 
needed  for  a  few  days,  when  girl  of  twelve  years  took  charge. 

No.  —  Leroy  Street — Fourteenth  child,  nine  of  whom  are 
living.  Man  a  chair-caner,  working  occasionally,  and  earn- 
ing but  a  trifle.  Oldest  boy,  aged  sixteen  working,  earning 
four  dollars  weekly.  Woman  takes  a  few  lodgers  when  well 
to  help  pay  rental  of  three  small  rooms.  Needing  everything 
for  comfort  of  patient,  clothing  and  special  nourishment 
provided,  and  scrub-woman  keeping  place  clean  as  long  as 
necessary. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  works  in  a  factory 
earning  small  but  steady  wages.  Family  and  seven  boarders 
living  in  two  rooms,  dark  and  filthy,  on  ground  floor  of  rear 
house.  All  sorts  of  beds  and  cots  in  rooms,  almost  impossible 
to  walk  through.      No  preparation  made   for  illness,  patient 
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claiming  she  had  no  time,  and  expected  baby  to  die.  Helped 
her  out  with  all  necessary  clothing  and  ordered  milk  supply  for 
one  week.     Very  appreciative  of  kindness. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  five  months 
ago,  leaving  family  destitute;  woman  claims  she  has  managed 
by  day's  work  and  keeping  lodgers  to  hold  family  together  but 
is  much  discouraged  by  present  conditions.  Gave  her  all  nec- 
essary clothing  and  care,  and  advised  her  to  make  application 
to  Dept.  of  Dependent  Children,  for  temporary  commitment  of 
three  boys;  very  grateful  for  care  and  advice. 

No.  —  East  33rd  Street — Ninth  living  child,  only  two 
of  whom  are  living  with  patient  who  is  too  poor  to  care  for 
more.  Seven  are  distributed,  among  institutions  and  relatives, 
and  family  occupy  but  one  furnished  room.  Man  a  laborer, 
working  intermittently  and  woman  doing  day's  work  when  well. 
Says  she  has  always  resumed  work  when  babies  Were  one  week 
old  and  still  appears  to  be  healthy  and  strong.  Very  grateful 
for  clothing  provided,  and  service  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  Baxter  Street — Third  child.  Man  idle  for  past 
three  months,  claiming  he  lost  his  work  as  cigar-maker,  be- 
cause he  was  implicated  in  a  recent  strike.  Family  poor,  living 
in  two  small  rooms.  Woman  up  on  second  day  making  ciga- 
rettes. When  remonstrated  with  and  advised  to  return  to  bed, 
said  her  husband  had  compelled  her  to  resume  work  to  earn 
food  for  family.  Gave  her  clothing  for  baby,  and  sent  scrub- 
woman to  do  heavy  work,  and  washing  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  West  18th  Street — First  child.  Woman  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  man  nineteen.  Living  in  one  furnished  room 
for  which  they  pay  two  and  a  half  dollars  weekly.  Man  a 
driver  working  irregularly,  and  couple  apparently  very  poor. 
Given  required  clothing  and  care,  and  advised  to  make  effort  to 
get  their  own  home,  if  only  two  rooms.  Seemed  to  appreciate 
advice,  and  promised  to  do  so. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  very  poor, 
all  crowded  in  two  small  dark  basement  rooms,  the  only  window 
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of  which  was  occupied  by  man  as  a  cobbler.  Rooms  as  clean  as 
possible  under  such  circumstances.  Couple  self-respecting  and 
doing  their  best  with  small  income.  Looking  forward  hope- 
fully to  time  when  children  will  become  wage  earners.  As  old- 
est child  is  only  twelve  years  of  age,  there  is  still  much  hardship 
in  store  for  them.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing, 
nourishment  and  care. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Fourth  child;  family  living  in  two 
poorly  furnished,  untidy  rooms.  Man  a  coat-maker,  un- 
employed this  being  the  dull  season.  Showed  agent's  dispossess 
notice  and  was  advised  to  go  with  same  to  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  asking  relief  in  rent.  Woman  anxious  and  distressed 
over  conditions;  up  on  second  day,  trying  to  work.  Given 
necessary  assistance  and  advised  to  return  to  bed,  as  Court 
would  not  take  action  under  ten  days  on  account  of  her  illness. 
Left  family  comforted,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Learned 
on  second  visit  couple  had  been  aided  by  Hebrew  Relief  So- 
ciety. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Man  a  waiter  out  of  employment, 
and  family  miserably  poor.  Living  in  two  crowded  dirty  rooms, 
destitute  of  everything  with  which  to  make  patient  comfortable. 
Gave  her  neccessary  clothing  and  provided  garments  for  infant 
and  bed.  Week's  supply  of  milk  also  ordered  for  woman,  and 
scrub-woman  sent  daily. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Fifth  child:  family  miserably  poor. 
Man  an  intemperate  longshoreman,  working  irregularly  and 
squandering  his  earnings.  Woman  evidently  respectable,  and 
working  hard  to  support  family  when  able.  Rent  in  arrears, 
and  patient  advised  to  let  the  law  take  its  course,  suffering 
eviction,  and  placing  children  in  institution,  when  City  would 
take  up  case,  and  compel  man  to  pay  stated  amount  each  month 
for  care  of  his  children  under  penalty  of  a  term  in  workhouse. 
Promised  to  do  as  advised.  Gave  her  all  necessary  assistance 
in  clothing,  food  and  care. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street — Seventh  child ;  oldest  twelve  years. 
Man   a  tailor  struggling  hard   to   make  a  living    for    large 
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family.  Living  in  three  small  rooms,  fairly  clean.,  but  desti- 
tute of  every  comfort  for  sick  woman.  Furnished  her  with 
clothing  and  special  nourishment,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
for  nine  days;  very  grateful  for  assistance. 

No.  —  East  27th  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor. 
Man  at  Otisville  Sanitarium,  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
Woman  worked  as  long  as  able,  but  has  recently  been  aided  by 
Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  Poor.  Auxiliary  gave 
her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  and  assisted  with  cleaning 
for  a  few  days,  Henry  Street  nurse  taking  charge  of  bed  and 
patients.     Woman  very  thankful  for  all  attention. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  teacher 
of  Hebrew,  occupying  best  of  three  small  rooms  as  class-room. 
Claimed  to  have  fourteen  boy  pupils,  each  of  which  paid  one 
dollar  per  month  for  instruction.  Children  all  small  and  wo- 
man obliged  to  eke  out  income  by  doing  day's  work  when  well. 
Family  very  poor  but  self-respecting.  Very  grateful  for  cloth- 
ing, food  and  care  provided  during  illness,  but  declined  to  have 
their  case  reported  to  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  —  Grand  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  laborer,  who  had 
been  idle  for  several  months,  only  securing  work  three  weeks 
before  woman's  confinement.  Found  patient  quite  ill,  and  in 
tears,  because  husband  had  given  up  his  position,  when  she 
could  not  get  up  on  second  day  to  cook  his  breakfast.  Advised 
to  break  up  home  and  place  children  in  institution,  rather  than 
work  at  days  work  to  support  man  who  will  not  care  for  her 
when  ill.  She  promised  to  do  as  suggested,  and  was  given 
address  of  Charity  Organization  Society,  to  which  she  will  apply 
when  well.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  given  by  Ladies' 
Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  peddler 
earning  very  little  as  he  is  almost  totally  blind.  United  He- 
brew Charities  pays  rent,  also  gives  a  trifle  toward  support  of 
large  family,  all  under  working  age.  Couple  self-respecting 
and  feeling  keenly  the  necessity  of  accepting  charity.  Very 
grateful  for  attention  of  scrub-woman  during  illness. 
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No.  —  Stanton  Street— Third  child.  Man  deserted  wo- 
man five  months  ago,  leaving  her  penniless  in  furnished  room. 
She  worked  in  a  factory  while  well,  paying  neighbor  to  care 
for  her  children.  For  past  two  months  has  been  dependent 
on  poor  friends  who  have  kept  her  from  starving.  Gave  her 
clothing  and  nourishing  food  until  recovered,  neighbor  attend- 
ing to  cleaning.  Will  try  to  locate  man  and  compel  him  to 
support  family  on  advice  of  agent. 

No.  —  East  9th  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  presser,  earn- 
ing small  wages.  Income  eked  out  by  keeping  boarders, 
ten  of  whom  with  family  of  five  occupy  three  rooms.  Old 
woman  helping,  but  able  only  to  attend  to  cooking  for  great 
number  of  people.  Seeing  patient  neglected,  scrub- woman 
was  sent  in  to  care  for  her  regularly,  and  clothing  was  provided 
for  patients,  as  no  preparation  had  been  made  for  illness. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  six  weeks 
prior  to  woman's  confinement  leaving  her  destitute,  as  he 
had  been  long  ill.  Neighbors  started  a  subscription  and  raised 
sufficient  money  to  pay  one  month's  rent.  No  preparation 
made  for  illness.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself,  bed  and  infant, 
also  cared  for  her  while  necessary.  Advised  her  to  make  ap- 
plication to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  continuous  relief 
until  able  to  work. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  of  six,  and 
seven  boarders,  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Crowded  and 
dirty.  Great  piles  of  soiled  bedding  and  old  clothes  in  corners 
during  day.  Same  thrown  on  floor  at  night  for  accommodation 
of  boarders.  Man  a  peddler  earning  very  little  money,  claims 
that  only  by  keeping  boarders  can  he  afford  to  pay  fourteen 
dollars  rental  for  three  rooms.  Given  assistance  in  clothing 
and  service  of  scrub-woman. 

No.  —  Bank  Street — Third  child.  Family  very  poor  living 
in  one  furnished  room.  Man  a  driver,  unable  to  secure  work, 
because  of  epilepsy.  Claims  to  have  earned  a  few  dollars 
shovelling  snow  but  is  unable  to  collect  same  at  once;  place  very 
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cold,  no  fire  in  stove,  and  family  hungry.  Visitor  ordered  coal 
and  wood,  also  supply  of  groceries,  and  milk,  and  left  them  com- 
fortable and  happy,  and  more  than  grateful.  Case  referred  to 
Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  the  Poor,  which  society 
will  keep  oversight,  and  endeavor  to  find  suitable  work  for 
man.     Cleaner  sent  in  daily  until  woman's  recovery. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Fifth  child.  Man  in  jail  to  serve 
out  sentence  for  grand  larceny.  United  Hebrew  Charities 
pays  rent  and  woman  ekes  out  a  living  by  keeping  lodgers  and 
peddling.  Jewish  Relief  Society  sent  clothing  and  gave  $5.00 
in  cash.  Auxiliary  gave  outfit  for  infant  and  sent  cleaner  daily 
for  which  attention  patient  seemed  to  be  very  thankful. 

No.  —  West  27th  Street— Third  child.  Man  a  laborer 
out  of  employment  showed  agent  dispossess  notice.  No  food 
in  sight  and  Diet  Kitchen  relief  owing  to  distance,  unavailable. 
Sent  in  at  once  supply  of  groceries  and  ordered  week's  supply 
of  milk  and  advised  man  to  get  note  from  visiting  physician 
to  prevent  eviction  until  woman's  recovery,  also  to  apply  at 
once  to  Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  Poor  for  work 
for  himself  and  if  possible  assistance  in  one  month's  rent. 
Learned  on  second  visit  that  family  had  been  aided  with  food, 
rent  and  coal  and  that  man  had  been  given  temporary  work. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fifth  baby.  Man  a  janitor  who 
receives  for  services,  rent  of  two  small  back  rooms.  Only  one 
year  in  America  from  Russia.  Considers  himself  very  pros- 
perous. Earns  food  for  family  by  peddling  vegetables,  and  rent- 
ing floor  room  to  lodgers  at  one  dollar  each,  monthly.  Corners 
piled  with  bedding  only  one  bedstead  in  rooms.  Place  filthy 
and  unsanitary,  needing  thorough  cleaning  which  was  given. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street — Third  child.  Man  deserted  family 
five  months  ago,  saying  he  could  not  support  such  a  large 
family  and  would  go  back  to  Europe  to  his  parents.  Patient 
learned  later  that  he  had  eloped  with  woman  who  had  no  child- 
ren. Family  being  destitute  and  about  to  be  dispossessed. 
Woman  sublet  two  rooms  to  another  family  making  a  total  of 
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fourteen  people  in  three  small  rooms.  Place  very  untidy  and 
overcrowded  and  patient  in  need  of  everything.  Sent  clothing 
and  special  nourishment  and  given  care  of  scrub- woman  until 
recovered. 


No.  —  Delancey  Street — Three  children.  Infant  died  at 
birth.  Man  a  capmaker,  working  only  in  busy  season;  rooms 
poorly  furnished  and  very  dirty.  All  necessary  clothing 
for  patient  and  bed  provided,  but  woman  was  not  satisfied. 
Begged  continually  for  babyclothes.  When  questioned  as  to 
need  for  them  said  she  wished  to  keep  them  in  house,  in  order 
to  prevent  growth  of  family.     Scrub-woman  needed  daily.

Mrs.  A.  K.,  23  years,  born  in  Russia.  Three  years  in  the  U.  S.

Patient  veiy  anxious  to  return  home  having  left  child 
with  a  friend.  Agent  went  with  mother  and  infant  to  Grand 
Central  station,  bought  ticket  and  waited  until  patient  was 
on  train  having  put  her  in  charge  of  conductor.  Clothes  given 
for  baby.     Mother  very  grateful. 

Mrs.  McC,  23  years,  born  in  Ireland,  married.  Had  three 
children.  Mother  obliged  to  come  to  Hospital  for  an  operation. 
Husband  being  out  of  employment  could  not  keep  the  two 
oldest  children;  they  were  cared  for  by  St.  Barnabas  Home, 
youngest  child  of  three  months  allowed  to  come  with  mother. 
When  ready  to  leave  Hospital  was  taken  to  St.  Andrews  Con- 
valescent Hospital  and  from  there  to  Caroline  Rest  during  which 
time  employment  was  found  for  husband.  The  family  to- 
gether again  and  parents  appreciated  what  had  been  done  for 
them. 

A.  R.,  unmarried,  25  years,  born  in  Ireland.  Six  years  in 
the  U.  S.  Had  been  living  in  the  West.  Patient  most  anxious 
to  keep  infant.  Situation  as  wet  nurse  was  found  which  made 
the  mother  very  happy  to  be  able  to  support  her  baby. 

Mrs.  R.  B.,  41  years,  widow,  born  in  Sweden.  Eleven  years 
in  the  U.  S.     Patient  was  worried  as  she  could  not  take  the 
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baby  where  she  worked  during  the  day.  She  was  very 
thankful  when  the  address  of  a  Day  Nursery  near  her  home  was 
given  her. 

Mis.  M.  G.,  married,  37  years,  born  in  Poland.  Baby  two 
weeks  old.  Woman  deserted.  Wanted  to  live  with  the  Sisters. 
Agent  took  mother  and  infant  to  the  New  York  Foundling 
Asylum  to  remain. 

M.  P.,  23  years,  unmarried,  born  in  France.  Four  years  in 
the  U.  S.  Baby  fifteen  days  old.  Patient  worried  because  she 
thought  she  would  have  to  part  with  her  baby.  Sent  to  Emer- 
gency Shelter  to  remain  until  a  situation  was  found  through 
the  State  Aid  Association. 

Mrs.  M.  B.,  33  years,  married,  born  in  Italy.  23  years  in 
the  U.  S.  Had  five  children.  Patient  ill  from  worry  on  account 
of  not  knowing  who  was  caring  for  the  little  ones.  Home  was 
visited.  Found  husband  out  of  employment.  Children  sent 
to  the  St.  Francis'  Missionary  Sisters  through  the  aid  of  the 
Children's  Bureau,  where  they  would  be  kept  until  the  mother 
would  return  home.     A  friend  took  charge  of  the  family. 

Mrs.  M.  0.,  23  years,  married,  born  in  Austria.  Four  years 
in  the  U.  S.  Patient  not  strong  enough  to  begin  work,  a  friend 
promised  to  give  her  shelter.  Groceries  were  given,  also  ad- 
dress of  a  Day  Nursery  near  her  home  was  given.  Husband 
died  a  few  months  prior  to  confinement. 

Mrs.  C.  W.,  23  years,  married  over  one  year.  Husband 
deserted  wife  before  infant  was  born.  Friend  gave  her  shelter 
until  baby  was  old  enough  for  mother  to  begin  work.  Cloth- 
ing given  for  infant;  also  groceries  given  for  a  few  weeks.  Sent 
to  State  Aid  Association  to  get  a  situation  with  baby.  Very 
much  appreciated. 

S.  W.,  20  years,  born  in  Hungary.  Was  ill  for  a  long  time. 
Sent  to  St.  John's  Guild  Sea  Side  Hospital.  On  return  was 
able  to  take  a  situation. 
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Mrs.  C.  H.,  married,  born  in  England.  12  years  in  U.  S. 
Has  two  children;  deserted  by  husband.  Assistance  given; 
also,  groceries  for  some  weeks  given.  Patient  very  ill  after  she 
returned  home.  Appreciated  everything  done  for  her.  Re- 
ported to  Charity  Organization  Society. 

Mrs.  I.  B.,  23  years,  born  in  Central  America.  Two  years 
in  U.  S.  Spoke  very  little  English.  Husband  wrote  he  was 
going  to  Porto  Rico  so  that  his  wife  must  support  infant.  As 
husband  could  not  be  found,  patient  was  sent  to  the  Emergency 
Shelter  until  a  cousin  could  care  for  her.  Clothing  given  for 
baby. 

Mrs.  L.  W.,  23  years,  born  in  Troy.  Husband  had  been  out 
of  employment.  Assistance  given;  also  clothing  for  infant. 
Mrs.  W.  a  very  nice  patient,  husband  soon  found  employment 
as  he  was  young  and  ambitious. 

M.  S.,  30  years,  born  in  Austria.  10  years  in  U.  S.  Stated 
she  could  return  to  family  where  she  had  been  employed  if 
infant  could  be  cared  for  during  the  day.  Very  much  pleased 
that  a  Day  Nursery  was  found  for  her. 

Mrs.  S.  S.,  married.  Wanted  a  place  found  for  her  two  child- 
ren while  she  remained  in  the  Hospital  as  husband  could  not 
remain  from  work.  They  were  cared  for  through  the  Children's 
Bureau  as  the  Homes  for  little  ones  being  crowded,  could  not 
take  them.     Parents  very  thankful  for  kindness  shown  them. 

Mrs.  S.  H.,  20  years,  born  in  Hungary.  Four  years  in  U.  S. 
Husband  had  deserted  wife  taking  a  good  sum  of  money  that 
she  had  earned.  Friend  was  found  that  would  give  her  shelter 
until  strong.  Groceries  given;  also  milk  for  a  few  weeks  for 
the  mother  who  was  most  grateful. 

Mrs.  M.  A.  (Colored).  Husband  and  oldest  child  had  re- 
turned to  West  Indies.  Patient  very  ill,  had  to  remain  in 
Hospital  for  three  months;  was  a  favorite  with  every  one. 
When  ready  to  return  to  the  West  Indies,  baby  was  fitted  up 
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with  clothing;  also  garments  given  to  the  mother  who  left 
feeling  very  happy.  Letters  of  appreciation  have  since  been 
received. 

Mrs.  R.  T.,  32  years,  born  in  Ireland.  14  years  in  U.  S. 
Baby  dead.  As  patient  desired  to  be  sent  to  the  country  to 
regain  strength,  case  was  reported  to  the  Association  for  the 
Improvement  of  the  Out-Door  Poor  who  promised  to  send  pa- 
tient   to    the    Caroline    Rest. 

Mrs.  A.  P.,  age  21,  born  in  N.  Y.  State.  Husband  came  once 
to  see  wife  and  baby  promising  to  have  a  home  for  them  when 
patient  was  ready  to  leave.  Husband  could  not  be  found. 
Mother  was  advised  to  take  a  situation  with  infant.  Both  sent 
to  the  Emergency  Shelter  where  they  remained  until  a  situation 
was  found  by  the  State  Aid  Association.  Clothing  given  for 
baby. 

M.  L.,  24  years,  single.  Very  fond  of  baby.  Requested  to 
be  sent  to  live  with  the  Sisters.  Sent  to  the  New  York  Found- 
ling Asylum  to  remain  six  months. 

D.  W.,  single,  20  years.  Very  anxious  to  keep  baby.  Not 
knowing  anything  of  housework,  a  situation  was  found  as  wet 
nurse.     Patient  very  grateful. 

Committee  No.  1,  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  also  furnished  all 
stationery  required  by  patients,  transportation  to  their  distant 
homes,  and  whatever  orthopedic  appliance  may  be  required. 

Homes  found  for  a  great  number  of  women  prior  to  confine- 
ment.

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CHARTER    OF    THE    SOCIETY    OF    THE    LYING-IN 

HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1,  1799,  chapter  xxxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institutions,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
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may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  tha  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building,  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security, 
or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judg- 
ment which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may 
be  for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it 
may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  pos- 
session shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or 
assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire 
the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after 
the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporaticn  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers; the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton, 
David  M.  Clark  son,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel, 
shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority 
of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
election  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when, 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying 
on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
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the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  president,  vice- 
president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices, 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  futher  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect- by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  a  .public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  U68,  Laws  of  1897. 
An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  entitled  '*  An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers, and  the  election  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation,  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
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bers  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the 
said   subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other- 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE    CITY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 
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CHAPTER  III. 
Meeting  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Gover- 
nors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the 
office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies 
occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  when- 
ever they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board: 
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1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished   business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
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vestment  without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Custody  of  Securities. 

1  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running 
expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the. said  Hospital  and 
to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  These  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the 
Medical  Directors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  they  shall  organize  as  such  by  the 
appointment  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
tated to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unaminous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Directors  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
visory board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 
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5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that 
may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks, 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  in  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 
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11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant 
of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows : 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds"  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws 
affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical 
or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  ol  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one 
life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed 
during  one  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying- In  Hos- 
pital presents  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  the  Society 
for  its  One  hundred  and  fourteenth  year: 

We  wish  especially  to  thank  those  who  have  contributed  to 
the  funds  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  and  have  thus 
aided  in  carrying  on  its  work  and  extending  its  usefulness. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  those  who  by  their  donations  of 
clothes,  flowers,  fruits,  magazines,  etc.,  have  added  to  the  com- 
fort and  happiness  of  the  patients.  To  the  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  active 
work  of  the  Hospital  and  who  have  given  their  time  and  con- 
stant attention,  without  remuneration,  we  wish  to  express  our 
deep  appreciation  of  all  that  they  have  done.  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  has  been  especially  successful  in  raising  funds  for 
its  various  activities,  which  so  admirably  supplement  the  work 
in  which  the  Hospital  is  engaged. 

We  are  most  anxious  to  make  new  friends,  and  we  hope  that 
an  examination  of  this  report  will  give  a  better  understanding 
of  the  charitable  work  we  are  doing  and  bring  us  some  measure 
of  the  new  support  which  we  so  greatly  need.  A  large  portion 
of  our  work  is  done  outside  of  the  Hospital  Building,  and  a  ref- 
erence to  the  brief  summary  of  cases  visited  and  relieved  in  the 
Out-door  Department  will  clearly  show  the  great  assistance 
that  this  Society  is  rendering  in  countless  homes  throughout 
our  city.  To  care  for  the  mother  and  new-born  child  is  but  a 
part  of  the  work  when  one  realizes  that  in  so  many  cases  the 
mother  is  the  mainstay  of  the  family,  and  that  the  home  is  not 
only  temporarily  deprived  of  her  services,  but  the  housework 
and  care  of  herself  and  family  must  be  undertaken  by  the  small 
children. 

The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses  under  such  conditions 
not  only  materially  aid  the  patients,  but  their  suggestions  and 
help  tend  to  make  the  burden  lighter  for  the  mothers. 
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A  study  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this  and 
other  countries  shows  that  this  hospital  occupies  a  leading  posi- 
tion among  similar  institutions  in  America,  and  if  the  confine- 
ments treated  by  the  Out-door  Department  are  added  to  those 
treated  in  the  Hospital  Building  it  will  doubtless  be  found  that 
in  actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  one  of  the  first 
places  among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

We  wish  to  direct  especial  attention  to  the  endowment  of 
beds  in  perpetuity  in  the  general  wards  of  the  Hospital.  We 
hope  that  many  of  those  interested  in  our  work  may  decide  to 
adopt  this  form  of  increasing  our  permanent  funds.  We  believe 
that  if  this  subject  were  called  to  the  attention  of  many  of 
those  who  have  shown  an  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Hospital 
they  would  be  led  to  adopt  this  form  of  benefaction.  A  person 
endowing  a  bed  in  perpetuity  receives  from  the  Hospital  a  cer- 
tificate acknowledging  the  amount  of  the  donation  and  giving 
the  right  to  the  donor  to  name  patients  to  the  endowed  bed 
during  the  life  of  the  donor,  with  the  privilege  of  transferring 
this  right  either  by  deed  or  by  will.  A  form  of  this  certificate 
is  printed  in  this  year's  report. 

To  all  who  may  become  interested  in  the  work  of  this  So- 
ciety we  desire  to  say  that  should  they  care  to  visit  the  Hospital 
Building,  or  to  have  any  further  information  about  the  details 
of  our  work,  an  opportunity  to  do  so  will  gladly  be  given  upon 
application  being  made  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Hospital 
Building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


During  the  year  1912  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  cared  for  by  the  Hospital,  and  owing  to  the 
improved  facilities  for  studying  these  cases  afforded  by  the 
Laboratories  opened  last  year  the  Hospital  has  found  it  pos- 
sible to  give  its  patients  the  benefit  of  the  better  scientific 
methods,  both  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment,  as  well  as  to 
pursue  lines  of  original  research  in  subjects  pertaining  to 
obstetrics,  the  results  of  which  will  add  to  the  prestige  of  the 
Hospital  and  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  medical  profession 
at  large.  Many  physicians  of  this  and  neighboring  cities 
continue  to  refer  their  serious  and  complicated  cases  to  us  and 
the  Hospital  is  making  its  influence  felt  in  the  medical  world, 
by  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  better  and  more 
modern  methods  of  caring  for  obstetrical  cases.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  many  physicians  and  medical  students 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  yearly  receive  instruction 
at  the  bedside  of  its  patients,  both  in  the  patients'  homes  and 
in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital.  An  increased  number  of  students 
for  the  current  year  testifies  to  the  appreciation  of  the  medical 
schools  of  the  necessity  of  better  obstetrical  training  as  does 
also  the  number  of  graduates  from  all  sections  of  the  country 
who  attend  the  courses  given  by  the  Hospital.  That  this  could 
be  greatly  improved  is  fully  realized,  but  we  believe  that  no 
hospital  can  show  any  greater  benefits  to  mankind,  not  only 
by  its  care  of  its  patients  and  its  teaching  facilities,  but  in  the 
advances  made  by  the  co-operation  of  the  laboratories.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  general  public  will  appreciate  how  far  reaching 
money  given  for  this  purpose  is  in  its  effect. 

The  Bulletin  steadily  grows  and  continues  to  keep  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  before  the  medical  public  as  is  shown  by 
the  following  list  of  Medical  Journals  and  Libraries  with  which 
it  is  exchanged:

The  work  of  the  X-ray  Dept.  has  been  increased,  and  many 
interesting  and  instructive  plates  of  pathological  conditions 
and  malformations,  as  aids  to  diagnosis  have  been  prepared, 
and  are  kept  filed  for  study  and  reference  as  needed. 

The  Hospital  was  represented  at  the  Meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  in  June  1912,  by 
several  members  of  its  Attending  Staff  and  Pathological  Dept. 
An  exhibit  consisting  of  pathological  specimens,  X-ray  plates, 
etc.,  was  presented,  for  which  the  Hospital  was  awarded  a 
certificate  of  merit  by  the  Committee  on  Science  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association.  At  this  Meeting,  Bulletins  and 
pamphlets  describing  the  work  of  the  Hospital  were  distributed 
to  physicians  from  different  parts  of  the  United  States  with 
good  effect. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  through  its  Agents  has  rendered  able 
assistance  in  caring  for  patients  in  their  own  homes  and  in 
placing  destitute  women  confined  in  the  In- Door  Dept.,  in  other 
institutions,  or  in  securing  employment  for  them. 

The  motor  ambulance  donated  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
has  been  in  constant  use  for  the  past  year  and  has  been  of 
great  assistance  in  enabling  the  Hospital  to  promptly  transfer 
its  seriously  ill  patients  to  the  In-Door  Dept. 

The  after  care  of  both  mother  and  child,  who,  having  been 
discharged  from  the  Hospital,  return  for  observation  and  treat- 
ment, has  been  continued  with  excellent  results.  The  number 
of  babies  thus  cared  for  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  limit  the  treatment  of  this  class 
of  cases  to  children  under  2  years  of  age. 
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THE  SOCIETY  AND  ITS  GENERAL  WORK. 


The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  was  organized  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  David  Hosack  on 
December  6,  1798,  a  small  fund  being  provided  by  general 
subscription.  A  charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  on 
March  1,  1799.  In  July  of  that  year  the  first  hospital  was 
opened  at  No.  2  Cedar  Street,  which  in  January,  1801,  gave 
place  to  a  special  lying-in  ward  at  the  New  York  Hospital, 
maintained  by  the  Society  until  1827.  Prolonged  efforts  to 
provide  a  separate  hospital  having  failed,  systematic  work 
was  practically  suspended  for  several  years.  In  1855  the 
plan  of  aiding  women  in  confinement  in  their  own  homes  was 
adopted,  and,  as  now  developed  in  the  Out-Door  Department, 
has  become  a  characteristic  feature  of  the  Society's  functions  of 
great  magnitude  and  usefulness.  At  first  twenty-five  dollars, 
disbursed  by  ladies'  committee,  was  allowed  as  the  limit  of 
expense  in  any  one  case,  the  remainder  of  the  Society's  funds 
being  accumulated  as  an  endowment  fund  until  1891.  This 
fund  was  drawn  upon  for  part  of  the  cost  of  the  site  of  the 
present  hospital  and  again  to  make  good  a  deficit  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  first  year  in  the  new  building.  What  remains 
constitutes  the  present  inadequate  endowment  of  the  Society. 

In  1891  the  Midwifery  Dispensary,  which  had  been  organized 
in  the  previous  year  by  several  young  physicians,  with  objects 
similar  to  those  of  the  Society,  and  had  opened  quarters  at 
No.  312  Broome  Street,  applied  to  the  Society  for  a  grant  of 
funds.  The  Society  and  the  Dispensary  were  merged  in  Au- 
gust, 1892,  and  established  a  station  at  No.  314  Broome  Street 
which  has  been  continued  ever  since  and  is  now  used  as  a 
diet  kitchen  and  as  the  headquarters  of  the  staff  of  the  Out- 
Door  Department.  The  Society  was  enabled  in  1894  to  buy 
the  Hamilton  Fish  property,  part  of  the  present  site  at  Second 
Avenue  and  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000  and  to  alter  and  equip  the  building  then  on  the  prop- 
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erty  for  use  as  a  hospital.  The  accommodations  soon  proving 
to  be  inadequate,  the  Society,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  enlarged  the  site  and  in  1899  entered 
upon  the  construction  of  the  present  hospital,  which  was  opened 
on  January  22,  1902.  The  Hospital  is  seven  stories  in  height, 
occupies  the  entire  westerly  front  on  Second  Avenue  between 
Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Streets,  is  fireproof  throughout 
and  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  beds. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  charitable  and  educational. 
Through  the  Out-Door  Department  the  Society  provides  care- 
ful medical  attendance  before,  during  and  after  confinement 
to  a  large  number  of  destitute  women  in  their  tenement  homes, 
frequently  under  the  most  pitiable  circumstances,  as  shown  in 
the  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  Visitor  printed  later  in  this 
report  (pp.  see  index) .  At  the  Diet  Kitchen  at  the  Broome  Street 
sub-station  tickets  issued  by  the  Medical  Staff  to  needy  pa- 
tients are  exchanged  for  food  and  other  necessaries,  which  are 
provided  for  two  weeks  or  longer  according  to  the  disability  of 
the  patients,  and  like  assistance  is  given  to  their  families. 
Both  the  Out-Door  Department  and  the  In-Door  Department 
at  the  Hospital  afford  unusual  opportunities  to  medical  men, 
students  and  nurses  for  instruction  and  training. 

In  its  charitable  work  the  Society  receives  very  practical 
and  valuable  aid  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary's 
Committee  for  the  Relief  of  In-Door  Patients  obtains  situa- 
tions and  decent  lodgings  for  women  discharged  from  the  hos- 
pital, who  have  no  one  else  to  provide  for  them,  so  that  no 
patient  leaves  without  attention  to  her  needs.  The  Commit- 
tee for  the  Relief  and  Care  of  Out-Door  Patients,  employs  a 
Visitor  and  a  number  of  cleaning  women.  Visits  are  made, 
clothing  provided,  milk,  coal  and  groceries  supplied  when 
needed,  and  the  rooms  of  patients  systematically  cleaned  and 
kept  in  order.  The  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the 
suitable  clothing  of  every  child  leaving  the  care  of  the  Society. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1911=1912. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1911  to  September  30,  1912,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  6,697 
cases.  The  number  of  births  was  5,657.  The  number  of 
births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  returns 
from  the  Health  Department,  was  66,048  of  which  40,366 
were  reported  by  physicians  and  25,680  by  midwives.  The 
Society  cared  for  over  8  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  con- 
finements and  more  than  14  per  cent  of  those  treated  by 
physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,886.  In  the 
Out-door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was  3,827, 
the  number  treated  3,431,  the  number  of  confinements  3,085. 
The  number  of  applications  for  treatment  in  the  hospital  was 
4,059,  the  number  received  3,266,  and  the  number  of  confine- 
ments 2,521.  The  ambulance  service  brought  to  the  hospital 
525  cases.  In  all  its  departments  the  Society  has  worked 
to  the  full  limit  of  its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are 
shown  by  the  following  table.

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Of  5,398  patients  concerning  whom  information  was  ob- 
tainable, 5,038  lived  in  front,  and  360  in  rear  tenements; 
241  patients  resided  in  basements,  404  in  stoop  floors,  1,177 
on  first  foors,  1,038  on  second  floors,  1,027  on  third  floors,  776 
on  fourth  floors,  686  on  fifth  floors,  and  49  were  not  noted. 
Husbands  were  unemployed  in  865  instances.  As  indicating 
the  needy  character  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Society,  tabulated 
statements  of  rents,  earnings  and  occupations  may  be  found 
on  pages  35  to  40.  In  some  emergency  cases,  and  frequently 
in  the  case  of  non-English  speaking  applicants,  precise  informa- 
tion is  not  obtainable. 

Diet  Kitchen. 

At  the  Diet  Kitchen  assistance  has  been  given  to  283  families 
and  3,684  loaves  of  bread  and  3,911  quarts  of  milk  have 
been  given  out  at  a  cost  of  $437.28,  an  average  of  $1.55 
per  family. 

Educational  Work. 

The  Medical  Board  has  given  instruction  to  128  under- 
graduate and  37  graduate  students  (see  page  24.)  A  three 
months'  course  has  been  given  to  219  nurses  (see  page  26.) 

Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  reports  162   members.     Its  agents 
made   18,155  visits,  distributed  9,440  garments,  and  aided 
3,080  families  with  food  or  assistance  in  household  duties. 

Finances. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital,  the  Out-Door  Depart- 
ment and  the  Diet  Kitchen  has  been  $175,108.68  as  stated  in 
the  itemized  statement  of  expenses,  an  increase  of  $8,406.04,. 
while  the  number  of  cases  treated  has  increased  from  6,248 
to  6,697  the  cost  per  patient  treated  being  increased  by  1.32 
owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  The  average  stay  of  a 
patient  in  the  Hospital  has  been  12  days.  For  the  year  end- 
ing September  30th,  1912,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
work  done  by  the  Society  although  the  appropriation  from  the 
City  has  been  smaller  this  year  than  last. 

The  Society  is  enabled  to  carry  on  its  work  only  through  the 
continued  annual  gift  of  a  friend  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

BY 

THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY. 
Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  —  Cherry  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  nine  and  one- 
half  years.  Man  a  tailor  earning  fair  wages  during  busy 
season  and  suffering  from  starvation  during  season  of  idleness. 
Family  living  in  two  rooms,  crowded  and  filthy.  No  prep- 
aration made  for  confinement.  Clothing  needed  for  patient, 
bed  and  baby.  Same  provided,  and  cleaner  sent  in  regularly 
until  woman  could  resume  care  of  household.  Very  thankful 
for  attention. 

No.  —  West  Houston  Street  —  Eighth  child,  oldest  eleven 
years  of  age.  Family  in  two  miserable,  damp  basement  rooms. 
Patient  questioned  in  regard  to  cause  of  wretched  conditions, 
stated:  Man  is  a  gambler,  always  well  dressed,  but  cares 
nothing  for  home  and  family.  Woman  says  she  earns  a  living 
for  family  by  day's  work,  and  is  obliged  to  keep  from  school 
ten-year  old  girl  to  care  for  children  during  her  absence. 
Given  all  necessary  clothing  and  nourishment,  and  cleaner 
sent  in  daily.  Woman  advised  to  make  attempt  to  commit 
some  of  children,  which  act  will  direct  attention  to  man's 
neglect  of  family,  and  be  the  means  of  having  him  bound  over 
to  pay  for  their  support  either  at  home  or  in  institution. 
Promised  to  do  as  advised,  but  evidently  in  fear  of  husband. 

No.  —  Essex  Street —  Seventh  child,  oldest  ten  years  of  age. 
Family  very  poor  living  in  two  basement  rooms.     Man  a 
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house-painter  by  trade,  ill  for  past  year,  suffering  from  a 
disease  called  painter's  poison.  Fears  he  will  never  again  be 
able  to  work.  Woman  in  need  of  everything  to  make  her 
comfortable.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also 
sheets  for  bed,  and  garments  for  child  of  twenty  months, 
which  was  almost  nude  in  very  cold  weather.  Also  furnished 
weeks'  supply  of  milk,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  to  keep  things 
as  clean  as  possible.    Patient  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Bleecker  Street  —  Two  patients  in  one  room.  Both 
delivered  of  first  babies,  one  on  Feb.  10th  and  one  on  the  12th. 
Women  disappointed  because  plans  miscarried,  the  sisters 
having  taken  the  rooms  in  order  to  care  for  each  other  during 
confinement.  Very  thankful  for  care  of  scrub-woman,  which 
was  all  they  required  of  the  Auxiliary. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  First  child.  Patient  very  young. 
Living  in  three  comfortably  furnished  rooms,  and  apparently 
very  happy.  Showed  with  pride  outfit  prepared  for  infant. 
Claimed  to  have  learned  what  was  expected  of  her  through 
conversation  with  Auxiliary  agent  when  visiting  her  mother 
at  four  different  times.  Says  she  has  six  brothers  and  sisters, 
all  "  Broome  Street  babies,"  and  that  she  will  never  have 
confidence  in  any  other  physicians.  Begged  only  for  care  of 
scrub-woman  for  two  days  in  order  that  her  young  sister  might 
learn  how  to  care  for  her.  Conditions  very  gratifying  when 
visitor  recalled  her  mother's  filthy  home,  and  lack  of  prepara- 
tion for  confinement. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Fourth  child,  oldest  one  four  years 
of  age.  Two  next  to  infant  still  being  fed  by  bottle.  Woman 
up  five  hours  after  delivery.  Thirty-six  hours  after,  walked 
down  three  flights  of  stairs  to  go  to  church,  but  was  barely 
able  to  get  home  again,  and  very  willing  to  return  to  bed 
where  she  remained  during  following  week,  while  our  scrub- 
woman kept  the  bed  and  home  clean  and  comfortable. 
A  kind  neighbor  was  prevailed  upon,  under  promise  of 
small  stipend,  to  wait  on  woman  and  care  for  numerous 
babies  for  a  few  days.  Man  a  laborer  with  only  irregular 
work  during  winter  could  not  afford  to  stay  home.  Family 
very  grateful  for  attention. 
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No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Third  living  child.  Man  died  of 
consumption  seven  months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute,  and 
a  child  of  six  years  infected  with  same  disease.  The  mother 
being  obliged  to  go  out  every  day  to  day's  work,  claims  the 
little  girl  was  neglected,  and  not  properly  nourished  as  she  died 
about  three  morths  ago.  Patient  states  she  was  then  for  the 
first  time  obliged  to  apply  to  the  United  Hebrew  Charities  for 
assistance  and  that  they  have  been  very  kind  to  her,  aiding  in 
various  ways.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement,  so  woman 
was  provided  with  clothing  for  herself,  bed  and  infant,  and 
scrub-woman  sent  in  while  necessary. 

No.  —  Pike  Street — Seventh  child.  Patient  not  recognized 
by  visitor,  owing  to  great  improvement  in  conditions,  since 
first  call,  six  years  ago.  A  gradual  improvement  was  evident 
at  periods  of  three  last  confinements.  Now  three  children  have 
become  wage-earners,  and  they  have  removed  from  three 
dark  basement  rooms,  to  four  on  an  upper  floor  comfortably 
furnished.  For  the  first  time  a  complete  outfit  had  been 
prepared  for  baby,  and  bed  was  clean  and  comfortable.  Very 
encouraging  as  compared  with  previous  filthy  poverty. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street  —  Sixth  child,  all  "  Broome  Street 
babies."  Fifth  child  fifteen  months  old,  unable  to  walk. 
Another  of  six  years  paralyzed.  Man  sick,  suffering  from 
tuberculosis,  has  not  worked  in  three  years.  United  Hebrew 
Charities,  pays  rent  and  aids  with  food.  Woman  provided  with 
clothing  by  Auxiliary,  also  care  of  cleaner.  Learned  on  fourth 
day  that  man  had  called  up  ambulance  and  had  his  wife 
removed  to  Gouveneur  Hospital,  as  he  wanted  to  rest,  and 
refused  to  be  worried  by  a  sick  woman  and  a  crying  infant. 

No.  —  Gouveneur  Street  —  Fifth  child;  all  small.  Family 
came  to  this  city  three  months  ago  from  Philadelphia,  man 
hoping  to  improve  conditions,  as  he  had  been  unable  to  earn 
a  living  in  that  place.  Had  failed  to  find  work  since  his  arrival 
so  wife  had  taken  boarders  in  order  to  keep  family  from  starv- 
ing. Found  her  up  on  second  day,  cooking  for  men,  but  pre- 
vailed upon  her  to  lie  down,  under  promise  of  sending  in  woman 
to  do  work.    Case  referred  to  Hebrew  Relief  Societies. 
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No.  —  Willet  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  living  in  two 
miserable  dark  rooms  on  ground  floor  back.  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  very  little  and  patient  in  need  of  every  thing  to  make 
her  comfortable.  Furnished  her  with  clothing  for  herself, 
bed  and  baby;  also  gave  food  and  milk,  and  sent  in  care-taker 
daily.    Very  grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  laborer  out  of 
work.  Family  living  in  one  miserable  dark  room,  back  of 
basement  junk  shop.  Man  intemperate  and  indifferent  to 
miserable  surroundings.  Woman  referred  to  Charity  Organi- 
zation Society,  and  advised  to  remove  from  such  rooms. 
Promised  to  do  so,  as  soon  as  able  to  resume  work  as  office 
cleaner.  Furnished  her  with  clothing  for  herself,  bed  and 
infant;  also  sent  in  food  and  milk,  and  scrub-woman  to  keep 
place  clean  and  patients  as  comfortable  as  possible  under  such 
circumstances. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor,  work- 
ing irregularly  and  earning  small  wages.  Family  in  America 
but  six  months,  living  in  two  miserable  rooms  in  rear  house. 
Rooms  very  dark  and  without  water  supply  during  day,  owing 
to  tall  factory  buildings  adjoining,  which  exhaust  the 
water  supply.  Woman  in  need  of  clothing  and  food,  which 
were  provided,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily  who  worked 
under  great  disadvantage,  being  obliged  to  carry  water 
from  a  distance.  Family  known  to  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
which  society  has  promised  to  help  them  to  remove  to  more 
comfortable  quarters  in  the  near  future. 

No.  —  Houston  Street  —  First  child.  Family  only  six  weeks 
in  America.  Man  learning  the  house  painting  business  and 
earning  only  $4  weekly.  Family  living  in  two  rooms,  and 
keeping  eight  lodgers,  income  from  whom  pays  rent.  Woman 
on  old  couch  in  kitchen.  Place  in  filthy  condition,  and  too 
crowded  with  people  and  old  bedding  to  be  easily  cleaned. 
Patient  given  clothing  and  food,  and  cared  for  daily. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  an  intemperate 
laborer,  working  irregularly  and  doing  very  little  for  family. 
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They  were  living  in  two  dark  basement  rooms  in  rear  house. 
Wall  paper  falling  off  from  dampness.  Place  filthy  and  deso- 
late. Woman  claimed  to  have  become  discouraged,  through 
being  obliged  to  live  in  such  environment.  Advised  to  make 
a  change  as  soon  as  able,  and  directed  where  to  apply  for  work, 
and  necessary  aid  when  changing  residence.  Given  relief  in 
clothing  and  food,  also  thorough  cleaning  and  care  by  scrub- 
woman.   Very  thankful. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  idle  for  several 
weeks  and  family  destitute.  No  clothing  on  bed;  woman 
covered  with  filthy  old  black  coat,  brought  in  by  neighbor. 
Visitor  returned  to  hospital,  and  through  kindness  of  Chief 
Nurse,  was  enabled  to  provide  warm  covering  for  bed.  Also 
gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  and  special  nourishment 
for  woman.  Scrub-woman  sent  in  daily  to  care  for  home  and 
patients. 

No.  —  Columbia  Street  —  Sixth  child,  girl  of  eleven  years 
oldest.  Family  very  poor,  living  in  two  miserable  rooms  in 
basement.  Asked  why  she  chose  such  dark,  damp  rooms, 
said  land-lord  would  not  allow  her  on  upper  floors,  with  such 
a  large  family.  Man  quite  old,  and  a  cripple;  earns  a  precar- 
ious living  for  family  by  peddling.  Patient  needing  every- 
thing to  make  her  comfortable.  Gave  her  supply  of  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  also  bed  clothing,  and  coal  and  wood 
for  ten  days.  Sent  in  cleaner  daily  to  care  for  her,  and  re- 
ferred her  to  Hebrew  Society  to  apply  for  continuous  relief, 
until- oldest  child  becomes  wage  earner. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Baby  of  two  years 
in  bed  with  mother  on  first  visit  appeared  to  be  very  ill. 
Was  removed  to  couch  by  scrub-woman  in  order  that  woman's 
bed  might  be  made  comfortable.  Learned  on  second  day  that 
sick  child  had  been  removed  to  North  Brother  Island  on 
previous  evening  suffering  from  diphtheria.  No  alarm  felt  by 
family  and  neighbors  with  babies  visiting  as  usual.  Patient 
needing  clothing,  and  care  of  cleaner  daily. 
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No.  —  Division  Street  —  Second  child.  Two  families,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  eight  people,  living  in  one  room.  Husband  of 
patient  in  Russia,  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Both  women 
in  household  are  street  peddlers,  and  by  helping  one  another 
claim  to  make  a  good  living.  Needed  clothing  and  care  of 
scrub-woman  for  a  few  days.    Very  appreciative  of  attention. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Miserably  poor 
family  of  Polish  Christians,  living  in  damp,  dark  back  base- 
ment. Lamp  burning  day  ard  right.  Buried  two  children 
a  few  weeks  ago,  who  had  died  in  same  rooms  from  effects  of 
diphtheria.  Man  working  in  rooms  at  cigar-making;  all 
windows  closed,  and  air  indescribable.  Man  advised  to  look 
for  more  sanitary  rooms,  and  to  find  work  in  cigar  factory, 
under  threat  of  report  by  visitor  to  Board  of  Health.  Promised 
to  change  as  soon  as  wife  recovered.  Gave  her  assistance  in 
food  and  clothing  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  in  two  small 
rooms,  only  light  that  of  smoking  oil  lamp.  Child  of  three 
years  in  bed  with  mother,  who  said  she  kept  it  beside  her  to 
keep  it  warm,  as  it  was  suffering  from  serious  attack  of  measles. 
Visitor  reported  case  to  Board  of  Health,  and  child  was  next 
day  removed  to  hospital,  where  it  remained  until  well.  Man  a 
peddler,  earning  very  little,  and  family  dependent  on  income 
from  two  boarders  for  payment  of  rent.  Assisted  woman  with 
special  nourishment,  and  clothing  for  herself  and  infant.  Also 
referred  her  to  Jewish  Relief  Society  for  continuous  relief. 
Woman  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Twins,  four  children  in  all.  Man 
died  one  month  ago  leaving  woman  destitute.  She  expects  to 
earn  living  for  family  by  peddling  potatoes,  which  she  buys  by 
the  bag,  and  sells  in  five-cent  portions.  Says  her  mother  earns 
living  in  same  way,  and  they  will  live  together,  thus  giving 
mutual  help.  Patient  cheerful,  and  not  inclined  to  beg.  Given 
all  possible  relief  and  encouragement,  and  cleaner  sent  in 
daily.  Woman  expected  to  resume  work  on  fourth  day,  as 
being  Friday,  it  would  be  a  good  market  day. 
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No.  —  East  3rd  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  very  poor, 
living  in  one  dark  basement  room.  Lamp  burning  all  day,  air 
of  room  indescribable.  Only  possible  ventilation,  window  on 
air  shaft,  which  is  kept  closed  on  account  of  boy  thieves  in 
neighborhood.  Man  a  peddler;  earns  only  small  wages,  totally 
inadequate  to  support  of  family.  Woman  ekes  out  a  living  by 
making  cakes,  which  she  boils  in  fat,  and  sells  hot  to  school 
children  at  noon.  Says  she  expects  to  resume  work  on  fourth 
day.  Helped  her  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and  sent 
in  cleaner  for  a  few  days.  Woman  very  thankful  for  care  and 
assistance. 

No.  —  Bedford  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living  in  one 
furnished  room,  for  which  they  pay  three  dollars  weekly. 
Woman  being  in  arrears,  was  not  allowed  change  of  bed-cloth- 
ing, which  was  loaned  by  Auxiliary  until  patient  recovered. 
Aided  here  also  with  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in 
scrub-woman  daily.  Learned  from  neighbor  that  man  had 
gone  to  Philadelphia  to  find  work,  and  had  met  with  an  acci- 
dent, which  necessitated  amputation  of  both  legs.  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  notified  regarding  condition  of  family;  promised 
to  aid  in  sending  them  to  Philadelphia  when  woman  recovers. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  tailor  working 
irregularly,  and  earning  meagre  support  for  family.  Has  just 
removed  to  new  rooms.  Belongings  still  packed  up.  Two 
cleaners  sent  to  the  place  to  get  rooms  in  order,  and  incidentally 
to  learn  of  supply  of  clothing  on  hand.  Found  sufficient  bed 
linen,  but  was  obliged  to  furnish  garments  for  patient  and  baby. 
Also  sent  in  nourishment  and  fuel  until  woman  recovered. 
Family  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Essex  Street  —  Twelfth  living  child.  Man  a  cap- 
maker earning  small  wages.  Income  eked  out  by  assistance  of 
two  children  who  claim  to  bring  in  jointly  $3.50  per  week. 
Family  with  married  daughter  and  husband,  making  a  total  of 
sixteen  persons  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Girl  agreed  to  care 
for  mother  if  assisted  with  clothing  for  patient  and  infant, 
as  mother  had  given  away  old  baby-clothes,  which  foolish  act, 
daughter  claimed,  was  responsible  for  present  unwelcome 
addition  to  large  family. 
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No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  living  in  three 
small  rooms  on  first  floor  of  rear  house,  two  of  which  are  used 
as  sweat-shop.  Four  sewing  machines,  with  as  many  operators 
on  white  work,  and  six  other  workers  in  two  rooms.  Man  in 
consumption  superintending  manufacture  of  skirts.  Child  of 
two  years  asleep  on  pile  of  goods.  Man  remonstrated  with  for 
crowding  of  rooms  with  eighteen  people  and  machinery,  stated : 
the  law  does  not  interfere  with  work  in  tenements  which  is  not 
unsanitary,  such  as  fur,  cigars,  etc.  As  rooms  were  clean,  they 
were  not  reported.    Claimed  they  needed  only  doctor's  care. 

No.  —  Willet  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
small  wages,  insufficient  to  support  family.  Found  woman  on 
fourth  day  on  Hester  Street  peddling.  Claimed  to  be  well  and 
strong,  and  could  not  waste  time  in  bed  as  American  women 
do.  Planned  to  get  home  before  doctor  came,  as  otherwise  he 
might  drop  her  case,  and  she  was  entitled  to  ten  days.  Gave 
good  advice  as  to  care  of  health  which  she  received  with  a  smile. 

No. — Catharine  Street — Third  child.  Family  living  in 
two  dark  back  rooms,  only  light  that  of  window  on  air  shaft, 
which  was  used  as  receptacle  for  garbage  from  upper  rooms. 
Man  an  intemperate  longshoreman,  working  irregularly,  and 
spending  most  of  his  money  in  saloons.  Woman  goes  out  to 
day's  work  when  well,  and  says  she  has  no  hope  of  improved 
conditions  until  children  are  old  enough  to  work.  The  oldest  a 
boy  of  eleven  years.  Gave  woman  clothing  for  herself  and 
infant,  and  provided  food,  coal  and  wood  until  she  was  able  to 
resume  work.  Advised  her,  relative  to  placing  of  baby  in 
day-nursery,  and  reported  to  agent  of  house  unsanitary  con- 
dition of  air-shaft,  which  he  promised  to  remedy  at  once. 
Patient  thankful. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child,  two  of  whom  are  in 
an  institution.  Family  miserably  poor,  but  uncomplaining. 
Man  a  clothing  presser,  who  has  just  resumed  work  after  a 
long  illness.  Family  happy  in  expectation  of  soon  having 
children  at  home.  Gave  patient  clothing  and  food,  and  sent 
in  scrub-woman  daily  to  make  home  and  woman  comfortable. 
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No. —  Pitt  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  coat  maker  just 
resuming  work  after  a  long  strike.  Two  children  next  infant, 
aged  respectively  three  and  two  years.  Woman  distressed  at 
thought  of  care  of  three  babies.  Says  she  has  always  been 
obliged  to  help  by  peddling,  and  does  not  see  how  it  will  be 
possible  for  her  to  continue  working.  Advised  regarding 
placing  of  two  children  in  day  nursery.  Promised  to  consider 
suggestion.  Gave  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily  to  keep  place  in  order  while  she  was  helpless.  Very  grate- 
ful for  care. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  six  weeks 
ago,  having  been  ill  for  two  years  with  consumption.  During 
past  year  he  has  done  no  work.  Woman  has  kept  family 
together  by  office  cleaning.  Says  she  earned  twenty  dollars, 
monthly  working  at  night  and  ekes  out  income  by  washing 
during  day,  while  she  should  be  sleeping.  Expects  to  resume 
work  on  sixth  day.  Will  place  children  in  day-nursery.  Very 
thankful  for  clothing,  food  and  fuel;  also  care  of  scrub- 
woman while  ill. 

No.  —  Water  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  destitute, 
man  having  been  killed  by  an  accident  about  three  months 
ago,  while  working  on  a  dock.  Patient  claims  she  started  suit 
for  damages,  but  on  account  of  man's  intemperate  habits,  was 
unable  to  do  anything.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and 
infant,  also  sent  in  food  until  sixth  day,  when  woman  resumed 
work  as  office  cleaner.  Advised  her  to  apply  to  Charity 
Organization  Society  for  continuous  help,  until  oldest  child, 
now  thirteen  years  of  age,  can  become  wage-earner.  Patient 
very  thankful  for  help  and  advice. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  very  poor,  only 
ten  months  in  America;  all  crowded  in  three  small  dark  rooms 
with  another  family  of  four.  Man  suffering  from  consumption 
which  he  contracted  while  working  in  extreme  heat,  learning 
trade  of  presser.  Woman  aided  with  clothing  and  nourish- 
ment, and  man  directed  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
which  society  would  probably  send  him  to  sanitarium  and 
care  for  family  during  his  absence. 
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No.  —  Willet  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Very  poor  family 
crowded  in  two  small  rooms.  Man  stated  cause  of  poverty 
was  due  to  his  physical  condition,  he  being  an  epileptic.  Says 
he  is  a  good  tailor,  but  as  soon  as  he  secures  work,  he  suffers 
from  an  attack,  and  is  discharged  on  account  of  panic  in  work- 
room. Gave  woman  all  necessary  clothing,  also  food  and  fuel, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Advised  man  to  apply  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society  at  15  Attorney  Street.  Learned  later  that  they 
aided  with  cash  and  that  United  Hebrew  Charities  Society 
would  continue  to  pay  rent.  Couple  very  appreciative  of  all 
kindness. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Woman  in  America 
but  a  few  weeks,  having  come  here  with  the  hope  of  making  a 
generous  living  for  family.  Man  a  soldier  in  German  Army, 
and  unable  to  support  growing  family.  He  expects  to  come  here 
in  about  two  years,  when  his  term  expires,  provided  woman 
has  a  comfortable  home  prepared  for  him,  and  sends  sufficient 
money  to  pay  his  passage.  Patient  very  destitute.  Clothing 
provided  and  all  necessary  care  given  until  woman  recovered. 
Case  referred  to  Department  of  Immigration,  as  one  probably 
subject    to    deportation. 

No.  -  -  Cherry  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  teacher  of 
Hebrew,  having  a  class  of  ten  boys,  for  which  he  receives  as 
tuition,  one  dollar  each  per  month.  Family  miserably  poor, 
mother  going  out  to  day's  work  when  well.  Oldest  child  a 
very  pretty  girl  of  sixteen  years,  indolent  and  untidy.  Said 
she  works  in  a  shop  when  woman  is  well,  but  cannot  help 
family,  as  she  must  have  wages  for  good  clothes,  otherwise 
she  could  not  get  married.  Patient  seemed  to  approve  of 
girl's  plan,  and  begged  hard  for  all  kinds  of  charity.  Given 
only  what  was  necessary  for  herself  and  infant,  and  rooms 
kept  clean  for  a  few  says. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  suffering  from 
consumption  sent  to  Europe  by  friends.  Family  very  poor; 
dependent  for  living  and  rent  on  United  Hebrew  Charities. 
Gave  clothing  for  mother  and  baby  and  sent  in  care-taker  daily; 
also  provided  special  nourishment  for  woman.    Very  grateful. 
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No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Twins,  in  all  four  children.  Miser- 
ably poor  family.  Man  a  house-painter,  out  of  employment. 
In  need  of  everything.  Given  twenty-six  garments  for  babies, 
as  well  as  clothing  for  herself  and  bed;  also  provided  special 
nourishment,  and  kept  rooms  clean  until  patient  recovered. 
Man  given  note  introducing  him  to  Charity  Organization 
Society,  and  asking  them  to  assist  man  in  securing  work.  Very 
thankful  for  help  and  advice. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Second  child.  Man  a  button-hole 
maker,  but  owing  to  failing  eyesight  earns  very  little.  Woman 
and  her  mother  occupying  one  apartment  (two  rooms),  and 
both  confined  at  same  time.  Two  patients  in  one  room. 
Apparently  respectable  people,  but  desperately  poor.  Older 
woman  does  day's  work  when  well.  Gave  clothing  for  both 
women,  and  their  infants  and  kept  place  clean;  also  sent  in 
food,  and  ordered  two  week's  milk  supply. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  very  little,  and  woman  obliged  to  help  by  peddling 
also  when  well.  Two  miserable  basement  rooms,  every  corner 
filled  with  decaying  vegetables,  and  stock  of  potatoes  under 
patient's  bed.  Odors  of  same  combined  with  that  of  smoking 
oil  lamp,  indescribable.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement, 
woman  claiming  she  had  no  time.  Gave  her  supply  of  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant;  also  bed  clothing  and  care  of  cleaner  for 
a  few  days.  Advised  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  at  once, 
under  penalty  of  report  to  Board  of  Health;    promised  to  do  so. 

No.  —  1st  Avenue  —  Fifth  child.  Found  woman  very  ill, 
much  depressed  over  dispossess  notice  which  had  been  served 
on  her  while  lying  in  bed.  Family  very  poor,  man  having  just 
resumed  work  after  long  period  of  idleness.  Advised  patient  to 
ask  doctors  for  note  which  would  forbid  eviction  until  woman's 
recovery,  by  which  time  the  man  would  have  earned  sufficient 
to  pay  up  rent.  Very  thankful  for  consolation,  and  for  clothing 
and  care  given. 

No.  —  East  4th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  fairly  com- 
fortable, but  living  in  a  sweat  shop.    Father,  mother  and  three 
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girls,  all  working  on  artificial  hair  work  in  kitchen;  patient 
sitting  up  in  bed  on  fourth  day  to  help.  Say  they  make  a  living 
by  working  sixteen  hours  a  day,  and  that  during  busy  season 
they  take  on  extra  hands,  at  times  as  many  as  ten  working  in 
small  room  with  closed  windows,  as  draft  interferes  with  work. 
Required  only  a  little  instruction  as  to  care  of  mother  and 
infant.     Very  appreciative. 

No.  —  1st  Avenue  —  Tenth  living  child.  Family  living  in 
two  filthy  dark  rooms  in  rear  house.  Man's  intemperance  the 
cause  of  wretched  conditions.  Only  three  children  at  home; 
one  in  hospital,  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  five  in  institution, 
and  one  girl  out  at  service.  Woman  works  at  day's  work  when 
able.  Says  she  has  twice  left  husband,  but  as  he  is  a  good 
tradesman  when  sober,  she  listens  to  his  promise  to  reform  and 
starts  a  home  again,  only  to  regret  it  when  he  resumes  his  bad 
habits.  Helped  her  with  food  and  clothing,  and  sent  in  cleaner 
daily  until  she  recovered.  Advised  to  work  only  for  herself 
and  children. 

No.  -  -  Eldridge  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  died  three 
months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  at  day's 
work  while  able,  but  for  past  six  weeks  has  been  dependent  on 
poor  neighbors  for  food.  Everything  of  value  in  pawn  in  order 
to  raise  money  for  rent.  Furnished  her  with  all  necessary 
clothing,  food  and  fuel,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily  to  make 
woman  and  home  comfortable.  Referred  case  to  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  small  amount  of  cash,  and 
promised  further  oversight.  Woman  advised  to  place  three 
children  in  an  institution,  and  with  help  of  day  nursery  to 
support  two.    Patient  encouraged  and  comforted  by  attention. 

No.  —  Rose  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  miserably  poor. 
Man  a  longshoreman  unable  to  work  on  account  of  varicose 
veins.  Children  all  suffering  from  sore  eyes;  not  allowed  in 
school  on  that  account.  Woman  stated:  disease  has  become 
chronic,  and  children  must  grow  up  without  education.  Patient 
anxious  to  resume  work  as  office  cleaner,  which  she  expects  to 
do  on  sixth  day.  Helped  her  with  special  nourishment,  and  all 
necessary  clothing,  and  gave  her  letter  to  Eye  Infirmary  in 
order  to  have  children  treated,  and  if  possible  cured. 
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No.  -  -  Clinton  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  died  six 
months  ago  in  Russia,  and  shortly  after  family  came  to  America 
hoping  to  earn  a  better  living,  and  to  escape  from  oppression. 
Two  boys  are  learning  the  tailor's  trade;  other  children  attend- 
ing school  and  learning  rapidly.  All  very  hopeful  of  a  pros- 
perous future.  Woman  with  help  of  daughter  of  fifteen  years 
keeps  boarders,  and  has  in  that  way  supported  family  since 
arrival.  Helped  patient  with  clothing  for  herself  and  infant, 
and  sent  cleaner  to  assist  and  instruct  girl  to  care  for  mother 
and  children.    Very  grateful  for  all  attention. 

No.  —  Hester  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  a  girl  of  14 
years.  Man  a  tailor;  found  it  impossible  to  support  such  a 
large  family  of  helpless  ones,  so  woman  decided  to  aid  b}^  keep- 
ing boarders.  She  now  has  four,  which  with  family  of  nine, 
makes  a  total  of  thirteen  people  in  three  small  rooms.  Two  of 
boarders  own  their  sewing  machines,  which  with  one  belonging 
to  family,  and  piles  of  bedding  in  corners,  help  to  make  rooms 
more  crowded.  Uncomplaining,  and  according  to  their  stand- 
ard, prosperous,  asked  only  care  of  scrub- woman. 

No.  —  West  10th  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Very  respectable 
German  family.  Woman  janitress,  working  very  hard  when 
able.  Besides  care  of  house,  does  laundry  work  at  home.  Man 
incurably  insane  on  Ward's  Island,  result  of  an  injury  and 
intemperance.  Patient  very  brave;  asks  only  for  a  little  help 
until  girl  of  eleven  becomes  wage-earner.  Gave  her  necessary 
care  and  nourishment  during  illness,  and  referred  case  to 
Charity  Organization  Society  for  continuous  oversight.  Pa- 
tient very  thankful. 

No. — Allen  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  presser,  sickly 
from  hot  workroom;  earning  very  little,  and  unable  to  pay 
rent  for  decent  rooms,  while  children  are  ,  small.  Family 
crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms,  damp  and  unsanitary. 
Needing  everything  in  the  way  of  clothing  and  food.  Same 
provided,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  daily. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living  in  one 
miserable  garret  room,  full  of  vermin,  and  only  light  and  ven- 
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tilation  that  of  small  skylight  window  in  sloping  roof.  Man  a 
longshoreman,  intemperate  and  brutal.  Beat  woman  unmerci- 
fully one  day  before  confinement,  discoloring  both  eyes  and 
bruising  body.  Patient  advised  to  have  him  arrested  and 
punished;  began  to  weep  and  apologize  for  him,  and  to  recall 
his  past  good  behavior  and  kindness  to  family.  Gave  patient 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant;  also  nourishing  food  and  care 
during  illness,  but  failed  to  permanently  improve  conditions. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Ninth  living  child ;  oldest  a  girl 
of  sixteen  years.  Family  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Very 
poor,  as  girl  cannot  be  spared  to  go  to  work,  mother  being 
delicate,  and  large  family  dependent  on  irregular  earnings  of 
man  who  is  a  tailor.  Very  thankful  for  assistance  given  in 
clothing  for  bed  and  infant  and  care  of  patient  by  cleaner. 
Daughter  caring  for  household. 

No.  --  W.  Houston  Street  —  Seventh  child;  three  of  them 
left  in  Ireland  with  friends  when  couple  came  to  America. 
Woman  very  ill,  and  baby  died  on  second  day.  Woman's 
condition  becoming  critical,  she  was  removed  to  hospital  on 
the  twenty-fifth  day  for  treatment,  where  she  remained  about 
three  weeks  until  fully  recovered.  Through  efforts  of  visitor, 
children  were  cared  for  by  neighbors  during  her  absence  from 
home.  Man  suffering  from  a  broken  arm,  received  while  intox- 
icated, unable  to  care  for  family  during  crisis.  No  money  on 
hand  for  rent,  eviction  followed,  which  action  apparently 
sobered  man.  Through  kindness  of  janitor  his  household 
effects  were  stored  in  a  cellar,  and  he  started  to  work  as  soon 
as  splints  were  off  his  arm,  and  when  wife  was  ready  to  go  home, 
he  called  for  her  and  proudly  took  her  to  new  rooms.  Couple 
thankful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  deserted  family 
three  months  ago.  After  searching  for  some  time,  woman 
located  him  to  find  he  was  living  with  first  wife  and  six  children. 
Before  she  could  take  steps  to  have  him  arrested  he  had  dis- 
appeared. Gave  woman  and  infant  necessary  clothing,  food 
and  milk  supply,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily  to  make  her 
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ing their  assistance  in  finding  and  punishing  man.  Woman  very 
grateful  for  attention. 

No.  -  E.  13th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  laborer, 
earning  small  wages,  and  family  living  in  two  small  dark  rooms. 
Woman  sitting  up  in  bed  on  second  day,  working  at  finishing 
of  garments  for  tailor  shop.  Claimed  to  be  obliged  to  do  it  or 
lose  the  work,  without  which  family  could. not  live.  Girl  of 
ten  years  also  sewing  on  shop  work.  Patient  apologized  for 
lack  of  preparation  for  confinement,  saying  she  had  no  time  as 
she  worked  sixteen  hours  daily  for  shop.  Gave  her  necessary 
assistance. 

No.  -  -  West  Houston  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  six 
children.  Man  deserted  four  months  ago  leaving  wife  penniless. 
Said  he  could  not  afford  to  keep  so  many  children.  Patient 
tried  to  work  but  was  unable  to  do  so,  and  applied  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities,  which  society  aided  generously,  enabling 
her  to  keep  family  together.  Claims  to  have  no  idea  of  man's 
whereabouts,  but  will  endeavor  as  soon  as  well  to  locate  him, 
and  have  him  arrested  and  punished.  Given  assistance  in 
clothing  for  herself  and  babies,  and  cleaner  sent  in  for  fourteen 
days.    Woman  appreciative  of  care. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor  earn- 
ing meagre  living  for  family,  and  children  all  too  young  to 
assist.  Nine  people  living  in  two  small  dark  rooms,  destitute 
of  every  convenience.  Only  one  bed  in  evidence;  children  all 
sleep  on  floor.  Gave  patient  clothing,  food  and  milk,  and 
sent  in  scrub- woman  regularly  until  woman  recovered. 

No.  -  -  Allen  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  four 
months  ago,  discouraged  over  prospect  of  large  family  and  small 
irregular  income.  Told  wife  he  was  going  to  the  country  to 
look  for  better  paying  work,  and  when  he  had  secured  it  would 
send  for  her.  While  she  was  waiting  for  a  letter,  she  learned 
that  he  had  deserted  her,  and  gone  to  Russia  with  a  woman  who 
had  money  and  no  children.  Referred  patient  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  in  securing  transportation  to 
Europe.    Gave  her  relief  in  clothing,  care  and  nourishment. 
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No.  -  -  Monroe  Street  —  Three  children,  infant  died  at 
birth.  Man  a  tailor,  earning  very  little.  Rooms  poorly  fur- 
nished and  filthy.  Provided  necessary  clothing  for  patient  and 
bed,  and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily.  Woman  not  satisfied; 
begged  continually  for  baby  clothes.  When  questioned  by 
agent  as  to  use  for  them,  said  she  wanted  them  for  the  next 
baby,  or  rather,  she  explained,  that  the  keeping  of  garments 
in  the  house  might  prevent  growth  of  family. 

No. —  West  28th  Street  — Seventh  child;  oldest  a  boy  of 
fourteen  years,  incorrigible,  serving  a  term  on  the  island.  Man 
a  laborer,  working  on  the  docks  irregularly,  and  income 
barely  sufficient  to  pay  for  two  miserable  back  rooms,  and 
support  family.  Couple  trying  to  live  respectably,  but  bad 
neighborhood  evidently  demoralizing  their  younger  children. 
Danger  pointed  out  by  agent  and  advice  given  regarding 
removal  to  better  locality.  Necessary  relief  in  clothing  and 
food  given,  and  care-taker  sent  in  daily,  for  which  they  were 
very  grateful. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Eighth  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
very  little,  and  eking  out  a  living  by  keeping  six  boarders. 
All  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Three  folding  cots  in  kitchen, 
and  woman  lying  in  bedroom.  Balance  of  large  family  sleep  on 
floor.  Consider  themselves  thrifty  and  prosperous.  Asked 
only  for  help  of  scrub- woman  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  East  39th  Street —  Third  child.  Man  disappeared 
two  months  ago,  since  which  time  woman  has  managed  to 
keep  children  together  by  day's  work.  Fears  she  will  not 
be  able  to  continue  to  do  so  with  additional  responsibility. 
Advised  as  soon  as  well  to  apply  to  court  for  warrant  for  man, 
as  she  has  reason  to  believe  that  he  is  still  in  this  city,  living 
with  another  woman.  Very  grateful  for  clothing,  food  and  care, 
and  for  directions  as  to  use  of  day-nurseries  for  children. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Sixth  child,  five  of  whom  are  in 
Russia,  left  there  by  parents  three  months  ago.  Expect  to 
send  for  them  all  in  a  few  months.    Man  learning  the  tailors 
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trade,  and  earning  only  small  wages.  Couple  very  sanguine 
as  to  future,  and  thankful  to  be  in  a  free  country,  where  a 
man's  success  depends  only  on  his  own  efforts.  Very  intelligent 
respectable  people,  and  appreciative  of  every  kindness. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Twins;  in  all  nine  children.  Man 
a  laborer,  earning  very  little.  Family  miserably  poor,  crowded 
in  three  small  rooms.  Were  obliged  on  account  of  poverty,  to 
have  two  of  the  children  committed  to  an  institution.  Hope  to 
bring  them  home  as  soon  as  two  oldest  children,  now  aged 
fourteen  and  thirteen  become  wage-earners.  Couple  appar- 
ently respectable  but  inefficient.  Very  thankful  for  assistance 
in  clothing,  food  and  care. 

No.  —  Willet  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  tailor  doing 
his  best  to  make  a  living  for  family,  but  having  been  only  six 
months  in  America,  has  not  become  sufficiently  expert  at  trade 
to  succeed.  All  living  in  one  dark  middle  room,  bare  of  every 
comfort.  Gave  her  clothing  for  herself  and  infant;  also  supply 
for  bed  and  special  nourishment.  Couple  very  thankful  for 
care  and  attention,  and  very  hopeful  of  success  in  new  country. 

No.  —  Water  Street —  Fifth  child.  Family  living  in  stable; 
horse  stalls  on  one  side  of  room  where  patient  was  lying.  One 
child  suffering  from  an  accident  whereby  she  had  lost  a  finger, 
another  visiting  a  dispensary  daily,  with  a  case  of  blood 
poisoning.  Wretched  conditions  caused  by  intemperance  of 
both  father  and  mother.  The  Auxiliary  has  cared  for  the 
woman,  and  her  pretty  red-haired  children,  at  three  different 
times  in  same  room.  As  case  seems  hopeless,  agent  referred 
same  to  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children.  Gave 
patient  all  necessary  clothing  and  care  while  incapacitated. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  works  in  a 
factory  in  vicinity  earning  eight  dollars  weekly,  and  family 
get  along  very  comfortably  on  that  amount,  as  woman  earns 
rent  of  rooms  by  doing  janitor  work  of  building.  Needing 
only  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  as  she  expected  to  resume 
her  work  in  about  five  days.    Very  grateful  for  help. 
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No.  —  East  29th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  died  four 
months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked  at  day's 
work  as  long  as  able  in  order  to  keep  family  together,  but  was 
finally  obliged  to  have  two  children  committed  temporarily 
to  an  institution.  Grieves  for  little  ones  and  hopes  as  soon  as 
well  to  bring  them  home  again.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant  and  sent  in  special  nourishment  for  a 
few  days.  Also  referred  woman  to  the  Association  for  Im- 
proving the  Condition  of  the  Poor  for  further  relief  until  able 
to  resume  work. 

No.  —  East  12th  Street  —  Fourth  child,  three  of  whom  are 
in  Catholic  Protectory.  Patient  in  last  stage  of  consumption, 
unable  to  care  for  family.  Man,  an  Italian  laborer,  working 
irregularly  and  earning  very  little.  Evidently  inefficient; 
seemed  overwhelmed  by  his  responsibilities  of  family.  Patient 
claimed  to  have  worked  at  finishing  clothing,  night  and  day, 
in  order  to  keep  family  together.  Finally  when  health  broke 
down,  was  obliged  to  part  with  children.  Gave  her  clothing 
and  special  nourishment  and  referred  case  to  relief  society. 

No.  --  Allen  Street  —  Sixth  living  child;  oldest  a  girl  of 
sixteen  years.  Family  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Very  poor, 
as  girl  cannot  be  spared  to  go  to  work,  mother  being  helpless 
from  rheumatism,  and  large  family  dependent  on  irregular 
earnings  of  man  who  is  a  tailor.  Very  thankful  for  clothing  for 
bed  and  infant,  and  care  of  patient  by  cleaner.  Girl  caring 
for  household. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  deserted  and 
went  to  Europe  four  months  ago.  Woman  then  sublet  rooms  to 
another  family,  making  a  total  of  twelve  people  in  two  rooms. 
Place  very  untidy  and  overcrowded.  Patient  in  need  of  every- 
thing. Provided  clothing  and  milk,  and  sent  in  care-taker. 
She  also  received  Diet  Kitchen  relief.  Will  earn  living  by  ped- 
dling when  recovered. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street  — Third  child.  Patient  and  husband 
both  vegetable  peddlers,  and  rent  furnished  room  of  a  woman

who  is  also  a  peddler.  Rooms  filthy;  filled  with  heaps  of  vege- 
tables and  fruit  in  all  stages  of  decomposition,  and  odors  un- 
bearable. Household  evidently  not  affected  by  conditions,  as 
its  members  were  all  apparently  robust,  and  patient  expects  to 
resume  work  in  one  week. 

No.  —  Henry  Street  — Fourth  child.  Man  sick  and  family 
very  poor.  Living  in  dark  back  basement,  entrance  through 
cellar  used  as  junk  shop,  and  filled  with  push-carts.  Patient 
required  only  care  of  scrub-woman  during  incapacity.  Says  she 
earns  a  good  living  for  family  when  well,  by  working  as  restau- 
rant cook.  Gave  her  all  necessary  care  until  fifth  day,  when  she 
resumed  work.    Very  grateful  for  help. 

No.  -  -  Batavia  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man, working  irregularly  and  apparently  spending  the  greater 
part  of  his  earnings  in  dissipation.  Family  of  seven  living  in 
one  large  attic  room,  with  ceiling  so  low  that  it  is  only  possible 
to  stand  upright  in  centre  of  it.  Only  light  and  ventilation 
from  a  small  window  in  sloping  roof.  Woman  evidently  respect- 
able and  industrious.  Works  at  office-cleaning  when  well. 
Speaks  of  miserable  conditions  as  her  "  bad  luck,"  and  as 
something  absolutely  beyond  her  control.  Expects  to  have  a 
large  family  as  her  mother  had,  and  to  live  always  in  same 
poverty.  Visitor  failed  to  make  any  impression  by  good  advice. 
Aided  her  with  clothing  and  food,  and  kept  room  clean  during 
illness.    Patient  resumed  work  on  sixth  day. 

No'  —  Morton  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  died  four  months 
ago  leaving  wife  penniless.  She  placed  children  daily  in  nur- 
sery, and  went  to  work  in  a  restaurant,  earning  a  living  for 
family  until  one  week  ago.  Expects  to  resume  work  in  five  days, 
as  she  will  otherwise  lose  her  position.  Gave  her  help  in  food, 
and  clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
while  necessary. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  nineteen  years 
of  age  and  patient  thirty-seven.  Married  one  year  ago,  she 
at  the  time  being  a  widow  with  three  children,  and  a  few  hun- 
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dred  dollars,  life  insurance  of  first  husband.  Woman  com- 
plained of  man's  abuse  and  neglect  after  he  had  spent  her 
money.  Says  when  she  recovers,  she  will  leave  him  and  go  to 
work  in  tailor  shop.  Helped  her  out  with  clothing,  food  and 
care;  also  gave  advice  in  regard  to  placing  of  little  ones  in 
day-nursery.    Thankful  for  attention. 

No.  —  Norfolk  Street — Eighth  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
fair  living  for  family,  and  making  every  effort  to  educate 
children.  One  boy  in  high-school,  and  oldest  girl  at  Normal 
College.  All  living  in  three  small  rooms,  barely  furnished,  and 
younger  children  miserably  clothed.  Sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few 
days,  which  was  all  the  help  they  would  accept. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  presser,  earn- 
ing small  wages.  To  reduce  expenses,  two  families;  in  all, 
ten  people  are  living  in  one  room.  Only  one  bed  in  evidence, 
and  pile  of  dirty  bedding  in  corner.  Family  in  America  but 
three  weeks.  Happy  in  their  poverty,  and  enthusiastic  in 
their  praise  of  "  grand  free  country  "  and  its  many  opportuni- 
ties for  work  and  for  education.  Man  advised  relative  to  ob- 
taining start  in  business  through  United  Hebrew  Charities. 
Very  self-respecting  Russian  family.  Appreciative  ot  care 
given,  and  of  suppiy  of  ciothing  provided  for  patient  and  infant. 

No.  —  Chrystie  Street  —  Second  child.  Miserably  poor 
place  in  rear  building.  Scrub-woman  obliged  to  go  down  two 
flights  of  stairs  to  yard,  and  pump  all  water  required  for  wash- 
ing and  cleaning.  Man  a  tailor,  working  irregularly,  and  earn- 
ing small  wages.  Unable  to  pay  rent  of  better  rooms.  Gave 
assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and  kept  patient  comfortable. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Eighth  living  child.  Claims  to  have 
had  the  "  Broome  Street  doctors  "  nine  times.  Has  absolute 
faith  in  them.  Great  improvement  in  conditions  since  con- 
finement two  years  ago,  when  family  was  crowded  in  two  filthy 
rooms,  destitute  of  every  comfort.  Man  a  tailor  has  had 
better  work,  and  has  done  as  then  advised ;  rented  a  third  room, 
and  woman  has  made  some  preparation  for  approaching  illness.

Showed  visitor  with  great  pride  two  cheap  sheets  which  she 
had  made,  also  a  few  baby  garments.  These  were  supplemented 
by  the  Auxiliary,  and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days  as  oldest 
girl  is  but  twelve  years. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  evidently  in 
last  stage  of  consumption,  and  woman  working  to  support 
family  when  well.  Helped  her  with  much  needed  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant;  also  with  food  and  milk,  and  care 
until  she  recovered.  Learned  case  had  been  under  supei  vision 
of  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  some  time. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  died  of  consump- 
tion three  months  ago  leaving  family  destitute.  Since  that 
time  she  has  rented  one  room  of  a  friend  having  been  evicted 
immediately  after  the  funeral.  She  worked  at  day's  work  as 
long  as  able,  but  for  past  few  weeks  has  been  absolutely  depend- 
ent on  charity  of  poor  neighbors.  Gave  her  clothing,  nourishing 
food,  and  care,  and  advised  her  in  regard  to  placing  of  infant  in 
day-nursery,  and  resuming  work  when  strong  enough.  Also 
referred  her  to  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of 
the  Poor  for  continuous  oversight. 

No.  —  Gouveneur  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  five  chil- 
dren. Man  working  at  home  as  custom  tailor,  earning  a  fair 
living  for  family.  Asked  only  for  supply  of  baby  clothes  for 
one  infant  (woman  having  made  preparation  for  the  other  one), 
and  for  care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  as  he  could  not  afford  a 
nurse.    Very  grateful. 

No.  —  East  32nd  Street  —  Eleventh  child  — "all  Broome 
Street  babies."  Daughter  of  twenty  years  caring  for  mother; 
asked  only  for  instruction  of  scrub-woman.  Man  a  laborer, 
earning  very  little,  but  income  eked  out  by  earnings  of  two 
children.  Consider  themselves  very  comfortable,  although 
there  were  only  two  beds  in  evidence;  balance  of  family 
sleeping  on  floor.    Very  grateful  for  advice. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Twins,  making  in  all  four  children 
Family  only  seven  months  in  America.    Man  a  peddler  of  fish, 
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earning  a  precarious  living,  and  occupying  two  miserable 
rooms  in  cellar  almost  bare  of  furniture.  Gave  woman  cloth- 
ing for  herself  and  baby,  also  bed  clothing,  and  furnished  food, 
milk  and  fuel  until  patient's  recovery.  Caretaker  sent  in  daily 
to  keep  place  as  clean  as  possible. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  tailor  out  of 
work,  and  family  destitute.  Served  with  dispossess  notice 
when  infant  was  two  days  old.  Man  advised  to  ask  doctor 
for  note  forbidding  removal  of  woman  under  ten  days  and 
during  that  time  to  apply  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for 
assistance  in  securing  work,  and  paying  one  month's  rent. 
Gave  woman  all  necessary  garments,  food  and  care,  and 
referred  case  to  down  town  Hebrew  Sick  Relief  Society,  which 
aided  with  five  dollars  in  cash  and  extra  bed  clothing. 

No.  -  -  Orchard  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living  in 
miserable  cellar  room,  only  window  opening  on  shaft,  and  oil 
lamp  burning  all  day.  Man  about  seventy  years  of  age,  while 
woman  is  twenty-four.  Says  when  she  married  him  he  had 
money  and  a  good  business,  but  that  being  too  old  to  attend  to 
it,  he  lost  everything,  and  now  tries  to  earn  a  living  by  the  junk 
business.  Every  corner  of  room,  even  space  under  woman's 
bed,  filled  with  old  rags,  iron,  etc.  Man  warned  that  such 
business  could  not  be  carried  on  in  sleeping  room,  under  penalty 
of  action  by  Board  of  Health.  Promised  to  rent  front  basement 
for  business. 

No.  —  East  28th  Street  —  Tenth  living  child;  oldest  thir- 
teen years.  Crowded  in  three  small  rooms  in  basement,  land- 
lord objecting  to  large  noisy  family  on  upper  floors.  Man  works 
in  a  factory  in  vicinity,  earning  ten  dollars  weekly.  He  pays 
fourteen  dollars  monthly  for  rent,  leaving  small  balance  for 
food,  clothing,  fuel  and  incidentals  of  family  of  twelve.  Couple 
very  respectable,  and  looking  forward  patiently  to  time  when 
older  children  become  wage-earners.  Very  thankful  for  care  of 
cleaner  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  East  1 1th  Street  —  Second  child.  Family  poor;  man 
a  laborer  having  been  out  of  work  for  some  weeks.     Hopes  to 
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resume  next  week.  Woman  needing  everything  for  comfort, 
gave  clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  bed  clothing,  food  and 
milk  supply.  Sent  in  scrub-woman  daily,  as  only  care-taker 
was  patient's  mother,  who  was  feeble  and  blind.  Very  appre- 
ciative of  attention. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Man  a  peddler  of 
clothing,  left  home  six  months  ago,  presumably  on  a  business 
trip.  Woman  made  every  effort  to  locate  him,  finally  learning 
that  he  had  taken  his  earnings  and  returned  to  Russia.  Patient 
kept  lodgers,  and  did  washing  for  neighbors,  thus  eking  out 
a  living  until  confinement.  All  necessary  clothing,  food  and 
care  provided,  and  woman  advised  to  make  application  to 
United  Hebrew  Charities  for  assistance  until  able  to  resume 
work. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  teacher  of 
Hebrew,  and  one  of  three  small  rooms  used  as  a  class-room. 
Claimed  to  have  twelve  boy  pupils,  each  of  which  pay  one 
dollar  per  month  for  religious  instruction.  Children  all  too 
young  to  work,  and  family  very  poor,  but  evidently  self-respect- 
ing. Woman  obliged  to  eke  out  income  when  well  by  doing 
day's  work.  Family  very  grateful  for  assistance  in  clothing, 
food  and  care  during  illness,  but  declined  to  have  their  circum- 
stances reported  to  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Ninth  living  child;  oldest  thirteen 
years.  Man  a  laborer,  who  brought  family  here  from  Chicago 
six  weeks  ago,  and  has  earned  nothing  since.  Regrets  the 
change  but  expects  later  on  to  make  a  great  deal  of  money, 
and  return  to  Chicago.  Patient  given  necessary  clothing,  food, 
milk  and  fuel,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily.  Man  directed  to 
various  charitable  societies  which  may  aid  him  in  securing 
employment. 

No.  -  -  Norfolk  Street  —  Second  child.  Man  deserted 
woman  five  months  ago,  leaving  her  in  furnished  room.  She 
worked  in  a  tailor  shop  while  able  but  has  for  some  time  been 
dependent  on  kindness  of  poor  neighbors.     Gave  her  clothing 
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for  herself  and  infant,  also  special  nourishment,  and  sent  in 
cleaner  daily.  Agent  advised  woman,  as  soon  as  able,  to 
endeavor  to  locate  man,  and  compel  him  to  support  family. 
Case  referred  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  bed- 
clothing  and  cash. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street  —  Third  child.  Man  a  presser  of 
clothing,  earning  very  little.  Income  eked  out  by  keeping 
boarders,[ten  of  whom  with  family  of  five,  occupy  three  rooms. 
Old  woman  helping,  but  able  only  to  attend  to  cooking  for 
large  family.  Patient  neglected.  Sent  in  cleaner  to  care  for 
her  regularly,  and  gave  clothing  for  infant,  as  no  preparation 
had  been  made  for  confinement. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street  —  Second  child.  Family  came  from 
Russia  about  one  month  prior  to  confinement.  Man  learning 
the  tailors  trade,  and  earning  only  four  dollars  weekly.  Occupy- 
ing one  furnished  room,  for  which  he  pays  two  dollars  weekly, 
leaving  only  two  dollars  for  all  other  expenses.  Couple  evi- 
dently think  income  sufficient,  and  hope  as  soon  as  man  can 
earn  a  little  more,  to  buy  their  own  furniture  and  rent  rooms. 
Helped  them  with  necessary  clothing  and  care. 

No.  —  Orchard  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living  in  two 
poorly  furnished  untidy  rooms.  Man  a  furrier,  unemployed, 
this  being  his  dull  season.  Showed  agent  dispossess  notice, 
and  was  advised  to  go  with  same  to  United  Hebrew  Charities, 
asking  assistance  in  rent.  Woman  much  distressed  over  con- 
ditions; up  on  second  day  trying  to  work.  Given  necessary 
assistance  and  persuaded  to  return  to  bed,  as  court  would  not 
take  action  under  ten  days  on  account  of  her  illness.  Left 
couple  comforted,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Learned  on  second 
visit  rent  had  been  paid  by  United  Hebrew  Charities. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  of  six,  and 
seven  boarders  living  in  three  small  rooms;  crowded  and  dirty. 
Great  piles  of  soiled  bedding  in  corners  during  day;  same 
thrown  on^floors  at  night  for  accommodation  of  lodgers.  Mar 
a  tailor  earning  very  small  wages.    Claims  that  only  by  keeping 
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crowd  of  boarders,  can  he  afford  to  pay  fourteen  dollars  monthly 
for  three  rooms.  Given  assistance  in  clothing  and  food,  and 
place  kept  clean  for  ten  days.  Old  mother  of  patient  attending 
only  to  cooking. 

No.  —  Montgomery  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  six 
weeks  prior  to  confinement  leaving  woman  destitute.  Poor 
neighbors  started  a  subscription,  and  raised  sufficient  money 
to  pay  one  month's  rent.  No  preparation  made  for  illness. 
Gave  clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  also  bed-clothing  and 
food,  and  cared  for  place  while  necessary.  Advised  to  make 
application  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  tor  assistance  until 
strong  enough  to  go  to  work. 

No.  —  Lewis  Street  —  Fifth  baby.  Man  a  cripple  walking 
with  two  crutches,  unable  to  do  hard  work,  so  secured  a  place 
in  a  match  factory,  where  he  earns  five  dollars  weekly.  Sister 
of  woman  boarding  with  family  and  working  in  tailor  shop, 
making  a  total  of  eight  persons  in  two  small  rooms  back  of  a 
junk  shop.  Very  dark  and  cheerless  and  very  dirty.  No  prep- 
aration for  confinement.  Gave  clothing  for  woman,  bed  and 
baby,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street  —  Fifth  baby.  Man  a  janitor,  who 
receives  for  services  rent  of  two  smail  rooms.  Family  came 
from  Russia  one  year  ago.  Perfectly  satisfied  with  circum- 
stances. Earns  food  for  family  by  doing  a  little  peddling,  and 
by  letting  one  room  to  a  family  of  twelve.  Corners  piled  with 
soiled  bedding;  only  one  bedstead  used.  Total  of  nineteen 
people  in  two  rooms.  Place  filthy  and  unsanitary  from  over- 
crowding. In  need  of  clothes  for  infant  and  thorough  cleaning 
which  were  given.

Letter  of  thanks  received. 

Mrs.  M.  One  child.  After  patient  had  been  home  a  few 
weeks  obliged  to  return  to  hospital  for  an  operation.  Baby 
left  in  care  of  an  aged  mother.  Assistance  given  while  daughter 
was  ill,  who  had  been  deserted  by  her  husband. 

Mrs.  M.  Two  children.  Husband  out  of  employment. 
Agent  found  a  situation  for  wife  as  housekeeper  where  family 
could  live  rent  free.  Groceries  given  and  clothing  for  the  baby. 
Husband  did  what  he  could  until  steady  employment  could  be 
obtained.  A  letter  of  gratitude  sent  to  Chairman  of  Committee 
No.  I. 

Mrs.  B.  One  child.  Parents  born  in  Turkey;  in  U.  S.  13 
years.  Husband  deserted  family.  Agent  found  patient  was  of 
a  very  good  family.    Assistance  given  until  able  to  work. 

Mrs.  A.  Two  children,  oldest  five  years  (family  deserted), 
who  was  sent  to  St.  Barnabas  House  to  remain  while  his 
mother  was  in  hospital.  When  ready  to  leave  a  home  was 
found  for  family.    Case  reported  to  the  State  Aid  Association. 
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Mrs.  E.  One  child.  Husband  and  wife  on  their  way  to 
Philadelphia  expecting  to  remain  in  New  York  for  a  few  days. 
Wife  taken  suddenly  ill  and  brought  to  hospital.  During  the 
first  week  husband  advised  to  continue  his  trip  as  a  situation 
was  offered  him.  When  wife  was  well  enough  to  leave  ticket 
was  bought,  extra  money  given  in  case  it  would  be  needed, 
baby  given  clothing.  Agent  took  the  young  mother  and  baby 
to  the  train. 

A  letter  of  appreciation  received  and  forwarded  to  Chairman 
of  Committee  I.  Agent  has  also  received  letters  from  the  pa- 
tient. 

Mrs.  J.  One  child.  Mother  and  baby  sent  to  St.  John's 
Guild  Sea  Side  Hospital  where  both  improved  in  health. 
Letters  of  gratitude  received  from  patient.  Agent  received 
a  letter  some  time  since  stating  patient  was  married  and  very 
happy. 

Mrs.  McC.  Three  children.  Husband  not  steadily  employed 
Very  unkind  to  wife;  couple  married  when  very  young.  Assist- 
ance given  also  clothing  for  infant.  The  last  time  Agent 
heard  from  family  the  two  oldest  children  had  been  sent  to 
Ireland  to  their  grandmother. 

Mrs.  B.  One  child.  Husband  gone  to  South  America. 
Situation  found  for  patient  as  wet  nurse,  so  she  could  take 
her  own  baby  with  her.  She  was  very  grateful  having  been 
left  without  means  of  support.    Clothing  given  for  infant. 

Mrs.  McM.  One  child.  Lived  in  Jersey  (deserted).  Most 
anxious  to  go  to  friend  in  Newark  who  could  not  come  for  her 
on  account  of  illness.  Agent  bought  ticket  and  put  patient 
on  train.  Clothing  had  been  given  for  baby.  ,  A  letter  of  ap- 
preciation  was  received. 

Committee  I,  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  also  furnished  all  station- 
ery required  by  patients,  transportation  to  their  distant  homes, 
and  whatever  orthopedic  appliance  may  be  required. 

Homes  found  for  a  great  number  of  women  prior  to  confine- 
ment.

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CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  -passed  March  1, 1799,  chapter  xxxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institutions,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and

maj^  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building,  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security, 
or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction'  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judg- 
ment which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may 
be  for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it 
may  hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  pos- 
session shall  be  and  remain  in  the  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or 
assigns,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  same  respectively  within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire 
the  same,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after 
the  expiration  of  the  said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers; the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton, 
David  M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel, 
shall  be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority 
of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
election  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when, 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying 
on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  shall 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
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the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  president,  vice- 
president,  treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices, 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  468,  Laws  of  1 897. 
An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "  An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York," 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers, and  the  election  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation,  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
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bers  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the 
said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  accepted 
by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 
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CHAPTER  III. 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Governors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Gover- 
nors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the 
office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies 
occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  when- 
ever they  may  occur. 

4.  A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

5.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board: 
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1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous    business. 

CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
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vestment  without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running 
expenses  during  the  following  month. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 
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5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called,  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical  Board. 

the  medical  directors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  Hospital  and 
to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  These  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the 
Medical  Directors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  they  shall  organize  as  such  by  the 
appointment  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years,  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
tated to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Directors  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
visory board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 
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5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that 
may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks, 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 
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11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant 
of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year. 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws 
affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical 
or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote 
of  two- thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one 
life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed 
during  one  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  presents  the  following  report  of  the  Society  for  its  one 
hundred  and  fifteenth  year: 

The  Hospital,  during  the  past  year,  has  sustained  an  irre- 
parable loss  in  the  death  of  the  late  John  Pierpont  Morgan, 
who  not  only  provided  all  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  pres- 
ent hospital  building  of  the  Society,  but  also  contributed  most 
generously  towards  the  purchase  of  the  land.  Ever  since  the 
opening  of  the  Hospital  he  has  made  it  possible  to  continue  its 
work  by  a  large  yearly  contribution  to  the  running  expenses. 

Mr.  Morgan  always  manifested  the  keenest  interest  in  every- 
thing that  appertained  to  the  Hospital's  welfare,  and  his  death 
has  been  keenly  felt  by  each  member  of  the  Board. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Governors  a  memorial 
tablet  will  be  placed  in  the  main  entrance  hall  of  the  Hospital 
in  order  to  give  some  public  recognition  of  the  great  debt  which 
the  Society  owes  to  Mr.  Morgan's  benefactions.  The  inscrip- 
tion to  be  placed  on  this  tablet  is  shown  on  the  opposite  page. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Morgan  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  secur- 
ing the  support  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  class  of  work 
done  at  this  Hospital.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present  report  will 
be  carefully  examined,  and  thus  a  better  understanding  ob- 
tained of  the  charitable  and  philanthropic  work  which  is  being 
done.  A  large  portion  of  the  work  is  done  outside  of  the  Hos- 
pital building,  and  on  referring  to  some  of  the  cases  visited  and 
relieved  by  the  Outdoor  Department,  it  will  be  seen  what  great 
assistance  is  being  rendered  by  the  Society  in  countless  homes 
throughout  the  City.  The  care  of  the  mother  and  the  new 
born  child  is  but  a  part  of  our  work,  when  it  is  realized  that  in 
so  many  cases  the  mother  is  the  mainstay  of  the  family  and  that 
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the  home  is  not  only  temporarily  deprived  of  her  services  but  the 
housework  and  care  of  herself  and  family  must  be  undertaken 
by  the  small  children,  and  therefore  the  need  of  outside  assist- 
ance becomes  manifest.  The  visits  of  our  physicians  and  nurses 
under  such  conditions  both  aid  the  patients  and  their  sugges- 
tion and  help  tend  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  mothers. 

An  examination  of  the  statistics  of  maternity  hospitals  in  this 
and  other  countries  shows  that  this  Hospital  occupies  a  leading 
position  among  similar  institutions  of  America,  and  if  the  con- 
finements treated  by  the  Outdoor  Department  are  added  to 
those  treated  in  the  Hospital  Building,  it  will  be  found  that  in 
actual  cases  treated  this  Hospital  occupies  one  of  the  first  places 
among  the  maternity  hospitals  of  the  world. 

We  desire  to  direct  especial  attention  to  the  endowment  of 
beds,  either  for  the  lifetime  of  the  donor  or  in  perpetuity,  in 
the  general  wards  of  the  Hospital.  We  trust  that  more  of  those 
who  are  interested  in  our  work  will  decide  to  adopt  this  form 
of  permanent  assistance.  A  person  endowing  a  bed  in  perpe- 
tuity receives  from  the  Hospital  a  certificate  acknowledging  the 
amount  of  the  donation  and  giving  to  the  donor  the  right  to 
name  patients  to  the  endowed  bed  during  the  life  of  the  donor, 
with  the  privilege  of  transferring  this  right  either  by  will  or  by 
deed.     A  form  of  this  certificate  is  printed  in  this  year's  report. 

We  appreciate  deeply  the  interest  shown  by  those  who  have 
given  donations  of  clothes,  flowers,  fruit,  magazines,  etc.,  and 
have  thus  added  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  Hospital's 
patients.  We  wish  also  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  who  have 
contributed  money  during  the  past  year  towards  the  current 
work  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  very  desirable  that  such  contribu- 
tions be  largely  increased,  and  that  the  number  of  persons  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  be  extended.  This  is  the 
largest  of  the  independent  maternity  hospitals  in  this  City,  and 
it  should  have  a  large  body  of  contributors  interested  in  its 
aims  and  objects  and  desiring  to  help  maintain  its  work. 

The  members  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  and  those  who  are 
engaged  in  the  active  work  of  the  Hospital  and  have  given 
their  time  and  continued  attention  without  remuneration  are 
entitled  to  our  sincere  thanks,  which  are  hereby  gratefully  ten- 
dered. 
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The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  most  successful  in  raising 
funds  for  the  work  in  which  it  is  engaged,  thus  supplementing 
the  efforts  of  the  Hospital,  but  as  the  work  of  the  Hospital  is 
one  in  which  women  are  peculiarly  interested  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors hope  that  an  especial  effort  will  now  be  made  by  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  not  merely  to  collect  funds  for  its  own  use, 
but  also  to  urge  its  friends  and  members  to  subscribe  directly 
and  liberally  to  the  Hospital's  funds. 

All  persons  who  at  any  time  become  interested  in  the  work 
of  this  Society  will,  upon  application  being  made  to  the  Super- 
intendent at  the  Hospital  Building,  be  gladly  given  an  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  the  Hospital  and  full  information  will  be 
afforded  as  to  the  details  of  the  work  in  which  the  Society  is 
engaged.

Resolutions  Adopted  in  Reference  to  the  Death  of 

John  Pierpont  Morgan  by  the  Medical  Board 

and  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  Medical  Board  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
meeting  in  Special  Session  on  this  tenth  day  of  April  1913, 
places  on  record  its  profound  sorrow  in  the  death  of  its  bene- 
factor, member  of  its  Board  of  Governors  and  friend  for  many 
years,  John  Pierpont  Morgan,  Esq.,  who  died  in  Rome,  March 
31st,  1913,  a:d  herein  it  wishes  to  express  as  fittingly  as  possible 
its  appreciation  of  Mr.  Morgan  as  a  man,  a  wise  and  willing 
counselor  and  a  friend  for  many  years.  Through  his  generosity 
the  present  hospital  building  and  the  great  charitable  and  educa- 
tional work  as  now  carried  on  have  been  made  possible. 

Mr.  Morgan's  interest  in  this  work  began  in  the  year  of  1892 
when  he  became  aware  of  the  condition  of  a  poor  woman  in  a 
tenement  in  Norfolk  Street,  a  patient  of  the  Midwifery  Dis- 
pensary, who  had  been  subjected  to  the  Cesarean  operation 
in  her  home,  the  first  operation  of  this  kind  to  be  performed  on 
any  patient  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  He  at  once  made 
ample  provision  so  that  this  woman  was  given  rent,  food,  and 
proper  clothing,  the  services  of  trained  nurses  and  everything 
necessary  to  insure  her  comfort  and  recovery. 
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The  demands  of  the  work  soon  outgrew  the  capacity  of  the 
Midwifery  Dispensary  and  it  was  merged  in  the  "  Society  of 
the  Lying-in  Hospital  "  and  the  Hamilton  Fish  residence  was 
bought,  Mr.  Morgan  giving  largely  towards  its  purchase  price 
and  believing  that  more  land  would  soon  be  needed  he  added 
by  his  own  independent  means,  two  adjoining  lots  on  Eigh- 
teenth Street.  He  provided  the  funds  necessary  to  remodel  the 
Fish  residence  to  make  it  suitable  for  hospital  purposes  and  at 
his  own  expense,  he  caused  plans  to  be  drawn  for  a  hospital 
building  to  cover  the  entire  plot  and  maintained  his  representa- 
tives in  Europe  and  America  for  several  months  studying  the 
construction,  equipment  and  administration  of  hospitals 
When  these  plans  were  completed  he  built  and  equipped  the 
present  building  which  was  opened  for  patients  in  1902,  since 
which  time  Mr.  Morgan  has  given  largely  to  its  support.  He 
manifested  keen  appreciation  in  the  growth  of  the  work  and  in 
innumerable  ways  showed  that  he  wished  to  give  his  aid  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  hospital  which  by  the  volume 
and  character  of  its  work  should  rank  with  the  first  of  the  great 
maternities  of  the  world,  and  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  very  largely  through  his  munificence  thousands  of  poor 
women  each  year  were  given  excellent  obstetric  care  both  in  the 
hospital  and  in  their  own  homes  and  also  that  an  even  greater 
charity  was  being  done  in  the  instruction  of  thousands  of  doc- 
tors and  nurses  in  the  best  way  to  care  for  such  patients. 
These  doctors  and  nurses  are  scattered  all  over  the  world  giv- 
ing their  patients  the  benefit  of  the  instruction  which  they 
have  gained  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 
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REPORT  OF  THE    MEDICAL   BOARD 


During  the  year  1913,  the  work  accomplished  in  the  In- 
door Department  of  the  Hospital  shows  an  increase  of  over 
three  hundred  cases,  while  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  number  of  patients  cared  for  in  the  Out-door  Department. 
The  work  in  general  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous  years, 
but  with  much  greater  ease,  on  account  of  the  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  general  up-keep  of  the  Hospital  and  the  increased 
laboratory  facilities.  The  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors in  supplying  the  necessary  funds  has  been  a  strong  incentive 
for  everyone  connected  with  the  institution  to  endeavor  to 
make  it  the  very  best  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 

The  Hospital  experienced,  during  this  year, an  inestimable  loss 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  This  sad  event  casts 
a  shadow  upon  the  year,  which  otherwise  has  been  most  pros- 
perous. The  Medical  Board  most  earnestly  desires  to  express 
its  sense  of  this  loss.  His  ever  ready  counsel  and  advice  was 
always  a  strong  inducement  for  this  board  to  put  forth  its 
best  endeavors  in  advancing  the  work  which  he  so  truly  be- 
lieved would  benefit  humanity,  not  only  by  lending  a  helping 
hand  to  women  during  confinement,  but  also  before  and  after 
that  critical  tima. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  record  that  the  number  of  graduate 
pupils  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  country  is  increasing.  The 
Medical  Board  believes  that  a  great  deal  of  the  best  work  that 
has  been  done  by  this  hospital  is  the  education  of  these  medical 
men,  many  of  whom  carry  the  knowledge  thus  acquired  into 
more  remote  districts  where  skilled  obstetricians  are  unknown, 
and  in  this  manner  effect  the  savings  of  many  lives  which  might 
otherwise  have  been  lost.  In  considering  further  the  educational 
work  done  by  this  hospital,  particular  attention  is  called  to  a 
group  of  men  serving  on  the  Resident  Staff.     Each  year  some- 
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what  over  fifty  physicians,  the  majority  of  them  graduates  from 
other  hospitals,  serve  for  periods  of  from  four  to  six  months, 
conducting  confinement  cases,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Attending  Surgeons,  either  in  the  tenements  or  in  the  hospital. 
These  men  acquire  a  large  experience  in  obstetrics  in  a  com- 
paratively short  time  and  they  constitute  the  hospital's  best 
post-graduate  class.  They  are  to  be  found  throughout  this 
and  neighboring  countries  helping  to  raise  the  standard  of 
quality  of  work  done  in  this,"  as  yet,  too  much  neglected  branch 
of  medicine. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  knowledge  disseminated 
by  the  teaching  staff  of  the  institution  is  of  practical  value, 
for  while  the  number  of  cases  coming  under  our  care  has  largely 
increased,  the  number  of  patients  sent  into  the  hospital  from 
outside  sources  in  an  infected  and  dying  condition,  has  greatly 
diminished,  due  in  the  main,  we  believe,  to  the  better  education 
not  only  of  the  physician  but  also  of  the  public,  in  which  educa- 
tion we  consider  that  this  hospital  has  played  a  very  large  part. 
The  results  of  the  skill  and  experience  obtained  through  the  ob- 
servation of  the  very  large  number  of  cases  seen  on  this  service 
have  been  distributed  to  the  medical  public  in  another  way  as 
well  as  by  means  of  the  students,  namely  through  the  hospital 
bulletin,  which  is  published  quarterly  and  contains,  we  believe, 
much  interesting  and  instructive  information  derived  from  the 
wards  of  the  hospital.  While  its  actual  circulation  in  point  of 
subscribers  is  not  very  large,  it  reaches  many  people  through 
the  different  medical  libraries,  and  in  this  way  those  who  are 
not  subscribers  have  derived  considerable  benefit  from  the 
work  of  the  hospital,  although  unable  to  witness  it  in  person. 

Within  the  past  year  extensive  improvements  in  the  labora- 
tories of  the  hospital  have  resulted  in  the  beginning  of  many 
important  lines  of  research.  By  means  of  the  endowment 
which  was  so  generously  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley 
Jenkins  in  memory  of  her  sister,  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
such  progress  in  the  treatment  of  puerperal  fever  by  means  of 
intravenous  injections  of  magnesium  sulphate,  that  it  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  cure  of  a  large  percentage  of  these 
cases  is  within  our  grasp.  The  Abderhalden  test  for  demon- 
strating the  presence  of  pregnancy  by  means  of  an  examination 
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of  the  patient's  blood  serum  has  been  worked  out  and  the  results 
published.  Numerous  other  problems  have  been  under- 
taken which  without  efficient  laboratory  facilities  would  have 
been  impossible  and  the  progress  must  have  come  to  a  stand- 
still. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  better  care  of  the  patients  after 
they  leave  the  hospital  and  in  this  regard  there  have  been 
provided  gynecological  classes  to  which  needy  patients  may 
return  for  treatment,  as  well  as  classes  for  the  care  of  their 
babies  up  to  the  age  of  two  years,  in  the  same  manner  as 
formerly  but  with  continually  improved  quarters  and  more 
extensive  means  of  treatment.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  injection  of  Salvarsan,  or  "  606,"  in  patients  suffering 
from  syphilis  during  the  necessary  period,  and  for  the  out-door 
treatment  of  cases  complicated  with  tuberculosis,  in  many 
of  which  surprisingly  good  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  hospital  is  at  present  working  to  its  full  capacity  and  the 
number  of  patients  which  it  can  treat  has  about  reached  its  limit 
unless  funds  to  a  greater  extent  shall  be  forthcoming.  It  would 
be  advantageous  were  it  possible  for  us  to  procure  more 
permanent  nurses  and  more  pupil  nurses  but  lack  of  space 
and  money,  at  present,  makes  this  impossible.  It  is  earnestly 
to  be  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  some  means  will 
be  found  to  provide:  first,  more  nurses;  secondly,  still  better 
support  of  the  laboratories;  and  third,  better  dissemination  of 
the  knowledge  acquired  in  this,  the  second  largest  institution 
of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
IN  1912=1913. 


Relief  Work. 

In  the  year  October  1,  1912  to  September  30,  1913,  the 
Society,  in  the  two  branches  of  its  service,  treated  6,619 
cases.  The  number  of  births  was  5,542.  The  number 
of  births  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  according  to  the  re- 
turns from  the  Health  Department,  was  65,085  of  which 
40,701  were  reported  by  physicians  and  24,384  by 
midwives.  The  society  cared  for  over  8  per  cent  of  the  entire 
number  of  confinements  and  more  than  13  per  cent  of  those 
treated  by  physicians. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  treatment  was  7,917. 
In  the  Out-Door  Department  the  number  of  applications  was 
3,506,  the  number  treated  3,043  the  number  of  con- 
finements 2,725.  The  number  of  applications  for  treat- 
ment in  the  hospital  was  4,411  the  number  received 
3,576  and  the  number  of  confinements  2,745  The  am- 
bulance service  brought  to  the  hospital  530  cases.  In  all 
its  departments  the  Society  has  worked  to  the  full  limit  of 
its  resources.  The  demands  upon  it  are  shown  by  the  following 
table.

Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  Mrs.  Kerr,  Visitor. 


No.  —  Pitt  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  very  poor,  living 
in  one  miserable  back  basement  room,  where  an  oil  lamp  is 
kept  burning  all  day.  Visitor  had  difficulty  in  locating  family 
as  entrance  is  through  dark  alley.  Man  a  vegetable  peddler, 
and  room  stored  with  decaying  fruit  and  vegetables.  Man 
told  that  same  must  be  removed  at  once  from  sick-room,  or 
Board  of  Health  would  be  notified  on  next  day.  Secured 
store  room  in  cellar  of  house  and  on  second  day  place  was 
thoroughly  cleaned  by  scrub-woman.  Patient  also  aided  with 
food  and  milk. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street  —  Third  baby.  Very  poor  family. 
Man  a  button  sewer,  earning  a  meagre  living.  Gave  all 
necessary  clothing  for  mother  and  baby,  and  sent  in  care-taker, 
who  was  unable  to  persuade  woman  to  remain  in  bed,  she  get- 
ting up  every  day  to  attend  to  the  cooking,  although  her  sister, 
eighteen  years  of  age,  was  there  for  that  purpose.  Said  man 
insisted  on  her  getting  his  meals. 

No.  —  Allen  Street — Third  child.  Man  suffering  from  con- 
sumption. Has  done  no  work  in  two  years.  Went  six  weeks 
ago  to  home  for  incurables.  Rooms  barely  furnished,  every- 
thing having  been  sold  or  pawned.  Very  grateful  for  clothing 
and  food,  and  for  help  of  scrub-woman.  Left  address  of  Hebrew 
Relief  Society,  and  later  learned  that  woman  was  given  $5.00 
cash  and  bed  clothing.  Patient  will  try  to  place  two  children 
in  an  institution,  and  will  support  one.

No.  —  Goerck  Street — Sixth  child.  Family  crowded  in 
three  very  small  dark  rooms.  Man  a  peddler,  and  two  boys, 
aged  fourteen  and  fifteen  years  working.  Joint  weekly  in- 
come of  family  about  $7.00.  Self-respecting  people,  consider- 
ing themselves  quite  comfortable,  and  speaking  with  deep 
feeling  of  the  poverty  of  their  poor  neighbors.  Required 
only  care  of  doctor  and  nurse,  and  help  of  scrub-woman  for 
a  few  days.     Very  grateful  for  care. 

No.  — Forsythe  Street — Twins;  making  a  family  of  eight 
children,  seven  of  whom  are  boys,  oldest  child  twelve  years 
of  age.  Family  of  ten  living  in  three  small  rooms.  Couple 
poor,  but  very  proud  of  family  and  looking  forward  hopefully 
to  better  times  when  older  children  become  wage-earners. 
Asked  only  for  care  of  scrub-woman,  as  man,  a  tailor  by  trade, 
had  made  all  necessary  clothing  for  woman  and  babies  from 
cheap  remnants  which  he  had  bought  from  push  carts.  Very 
thankful  for  attention. 

No. — Pitt  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  deserted  four  months 
ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  worked,  and  managed 
to  keep  home  together  until  one  month  ago,  when  she  was 
dispossessed.  Went  then  to  live  with  her  mother,  who  oc- 
cupies one  furnished  room.  Place  crowded,  and  very  untidy. 
Patient  alone  all  day,  as  her  mother  is  a  dish-w^asher  in  a  restau- 
rant. Children  would  suffer  from  neglect,  but  for  oversight 
of  poor  neighbors.  Very  thankful  for  food  and  clothing  and 
care  of  cleaner. 

No. —  Columbia  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  in  poor  health 
trying  hard  to  make  a  living  as  a  cobbler.  Oldest  child  only 
ten  years  of  age.  Family  live  in  three  basement  rooms,  only 
window  of  which  is  used  by  man  as  workshop.  For  this  miser- 
able accommodation  they  are  obliged  to  pay  $28.00  monthly 
rental.  Woman  helps  to  eke  out  rent  by  keeping  four  lodgers, 
who  occupy  one  room,  leaving  only  one  sleeping  room  for  large 
family,  and  that  without  a  window.  Gave  patient  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant  and  sent  in  cleaner,  until  she  could 
resume  work. 
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No. — Ludlow  Street — Seventh  child.  Man  a  tailor  earning 
small  wages,  and  family  in  depths  of  poverty,  through  efforts 
to  educate  children.  Girls  and  boy  in  high  schools.  Younger 
children  ragged  and  poorly  nourished.  Rooms  poorly 
furnished  and  untidy.  Parents  apparently  contented  and 
happy,  looking  forward  to  comfort  and  plenty  in  old  age. 
Required  clothing  of  all  kinds  for  patient,  which  was  pro- 
vided and  cleaner  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 

No. — Division  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  died  three  months 
ago,  leaving  family  destitute  and  woman  unable  to  work.  Says 
she  managed  to  earn  food  by  peddling  and  United  Hebrew 
Charities  paid  rent.  Neighbors  have  been  kind  aiding  a  little 
with  clothing  for  children,  and  food  for  family  and  in  this 
way  she  had  managed  to  keep  home  together.  Feels  that 
she  is  now  more  helpless  than  ever  with  young  infant.  Gave 
clothing  for  patient,  infant  and  bed,  and  sent  in  cleaner  until 
patient  recovered.     Very  appreciative. 

No.  —  Essex  Street —  Third  child.  Man  deserted  woman 
five  months  ago,  leaving  her  destitute  in  three  small  rooms. 
As  she  was  handicapped  by  the  loss  of  one  eye,  and  could  not 
work  in  tailor  shop  on  that  account,  she  decided  to  take  board- 
ers. At  time  of  confinement  there  were  four  beds,  and  two 
couches  in  rooms,  and  she  claimed  to  have  made  a  living  for 
family.  Gave  her  clothing,  and  helped  her  in  every  way 
possible  during  incapacity,  and  left  addresses  of  day-nurseries 
where  children  would  be  cared  for  during  day. 

No.  —  E.  14th  Street  —  Eleventh  child;  five  of  whom  are 
living,  the  oldest  ten  years  of  age.  Man  idle  for  past  five 
months,  and  family  miserably  poor;  all  living  in  two  back 
rooms  in  basement.  No  preparation  made  for  confinement, 
woman  stated;  man  had  become  despondent  over  rapid  growth 
of  family  and  his  inability  to  earn  sufficient  to  support  them, 
and  consequent  death  of  children  from  neglect,  Said  he 
lately  become  addicted  to  drink  and  that  she  had  been  obliged 
to  go  out  to  work  in  order  to  keep  family  together.  Gave 
patient  necessary  clothing,  and  sent  in  daily  supply  of  food 
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until  woman  recovered,  also  sent  in  cleaner  regularly  while 
necessary  and  advised  woman  to  take  steps  to  have  man 
compelled   to  support  family.     Very   grateful  for  attention. 

No.  —  E.  Houston  Street  -  -  Fourth  child.  Family  not 
destitute,  but  living  in  awfully  crowded  condition  to  save  ex- 
pense. Woman  and  two  married  daughters  and  their  families 
living  in  four  small  rooms.  Beds  in  each  room.  Place  fairly 
clean,  considering  the  fact  of  it  being  occupied  by  twelve 
people.  Men  all  working  and  earning  sufficient  to  keep 
families  in  what  they  call  comfort.  Very  thankful  for  care  of 
doctors  and  nurses,  which  was  all  they  required. 

No.  —  Rose  Street  -  -  Fourth  child.  Man  nearly  blind, 
unable  to  work  and  family  consequently  very  poor.  Living 
in  two  small  rooms.  Woman  when  well  works  at  night, 
cleaning  offices  and  part  of  day  in  laundry.  In  this  way  has 
managed  to  keep  home  together,  leaving  children  in  man's 
care.  Will  continue  to  do  so,  and  hopes  to  resume  work  on 
sixth  day,  as  she  fears  otherwise  she  will  lose  place.  Helped 
her  out  with  clothing  for  herself  and  baby  and  sent  in  cleaner 
for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street  —  Third  child;  man  a  tailor  working 
in  shop  daily,  but  earning  small  wages  as  he  is  learning  the 
business.  Child  of  eighteen  months  in  bed  with  mother, 
apparently  very  sick  with  measles,  no  precautions  taken; 
women  with  babies  visiting  in  rooms.  Patient  provided  with 
food  and  milk.     Board  of  Health  notice  on  Door. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Third  child.  Patient  a  very 
pretty  Syrian  woman,  dressed  in  most  picturesque  manner, 
and  lying  under  a  canopy  of  tinsel  and  gorgeous  colors.  In- 
fant also  clothed  in  brilliant  colors  and  decorated  with  neck- 
laces, charms,  etc.  Withal,  everything  very  clean.  Patient 
stated:  She,  with  her  two  children,  was  a  passenger  on  the 
Titanic,  and  described  (through  an  interpreter),  the  horrors 
of  that  awful  disaster.     Said  her  husband  had  come  to  America 
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three  years  before  and  had  saved  sufficient  money  to  send  for 
his  family.  Apparently  very  comfortable  and  happy,  and 
very  grateful  for  care  of  doctors  and  nurses,  and  instruction  of 
scrub-woman  as  to  care  of  patient  and  infant. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  very  poor. 
Man  spends  a  part  of  each  day  peddling  bananas  on  Hester 
Street,  and  the  balance  studying  law.  Living  in  two  dark 
basement  rooms,  destitute  of  everything  which  would  make 
patient  comfortable.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  food 
and  milk,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Man  very  grateful,  but 
considers  everything  a  loan.  Says  he  expects  to  pay  for  all 
when  he  begins  to  practice  his  profession. 

No. — East  13th  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man. Earns  considerable  money,  but  on  account  of  intem- 
perate habits  does  not  support  family.  Woman  does  day's 
work  when  able.  Visitor  calling  on  second  day  found  no 
one  at  home.  Learned  from  neighbor,  that  man  had  come 
home  on  previous  night  intoxicated,  and  had  turned  his  family 
out  of  doors,  including  patient  and  infant.  Found  her  in  a 
neighbors  rooms,  apparently  none  the  worse  for  the  experience. 
Claimed  to  be  unable  to  leave  man  until  older  children  became 
wage  earners.  Sent  her  in  nourishment  for  a  few  days,  when 
she  resumed  work. 

No.  —  Cherry  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  a  street  musi- 
cian, evidently  intemperate;  family  miserably  poor,  and  very 
untidy.  Living  in  two  small  dark  rooms  and.no  one  to  care 
for  patient.  Oldest  child  eight  years.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing 
and  special  nourishment  for  patient  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily. 

No.  —  Washington  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living 
in  wretched  room  over  a  stable.  Man  formerly  made  a  good 
living  for  his  family  by  driving  a  truck,  but  owing  to  intem- 
perate habits  lost  the  position,  and  having  no  reference,  finds 
it  impossible  to  secure  another.  Since  that  time,  one  year 
ago,  he  has  picked  up  an  occasional  day's  work  along  the  water- 
front, barely  sufficient  to  keep  them  from  starving.  Woman 
will  resume  office  cleaning  when  well,  placing  children  in  a 
day  nursery.     Very  grateful  for  clothing,  food  and  care. 
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No.-  Eldridge  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Man  died  seven 
months  ago.  Four  children  are  in  an  institution.  Home 
very  poor.  Gave  all  clothing  needed,  also  aided  with  food 
and  sent  in  care-taker  daily.  Woman  will  go  to  work  as 
office  cleaner,  as  soon  as  able,  placing  children  in  day-nursery. 

No.  —  East  13th  Street  --  Ninth  child;  oldest  a  boy  of 
fourteen  years.  Family  poor,  although  man  works  steadily 
as  a  truck  driver.  Claims  his  wages  of  $12.00  weekly  are 
totally  inadequate  to  support  of  large  family.  Couple  very 
self-respecting;  have  never  asked  or  received  any  charity,  but 
care  of  woman  during  numerous  confinements  by  "  Broome 
Street  doctors."  Very  grateful  for  same,  and  for  work  of 
scrub-woman  during  incapacity.  Expect  boy  to  become 
wage-earner  in  near  future. 

No.  —  Chrystie  Street — Seventh  child.  All  under  twelve 
years.  Man  died  three  months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute, 
and  absolutely  dependent  on  earnings  of  old  mother  of  patient, 
who  goes  out  to  day's  work.  All  living  in  two  rooms,  and 
threatened  with  dispossess  on  account  of  noise  of  children. 
Gave  woman  assistance  in  food,  milk  and  clothing,  and 
sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Advised  patient  to  apply  for  commit- 
ment of  some  of  the  children  to  an  institution  temporarily. 
Says  she  will  try  to  keep  boarders  and  if  she  fails,  will  do  as 
advised. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Sixth  baby.  Man  a  painter,  at 
present  not  working.  Woman  boasts  of  having  had  "  Broome 
Street  doctors  "  for  all  her  children  and  although  now  able 
to  pay  a  woman  a  small  sum  to  care  for  the  house,  still  depends 
on  them  for  professional  care.  Required  only  supplementary 
relief  in  baby  clothes  and  care-taker  for  a  few  days.  Thor- 
oughly appreciates  attention. 

No.  —  Rutgers  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  very  poor 
on  account  of  illness  of  man,  who  is  evidently  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  Sole  income,  that  of  two  oldest  children,  who 
jointly  earn  $5.00  per  week.      Woman  makes  a  little  by  ped- 
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dling  when  well.  Family  very  hopeful  of  better  times  when 
girls  get  a  raise  of  wages,  and  boy  of  13  years  can  begin  next 
year  to  work.     Aided  patient  in  every  possible  way. 

No.  —  East  12th  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  idle  during 
past  five  months,  savings  exhausted,  and  family  threatened 
with  eviction.  Woman  went- out  to  day's  work  as  long  as  able, 
leaving  man  to  care  for  home  children  and  boarders,  thus  eking 
out  a  bare  living,  until  one  month  ago.  Patient  expects  to 
resume  work  in  about  one  week.  Given  assistance  in  food 
and  clothing,  also  cared  for  daily.  Man  referred  with  note 
to  A.I.C.P.  in  effort  to  secure  work.  Self-respecting  couple 
not  wishing  to  accept  charity,  but  very  grateful  for  timely 
aid. 


No.  -  Ridge  Street  —  First  baby.  Couple  came  from 
Russia,  arriving  one  day  prior  to  woman's  confinement.  Ab- 
solutely destitute  of  everything,  but  very  happy  because  their 
boy  was  born  an  American,  in  a  free  country.  Evidently 
an  industrious  couple,  bound  to  succeed.  Very  grateful  for 
care  and  supplies  of  clothing  and  food  provided. 

No.  -  -  Orchard  Street — First  baby.  Woman  up  on  the 
third  day  finishing  laundry  work  to  send  home  as  otherwise 
they  must  go  hungry.  Man  a  laborer,  working  only  occa- 
sionally and  evidently  depending  on  woman  to  support  family. 
Advised  to  make  greater  effort  to  secure  steady  work,  and  to 
assume  responsibility  belonging  to  him.  Patient  persuaded 
to  return  to  bed,  and  scrub-woman  sent  in  to  finish  work, 
under  patient's  direction.  Very  grateful  for  help  and  also 
for  clothing  and  nourishment. 

No.  —  Ridge  Street  —  Twins;  five  children  in  all.  Man 
a  peddler  of  horse- whips;  earns  very  little.  Woman's  mother 
living  with  the  family  in  two  rooms.  Too  old  and  stupid  to 
care  for  patients,  and  scrub-woman  was  sent  in  daily  for  that 
purpose.  Necessary  aid  in  food  and  clothing  was  also  pro- 
vided.

No.  -  Greenwich  Street  --  Third  child;  oldest  only 
three  years  of  age,  very  poor  family;  Living  in  two  miserable 
basement  rooms,  for  which  they  are  unable  to  pay  rent;  ex- 
pecting eviction.  Man  a  longshoreman  and  working  irregu- 
larly, and  spending  greater  part  of  earnings  for  intoxicants. 
No  preparation  made  for  illness.  Found  it  necessary  to  give 
clothing  for  patient,  infant,  and  bed,  also  nourishment  and  care 
of  cleaner  for  ten  days.  Woman  declined  to  accept  advice 
given  to  break  up  wretched  home,  place  two  children  in  an 
institution,  and  take  a  place  at  service  with  infant. 

No.  Broome     Street — Three     children.     Parents     and 

two  boarders  living  in  two  rooms.  Man  a  cap-maker,  working 
at  home  and  earning  very  little.  Gave  baby  clothes,  and  sent 
in  cleaner  until  fifth  day,  when  woman  was  found  up,  and 
walking  around  in  cold  room  in  bare  feet.  Claimed  she  was 
unable  to  waste  more  time  in  bed  as  she  must  help  man  to 
make  a  living.     Advised  regarding  danger  to  health. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street — Third  child.  Two  families  and 
boarders,  in  all  eight  persons  in  two  rooms.  Both  men  out 
of  work,  and  women  supporting  household  by  doing  laundry 
work  at  home.  Rooms  full  of  washed  and  unwashed  clothing 
and  old  dirty  bedding  used  by  boarders  at  night  to  lie  on  floor. 
Only  one  bedstead  in  rooms.  Patient  very  thankful  for  at- 
tention, but  claimed  to  need  only  clothing  for  infant  and  care 
of  doctors,  as  friend  would  attend  to  cleaning. 

No.  Broome    Street — Second    child;     oldest    fourteen 

months,  and  unable  to  walk.  Man  a  tailor,  working  irregu- 
larly, and  scarcely  able  to  support  family.  Woman  much 
distressed  at  prospect,  says  she  will  be  unable  to  help  by  ped- 
dling, as  two  babies  will  take  all  her  time.  Given  advice  and 
directions,  relative  to  use  of  day  nurseries  for  which  she  was 
very  thankful,  as  she  is  anxious  when  well,  to  do  her  share 
toward  tiding  over  the  dull  season.  Helped  her  with  baby 
clothes  and  milk  supply. 

No.  -  -  Cherry  Street— Fifth  child.  Whole  family  and 
junk  shop  in  one  room,  in  basement.  One  bed  amongst  rubbish 
on  which  patient  was  lying,  while  children  sleep  on  floor. 
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Every  effort  made  to  keep  patient  and  infant  clean  and  com- 
fortable, but  almost  without  result.  Man  claimed  to  be 
earning  a  living  for  his  family,  but  could  not  do  so  if  obliged 
to  pay  more  rent.  Very  grateful  for  care,  but  refused  advice 
saying  he  could  make  no  change  until  children  could  help. 

No.  —  Rivington  Street  —  Fourth  child,  Man  works  in 
leather  factory  and  woman  when  well,  helps  out  by  hair 
dressing.  Great  improvement  noticeable  in  family  since 
previous  year,  when  last  confinement  occurred.  Woman  had 
prepared  clothing  for  herself  and  baby  and  had  made  effort 
to  buy  bed-clothing,  but  could  not  afford  necessary  quantity. 
Gave  her  assistance  in  latter  line  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily 
for  which  she  was  very  grateful. 

No.  —  West  39th  Street — Fifth  child,  oldest  seven  years 
of  age.  Man  working  steadily  in  a  factory,  earning  small 
wages,  and  finding  it  very  hard  to  make  ends  meet.  Woman 
was  confined  to  bed  for  about  one  month,  having  had  serious 
operation  at  time  of  birth,  which  oblig?d  her  to  wear  plaster 
cast,  and  made  her  helpless.  Everything  possible  was  done 
by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  to  make  her  comfortable.  Bethany 
Chapel  with  which  she  has  been  connected  was  communicated 
with,  and  co-operated  generously.     Woman  very  grateful. 

No.  —  Essex  Street— Fifth  child.  Patients  sister  caring  for 
rooms,  claimed  to  be  inexperienced  in  care  of  patients.  Cleaner 
sent  in  daily  for  that  purpose,  and  necessary  food  and  clothing 
given.  Man  a  vegetable  peddler,  earning  meagre  living.  Place 
unsanitary:  tenants  allowed  to  throw  refuse  from  upper  windows 
into  back  yard.  Janitor  indifferent,  until  threatened  with  visit 
from  Board  of  Health  officer,  then  promised  to  stop  practice. 

No. — Essex  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  miserably  poor, 
living  in  two  basement  rooms,  back  of  junk  shop  carried  on  by 
husband.  Only  one  bed  in  evidence,  that  occupied  by  mother 
and  infant;  other  members  of  family  sleeping  on  piles  of 
rags  in  front  basement  room.  No  preparation  made  for  con- 
finement. Clothing  for  patient,  infant  and  bed,  provided, 
and  cleaner  sent  in  daily  to  make  place  as  comfortable  as  pos- 
sible under  circumstances. 
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No. —  Jane  Street —  Sixth  child.  Man  died  of  consumption 
three  months  ago,  leaving  family  destitute.  Woman  and  girl 
of  fifteen  years  worked  until  two  weeks  prior  to  confinement, 
when  both  became  idle  on  account  of  a  strike.  Since  that  time 
family  has  been  dependent  on  charity  of  neighbors  and  societies. 
Known  to  Association  for  Improving  Condition  of  the  Poor. 
Patient  given  clothing  for  herself  and  baby,  and  provided 
with  special  nourishment.  Scrub-woman  sent  in  daily  to  assist 
young  daughter  in  caring  for  family. 

No.  —  Forsythe  Street — Sixth  child,  oldest  ten  years.  Fam- 
ily poor,  man  and  children  earning  a  living  by  peddling  ban- 
anas. Claim  they  jointly  earn  fifty  cents  daily.  Living 
in  two  damp,  dark  rooms  on  ground  floor  of  rear  house,  for 
which  they  pay  eight  dollars  nonthly.  Eke  out  same  by  taking 
two  lodgers,  also  peddlers,  who  sleep  on  the  floor,  and  pay  for 
privilege,  one  dollar  each  per  month.  Gave  clothing  for 
woman  and  baby,  and  kept  place  clean  for  a  few  days.  Very 
grateful. 

No.  —  Jackson  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  rag-collector; 
faimly  here  from  Russia  but  four  weeks;  miserably  poor; 
living  in  dark,  unsanitary  basement,  for  which  they  are  ex- 
pected to  pay  $9.00  per  month  rent.  No  furniture,  and 
nothing  with  which  to  make  patient  comfortable.  Sent  in 
cleaner  daily,  and  furnished  food  and  milk,  also  clothing,  for 
which  woman  was  very  grateful. 

No.  —  E.  15th  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Very  poor  family. 
Woman  suffering  from  consumption,  and  man  just  home  from 
hospital,  where  he  had  been  under  treatment  for  blood-poison. 
Self-respecting  couple,  feeling  keenly  their  desperate  condition. 
Refused  to  allow  their  case  to  be  reported  to  Charity  Associa- 
tions. Said  they  hoped  to  be  able  to  borrow  from  a  sister  at 
service  sufficient  to  keep  them  until  man  could  resume  work  in 
a  factory.  Very  grateful  for  care  of  patient  and  baby,  and  milk 
supply  for  two  weeks. 

No.  —  Mangin  Street — Twelfth  living  child;  man  a 
cobbler    occupying   front    basement    rooms    as  shop,  leaving 
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two  dark  back  rooms  for  large  family.  Three  children  working, 
joint  earnings  of  same  $7.00  per  week.  Man  claims  to  earn 
from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week,  Out  of  this  small  income  the 
pay  $14.00  monthly  rental,  and  consider  themselves  very  pros- 
perous.    Required  only  care  of  doctors  and  nurse. 

No.  — ■  Ludlow  Street —  Seventh  child.  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  very  little,  and  woman  paralyzed.  Living  in  miserable 
condition;  rooms  bare  of  furniture,  and  very  dirty.  No  prep- 
aration made  for  confinement.  Oldest  child,  a  girl  of  eleven 
years,  trying  to  care  for  mother  and  young  children.  Sent 
in  scrub-woman  daily  to  help  and  encourage  her,  and  provided 
all  necessary  clothing,  and  nourishment  for  patient.  Very 
grateful.  Case  referred  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society  for  contin- 
uous attention. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  of  nine 
living  in  two  small  rooms  back  of  small  barber  shop  where 
man  tries  to  make  a  living  for  large  family.  Says  he  is  obliged 
to  work  early  and  late  to  earn  sufficient  for  support  of  family 
and  pay  $20.00  rent  monthly  for  shop  and  living  rooms.  Self- 
respecting  and  contented.  Does  not  expect  to  live  better 
until  older  children  become  wage-earners.  Begged  for  con- 
tinuous care  of  cleaner,  as  he  could  not  afford  to  pay  nurse. 

No.  —East  32nd  Street— Eleventh  child,  all  "  Broome  St. 
babies,"  and  all  living.  Family  considered  themselves  quite 
comfortable,  living  in  three  small  rooms  in  basement,  Landlord, 
would  not  allow'  them  on  upper  floors  on  account  of  noise  of 
large  family.  Man  a  tailor  earning  about  $8.00  weekly, 
which  combined  with  earnings  of  two  children  ($5.00)  they  con- 
sider amply  sufficient  for  all  their  needs.  Claimed  to  need 
only  care  of  doctors  and  nurses,  as  they  could  not  afford  to 
pay  for  same.  Daughter  very  thankful  for  instruction  given 
her  as  to  care  of  mother  and  baby. 

No.  -  25  Pitt  Street  —  Eighth  living  child.  Claims  to 
have  had  the  "  Broome  St.  doctors  "  nine  times,  and  has 
absolute  faith  in  them.  Great  improvement  in  home  since 
confinement  two  years  ago.     Man,  a  tailor  has  had  better  work, 
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and  has  rented  a  third  room,  and  woman  had  made  some  prep- 
aration for  illness.  As  the  oldest  girl  is  but  twelve  years  of 
age,  cleaner  was  sent  in  for  a  few  days. 

No.  —  Delancy  Street  —  Fourth  child;  oldest  4^  years. 
Family  of  vegetable  peddlers,  all  living  in  two  small  rooms, 
with  every  corner  filled  with  decaying  fruits  etc.;  space  under 
patients  bed  filled  with  coal,  which  was  shoveled  out  and  sold  to 
neighbors  by  the  pail.  Place  filthy  and  work  of  scrub-woman 
almost  useless.  Gave  clothing  for  mother  and  baby,  and 
warned  a  man  that  if  conditions  were  not  soon  changed,  he 
would  be  reported  to  Board  of  Health.  Promised  to  remove 
stock  to  cellar  at  earliest  opportunity. 

No.  —  Broome  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  living  in 
dark  back  basement,  having  moved  into  the  city  from  Phila- 
delphia three  days  prior  to  confinement.  Place  in  confusion; 
household  goods  not  unpacked.  Doctors  in  attendance  put  up 
bedstead  for  woman,  and  scrub-woman  next  morning  unpacked 
necessaries,  and  made  patient  as  comfortable  as  possible;  also 
gave  special  nourishment  and  clothing.  Man  a  baker,  out  of 
work  and  despondent.  Given  card  referring  him  to  Charity 
Organization  Society. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street— Sixth  child.  Man  a  house  painter, 
no  longer  able  to  earn  a  living  for  family  having  lost  the  fingers 
of  his  right  hand  from  the  effects  of  blood-poisoning  contracted 
while  working  at  his  trade.  Family  miserably  poor,  as  children 
are  all  small.  Woman  has  managed  to  keep  home  together 
by  day's  work,  but  feels  she  will  now  be  terribly  handicapped 
with  a  young  baby.  Gave  her  all  necessary  garments  for  her- 
self and  infant,  and  furnished  nourishment  until  she  was  up. 
Also  sent  in  cleaner  daily,  and  gave  advice  relative  to  day- 
nurseries,  and  referred  case  to  A.  I.  C.  P. 

No.  —  Greenwich  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  driver 
earning  fair  wages,  but  spending  his  money  in  dissipation. 
Family  living  in  miserable,  rear  house.  Sent  in  cleaner  daily, 
and  provided  clothing  and  special  nourishment.     Woman  up 
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and  working  at  tailor  finishing  on  third  day.  Very  thankful 
for  attention,  but  claimed  she  could  not  waste  any  more  time 
in  bed. 

No.  —  Scammel  Street — Sixth  child,  Family  in  wretched 
condition,  owing  to  man's  affliction,  and  effect  of  same.  Pa- 
tient stated,  he  was  at  time  of  confinement  serving  a  sentence  of 
ten  days  in  jail  for  fighting.  -  Says  he  suffers  from  cancer  of 
the  lips,  and  that  the  lower  one  has  been  cut  away.  Says 
he  resents  any  remark  made  about  his  appearance,  and  is  conse- 
quently always  in  fights.  Fears  he  is  becoming  insane  from 
suffering,  and  loss  of  sleep.  Was  formerly  a  good  worker  and 
supported  family  nicely.  Gave  woman  all  possible  aid  and 
advice.  Learned  case  is  known  to  Charity  Organization  So- 
ciety. 

No.  —  Eighth  Avenue  —  Third  child.  Man  just  out  of 
hospital  and  unable  to  work.  No  preparation  made  for  con- 
finement. Needing  food  and  clothing.  Cousin  caring  for 
rooms;  aided  and  advised  regarding  care  of  patients.  Case 
referred  to  A.  I.  C.  P.  for  temporary  oversight. 

No.  — Lewis  Street  —  Third  child,  man  a  peddler  earning 
very  little,  and  living  in  awfully  crowded  condition.  Two 
families,  aggregating  nine  people  in  two  very  small  rooms,  one 
of  which  was  dark.  Said  he  had  formerly  been  a  machine 
operator,  but  owing  to  loss  of  sight  could  not  continue,  and 
was  obliged  to  try  peddling.  Claimed  to  earn  about  forty 
cents  per  day.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing  and  food,  and  sent 
in  cleaner  daily.  Advised  man  to  call  at  United  Hebrew 
Charities  office  to  state  his  case,  and  seek  opportunity  to  earn 
more  money. 

No. — Scammel  Street — First  baby.  Man  in  hospital,  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis,  and  home  miserably  poor.  Woman 
stated  she  had  worked  at  office  cleaning  until  the  day  before, 
and  must  return  on  fifth  day  or  lose  her  place.  Gave  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  food  and  milk  daily,  for  which 
she  was  very  grateful.     Also  sent  in  cleaner  regularly. 
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No.  -West  16th  Street— Fourth  child.  Man  a  laborer, 
very  intemperate  in  appearance.  Home  miserably  poor,  and 
children  dirty  and  neglected.  Gave  necessary  clothing  and 
thorough  cleaning,  sending  in  caretaker  daily  to  attend  to 
patient  and  infant;  also  assisted  with  food. 

No.  —  Water  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  painter  out  of 
work.  Place  untidy,  difficult  to  improve.  Children  all 
in  bed  with  dirty  street  clothes  and  shoes  on.  Gave  clothing 
nourishing  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily.  Woman  ad- 
vised  regarding  training   of  children  to   habits   of   decency. 

No.  —  Broome  Street — Third  child  man  a  cook  working 
irregularly.  Family  living  in  one  furnished  room.  Apparently 
respectable  although  very  poor.  Still  grieving  for  child 
buried  two  months  previously.  Assisted  with  clothing  and 
food,  and  sent  in  cleaner. 

No.  —  Hester  Street — Seventh  child  man  a  peddler;  said 
he  formerly  kept  a  small  store,  making  a  comfortable  living 
for  his  family,  but  that  about  two  months  ago,  he  was  burned 
out,  losing  everything,  as  he  was  not  insured.  Gave  assistance 
with  clothing  and  food,  and  sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days,  when 
the  oldest  child,  a  girl  of  twelve  years  claimed  to  be  able  to 
care  for  patient. 

No. — Essex  Street — Fourth  child,  man  and  woman 
push-cart  peddlers.  Seem  miserably  poor,  and  place  filthy; 
infected  with  vermin  of  all  kinds.  Gave  clothing  for  bed  and 
patients,  and  sent  in  cleaner  daily,  who  made  almost 
unavailing  effort  to  improve  conditions. 

No.  —  Stanton  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  travels  over 
country  mending  umbrellas;  income  small  and  uncertain. 
Needing  assistance  and  care  of  all  kinds  which  were  given. 
Woman  very  thankful. 

No.  —  Gouveneur  Street — Fifth  child.  Family  in  desper- 
ate straits,  man  having  just  returned  from  hospital  after  long 
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illness.  Mother  and  sister  of  patient  helping  but  unable  to 
handle  infant.  Caretaker  sent  in  daily  and  clothing  and 
nourishment  provided.  Man  advised  to  apply  to  United 
Hebrew  Charities  for  convalescent  care. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  tailor,  woman  a 
peddler.  Apparently  very  poor;  living  in  two  small  rooms, 
only  one  bed  visible.  Gave  all  necessary  comforts  for  woman 
and  baby,  and  sent  in  cleaner  "daily.  Rooms  over-crowded  and 
filthy.  Case  referred  to  United  Hebrew  Charities  for  possible 
uplifting. 

No.  -  -  Cherry  Street — Fifth  child.  Woman  lying  in 
filthy  sweat-shop;  several  girls  and  women  working  in  room. 
No  clothing  for  bed  or  patients.  Same  provided  and  much 
needed  cleaner  sent  in  daily. 

No.  —  First  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  sick;  unable  to 
work  during  past  seven  months.  Scarcely  any  furniture  in 
two  miserable  rooms.  Man  showed  visitor  number  of  pawn 
tickets,  everything  available  having  been  disposed  of  in  that 
way.  Woman  worked  while  able,  but  recently  family  has 
been  dependent  on  an  aunt  who  goes  out  to  day's  work. 
Man  has  made  application  for  admission  to  a  home  for  in- 
curables, and  as  soon  as  he  is  admitted  patient  will  break  up 
home,  and  go  to  work  again.  Hopes  to  place  three  children 
in  an  institution  temporarily.  Given  all  necessary  relief  for 
which  they  were  very  grateful. 

No. — East] 6th  Street — Twins;  six  children  in  all.  Man 
a  tailor  earning  a  meagre  living  for  large  family.  Bright  girl 
of  twelve  years  very  helpful  in  home.  Care-taker  needed 
only  for  mother  and  baby.  Had  prepared  sufficient  clothing. 
Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  special  nourishment. 

No.  —  East  3rd  Street — Sixth  child.  Man  a  musician, 
very  intemperate,  income  uncertain.  Woman  keeping  home 
together  by  working  for  boarders.  Rooms  poorly  furnished 
children  ragged  and  forlorn.  Occupying  three  rooms,  two  of 
which  are  given  up  to  eight  boarders.  Gave  clothing  for  pa- 
tient and  baby,  also  extra  supply  for  two  next  children,  aged 
two,  and  three  and  a  half  years.     Sent  in  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 
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No.  —  Pitt  Street — Second  baby.  Man  deserted  five  months 
ago.  Old  mother  caring  for  home,  but  unable  to  wait  on 
patients.  Gave  necessary  clothing,  and  helped  with  food, 
while  cleaner  visited  daily  to  make  patients  comfortable. 
Case  referred  to  United  Hebrew  Charities,  as  one  likely  to 
require  oversight  for  a  while,  unless  man  could  be  located, 
and  compelled  to  support  family. 

No.  -  -  Rivington  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Family  moved 
to  city  from  Brooklyn  on  previous  day.  Rooms  in  great 
confusion.  Sent  cleaner  to  help  unpack  belongings,  and  make 
patient  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Gave  clothing  for  woman 
and  baby,  also  supply  of  milk,  and  special  nourishment,  as 
family  had  expended  savings  in  removal  to  city.  Man  expects 
to  make  a  good  living  for  family  by  buying  and  selling  cast- 
off    clothing.     Very    appreciative    of    care    and    relief    given. 

No.  —  Attorney  Street  —  Fifth  child.  Man  a  clothing 
riresser,  earning  small  wages.  Boy  of  eleven  years  doing  family 
washing  and  trying  to  care  for  mother.  His  good  intentions 
directed  into  other  channels,  such  as  washing  dishes  and  clean- 
ing floors.  While  scrub-woman  was  sent  in  daily  to  attend  to 
patient  and  infant.     Also  gave  milk  and  special  nourishment. 

No.  —  Goerck  Street  --  Fourth  child.  Family  living  in 
two  filthy  rooms  swarming  with  vermin.  Man  earns  a  meagre 
living  selling  coal  by  the  pail.  Keeps  his  supply  under  patients 
bed.  Says  he  formerly  paid  rent  for  a  cellar,  but  owing  to  dull 
business,  and  poverty  of  customers  was  obliged  to  give  it  up. 
Very  grateful  for  thorough  cleaning  given  rooms,  as  well  as 
supply  of  clothing  and  milk. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street  —  Fifth  child:  Man  a  laborer, 
very  intemperate.  Woman  earns  a  living  for  family,  while 
girl  of  ten  years  is  bringing  up  the  children.  Expects  to  resume 
work  on  sixth  day,  as  office  cleaner.  Given  assistance  in  cloth- 
ing and  food,  and  cleaner  sent  in  daily.  Also  advice  to  woman 
regarding  separation  from  man,  and  working  for  herself  and 
children  only. 
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No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  in  miserable 
circumstances,  living  in  two  dark  rear  rooms.  Man  deserted 
three  months  ago.  Said  as  he  could  not  secure  work,  his  family 
would  be  better  off  without  him.  Patient  fears  he  may  have 
committed  suicide,  as  he  was  always  a  good  man  to  his  family. 
Woman  trying  to  make  a  living  by  taking  lodgers,  who  each 
pay  her  one  dollar  monthly  for  privilege  of  sleeping  on  the 
floor.  Gave  her  assistance  in  food  and  milk,  also  clothing  for 
herself  and  infant.  Woman  out  on  second  day,  and  later  quite 
ill  for  ten  days.     When  she  was  again  cared  for  by  auxiliary. 

No.  —  Ludlow  Street — Fourth  child.  Another  very  poor 
family.  Living  with  patient's  sister,  and  the  latters  husband 
and  two  children,  making  a  total  of  ten  people  in  two  small 
rooms,  for  which  they  jointly  pay  eleven  dollars  per  month. 
Both  men  out  of  work,  only  income  for  two  families,  that  of  one 
woman  who  peddles.  Patient  very  grateful  for  aid  in  food, 
clothing  and  care. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Twins;  making  in  all  seven  children, 
the  oldest  of  whom  is  ten  years  of  age.  The  man  keeps  a  small 
basement  butcher  shop,  and  ekes  out  a  living  for  family  by 
accommodating  two  lodgers,  making  a  total  of  eleven  people 
living  in  two  small  dark  rooms  back  of  the  shop.  No  prepara- 
tion for  illness.  Woman  in  need  of  everything.  Gave  clothing 
for  herself  and  infant,  and  sent  in  cleaner  until  sixth  day  when 
woman  was  found  attending  store. 

No.  —  Sheriff  Street— Third  baby.  Man  a  blacksmith  out 
of  work.  Polish  Christians,  living  in  two  small  rooms,  and 
keeping  two  men  boarders.  Gave  all  necessary  food  and  cloth- 
ing, and  tried  to  care  for  patients  who  was  up  on  second  day, 
cooking  for  boarders.  Visited  on  fourth  day;  found  family 
had  moved,  address  unknown. 

No.  —  Monroe  Street  —  Sixth  child.  Family  very  des- 
titute. Man  a  fur  sewer,  suffering  from  rheumatism.  Says 
he  has  not  worked  for  three  months.  Has  spent  all  his  savings, 
and  fears  family  must  starve.  Claims  to  have  been  aided 
by  United  Hebrew  Charities  during  a  previous  attack.     Gave 
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emergent  relief  in  food  and  fuel,  also  two  weeks  milk  supply, 
and  sent  in  cleaner  while  necessary.  Advised  man  to  apply 
again  to  U.  H.  C.  for  assistance  to  pay  rent. 

No.  — Watts  Street  —  Seventh  child;  oldest  a  boy  of  ten 
years.  Family  miserabty  poor,  man  having  been  idle  for 
past  six  months.  Says  he  worked  in  a  factory,  and  w7as  sup- 
posed to  have  been  one  of  the  ringleaders  in  a  strike,  and  since 
that  time  has  been  unable  to  find  work  at  his  trade  in  any  fac- 
tory in  the  country.  Advised  to  take  up  some  other  line 
of  work,  not  affected  by  trade  unions.  Not  inclined  to  heed 
advice.  Woman  works  at  office  cleaning  when  well,  earning 
twenty  dollars  monthly.  Gave  her  all  possible  assistance  and 
care  during  illness.  Learned  later  she  resumed  work  on  the 
fith  day. 

No.  —  Sixth  Ave. — Fifth  child;  one  of  whom  has  been  in 
hospital  for  several  months,  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
joints.  Oldest  child  only  ten  years.  Man  a  longshoreman, 
working  irregularly,  and  spending  in  dissipation  a  large  share 
of  his  earnings.  Family  crowded  in  two  small  rooms  and 
threatened  with  eviction.  Refused  to  have  conditions  re- 
ported to  A.  I.  C.  P.  as  they  would  advise  breaking  up  of  home, 
and  placing  children  in  an  institution.  Helped  woman  with 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant  and  sent  in  scrub- woman  daily. 

No.  —  Clinton  Street — Twins;  two  other  children.  Man 
a  tailor  working  for  small  wages.  Apparently  respectable. 
Ashamed  to  accept  help  in  clothing  and  food,  although  des- 
titute of  same.  Given  all  necessary  care  during  illness.  Very 
appreciative. 

No.  —  East  6th  Street — Fourth  child.  Family  living  in 
two  poorly  furnished  rooms.  Man  an  operator,  has  had  very 
little  work  during  past  year  which  accounts  for  extreme  poverty. 
Showed  visitor  package  of  pawn  tickets.  Also  eviction  notice. 
Advised  to  go  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society  for  assistance  to  pay 
rent.  This  he  did,  and  was  given  $5.00  to  pay  on  account. 
Auxiliary  relief  given  in  food,  milk  and  clothing,  and  care  of 
patient  and  rooms.     Man  very  appreciative. 
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No.  -  -  Chrystie  Street  —  Seventh  child.  Respectable 
Italian  family.  Man  a  laborer  out  of  work  for  past  four  months 
woman  very  ill,  evidently  over- worked;  said  she  had  finished 
clothing  at  home,  working  early  and  late  to  earn  40  cents  per 
day.  The  baby  died  on  third  day,  and  woman  was  taken  to 
hospital  where  she  was  detained  for  several  weeks,  man  re- 
ferred to  Charity  Organization  Society,  which  helped  him  to 
secure    work. 

No.  —  Delancey  Street  —  Fourth  child.  Family  appar- 
ently destitute.  When  questioned  as  to  cause  of  extreme 
poverty,  woman  stated,  man  was  serving  a  term  for  burglarly, 
of  which  crime  he  was  innocent.  Said  he  had  never  supported 
his  family,  wasting  his  time  at  gambling.  Case  known  to 
United  Hebrew  Charities,  which  society  she  felt  sure  would 
aid  her  if  she  applied  to  them.  Gave  her  clothing  food  and 
milk  supply,  also  sent  neighbor  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society  in 
vicinity  which  gave  $5.00  in  cash,  and  clothing  for  older 
children,  woman  up,  and  at  work  on  fourth  day. 

No.  -  East  15th  Street  —  Fourth  child.  A  very  poor 
Italian  family;  man  suffering  from  consumption,  unable  to 
work  for  past  year.  Girl  of  twelve  years  assists  mother  at 
finishing  garments  for  tailor's  shops.  Man  sometimes  able  to 
help  a  little  also.  Says  they  jointly  earn  about  $6.00  weekly, 
out  of  this  they  pay  $8.00  monthly  rental.  Very  grateful  for 
assistance  in  food  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  —  East  4th  Street  —  Second  child  Two  families 
living  in  two  small  rooms,  a  total  of  eight  people.  Both  men 
out  of  work  for  months,  depending  on  women  to  support  house- 
hold. At  present  all  are  being  kept  from  starvation  by  earn- 
ings of  one.  Gave  patient  all  possible  care,  and  assistance 
in  food  and  clothing.  Self-respecting  people,  who  objected 
to  having  their  condition  reported  to  benevolent  society. 

No.  —West  17th  Street— Fourth  child.  A  very  clean  re- 
spectable Italian  family,  although  poor.  Man  a  porter  out 
of  work  all  winter.     Refused  to  allow  scrub-woman  to  do  work, 
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promising  to  do  everything  necessary  for  his  wife's  comfort 
during  illness.  Very  grateful  for  assistance  in  food  and  milk, 
and  clothing  for  baby.  Man  advised  to  apply  for  work  in 
department  stores,  as  he  lives  in  their  neighborhood. 

No.  —  Cannon  Street — Seventh  child,  oldest  thirteen 
years  of  age.  Man  a  tailor,  family  suffering  from  insufficient 
income.  Woman  helps  to  eke  out  rent  by  taking  lodgers, 
but  conditions  are  miserable.  Only  one  bedstead  for  nine  in 
family,  and  several  boarders  in  three  small  dark  rooms.  Gave 
patient  assistance  in  clothing,  and  milk.  Also  care  of  scrub- 
woman. 

No.  —  Corlears  Street  —  Eighth  living  child.  Family 
crowded  in  three  small  rooms,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by 
patient's  mother  who  is  paralyzed.  Man  and  boy  of  fourteen 
years  working,  and  joint  earnings  about  eight  dollars  weekly. 
Rooms  very  dirty,  and  sadly  in  need  of  scrub-woman,  who  was 
sent  in  daily.  Also  gave  special  nourishment,  and  kept 
patient  and  infant  as  comfortable  as  possible,  under  crowded 
conditions. 

No.  —  Essex  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  baker,  and  on 
account  of  general  strike,  unemployed  for  past  three  months. 
Family  crowded  in  two  dark  basement  rooms,  where  they  are 
obliged  to  burn  an  oil  lamp  all  days.  Man  claims  to  have 
tried  to  make  a  living  by  peddling,  but  failed,  as  he  could  not 
pay  for  license.  Gave  all  necessary  clothing,  food  and  care, 
and  referred  man  to  United  Hebrew  Charity  Society  to  make 
application  for  work,  or  help  in  securing  license. 

No.  —  Allen  Street  —  Tenth  living  child.  Man  an  in- 
valid, suffering  from  heart  disease,  and  large  family  dependent 
on  joint  earnings  of  boy  of  seventeen  years,  and  girl  of  fourteen. 
Boy  of  sixteen  years  a  paralytic  and  imbecile.  Man  given 
advice  relative  to  having  boy  committed  to  an  institution, 
where  he  may  be  taught  to  care  for  himself.  Required  only 
care  of  cleaner  for  a  few  days. 
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No.  —  Water  Street — Fifth  living  child,  oldest  of  whom  is 
twelve  years.  All  "  Broome  Street  babies."  Man  a  peddler, 
earning  irregular  wages,  and  family  crowded  in  two  small  rooms. 
Couple  very  self-respecting,  feeling  keenly  their  dependence 
on  charity.  Looking  forward  to  more  comfortable  con- 
ditions when  children  become  wage-earners.  Are  making 
every  sacrifice  to  educate  them.  Very  grateful  to  auxiliary 
for  special  nourishment  and  care. 

No.  -  -  Gansevoort  Street  —  Third  child.  Family  living 
in  one  back  room,  in  rear  house.  Man  an  intemperate  long- 
shoreman. Only  an  old  couch,  a  broken  stove,  and  one  chair 
in  room,  no  food  in  evidence.  Same  provided  at  once,  also 
clothing  for  patient  and  infant,  and  both  kept  as  clean  as  pos- 
sible by  scrub-woman  who  visited  daily  during  woman's  illness. 
Children  were  left  at  day  nursery,  and  woman  resumed  work 
as  office  cleaner  on  sixth  day.     Very  grateful  for  care. 

No.  —  Madison  Street  -  -  Third  child,  all  of  whom  are 
being  fed  by  bottle,  oldest  two  years  of  age.  Family  living 
in  two  small  rooms,  man  having  been  out  of  work  for  past 
three  months.  Man  admitted  that  on  account  of  expensive 
manner  of  feeding  children,  he  was  giving  oldest  one  weak  tea 
from  bottle.  Advised  against  such  treatment,  and  given 
milk  supply  until  he  resumed  work  three  weeks  later.  Re- 
ferred him  to  Hebrew  Relief  Society,  which  aided  with  small 
amount  of  cash,  and  bed  clothing,  very  thankful  for  every 
attention. 

No.  —  Suffolk  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  in  poor  health 
unable  to  go  out  to  work.  Only  income  that  earned  as  janitor 
of  tenement  house,  $4.00  per  month,  and  two  rear  rooms. 
Claim  to  eke  out  a  living  by  lodgers,  who  each  pay  one  dollar 
monthly  for  privilege  of  sleeping  on  floor.  Gave  assistance  in 
food,  and  clothing  and  sent  in  cleaner  during  woman's  illness. 

No.  —  Pitt  Street — Seventh  child.  Family  with  mother 
of  patient  living  in  one  furnished  room.  Said  they  had  been 
evicted  for  non-payment  of  rent,  and  were  obliged  to  crowd  in 
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together,  while  neighbor  allowed  them  to  store  their  furniture 
in  a  cellar.  Man  had  been  unemployed  for  several  months, 
and  recently  went  to  another  city  to  look  for  work.  Patient 
worked  as  clothing  finisher  while  able,  but  is  now  dependent 
on  mother  who  goes  out  to  day's  work.  Very  grateful  for 
clothing,  food,  and  care  of  cleaner. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Third  child.  Man  a  junk  dealer 
earning  precarious  living  for  family.  Rooms  dark  and  miser- 
able, on  ground  floor  of  rear  house.  Place  infested  with  rats  and 
very  dirty,  crowded  with  all  sorts  of  rubbish.  Almost  impossible 
to  make  any  impression  by  cleaning,  but  managed  to  keep 
patient  and  baby  comfortable.    Provided  clothing  for  patients. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street — Eleventh  child,  only  three  of  whom 
are  living.  Man  died  only  one  month  ago,  leaving  family 
in  desperate  need.  Baby  wrapped  in  old  rags.  Gave  patient 
clothing  for  herself  and  infant,  also  sheets  for  bed,  and  supply 
of  food  and  milk.  Scrub-woman  sent  in  daily,  who  made  her 
as  comfortable  as  possible.  Says  she  will  be  obliged  to  commit 
two  children  to  an  institution,  an  d  take  a  situation  with  infant, 
apparently  inefficient  and  untidy. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Fourth  child.  Man  a  longshore- 
man out  of  work,  family  hungry,  and  threatened  with  eviction. 
Gave  all  possible  assistance  in  food  and  clothing,  and  kept 
place  clean  while  necessary.  Also  referred  man  to  A.  I.  C.  P. 
to  make  application  for  work  of  some  kind,  whereby  he  might 
support  family.  Woman  works  at  office  cleaning  when  well, 
and  children  appear  sickly  and  neglected. 

No.  —  Eldridge  Street— Third  child.  Man  deserted  five 
months  ago,  leaving  family  penniless.  Said  he  was  going  to 
another  city  to  look  for  worK,  and  would  soon  send  her  some 
money,  learned  later  that  he  had  gone  back  to  Russia  with 
another  woman.  Said  he  could  not  support  such  a  large  family 
and  they  would  be  better  off  without  him.  Patient  has  earned 
a  living  by  keeping  working-girl  boarders,  of  whom  she  has  six. 
All  living  in  two  small  rooms.  Three  beds  in  one  room,  and 
piles  of  old  bedding  in  corners.  Helped  her  with  clothing 
and  nourishment.

No.  -  -  Monroe  Street  —  First  child  born  in  America. 
Three  older  ones  in  Europe.  Man  working  as  laborer,  and 
women  keeping  boarders;  all  living  in  two  rooms.  Couple 
denying  themselves  every  comfort,  in  order  to  save  money  with 
which  to  bring  children  and  grand-parents  to  America.  No 
preparation  made  for  illness.  Gave  her  necessary  clothing 
and  sent  in  scrub-woman  daily,  for  which  she  was  very  grateful. 
Patient  prepared  meals  for  boarders  on  fourth  day. 

No.  —  Water  Street — Fourth  child.  When  cared  for  by 
Ladies  Auxiliary  during  confinement  two  years  ago,  woman 
appeared  dissipated,  home  filthy,  and  devoid  of  every  com- 
fort. This  time  she  had  made  an  effort  to  have  rooms  cleaned 
and  had  endeavored  to  make  baby  clothes.  Claimed  to  have 
reformed,  through  efforts  of  Salvation  Army,  and  intended  to 
lead  a  decent  life.  Gave  a  little  supplementary  aid  in  baby 
clothes,  and  encouraged  her  in  various  ways.

Mrs.  H.  Married,  has  two  children;  when  visited  found 
patient  had  a  sick  husband ;  oldest  child  2  years  and  3  months, 
baby  of  two  weeks  both  being  cared  for  during  the  day  at  a 
nursery.     Groceries  given. 

Mrs.  B.  Married,  had  two  children,  oldest  fourteen  years, 
youngest  six  years,  baby  not  living.  Patient  very  much  worried 
oldest  boy  having  left  home  while  his  mother  was  in  hospital. 
Agent  took  patients  home,  provided  groceries. 

Mrs.  S.  Married,  had  five  children,  oldest  child  has  infantile 
paralysis;  husband  not  steadily  employed,  assistance  given 
toward  rent  which  was  greatly  appreciated. 

Letter  of  thanks  received. 

Mrs.  A.  Married,  has  two  children,  oldest  six  years,  baby 
two  weeks.  Parents  very  respectable  both  born  in  Germany. 
Husband  accustomed  to  take  charge  of  a  farm  was  advised  to 
come  to  the  city,  had  been  unfortunate  in  not  finding  steady 
employment.  Assistance  given  and  a  note  of  gratitude  re- 
ceived. 
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Mrs.  S.  Married,  had  four  children,  husband  out  of  em- 
ployment, wife  not  able  to  support  family  assistance  given 
toward  rent  which  was  appreciated. 

Letter  of  thanks  written. 

Mrs.  S.  Married,  has  two  children,  one  in  a  Home,  youngest 
with  mother.  Husband  deserted  family,  patient  has  been  as- 
sisted several  times  by  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  on  account  of 
poor  health. 

Mrs.  R.  Married,  required  an  elastic  stocking,  could  not 
afford  to  pay  for  it,  was  provided  for  patient  by  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary. 

Mrs.  W.  Married,  has  two  children,  one  of  six  years,  baby 
two  weeks,  a  very  respectable  Hungarian  woman.  Husband 
deserted  family.  Extra  supply  of  clothing  for  baby,  also 
groceries  given,  words  could  not  express  her  gratitude. 

Committee  I,  gave  a  large  Rolling  chair  for  use  of  the  pa- 
tients, also  sun  umbrellas  for  those  on  the  roof  gardens  during 
the  summer  and  robes,  blankets  and  hoods  for  patients  kept 
out  in  the  open  air  during  the  winter  adding  greatly  to  their 
comfort. 

Committee  I,  provide  all  stationery  required  by  patients. 
Transporation  to  their  distant  homes  and  whatever  orthopedic 
appliance  may  be  required.

CHARTER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN 
HOSPITAL. 


An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  passed  March  1, 1799,  chapter  xxxiii. 
Laws  of  1799. 

Whereas,  Thomas  Pearsall,  John  Christopher  Kunze, 
Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray,  Archibald  Gracie,  John 
Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen,  William  Houstoun, 
Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David  M.  Clarkson, 
William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel  and  others,  in- 
fluenced by  principles  of  benevolence  and  charity,  associated 
as  an  institution,  under  the  style  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  useful  purpose  of 
establishing  an  asylum  for  the  reception  of  women  in  a  state 
of  pregnancy  who  are  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  medical 
assistance  and  nursing  during  the  period  of  their  confinement 
in  child-bed,  by  their  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature, 
have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  the  better  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  effect  the  salutary  object  of  their  institution;  there- 
fore; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  that  all  such  persons  as  now 
are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  members  of  the  said  institutions,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  forever 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New 
York  "  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  have  continual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law, 
capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  suits,  complaints,  matters  and  cases  whatsoever;  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
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may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure;  and  also  that 
they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Society  of  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  receiving,  holding  and  conveying  any 
real  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation. 
Provided  that  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold  shall  be  only 
such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public 
building  and  such  houses  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  suitable 
and  necessary  to  the  nature  of  the  said  institution,  or  such  as 
shall  have  been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or 
conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  or  purchased  at  sales,  on  judg- 
ment which  shall  have  been  obtained  for  such  debts;  and  with 
regard  to  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be 
held  by  the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid,  except  such  as  may  be 
for  its  immediate  accommodation  as  aforesaid,  or  such  as  it  may 
hold  by  way  of  mortgage,  and  whereof  the  actual  possession  shall 
be  and  remain  in  mortgagors,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  bound  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  respec- 
tively within  five  years  after  it  shall  acquire  the  same,  and  shall 
not  be  capable  of  holding  the  same  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  five  years. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who  now  are 
members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter 
subscribe  to  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  members 
of  this  corporation,  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen 
governors,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  the  said  sub- 
scribers; the  following  persons  (that  is  to  say)  Thomas  Pearsall, 
John  Christopher  Kunze,  Robert  Lenox,  Cornelius  Ray, 
Archibald  Gracie,  John  Stark  Robertson,  Henry  Remsen, 
William  Houstoun,  Andrew  Hamersley,  John  Charlton,  David 
M.  Clarkson,  William  Jauncey,  J.  C.  Vanden  Heuvel,  shall 
be  the  present  governors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  when  a  new  election  shall 
be  made  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
governors;  that  the  election  for  governors  after  the  year  one 
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thousand  eight  hundred  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  majority 
of  the  governors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint,  of  which 
election  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said  governors  for 
the  space  of  one  week,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  said  City.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  among 
the  said  governors  (so  elected)  by  death,  resignation  or  removal, 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  special  election  for  the  purpose, 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  elections  are  made 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  said  corporation,  and  in  case  it  should  happen  that 
an  election  of  governors  should  not  be  held  on  any  day  when 
pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  been  made,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved;  but 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  on  any  other  day,  to  hold  an  election 
of  governors  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  prescribe. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  not  take 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services ;  and  for  the  time 
being  shall  have  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  them  shall  appear  needful  and  proper 
touching  the  managment  and  disposition  of  the  stock,  prop- 
erty, estate  and  effects  of  the  said  corporation,  and  touching 
the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  said  corporation, 
and  touching  all  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business, 
ends  and  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act 
instituted;  and  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  apothecary, 
house-pupils,  matron,  steward,  nurses  and  servants  for  carrying 
on  the  business  of  the  said  institution. 

Provided,  that  for  the  appropriation  or  disposal  of  any  of  the 
capital  stock,  a  number  not  less  than  seven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  number  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  vice-president  of  the  board,  to  be  appointed  in  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall  be  one. 

Provided,  also,  that  such  by-laws,  rules  and  reguations  shal 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors,  at  their  first 
meeting,  and  also  at  their  first  meeting  in  every  year  next  after 
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the  said  annual  election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, treasurer  and  a  secretary,  and  that  the  officers  thus 
elected  shall  immediately  enter  upon  their  respective  offices, 
and  hold  the  same  until  the  next  election  of  governors,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  vice-president  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  governors. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  shall  propose 
at  one  meeting  and  elect  by  ballot  at  the  next  a  number  of 
physicians,  not  exceeding  four,  to  attend  the  said  hospital, 
and  to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  this  institution,  and  that  the  said  physicians 
remain  in  office  until  the  next  election  for  governors,  after 
which  time  they  are  to  be  annually  elected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  declared  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts 
and  places  benignly  and  favorable  for  every  beneficial  purpose 
herein  intended. 

Chapter  U68,  Laws  of  1897. 
An  ACT  to  amend  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  Laws  of  seventeen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  entitled  "  An  ACT  to  incorporate 
the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  the  City  of  New  York/' 
relative  to  subscriptions,  the  election  of  subscribers  as  mem- 
bers, and  the  elections  of  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Became  a  law  May  17, 1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor; 
passed  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  laws 
of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  all  persons  who 
now  are  members  of  the  said  institution,  or  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  subscribe  to  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
members  of  this  corporation  provided  such  subscription  is 
received  by  the  society,  and  such  subscribers  are  elected  mem- 
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bers  of  the  said  society  by  the  board  of  governors  thereof,  in 
such  manners  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
society;  and  that  the  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  governors, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  governors  from  the 
said  subscribers. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  governors  of 
the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  immediately  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot 
such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary  to  attend  the  said  hospital,  and  to  render  all  neces- 
sary medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  this 
institution;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  elect  other 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  their  places. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS 

OF   THE 

SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING=IN    HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 


CHAPTER  I. 
Election  of  Governors 

1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  April  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  by  ballot  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  existing  gover- 
nors, from  the  members  of  the  Society,  thirteen  governors  who 
shall  manage  and  conduct  the  property  and  concerns  of  said 
corporation  for  the  ensuing  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected.  The  hour  and  place  for  the  holding  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 

2.  A  vacancy  among  the  Governors  may  be  filled  at  any 
Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

3.  A  person  subscribing  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  provided  his  subscription  is  hereby 
accepted  by  the  Board,  upon  being  duly  nominated  and  elec- 
ted by  the  Governors,  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society. 

A  person  subscribing  at  one  time  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  become  a  Patron  of  the 
Society,  and  any  person  so  subscribing  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  become  a  Benefactor  of  the  Society. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Governor 
unless  he  shall  have  so  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  least  three  months  previous  to  an  election. 
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CHAPTER  II. 
1.     If  any  Governor  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive 
stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  any  committee  of  which  he  shall  be  a  member, 
his  place  as  Governor  may  be  vacated. 

CHAPTER  III 
Meetings  of  Governors. 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  April, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Govern  3rs  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  provided  in  Chapter  I  shall  be  held.  The 
hour  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board. 

2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  a  written  requisition 
of  two  Governors. 

3.  A  number  of  not  less  than  five  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  business;  but  for  the  appropriation  or 
disposal  of  any  of  the  property  or  money  of  the  Society,  except 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  a  number  of  not  less 
than  seven  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  of  which 
number  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President, 
shall  be  one. 

4.  At  the  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year,  the  Board 
shall  elect  from  its  number,  by  ballot,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  shall  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  namely: 

1.  A  Finance  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 

2.  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  five  Govern- 
ors. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  three 
Governors,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all 
candidates  who  may  be  proposed  for  election  to  the 
office  of  Governor,  and  of  all  nominations  for  vacancies 
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occurring  in  any  of  the  other  offices  of  the  Society,  when- 
ever they  may  occur. 

4.     A  Law  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Governors. 
5.     The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  the  business  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board: 

1.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President,  or  Vice-President,  together  with  the 
Secretary,  may,  on  authority  of  the  Board,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  Bond  and  Mortgage  held 
by  the  Society,  execute  a  certificate  of  satisfaction  thereof, 
or  an  assignment  of  the  same  without  recourse. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Bank  or  Trust  Company 
to  be  designated  by  the  Board,  and  he  is  authorized  to  receive 
the  interest  or  dividends  on  all  securities  and  to  give  receipt 
therefor.  In  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the  President  or 
Vice-President  is  authorized  to  receive  such  interest  and  divi- 
dends. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  books  of  account,  and  at  each 
stated  meeting  shall  make  a  report  of  the  several  sums  by  him 
received  and  expended. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  of  the  Society,  other  than  the  securities  and  medical 
records;  he  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  notify  the  Governors  of  the  meet- 
ings. He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
Society. 
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CHAPTER   V. 

Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give 
directions  to  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  any  in- 
vestment without  the  authority  of  the  said  committee.  They 
shall,  as  often  as  once  in  six  months,  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of 
the  finances  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  VI. 
Custody  of  Securities. 

1.  All  securities  shall  be  kept  in  a  Safe  Deposit  Company 
to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  to  which  access  shall  be  ob- 
tained by  the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

2.  A  Record  Book  shall  be  kept  in  which  all  visits  to  the 
safe  deposit  box  shall  be  entered,  with  full  particulars  of  the 
object  of  the  visit.  This  entry  shall  be  signed  by  the  visitors, 
and  the  Record  Book  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  each 
meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 
Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  buildings  and  improvements  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

2.  They  shall  audit  the  bills  on  receiving  them  from  the 
Medical  Directors,  and  make  a  draft  on  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  same.  At  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted. 
They  shall  notify  the  Medical  Directors  each  month  of  the 
total  amount  of  money  which  may  be  expended  for  all  running 
expenses  during  the  following  nonth. 
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3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
such  business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be 
laid  before  the  Governors  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

4.  The  Committee  may  direct  the  expenditure  of  money  or 
clothes  for  the  relief  of  patients  who  from  extreme  poverty  or 
circumstances  of  peculiar  distress,  may  need  such  aid. 

5.  Whenever  they  think  it  necessary  that  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Governors  should  be  called  they  shall  apply  for  that 
purpose  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice-President. 
In  the  absence  or  inability  of  both  to  act,  such  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Medical    Board. 

the  medical  directors, 

1.  The  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  such  and  so  many  physicians  and  surgeons 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  attend  the  said  Hospital  and 
to  render  all  necessary  medical  aid  to  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  to  supervise  the  educational 
and  medical  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
elect  other  physicians  or  surgeons  to  fill  the  same. 

2.  These  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  known  as  the 
Medical  Directors  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  they  shall  organize  as  such  by  the 
appointment  of  such  officers  as  the  may  deem  proper. 

3.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  upon  the  termination  of  their 
services  and  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  Medical 
Director  nominate  their  successors  to  the  Board  of  Governors. 

4.  Any  Medical  Director  reaching  the  age  of  sixty  years  or 
any  Medical  Director  who  may  become  physically  incapaci- 
tated to  perform  his  duties  as  an  attending  surgeon  to  the 
Hospital;  or  any  Medical  Director  who  may  for  any  reason  wish 
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to  relinquish  active  medical  work,  may  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Society  and  upon  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Medical  Directors  be  exempted  from  further  active 
duty.  Such  retired  Medical  Dirctors  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
visory board  to  the  Medical  Directors  and  Governors  of  the 
Hospital.  They  shall  when  possible  be  present  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors,  but  shall  have  no  vote. 

5.  The  Consulting  Physicians  appointed  under  previous 
by-laws  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  advisory  board. 
Upon  the  death  of  resignation  of  any  Consulting  Physician, 
his  office  shall  cease  to  exist. 

6.  Immediately  after  election  of  the  Medical  Directors 
they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Governors  all  surgeons  that 
may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  educational  and  medical  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  any  vacancy  or  vcancies  shall  be  filled  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Medical  Directors  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

7.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  conducting  the  educational  and  professional 
work  of  the  institution.  They  shaH  prescribe  such  rules  for 
the  admission,  treatment  and  discharge  of  patients,  for  the 
education  and  government  of  the  students,  and  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  service  as  shall  seem  to  them  best,  but  such  rules 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governors  before  going  into  effect. 

8.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  appoint  the  surgeons  to 
serve  on  the  house  staff,  and  shall  regulate  and  prescribe  their 
duties.  They  shall  also  employ  the  superintendent,  clerks, 
servants,  nurses  and  all  other  persons  needful  and  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  of  each,  and  shall  purchase  all  supplies  and  superin- 
tend the  making  of  all  repairs,  the  bills  for  which  shall,  when 
approved,  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  payment. 

9.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  the  Medical  Directors 
in  any  month  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been  certified 
to  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  available  for  that 
month,  and  no  extraordinary  expenditures  shall  be  incurred 
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without  conference  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
of  Governors,  as  to  the  means  to  provide  for  the  same. 

10.  The  Medical  Directors  shall  each  year  elect  from  the 
Attending  Surgeons  three  surgeons  who  shall  be  known  as 
Deputy  Medical  Directors.  They  shall  assist  the  Medical 
Directors  in  the  management  of  the  hospital  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  required  of  them.  They  shall  be  present  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Medical  Directors. 

11.  No  Medical  Director,  surgeon,  officer,  nurse  or  servant 
of  this  institution  shall  accept  any  gift  or  bequest  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  patient. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Persons  may  endow  beds  in  the  Society's  Hospital  as  follows: 
By  a  payment  of  $5,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  in  perpetuity; 
by  a  payment  of  $3,000,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  life; 
by  a  payment  of  $250,  a  bed  may  be  endowed  for  one  year, 
Persons  so  endowing  beds  shall  have  such  rights,  in  respect  to 
naming  patients  to  the  Society  for  treatment,  as  the  Governors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

1.  Any  alteration  or  amendment  of  these  by-laws  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Governors,  but 
cannot  be  acted  upon  until  a  subsequent  stated  meeting;  when 
the  same  may  be  adopted  provided  a  majority  of  the  Gover- 
nors shall  approve  thereof,  but  no  change  in  any  By-Laws 
affecting  the  relation  of  the  Medical  Directors  to  the  Medical 
or  Educational  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  adopted  except 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Directors  and  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Governors. 

2.  These  by-laws  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  all 
other  by-laws  of  the  Society  are  repealed. 


The  beneficial  object  of  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
is  the  relief  and  care,  free  of  charge,  of  destitute  women  unable 
to  procure  necessary  medical  assistance  and  nursing  during  the 
period  of  their  confinement. 

FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

THREE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed  during  one 
life. 

TWO  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY  DOLLARS  endows  a  bed 
during  one  year.
